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f  Proceedings  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  Horth 
f  Carolina,  held  in  Greenville,  March,  1830. 

To  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  : 

Brethren'  in  Christ  : — The  annexe;!  minutes  will  announce  to  you 
the  fact,  that  an  institution  has  heen  recently  organized,  bearing  the 
name  of  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  You  will 
also  learn  from  the  subjoined  Constitution,  that  the  primary  objects  of 
this  Convention  are,  the  enlargement  and  intellectual  improvement  of 
the  ministry,  and  the  supplying  of  destitute  churches  and  sections  of 
country  within  the  limits  of  the  State. 

It  is  well  known  to  those  who  have  thought  on  the  subject,  that  the 
policy  of  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  has  been  singularly  unfavor- 
able to  the  interests  of  the  denomination ;  that  while  other  christian 
communities  have  been  causing1  their  plans  and  their  resources  to  take 
effect  among  us,  and  while  the  Baptists  of  many  of  our  sister  States 
have'been  engaged  in  multiplying  the  number,  and  in  elevating  the  char- 
acter" of  their  ministers  and  their  churches,  we,  the  Baptists  of  this  State, 
have  been  practicing  a  system,  in  almost  all  respects  calculated  to  limit 
our  resources,  to  paralize  our  energies,  and  to  impede  our  advancement 
in  the  progress  of  literary  and  evangelical  improvement. 

As  we  have  had  in  operation  no  measures  for  the  instruction  of  per- 
sons called  to  the  ministry,  those  whose  talents  and  attainments  had 
been  such  as  to  induce  a  relish  and  a  desire  for  the  advantages  of  study, 
have  been  led  to  neighboring  States,  in  order  to  secure  the  facilities  they 
sought.  And  as  our  churches  have  generally  wanted  the  means,  and  in 
very  many  cases  the  inclination,  to  afford  their  ministers  a  just  and  ade- 
quate compensation,  those  whose  services  were  most  valuable  have  been 
withdrawn  to  other  sections  of  country,  where  they  were  offered  that 
support  which  was  denied  them  at  home.  The  natural  and  necessary 
tendency  of  these  things  has  been,  not  merely  to  prevent  the  ingress  of 
valuable  men  from  abroad,  but  also  to  drain  the  State  of  the  best  talents 
of  native  growth,  and  to  leave  behind  only  those  whose  qualifications 
were  not  of  sufficient  value  to  command  the  attention  of  churches  in 
sister  States.  We  do  not  mean  to  assert  that  the  operation  of  these 
causes  has  been  such  as  to  leave  no  exceptions  ;  but  we  mean  that,  like 
lather  efficient  causes,  their  effects  have  been  constant  and  uniform.  And 
/mfidently  believed,  that  to  the  agency  of  these  causes  is  to  be  at- 
„ed  that  depressed  state  of  the  ministry  in  North  Carolina  which  ^1$ 

l.nade  it  almost  a  by-word  and  term  of  reproach  throughout  the 

mtry. 
'  Ln  support  of  the  above  reasoning  we  appeal,  directly  and  briefly,  to 
f-'acts ;  facts  which  the  more  enlightened  and  discerning  part  of  Baptists 
have  long  observed  and  lamented,  and  in  relation  to  which  we  fear  no 
contradiction.  Let  the  history  of  the  Baptist  church  in  this  State,  for 
the  last  twenty  years,  be  attentively  reviewed ;  let  the  names  of  those 
who  grew  up  amongst  us,  and  who  are  now  occupying  important  stations 
in  other  States  be  recapitulated ;  let  the  present  condition  of  our  minis 
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try  and  our  churches  be  re-examined ;  let  the  enlargement  and  pros- 
perity of  the  denomination  in  some  other  States  be  observed ;  let  the 
causes  of  all  the?e  things  be  carefully  and  fearlessly  looked  into ;  and' 
then  let  it  be  said,  whether  or  not  our  reasoning  is  conclusive,  andr 
whether  or  not  we  have  referred  existing  evils  to  their  legitimate  origin. 

And  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  causes  which  have  hitherto  op- 
erated and  engendered  so  much  detriment,  if  not  arrested,  will  still  con- 
tinue to  operate  and  to  propagate  their  pernicious  consequences  in  an 
increased  ratio.  In  proportion  as  the  neighboring  States,  by  their  pres- 
ent enlightened  policy,  multiply  the  facilities  for  improving  candidates 
for  the  ministry,  and  increase  the  demand  among  their  churches  for  pas- 
tors of  superior  qualifications,  in  that  same  proportion  will  they  augment 
their  liability  to  extract  from  us  whatever  of  talent  and  attainment  may 
grow  up  amongst  us.  And  in  proportion  as  society  advances  in  intel- 
lectual acquirements,  and  as  other  denominations  present  their  ministers 
of  cultivated  manners  and  enlightened  minds,  just  in  that  same  propor- 
tion, our  ministry,  and  of  course  our  churches,  must  fall  behind  in  power 
and  respectability ;  and  there  is  nothing  short  of  a  miricle  that  can  avert 
the  threatened  mischief,  but  a  seasonable  and  well  directed  effort  to  do 
away  the  causes  of  evil  already  considered.  The  Baptists  of  North  Car- 
olina may  inveigh  against  education,  and  the  claims  of  ministers,  and 
the  employment  of  missionaries — and  they  may  go  on  to  persuade  them- 
selves that  God's  ministers  shall  be  compelled  to  preach,  whether  sup- 
ported or  not;  and  that  God  will  do  His  own  work,  in  His  own  time, 
independently  of  human  agency ;  while  their  brethren  of  other  States  are 
draining  away  their  efficient  ministers,  and  those  of  other  denominations 
are  coming  in  and  possessing  the  land ;  but  they  have  got  to  learn,  at 
last,  that  there  is  no  way  of  preventing  the  natural  effects  of  efficient 
causes,  but  by  the  application  of  adequate  means.  Like  the  mutinous 
limbs  in  the  fable,  they  may  blindly  resist  the  natural  means  of  their 
own  support,  until  the  principle  of  life  be  past  recovery ;  but  they  will 
see,  in  the  end,  that  others  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities 
which  they  refuse,  and  thus  become  possessed  of  the  objects,  which  oth- 
therwise,  they  might  easily  have  acquired. 

We  are  sincerely  glad  to  know  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  have 
begun  to  open  their  eyes  to  these  matters ;  that  they  have  begun  to  see 
that  something  must  be  done;  and  that  some  of  them  are  resolved  to 
put  forth  an  humble,  but  a  well  directed  effort,  in  behalf  of  the  interests 
of  the  denomination  in  the  State.  It  is  this  liberal  view  of  things,  and 
this  determined  spirit  of  zealous  and  benevolent  enterprize,  that  have 
led  to  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  of  which  it  is  our  present 
purpose  to  treat.  And  although  it  is  now  but  just  begun,  and  although 
it  behooves  its  advocates  to  speak  of  it  in  terms  of  the  most  measured 
moderation  and  humility,  yet  we  do  venture  to  believe  that  it  promises 
more  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  than  any  human  institution 
ever  yet  offered  to  their  consideration ;  and  that  it  shall  exist  and  mul- 
tiply its  advantages,  when  its  projectors  and  present  supporters 
rest  from  their  labors,  amid  "  the  clods  of  the  valley.''  ^ 

In  favour  of  the  utility  and  expediency  of  this  institution,  but 
things  need  now  be  said.  It  is  a  truth,  at  this  day  almost  self  evider? 
to  say  the  least,  it  is  one  to  which  observation  and  experience  have 
Ion"1  and  so  uniformly  borne  their  testimony,  that  there  are  few,  if  ai 
who  doubt  it — that,  to  accomplish  any  purpose  of  a  general  and  ardnou. 
nature,  combined  and  systematick  operations  are  absolutely  necessary. 
And  accordingly,  to  secure  the  objects  proposed  in  the  constitution  oi 
the  Convention,  namely :  to  improve  the  ministry,  and  to  enlarge  and 
multiply  the  churches  of  the  Baptist  denomination  in  the  State,  a  general 
system  of  united  and  harmonious  movements  is  indispensable. 
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To  secure  that  systematick  co-operation,  which  was  deemed  requisite, 
no  plan  seemed  so  eligible  as  that  which  proposed  to  form  the  convention 
of  delegates  or  representatives  from  the  several  associations,  churches 
and  auxiliary  societies  which  might  see  proper  to  patronize  its  objects. 
By  this  means,  it  was  believed  that  all  who  contributed  would  be  enabled 
to  exert  a  proportional  influence  over  their  respective  contributions ;  and 
that  that  influence  might  be  so  a dj listed  and  combined  that  the  whole 
might  be  concentrated  to  any  given  point  an'l  directed  to  any  given  ob- 
ject, as  the  collected  wisdom  of  the  whole  might  dictate.  But  a  small  de- 
gree of  discernment  is  requisite  to  perceive  the  efficacy  of  a  system  like 
this,  judiciously  directed  and  sustained  by  the  aid  of  even  one-fourth  of 
the  Baptists  in  the  State. 

It  is  almost  needless  to  say  that  the  expediency  of  such  a  system  of 
exertion  is  not  now  to  be  tested  by  experiment.  Institutions  of  this 
kind  are  known  to  have  been  in  the  most  successful  operation  in  many 
of  the  sister  States  for  years.  The  experiment  has  therefore  been  made, 
and  the  expediency  of  the  system  has  been  fully  and  repeatedly  demon- 
strated. In  carrying  into  effect  the  measures  proposed,  therefore,  the 
friends  of  the  institution  risk  nothing.  They  proceed  upon  ground  al- 
ready gone  over  ;  they  act  upon  principles  already  developed  and  tested. 
So  that  the  contemplated  result  is  just  as  certain  as  is  the  connexion  be- 
tween a  cause  and  its  natural  effects. 

The  only  point  from  which  a  failure  can  be  apprehended,  is  a  want  of 
prudent  and  well  sustained  exertion,  conformable  to  the  articles  of  the 
constitution.  No  work  of  any  sort  can  be  effected  without  power.  The 
most  luminous  policy,  the  sagest  counsels,  and  the  best  selected  plans, 
will  accomplish  nothing  without  effort :  and,  of  course,  it  will  avail  noth- 
ing, that  the  Baptists  of  this  State  have  given  existence  to  a  Convention, 
and  modelt  d  it  after  the  most  approved  and  successful  institutions  of  the 
day,  unless  it  receive  that  support  which  is  necessary  to  carry  it  into 
effect.  Here,  then,  is  the  weak  place.  This  is  the  point,  and  the  only 
point,  where  danjjer  is  to  be  apprehended.  And  this  is  wholly  within 
the  reach  of  the  Baptists  of  the  State.  Consequently,  if  a  failure  ensue, 
to  them  and  to  them  01113'  it  is  to  be  attributed. 

We  are  aware  that  many  objections  will  be  urged  against  the  institu- 
tion now  proposed  ;  and  we  accordingly  proceed  to  anticipate  some  of  the 
most  plausible. 

It  will,  no  doubt,  be  asked  if  we  have  any  scriptural  authority  for  the 
formation  of  conventions,  or  of  any  such  institutions?  To  this  inquiry 
our  answer  is — that  we  have  precisely  the  same  scriptural  authority  for 
conventions  that  we  have  for  associations,  for  colleges,  for  courts  of  jus- 
tice, and  for  other  similar  establishments  ;  and  when  those  wiio  object 
show  us  their  scriptural  warrant  for  the  latter,  it  will  be  time  enough  to 
adduce  ours,  in  support  of  the  former. 

It  will  doubtless  be  further  objected,  that  the  Convention  is  a  monied 
concern.  'By  money,'  it  will  be  said,  Its  operations  are  to  be  sustained, 
and  by  money  all  its  objects  are  to  be  acquired  !'  Indeed  !  And  is 
the  fact  that  money  i3  essential  to  the  successful  operation  of  an  institu- 
tion, proof  of  its  illegality,  or  of  its  non-conformity  to  the  Scriptures? 
Then  all  churches  and  associations,  and  in  a  word,  all  institutions, 
whether  civil  or  religious,  are  illegal  and  unscriptural  ;  for  they  are  all 
dependent  upon  the  application  of  mone3r. 

But  where,  pray,  is  the  great  sin  of  applying  money  to  the  advance- 
ment of  religion,  and  of  the  interests  of  the  church  of  Christ?  They 
who  object  to  this,  employ  money  to  improve  their  farms  and  their  houses, 
to  educate  and  accomplish  their  children,  to  sustain  the  various  political 
and  literary  institutions  of  their  country  ;  and  in  instances  not  a  few,  to 
gratify  their  taste,  and  to  minister  to  their  pleasure.    Then  why  not  em- 
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ploy  money  for  the  support  of  Christianity — for  aiding  the  cause  of  truth 
and  morals,  and  for  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  souls  of  men?  Let 
those,  who  declaim  so  loudly  and  so  bitterly  against  the  benevolent  insti- 
tutions of  the  age,  because  they  require  the  application  of  money,  proceed 
to  prove,  from  the  Scriptures,  or  from  any  other  legitimate  source, 
that  it  is  unlawful,  or  in  any  way  inexpedient,  or  improper,  to  apply 
money  to  the  support  of  Christianity;  and  when  they  shall  have  suc- 
ceeded in  this,  their  declamation  will  be  less  inconsistent,  if  not  more 
conclusive. 

Moreover,  we  should  be  glad  to  be  informed,  in  what  age  of  the  world 
the  interests  of  religion  were  supported  without  money.  It  certainly 
was  not  in  that  of  the  Apostles.  At  that  period,  we  will  venture  to  af- 
firm, money  was  as  much  in  demand,  was  as  freely  given,  and  was  as 
liberally  and  as  efficiently  applied  to  the  support  of  Christianity,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  and  resources  of  the  disciples,  as  it  has  been  at  any 
subsequent  day.  It  was  customary  with  the  brethren  at  Jerusalem,  upon 
becoming  members  of  the  church,  to  dispose  of  their  property,  if  they  had 
any,  and  to  lay  the  proceds  at  the  Apostles'  feet,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole.  Acts  2.  45 — i.  32 — 37.  It  is  said  of  the  church  at  Antioch,  that 
when  they  learned  the  distressed  condition  of  their  brethren  in  Judea,  they 
immediately  proceeded  to  make  up  a  sum  of  money  for  their  relief ,  which 
•they  transmitted  by  the  "hands  of  Barnabas  and  Saul."  Acts  11, 29.  In  his 
epistle  to  the  Romans,  the  Apostle  Paul  urged  it  upon  them  as  one  of 
their  cardinal  duties,  to  ''distribute  to  the  necessities  of  the  saints  ;"  and, 
in  the  same  communication,  he  acquainted  them  with  the  fact,  that  the 
churches  in  Mccedonia  and  Achaia  had  already  made  up  a  contribution 
for  the  poor  saints  at  Jerusalem.  Acts  12,  13 — 15.  26.  In  his  first  epis- 
tle to  the  Corinthians,  the  same  apostle  laboured  to  prove,  and  did  suc- 
cessfully and  conclusively  prove,  by  arguments  taken  from  the  natural 
relations  of  things,  from  the  institutions  of  the  Levitical  Economy,  and 
from  the  express  and  absolute  appointments  of  the  Lord  Jesus  himself  the 
just  claims  of  every  teacher  of  religioa  to  an  adequate  maintenance  for 
himself  and  his  family.  1  Cor.  9,  1 — 15.  In  the  same  epistle,  he  directed 
the  brethren  to  lay  by  them  in  store,  habitually,  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  an  amount,  proportional  to  the  degree  in  which  G-od  had  pros- 
pered them,  in  order  to  make  up  a  sum  for  the  saints  at  Jerusalem  ;  and 
at  the  same  time  he  informed  them  that  he  had  made  a  similar  request 
of  the  churches  in  Galatia.  Acts  16,  1 — 2.  In  his  second  letter  to  this 
church,  he  resumed  the  same  subject,  and  occupied  two  entire  chapters, 
in  setting  forth  the  duty  and  the  advantages  of  making  liberal  contribu- 
tions, to  aid  in  the  support  of  those  saints  who  needed  assistance.  2  Cor. 
8,  9.  In  his  epistle  to  the  Galatians,  the  same  apostle  enjoined  it  upon 
the  members  of  that  church,  as  a  solemn  duty,  and  as  a  distinguished 
privilege,  to  administer  to  the  comfort  and  support  of  their  spiritual 
teachers.  Gal.  6.  6 — 10,  He  commended  the  Philippians,  because  they 
had  so  frequently  administered  to  his  support,  and  that  not  so  much  be- 
cause he  needed  their  aid,  as  because  it  shewed  the  cheerfulness  with 
which  they  complied  with  their  duty  ;  and  because  it  afforded  "  fruit 
which  would  abound  to  their  account."  Phil.  4.  16 — 18.  And  to  Timo- 
thy, the  same  apostle  gave  it  in  charge,  to  see  that  they  who  faithfully 
"laboured  in  word  and  doctrine,"  were  justly  and  adequately  provided 
for.  1  Tim.  5,  17 — 18.  And  the  Apostle  John  strongly  commended  his 
friend  Gains,  because  he  had  so  frequently  and  so  liberally  aided  the  ne- 
cessities of  those  who  had  gone  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen.  3 
John  5,  10.  If  these  and  other  similar  facts  do  not  shew  that  money 
was  applied,  and  commonly  and  liberally  applied,  to  the  support  of 
Christianity  in  the  Apostles'  day,  we  may  despair  of  finding  conclusive 
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evidence  in  any  case.  Let  those  who  are  so  loud  and  so  liberal,  in  their 
objections  to  the  application  of  money  to  the  support  of  the  Gospel,  con- 
sider well  all  these  and  similar  cases;  and  then,  let  them  say,  whether 
or  not  the  practice  in  view,  is  a  modern  innovation.  Let  them  consider, 
moreover,  whether  their  present  objections  do  not  call  in  question,  both 
the  prudence  and  the  integrity  of  the  inspired  apostles.  And  let  them 
still  farther  consider,  whether  the  Apostle  John,  were  he  present,  would 
not  speak  of  them,  much  as  he  spake  of  the  famous  Diotrephes,  of  whom 
he  made  memorable  mention  in  the  tenth  verse  of  his  third  epistle. 

It  has  been  said,  that  Conventions  similar  to  the  present,  are  designed 
to  beget  a  connexion  between  the  church  and  state.  This  is  certainly 
saying  a  great  deal ;  and  much  more,  we  would  think,  than  any  con- 
scientious man  would  permit  himself  to  say,  without  the  proof.  But  has 
this  ever  been  attempted?  Tn  all  that  has  been  '  said  and  sung'  on  this, 
subject,  has  any  one  ever  attempted  to  shew,  by  a  reference  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  these  institutions,  by  an  appeal  to  facts,  or  by  anything  else  in 
the  form  of  an  argument  that  State  Conventions  are  designed,  or  that 
they  have  the  remotest  tendencjT,  to  interfere  with  the  government, 
either'of  church  or  of  State?  Those  who  profess  so  much  zeal  for  civil 
institutions,  and  make  this  a  pretext  for  opposing  schemes  of  benevo- 
lence, remind  us  of  the  infidels  in  the  Apostles1  day,  who  endeavoured 
to  alarm  the  fears  of  the  civil  authorities,  by  charging  Christianity  and 
its  advocates,  with  a  design  to  subvert  the  ruling  powers  of  the  state,  . 

It  will  probably  be  said,  as  a  further  objection,  that  the  education  of 
ministers,  one  of  the  leading  objects  contemplated,  is  exceptionable  ;  in- 
asmuch as  it  is  needless,  unscriptural,  and  contrary  to  the  nature  and* 
demands  of  the  Gospel.  We  know  that  all  this  has  been  asserted  over 
and  over ;  but  has  the  assertion  ever  been  made  good  by  evidence  ?  We 
may  have  been  told  of  the  ignorance  of  the  Apostles ;  but  has  it  ever 
yet  been  proved  that  the  Apostles  were  so  ignorant  as  they  have  been 
said  to  have  been?  (We  may  have  been  reminded  of  the  usefulness  of 
some  men  who  were  without  education  ;  but  has  it  ever  been  shown  that 
these  men  wTould  not  have  been  more  useful,  had  they  possessed  greater 
literary  advantages?  We  may  have  been  informed,  that  "God  hath 
chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  wise,  the 
weak  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  mighty;"  but  have 
Ave  ever  been  referred  to  the  facts?  Have  we  ever  been  shown  these 
mighty  men  of  valour?  Have  we  ever  been  pointed  to  these  giants  of 
ignorance,  who  make  such  havock  of  the  wisdom  and  might  of  this 
world  ?  We  would  think  that  if  there  were  such  men,  in  our  day,  they 
ought  to  be  found  somewhere  ;  and  we  would  think,  moreover,  that  their 
marvelous  deeds  would  soon  make  them  manifest. 

It  has  always  been  a  matter  of  wonder,  to  us,  that  men  should  object 
to  knowledge  in  the  man  who  ministers  at  the  altar  ;  when  they  deem  it 
necessary  in  every  other  official  station  in  life.  Their  mechanicks  must 
be  men  who  understand  their  business,  and  are  expert  in  the  use  of 
tools ;  their  school-masters  must  be  men  of  letters,  and  well  qualified 
''to  teach  the  young  idea  how  to  shoot;"  if  they  need  a  physican,  they 
must  have  a  man  of  science,  and  of  professional  skill ;  should  they  have 
a  civil  suit  on  hand,  they  are  sure  to  apply  to  an  attorney  who  under- 
stands the  law,  and  who  is  of  some  eminence  in  his  profession ;  but 
wonderful  to  be  told?  the  man  whom  they  select  to  minister  "  to  them 
in  holy  things,"  to  expound  to  them  the  mysteries  of  revelation  ;  to  lec- 
ture them  on  the  lofty  and  intricate  doctrines  of  morals  and  religion ; 
and  to  whom  they  commit  the  culture  and  the  keeping  of  their  souls, 
and  of  the  souls  of  their  children  and  their  servants,  must  be  a  man  of 
ignorance  !  ! 

Another  thing  has  struck  us  as  very  remarkable  in  this  controversy, 
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and  we  are  much  surprised  that  it  has  never  struck  the  opposers  of  edu- 
cation ;  and  that  is,  that  while  Uneducated  men  are  frequently  found 
among  the  advocates  of  a  well-taught  ministry,  those  who  are  in  the  op- 
position are,  without  an  exception,  so  far  as  we  know,  men  who  have 
been  denied  the  advantages  of  education  themselves.  Now  is  it  true, 
that  uneducated  men,  we  should  rather  say,  that  ignorant  men,  are  or 
can  he  proper  ju  Iges  in  this  case  ?  Is  it  probable,  or  is  it  possible,  that 
men,  who  in  fact  know  not  what  education  is,  can  be  competent  to  de- 
cide upon  its  advantages  or  its  disadvantages  ?  To  tell  the  truth,  this 
looks  very  much  like  the  declaiming  of  a  beggar  against  the  use  and  ad- 
vantage of  property;  audit  reminds  us  forcibly  of  the  owl  that  quar- 
i  relied  with  the  rays  of  the  sun  because  they  hurt  his  eyes. 

It  will  of  course  be  objected,  that  cue  of  the  professed  objects  of  the 
Convention  is  the  support  of  Missions.  Now,  allowing  this  to  be  so,  has 
:  it  ever  yet  been  shown,  or  can  it  now  be  shown,  why  and  wherein  the  sup- 
port of  Missions  is  objectionable  ?  That  many  persons  loudly  affirm  this 
is  not  doubted.  But  there  is  a  wide  difference  between  asserting  that  a 
practice  is  wrong,  and  showing  that  it  is  so.  \Vhen  men  can  prove  that 
the  practice  and  support  of  Missions  is  contrary  to  the  Scriptures,  or  in 
any  way  incompatible  with  the  genius  of  Christianity,  then  there  will  be 
an  end  to  the  argument.  But  until  that  be  done,  all  the  declamation 
that  is  poured  forth  on  the  subject  must  be  allowed  to  pass  for  what  it  is 
worth. 

But  further,  if  the  support  of  Missions  is  improper,  in  what,  pra}%  does 
the  impropriety  consist?  It  must  be  either  in  preaching  the  Gospel  to 
sinners,  or  in  being  sent  to  do  this,  or  in  being  supported  in  the  doing  of 
this,  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  Christian  friends.  Beyond  this, 
we^are  utterly  unable  to  conceive  of  any  thing  that  can  be  made  the 
ground  of  objection  of  any  sort ;  because  these  three  particulars  com- 
prise all  the  acts  that  are  involved  in  the  operation.  N"ow  will  any  man 
be  pleased  to  inform  us  which  of  these  items  forms  the  objectionable 
part?  Is  it  preaching  to  sinners?  Then  the  Apostles  were  to  be  blamed; 
and  so  is  every  other  man  who  faithfully  preaches  the  Gospel.  Is  it 
being  sent  to  do  this  ?  Then  was  the  conduct  of  Paul  and  Barnabas  ex- 
ceptionable, when  they  suffered  themselves  to  be  sent  away  by  the  church 
at  Antiojh  ;  and  so  was  that  of  the  twelve,  and  of  the  seventy,  who  per- 
mitted themselves  to  be  commissioned  and  sent  forth  by  Christ  himself  ; 
and  so  is  that  of  every  minister  who  allows  himself  to  be  licensed,  and 
ordained,  and  sent  forth  by  the  church  of  which  he  is  a  member.  Is  it  in 
being  supported  in  this  by  the  willing  contributions  of  the  Christian 
community?  Then  the  Apostle  did  wrong,  and  so  does  every  man  who 
suffers  himself  to  take  pay  for  preaching,  whether  it  comes  in  the  form 
of  a  charitable  donation,  or  in  that  of  a  just  recompense  forvalue  received. 

It  may  possibly  be  replied  here — it  is  not  to  missions,  in  the  abstract, 
that  we  are  opposed  ;  but  to  the  manner  in  which  they  are  conducted. 
If  this  be  so,  we  must  confess  that  we  have  very  much  mlsunderstoed  the 
nature  and  the  ground  of  the  controversy.  But  if  it  be  merely  against 
the  manner  in  which  missions  have  been  conducted,  that  men  object, 
then  why  not  make  the  distinction — why  not  point  out  the  defective  part 
of  the  process — why  not  show  us  another,  and  a  better  way — and  Avhy 
endeavor  to  arrest  the  whole  movement  because  of  some  supposed  de- 
formity in  the  machinery  ?  Let  these  questions  be  answered,  and  let 
them  be  answered  with  Christian  candor  and  simplicity. 

It  is  to  be  understood,  however,  that  the  Convention  does  not  contem- 
plate the  support  of  Missions,  in  the  full  and  appropriate  extent  of  that 
term.  It  is  known  that  there  are  some  towns,  and  many  sections  of 
country  in  this  State,  where,  either  there  is  no  Baptist  church  at  all,  or 
if  a  church,  no  regular  and  effectual  ministry.     A  wish  has  prevailed  to 
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some  extent  and  it  is  believed  to  be  neither  an  unreasonable  nor  an  un- 
charitable one,  to  see  Baptist  churches  in  many  places  where  they  are 
not  ;  and  to  see  all  under  the  superintendence  of  a  faithful  and  success- 
ful ministry.  It  is  a  plain  case,  that  where  there  is  no  church,  there  ade- 
equate  resources  for  the  immediate  support  of  the  Gospel,  cannot  be  ex- 
pected. And  it  is  equally  plain,  that  the  insufficiency  of  a  very  large 
proportion  of  organized  churches  in  the  State,  is  nearly,  if  not  quite,  as 
great.  It  is  the  grand  object  of  the  Conven  ion  to  supply  these  defi- 
ciencies. And  in  order  to  effect  this  it  contemplates  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  such  persons  as  Providence  may  raise  up  amongst  us,  or  send  to 
us  from  other  quarters ;  furnishing  them  with  a  competent  education, 
should  they  need  it,  and  stationing  them  in  the  most  eligible  situations, 
and  supporting  them  there,  either  in  part  or  whole  as  circumstances  shall 
require,  until  an  adequate  compensation  can  be  procured  from  the  re- 
spective fields  of  their  labour.  From  this  statement  it  is  manifest  that, 
although  the  object  is  strictly  of.  a  missionary  nature,  yet  it  differs  from 
missions  in  general,  in  this,  that  it  is  literally  a  home  concern;  it  is  a 
State  enterprise,  in  which  the  welfare  and  reputation  of  the  denomina- 
tion are  involved,  and  in  which  many  individuals  are  personally  and 
deeply  interested. 

It  will  probably  be  asked  here — does  not  the  Convention  contemplate 
a  connection  of  some  sort  with  the  Baptist  General  Convention  of  the 
United  States?  and  will  not  this  necessarily  lead  to  the  support  of  For- 
eign Missions?  The  facts  of  the  case  so  far  as  this  question  is  involved, 
are  briefly  these.  There  are  many  person?  in  State  who  have  been  long 
desirous  of  contributing  something  to  the  important  objects  had  in  view 
by  that  Institution.  In  concerting  the  plan  of  the  present  Convention, 
it  was  deemed  expedient  to  make  some  provision  for  the  liberality  of 
persons  of  this  description.  This  was  accordingly  done,  as  may  be 
learned  from  the  Constitution,  by  proposing  to  keep  a  distinct  fund  for 
the  purpose,  and  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  General  Convention 
those  monies,  and  those  only,  that  should  he  contributed  for  that  special 
purpose.  This  explanation  is  made,  not  for  the  purpose  of  eluding  any 
poVtion  of  the  hostili  y,  which  is  usually  waged  against  Foreign  Missions, 
for  all  missions  are  substantially  the  same;  but  for  the  purpose  of  having 
it  distinctly  seen,  that  the  primary  object  of  the  Convention,  at  present, 
is  to  repair  the  waste  places  of  our  own  State. 

There  is  but  one  more  objection  of  which  we  can  now  conceive,  which 
merits  attention,  anil  that  is  one  which  has  often  been  made  to  similar 
institutions,  and  which  will  no  doubt  be  brought  against  this,  namely, 
that  it  is  a  pecuniary  scheme  got  up  for  the  purpose  of  gulling  the  sim- 
ple, and  filling  the  pockets  of  its  projectors  and  abettors.  To  this,  it  is 
sufficient  to  reply,  that,  as  the  projectors  and  supporters  of  this  Institu- 
tion are  men,  whose  moral  standing  lias  never  yet  been  called  in  question, 
it  will  be  time  enough  to  impeach  their  motives  when  the  facts  showing 
their  guilt  can  be  produced  ;  and  it  will  be  time  enough  for  them  to  pro- 
ceed to  their  vindication  when  the  charge  shall  be  brought  b}T  responsi- 
ble persons,  and  attended  by  at  least  the  semblance  of  truth.  This 
much,  however,  may  be  added,  that  it  has  been  long  proverbial,  that 
they  who  have  the  least  confidence  in  their  own  integrity,  are  the  most 
liable  to  suspect  that  of  others.  And  it  may  be  further  stated,  that  in 
order  that  every  pretext  for  demur  may  be  done  away,  and  that  the 
punctual  application  of  all  funds  contributed  may  be  clearly  and  fully 
demonstrated,  an  annual  report  of  all  collections  and  disbursements 
shall  be  regularly  published.  \ 

Now,  Brethren,  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  after  having  explained 
the  nature  and  objects  of  the  institution,  which  we  propose,  and  stated 
the  reasons  why  it  has  been  brought  into  being,  and  considered  the  ob- 
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jections  most  liable  to  be  urged  against  it,  we  proceed  further  to  address 
you,  in  more  direct  and  explicit  terms.  And  to  do  this  with  the  more 
convenience,  we  shall  take  the  liberty  to  divide  you  into  two  classes, 
those  wTho  are  opposed  to  our  measures,  and  those  who  are  inclined  to 
advocate  and  support  them. 

And  we  would  lirst  speak  to  those  who  oppose  our  measures.  Brethren, 
you  who  are  averse  to  State  Conventions,  and  to  Missions,  and  to  Edu- 
cation Societies,  and  who  have  carried  your  hostility  so  far  as  even  to 
threaten  with  excommunication,  those  of  your  church  members,  who 
dare  to  think  and  act  differently  from  yourselves  in  these  matters,  we 
wish  it  distinctly  understood,  that  wxe  have  no  quarrel  with  you,  of  any 
kind.  We  neither  dislike  nor  envy  you,  nor  do  wre  despise  you,  nor  yet 
do  we  fear  you.  We  regard  you  as  christians,  as  Baptists,  and  as  brethren ; 
but  we  consider  you  sadly  mistaken,  and  wre  sincerely  regret  the  loss  of 
your  servises  in  the  important  and  interesting  work  before  us.  When 
we  earnestly  plead  our  arguments  in  favor  of  what  we  do.  and  patiently 
consider  the  objections  which  you  urge  against  us,  we  do  this,  not  for  the 
purpose  of  justifying  ourselves,  nor  yet  for  the  purpose  of  justifying  the 
cause  which  we  advocate,  but  for  the  sole  purpose  of  correcting  your 
mistake,  of  reclaiming  you  from  error,  and  of  enlisting  your  services  in 
the  cause  of  the  Redeemer  in  general,  and  in  that  of  the  denomination 
in  particular.  And  we  desire  you  further  to  understand  that  we  shall 
go  on  with  our  undertaking,  whether  you  aid  us  or  oppose  us.  You  may 
misrepresent  our  intentions  if  you  choose  ;  you  may  impugn  our  reputa- 
tions, and  you  may  conflict  with  our  movements;  but  you  cannot  injure 
us,  nor  can  you  prevent  the  accomplishment  of  our  plans.  The  improve- 
ment of  the  ministry,  and  of  the  churches  of  the  Baptist  denomination 
in  ]STorth  Carolina  will  be  effected,  and  by  the  means  proposed,  either 
sooner  or  later.  And  it  now  remains  for  you  to  say  whether  you  will 
take  a  part  in  this  important  and  honourable  work  or  not;  whether  you 
will  spend  your  life  in  extending  the  knowledge  of  the  gospel,  or  in  op- 
posing the  endeavors  of  those  who  do ;  and  whether  you  will  put  it  into 
the  power  of  your  posterity,  perhaps  yet  unborn,  to  honour  you  as  their 
benefactors,  or  to  reproach  you  as  the  authors  of  their  privations  and 
misfortunes.  We  would  respectfully  offer  it  as  our  opinion,  that  you 
would  do  well  to  consider  this  matter  over  again.  See  if  you  can  get 
the  proof,  that  the  measures  which  you  oppose,  are  incompatible  with 
the  gospel,  and  with  the  spirit  of  the.christian  dispensation  ;  reflect  upon 
the  improbability  that  nine-tenths  of  the  most  enlightened  and  pious  of 
the  christian  community  should  be  mi-taken  on  this  subject ;  and  remind 
yourselves  of  the  singular  responsibility  of  those  who  attempt  to  impede, 
even  from  conscientious  motive5,  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  the  elevation 
of  the  churches,  or  the  efficiency  of  the  ministry.  And  should  you,  after 
all,  consider  yourselves  scrupulously  bound  to  oppose  us,  do  it  decently ; 
do  it  gentlemanly ;  and  do  it  with  that  dignified  meekness  which  becomes 
christians,  faithfully  contending  against  what  they  believe  to  be  error. 
But  do  not,  as  you  respect  the  sanctity  of  the  gospel,  as  you  revere  the 
dignity  of  the  christian  church,  and  as  you  honour  the  name  of  Baptists, 
do  not  permit  yourselves  to  indulge  in  that  low  and  scurrilous  abuse,  and 
to  show  forth  that  violent,  vindictive  and  intolerant  temper,  which  have 
been  but  too  manifest  among  some  Baptists  of  this  State. 

And  secondly,  we  would  address  those  who  are  favourably  disposed 
towards  the  present  and  all  similar  institutions.  Brethren,  it'  is  to 
you  and  to  you  only  tb&t  we  can  look.  We  therefore  make  a  direct  and 
solemn  appeal  to  your  zeal,  your  benevolence,  your  self-respect,  and 
your  sense  of  duty.  And  we  call  upon  you  as  disciples  of  Christ,  and 
as  members  of  the  Baptist  church,  to  put  away  all  indifference  and  con- 
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scientiously  consider  what  you  can  do,  and  what  you  ought  to  do,  at  the 
present  pressing  and  important  crisis. 

You  have  heen  told  already  that  the  Baptists  of  other  States  have 
been  long  engaged  in  enlightening  their  ministry,  in  multiplying  their 
churches,  in  augmenting  the  force  of  the  denomination,  and  in  enjoying 
the  fruits  of  their  enterprise.  You  well  know  that  brethren  of  other 
denominations  more  zealous  and  more  deserving  than  ourselves  are  step- 
ping in  and  taking  possession  of  ground  which  Baptists  had  long  con- 
sidered their  own.  In  addition  to  this  many  of  our  churches  are  lying 
waste — the  ordinances  neglected — the  administration  of  the  word  neg- 
lected— discipline  neglected — the  rising  generation  neglected — and  all 
for  want  of  competent  teachers.  Our  ministers  no  sooner  arise  to  some 
degree  of  eminence  and  usefulness,  than  they  are  either  drawn  from  us 
by  the  commanding  inducements  of  distant  churches,  or  are  forced 
away  from  us  by  the  unkind  treatment  of  those  who  envy  their  supe- 
riority. Too  many  of  those  who  are  left  behind  find  it  to  be  to  their 
interest,  and  mske  it  their  business  to  keep  the  people  in  ignorance,  to 
resist  the  improvement  of  the  ministry,  and  to  hold  the  churches  in 
their  present  degraded  and  helpless  condition.  Antinomian  error,  with 
all  its  kindred  absurdities,  and  all  its  demoralizing  tendencies,  is  boldly 
and  zealously  propagated  amongst  us.  And  those  who  have  professed 
to'witness  these  evils  and  to  deplore  them,  have  either  looked  with  stupid 
indifference,  or  vented  their  zeal  in  vain  and  fruitless  complaints.  And 
what  is  worse  than  all  the  rest,  multitudes,  for  whom  we  are  accountable, 
are  hardening  themselves  in  infidelity,  sinking  in  profligacy,  or  d  ing  in 
their  sins  for  want  of  wiser  management  and  more  fairhful  dealing. 
These  things  make  it  but  too  plain  that  a  deadly  policy  is  clogging  all 
our  movements  and  infecting  all  our  interests  ;  that  an  odium,  but  too 
well  merited,  is  gradually  accumulating  upon  our  name;  that  we  are 
rapidly  falling  behind  in  the  march  of  christian  benevolence  and  en- 
lightened and  efficieut  godliness;  and  tliat  the  blood  of  those  who  are 
ruined  through  our  neglect,  is  dying  our  skirts  with  crimson,  and  crying 
to  Heaven  for  vengeance  !  And  in  setting  forth  this  representation  we 
have  given  no  indulgence  to  imagination — we  have  made  no  offerings  to 
fancy — we  have  simply  and  literally  detailed  facts — facts  which  can  be 
sustained  by  evidence,  and  facts  which  many  persons  have  long  beheld 
with  shame  and  regret. 

And  we  would  now  solemnly  ask  you,  is  it  not  time  that  something 
were  done?  Is  it  not  time  that  measures  of  some  sort  were  in  operation 
to  check  the  growing  mischief,  and  to  bring  about  a  better  and  more 
auspicious  state  of  things?  Is  it  not  time  that  some  organized  and  well 
sustained  system  was  on  foot  to  enlighten  and  enforce  our  ministry  ;  to 
circulate  purity,  and  health,  and  vigorous  action,  through  our  churches  ; 
to  wipe  the  contracted  infamy  from  our  name,  and  to  elevate  the  Bap- 
tists of  North  Carolina  at  least  to  -a  lavel  with  those  of  sister  States  ? 

And  if  so,  if  the  time  to  favour  Zion  has  come,  by  whom  is  the  work  to 
be  effected?  By  those  of  sister  States?  Certainly  not.  Although  some 
of  them  have  actually  proffered  their  assistance,  surely  we  have  no  claim 
upon  their  munificence,  nor  can  we,  with  honour,  consent  to  accept  it. 
By  those  who  are  in  the  opposition?  They  are  content  with  then  lot, 
they  are  well  pleased  with  their  ignorance,  and  they  ask  not,  neither  are 
they  willing  to  accept,  the  advantages  we  contemplate.  To  whom,  then, 
can  we  go,  to  whom  can  we  appeal,  from  whom  can  aid  be  asked  or  ex- 
pected, but  from  you,  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  made 
to  differ  from  others  in  the  State,  and  whose  eyes  begin  to  be  opened  to 
your  dudes  and  your  necessities  ? 

Do  you  ask  what  kind  of  aid  we  desire  you  to  render?  Our  answer  i?, 
we  desire  you  to  aid  us  with  your  prayers,  with  your  influence,  and  with 
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your  money.  You  need  not  now  be  told  why  your  prayers  are  needed. 
Nor  need  you  be  reminded  of  the  importance  of  your  influence,  and  your 
personal  exertions,  in  carrying  into  effect  the  various  operations  pro- 
posed. But  y<ai  may  not  be  fully  apprised  of  the  necessity  which  there 
is  for  your  money.  Let  it  be  recollected,  then,  that  money  is  power,-  and 
power  which  is  indispensable  to  the  execution  of  every  human  enter- 
prise. With  money,  armies  can  be  raised,  navies  can  be  built,  fortifica- 
tions can  be  erected,  and  empires  can  be  enlarged  and  supported;  with 
money,  canals  can  be  cut,  seas  can  be  drained,  mountains  can  be  levelled, 
and  all  the  different  departments  of  science  and  of  the  arts,  of  commerce 
and  of  agriculture,  can  be  sustained  and  perfected.  But  without  money, 
no  one  of  these  objects  can  be  attained.  And  money  is  an  agent  not  less 
powerful  and  not  less  indispensable,  in  religious  than  in  secular  opera- 
tions. With  money,  (  hristims  can  be  fed  and  clothed,  places  of  worship 
can  be  erected,  Bibles  can  le  printed  and  circulated;  and  with  money, 
ministers  ma  be  urtiintaincd  and  educated,  and  afterwards  located  and 
supported,  in  any  given  sections  of  country.  And  without  money,  or  its 
equivalent,  neither  of  these  things  can  be  accomplished.  As  has  been 
seen,  it  was  so  in  the  days  of  the  Apostles,  and  it  will  ever  be  so,  until 
those  who  are  engaged  in  the  support  of  Christianity,  shall  be  exempted 
from  the  wants  common  to  human  nature.  When  such  exemption  shall 
be  effected,  when  ministers  shall  be  able  to  live  without  eating  and  drink- 
ing, and  in  a  word,  without  any  of  the  conveniences  or  necessaries  of 
life,  then,  and  not  till  then,  will  there  be  consistency  in  exclaiming 
against  demands  for  money,  and  expecting  the  religion  of  the  gospel  to 
be  sustained  and  propagated  without  it. 

And  permit  us  to  s^ay,  that  with  such  aid,  even  in  very  moderate  pro- 
portions, we  feel  assured  of  the  attainment  of  our  object.  With  prudent 
measures,  the  blessii  g  of  God,  and  adequate  funds,  no  reasonable  doubt 
can  exist,  that  the  plans  proposed  will  be  carried  into  successful  opera- 
tion. There  is  now  a  number  of  young  men  waiting  to  be  employed, 
and  reasonable  hopes  are  entertained  that  others  will  be  raised  up  as 
they  can  be  provided  for ;  so  that  there  is  nothing  now  needed,  in  the 
whole  compass  of  human  agenc}r,  but  adequate  funds,  suitably  applied. 
Will  you,  then,  furnish  us  with  those  funds,  to  be  appropriated  according 
to  the  provisions  of  our  constitution? 

And  when  we  thus  request  the  favour  of  your  aid,  wre  wish  it  distinctly 
understood  that  our  expectations  are  moderate  and  humble.  We  con- 
template no  noi-y,  impetuous  eruption,  which  shall  smoke,  and  blaze, 
and  thunder  for  a  season,  and  then  dwindle  down  to  the  stillness  and 
insignificance  of  a  taper,  or  become  entirely  extinct.  We  want  not  to 
awaken  in  yon  that  imprudent  and  intemperate  zeal,  which,  in  the  na- 
ture of  things,  must  soon  cool ;  nor  is  it  our  wish  to  see  you  put  forth 
those  premature,  disproportioned  exertions,  which  will  soon  exhaust 
your  strength,  and  leave  you  reduced,  and  languid  and  unfit  for  future 
service.  What  you  do,  we  wish  to  be  done  by  the  impulse  of  those  fun- 
damental principles,  love  towards  God,  and  benevolence  towards  men, 
the  operation  of  which  is  uniform,  constant  and  enduring.  And,  accord- 
ingly, our  desire  is,  that  you  should  deliberately  "  count  the  cost,"  cal- 
culate your  own  resources,  and  determine  what  you  can  afford  to  give, 
and  to  give  annually,  without  detriment  to  yourselves,  or  injustice  or 
inconvenience  to  your  families ;  and  then  proceed  to  the  undertaking 
with  that  determination  which  never  falters,  and  with  that  perseverance 
which  never  falls  short  of  its  object. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place,  perhaps  to  specify  more  particukvrly  some 
of  our  calculations.  There  are,  in  North  Carolina,  fourteen  Associations, 
which  comprise  272  churches;  and  these  churches  contain  upwards  of 
15,360  members.    Now,  let  it  be  supposed  that  one-half  of  these  churches 
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will  see  proper  to  patronize  the  Convention.  Let  it  be  supposed,  also, 
that  one-half  of  the  members  in  these  last  mentioned  churches,  will  be- 
come contributors  to  its  funds.  And  let  it  be  supposed  further,  that  each 
of  these  members  shall  contribute  but  25  cents  a  year,  or,  which  is  about 
the  same  thing,  two  cents  per  month.  This,  as  may  be  easily  seen  by 
calculation,  will  produce  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  930  dollars  each 
year.  Should  all  the  members  of  the  patronizing  churches  pay  the  above 
sum,  it  would  increase  the  aggregate  to  1,920  dollars  ;  and  could  all  the 
members,  in  all  the  churches  in  the  State,  be  induced  to  do  an  equal  pro- 
portion, it  would  swell  the  annual  amount  to  3.840  dollars. 

It  will  here  probably  be  said  with  a  sneer  "It  is  much  more  easly  to 
sit  clown  and  make  calculations  than  to  pay  the  money.'*  If  this  a  sser- 
tion  be  intended  to  apply  to  the  physical  power  requisite  for  the  under- 
taking, though  it  may  seem  to  have  the  force  of  an  aphorism,  we  deny 
its  accuracy.  Can  it  be  believed  that  there  are  many  Baptists  in  North 
Carolina  who  cannot  appropriate  two  cents  per  month  to  a  benevolent 
object,  without  the  least  personal  or  domestic  inconvenience?  Then  let 
one-fourth  do  what  all,  or  nearly  all,  can  do  with  the  utmost  ease,  and 
the  work  is  done  !  If  there  be  any  difficult)1  whatever  in  the  attainment 
of  the  proposed  result,  it  is  not  because  the  Baptists  of  the  State  want 
the  power,  but  because  they  want  the  inclination.  That  there  are  many 
who  want  the  inclination,  we  do  not  doubt,  but  for  the  sake  of  the  good 
name  of  the  denomination  we  would  hope  that  we  are  not  too  sanguine 
when  we  count  upon  one- fourth! 

Thus  it  has  been  seen  that  without  taking  into  the  account  donations 
from  individuals,  and  what  may  be  contributed  by  Associations  and  Aux- 
iliary Societies,  which  probably  will  amount  to  as  much  more,  an  annual 
amount  may  be  produced  of  about  1,000  dollars.  With  the  half  of  this, 
five  young  men  uiay  be  supported  in  their  studies,  and  with  the  other 
half,  as  many  more  may  be  materially  aided  in  preaching  the  gospel  to 
the  destitute. 

To  carry  into  effect  what  we  think  has  been  demonstrated  to  be,  not 
only  practicable,  but  easy  of  accomplishment,  let  some  active  iudividuat 
in  each  church  or  each  neighbourhood,  who  is  desirous  of  being  useful, 
and  who  is  willing  to  devote  a  few  hours  in  each  year  t(  <  the  cause  of 
benevolence,  take  upon  himself  to  see  that  some  simple  system  of  man- 
agement shall  be  originated,  and  kept  in  operation,  for  the  annual  collec- 
tion, and  punctual  transmission  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Convention,  of  all 
such  contributions  as  shall  be  willingly  bestowed.  In  church  s  and  As- 
sociations this  can  be  done  by  such  measures,  and  in  such  a  manner,  as 
these  bodies  may  see  proper  to  adopt.  Out  of  the  church,  this  can  be 
effected  by  means  of  Auxiliary  Societies. 

And  we  would  here  add,  that  we  look  with  the  most  earnest  and  confi- 
dent expectation  for  the  aid  of  our  female  friends,  both  in  the  church 
and  out  of  it.  Females  have  shared  eminently  in  the  interests  of  Chris- 
tianity ever  since  its  first  establishment.  The  natural  ardour  of  their  af- 
fections, the  acuteuess  of  their  sympathy,  and  their  well-known  patience 
and  perseverance  in  undertakings  of  every  description,  have  rendered 
them  efficient  agents  in  the  support  of  the  gospel,  in  every  age  of  its 
existence.  And  these  qualities,  it  is  believed,  are  peculiarly  adapted  to 
the  nature  of  our  Convention,  and  admirably  calculated  to  subserve  its 
intere-ts.  Female  benevolence,  and  female  a«si  luiry,  extensively  and 
constantly,  but  modestly  and  moderately  employed,  cannot  fail  to  pro- 
duce important  results.  We  are,  therefore,  sanguine  in  our  hopes,  that 
our  present  appeal  shall  not  be  made  in  vain. 

There  is  one  more  class  in  society  whose  co-operation  we  would  gladly 
bespeak,  and  that  is,  those  who,  though  not  members  of  the  church,  are 
nevertheless  well  wishers  to  the  Gospel,  and  decided  friends  to  our  de- 
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nomination.  There,  are  many  persons  in  the  State  who,  though  not  per- 
sonal professors  of  religion,  have  habitually  desired  its  prosperity,  and  as 
regularly  administered  to  its  support.  Such  persons  have  usually  been 
among  the  first  to  lament  the  depressed  state  of  our  ministry,  the  lan- 
guishing condition  of  our  churches,  and  the  general  prostration  of  the 
denomination.  Such,  we  doubt  not,  will  hail  the  establishment  of  the 
present  convention  as  the  means  of  introducing  a  more  acceptable  order 
of  things,  and  will  cheerfully  contribute  their  assistance  to  carry  its  plana 
into  execution.  And  while  we  would  remind  them  that  a  cup  of  cold 
water  shall  in  no  wise  go  unrewarded,  we  would  also  assure  them  that 
we  will  gladly  and  gratefully  receive  whatever  offerings  they  shall  be 
pleased  to  make. 

And  now — to  an  earnest  and  speedy  concurrence  in  all  that  has  been 
proposed,  we  have  but  one  single  inducement  to  offer;  on  that  we  shall 
rest  our  cause,  and  with  that  we  shall  conclude  our  address.  What  is 
done  at  all,  must  be  done  quickly.  The  hand  that  now  writes  shall  soon 
be  cold  and  stiff  in  the  grave.  The  eye  that  shall  trace  these  pages  shall 
soon  be  wrapped  in  the  dark  folds  of  the  winding  sheet.  The  heart  that 
beats  warm  with  benevolence  shall  soon  be  as  cold  and  as  clammy  as  the 
clay  by  which  it  shall  be  pressed.  He  who  now  dozes,  and  deliberates, 
and  delays,  shall  soon  be  roused  from  his  spell  of  sloth  by  that  summons 
which  shall  terminate,  at  once,  both  his  drowsiness  and  his  opportunities. 
Our  fathers  and  predecessors,  whether  faithful  or  not,  have  been  hurried 
from  the  field  and  are  no  more  seen.  Our  coevals  are  dropping,  one 
after  another,  into  the  grave,  leaving  their  work  unfinished,  and  perhaps 
untouched.  And  we  ourselves,  whether  prepared  or  not,  shall  soon  give 
up  our  stewardship,  forego  all  our  opportunities  of  doing  good,  and  enter 
that  lowly,  silent  dwelling,  '■'appointed  for  all  living."  Our  doings  shall 
soon  become  a  subject  of  inspection  to  posterity,  and  be  made  a  mat- 
ter of  praise  or  of  reproach,  in  proportion  as  we  shall  be  found  to 
have  been  beneficial,  or  useless  to  mankind.  And  what  is  more  than 
all  the  rest,  onr  souls  shall  soon  be  in  the  presence  of  God,  to  account 
for  the  manner  in  which  we  shall  have  improved  or  neglected  the  favours 
of  heaven,  and  to  be  rewarded  or  punished,  according  as  we  shall  be 
found  to  have  been  diligent  or  slothful.  Men  and  brethren  !  who  live  in 
the  brightest  day  the  world  has  ever  seen — who  are  permitted  to  witness 
events  which  would  have  dazzled  the  vision,  and  startled  the  faith  of 
Prophets  and  Apostles — who  are  favoured  with  opportunities  which  no 
preceding  generation  was  ever  permitted  to  enjoy — who  sustain  respon- 
sibilities more  fearful,  perhaps,  than  any  which  ever  before  oppressed  the 
consciences  of  men — and  whose  passage  through  life  is  swifter  than  the 
flight  of  the  weaver's  shuttle  ;  consider,  we  beseech  yon,  who  and  where 
you  are  !  Mark  the  surprising  and  momentous  peculiarities  of  your  situ- 
ation !~  Let  your  own  heart  speak  !  and  more  need  not  be  said.  This 
single  advocate  will  set  up  a  plea  within  you  more  moving  than  the  lofty 
pathos  of  Isaiah,  or  all  the  winning  charms  of  Apollos ;  and  an  appeal 
which  surely  will  not.  cannot  be  set  up  in  vain.

Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Benevolent  So- 
ciety, held' in  Greenville,  March  26th,  1830. 


At  half  past  eleven  o'clock,  an  introductory  sermon  was  preached  in 
the  Baptist  meeting  house  by  elder  S.  Wait,  from  Matthew  9th  chapter, 
36th,  37th  and  38th  verses. 

At  3  o'clock  the  Society  convened  for  business  in  the  Academy.

The  meeting  was  opened  by  prayer  by  Elder  T.  Meredith. 

Elder  John  Armstrong  was  appointed  Assistant  Recording  Secretary. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  Assistant  Recording 
Secretary. 

Resolved,  That  brethren  Armstrong,  Stokes  and  Lawrence  be  apointed 
a  Committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  account,  and  report  to-morrow. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Elder  Thos.  Crocker, 
in  answer  to  one  from  the  Board,  requesting  his  services  as  a  missionary, 
which  was  laid  on  the  table  until  to-morrow. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  Tarborough,  in  June, 
and  at  Raleigh,  in  December  last,  were  read  and  approved. 

A  committee  for  the  supply  of  the  pulpit  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
Brethren  Austin,  Lawrence  and  Skinner. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  without  a  dissenting  voice  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Soceity  be  transformed  into  a  State  Convention. 

The  following  Constitution  wes  read  and  adopted  by  article  : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  institution  shall  be  called  "The  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina." 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  education 
of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry,  and  approved  of  by  the 
churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong;  the  employment  of  mission- 
aries within  the  limits  of  this  State,  and  a  co-operation  with  the  Baptist 
General  Convention  of  the  United  States  in  the  promotion  of  missions  in 
general. 
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Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distinct  from 
each  other,  and  punctually  appropriated  agreeably  to  the  specific  inten- 
tion of  contributors. 

Art.  4.  This  institution  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals  and  del- 
egates from  Associations,  churches  and  societies  as  shall  make  adequate 
contributions  to  its  funds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association,  church,  society  or  individual  shall  be  en- 
titled to  send  to  the  Convention  one  delegate  who  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Baptist  church,  for  every  ten  dollars  paid  into -the  Treasury. 

Art.  G.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually,  shall 
be  a  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
Recording  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  who,  with  eighteen  others,  shall  con- 
stitute a  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Convention  and  Board,  that  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  in  case  of  his 
absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be 
required  to  correspond  with  societies  or  individuals,  so  far  as  the  interests 
of  the  Convention  shall  require ;  and  the  Recording  Secretary  shall  pre- 
serve a  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body.  The  Treasurer 
shall  hold  the  funds  of  the  Convention,  to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
Board ;  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and 
shall  make  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  shall 
be  audited  and  published  with  the  minutes. 

Art.  8  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  quarterly,  at  such  place  as 
it  shall  from  time  to  time  designate  ;  when  they  shall  adopt  such  meas- 
ures as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  effect  the  different  objects  of  the 
Convention,  subject  to  the  provision  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  9.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit 
Associations  and  churches,  &c,  and  endeavour  to  secure  their  co-opera- 
tion with  this  institution,  conformably  with  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution ;  but  in  no  case  to  collect  or  transmit  funds.* 

Art.  10.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  commenc- 
ing Friday  preceding  the  third  Lord's  day  in  April,  at  such  place  as  it 
shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Board  a  specific  report 
of  all  their  proceedings  at  eacli  annual  meeting. 

Art.  1*2.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  at  any  an- 
nual meeting  with  the.  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  its  members  present. 

A  committee  was  appointed   to  arrange  the  order  of  business  for  to- 
morrow, consisting  of  Elders  Armstrong,  Meredith  and  Mason. 
Adjourned  to  S  o'clock  to-morrow.     Prayer  by  Elder  Armstrong. 
At  evening,  a  discourse  was  preached  by  Elder  P.  W.  Dowd.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  A  PRIMARY  SOCIETY. 

Article  1.     This  Society  shall  be  called  the Primary  Society, 

Auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  con- 
tributing the  sum  of annually. 

Art.  3.  This  Society  shall  elect  annually,  a  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  a  suitable  number  of  collectors. 

Art.  4.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  records,  manage  the  correspondence,  and 
at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  make  a  report. 

The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  money  collected,  and  shall  make 
a  report  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Collectors  shall  collect  the  subscriptions,  solicit  donations  from  in- 
dividuals friendly  to  the  Society,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  with  the  Collectors,  shall  consti- 
tute a  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  meet  from  time  to  time,  as  the  inter- 
est of  the  Society  may  require. 

Art.  6.  The  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention one  delegate,  who  must  be  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  for 
every  ten  dollars  forwarded  to  the  funds  of  the  Convention. 

Art.  7.  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  on  the-

nous  to  make  report  at  the  present  mee'ting  'of  the  Cenveiitioiiu 
With  regard  to  Edifcation  the  Board  lias  us  yet  been  able  to  ac- 
complish but  little.  Two  young  brethren,  Williara  Jone  s  and  Patrick 
Cpnely,  members  and  licentiates  of  Baptist  churches  in  mfs  state 
have  been  receiving  instruction,  the  latter  lor  0  and  the  former  ft  r  12 
months,  as  beneficiaries  of  this  institution.  As  the  Convention  had  no 
school  of  its  own  as  yet  organized,  and  as  brother  George  W.  1  hGmp-i 
*?on  of  Wake  county,  had  generously  offered  to  instruct,  gratuitously 
the  beneficiaries  offheB<  rd,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  comply  with 
his  propo  itii  n  and  to  place  these  two  brethren  under  his  care.  They, 
have  accordingly  been  in  the  school  of  brother  Thompson  until  the 
present  period,  and  it  is  believed  have  made  as  much  progress  in  then*- 
studies  as  their  circumstances  and  opportunities  would  adn  it. 

h\    conclusion    the  Board  would  remark  that,  altho'  as  yet  but  liitjc 
has  beenaccom]  lished,'  they  confidently  look  forward  to  i  o  very  dis- 
tant period,  v  lien  the  operations  of  this  institution  will  assume  a  post 
turn  of  vespect  ability  and  of  power,  and  cause  their  cheering  and  reno  - 
vatjiig  influence  to  be  felt  in  every  sectieai  of  the  slate.

"Side*-  John  Armstrong,  Corresponding  Secretaiy  of  the  Baptist  Strife 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Dear  Brotlm — In]  i  nting  an  account  of  my  labours  during  the 
past  year  for  tl  e  m  •  of  tl  e  Convention,  I  deem  it  proper  to  remark, 
that  at  the  close  of  the  last  ses  ion.  1  was  requested  to  visit  the  Ghowan 
Association,  which  is  composed  of  the  churches  ic  cute d  in  the  several 
counties  beh  *\,  the  iloanoke  river. 

Accordingly  I  had  the.  pleasure  of  attending  that  Association  at 
Cashie,  Bertie  county,  in  the  month  of  May  ofiast  year.  The  breth- 
ren gave  me  a  very  cordial  reception.  An  invitation  having  been  giv- 
en to  that  effect,  1  laid  before  the  Association  the  objects  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  the  progress  that  had  then  been  made  in  our  attempts  to  ad- 
vance them  ;  and  I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  add.  that  immediately 
the  most  friendly  and  encouraging- res  lutiohs  were  passed  without  a 
single  dissenting  voice. 

Going  up  the  country  I  preached  to  as  many  churches  as  I  could 
lake  in  my  way,  and  continued  my  course  westward  till  I  had  visited 
the  counties  of  Ashe,  Wilkes,  and  Burke.  While  in  the  upper  part  of 
the  state,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Mountain,  Catawba  River,  and  Brier  Creek  Associations.  But  in  con- 
sequence of  heavy  rains  it  was  not  in  my  power  to  be  present  at  the 
meetings  of  the  two  aed5  until,  in    one  instance   particularly, 

the  business  of  the  association  was  nearly  closed.  I  had  however  an 
opportunity  of  explain!1  g  to  these  two  bodies  the  objects  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  of  inviting  their  friendly  co-operation. 

The  meeting  of  the  other  Association  I   was  able  to  attend  indue 
season,  and  was  much  gratified  to  find  the  brethren  ready  to  come  in-  - 
}0  the  measures  of  the  Convention,  as  seen  as  the  nature  of  the  Insti- 
tution was  fully  understood. 

Late  in  the  autumn  ofiast  year  I  commenced  my  journey  down  the 

country.    Particular  care  was  taken  to  see  those  churches  on  myre- 

thathi        en     -;'  '..  a  .-..     By  tiiis  arrangement  on? 


iriehds  had  all  die  time  between  my  visits  for  deliberation  on  the  i  □  pj 
sures  proposed  to  them.  And  in  most  instances  the  most  decisWe 
proof  was  given  when  they  came  to  subscribe,  that  the  importance  of 
the  work  before  us  was  duly  appreciated. 

In  the  prosecution  of  my  business  the  past  year,  a  plan  in  most  cases 
bits  been  adopted,  differing  in  some  respects,  from  the  one  g  .•nerally 
pursued  the  year  before.  Instead  of  attempting  the  formation  of  regu- 
lar societies,  auxiliary  to  the  Convention,  I  have  labored  to  give  as 
much  of  permanency  as  possible  to  our  movements  by  other  and  more 
simple  methods.  By  this  course  I  have  secured  for  the  Convention 
quite  as  much  assistance  as  Would  otherwise  have  been  obtained,  &with 
Shuch  less  loss  of  time.  In  some  instances  however,  where  such  in* 
stitutions  were  better  understood,  auxiliary  societies  have  been  regit-! 
lariy  formed.  Such  a  course  in  every  instance  has  been  pursued  as 
appeared  to  be  most  acceptable  to  all  the  friends  concerned. 

It  was  my  intention  to  have  visited  in  the  course  of  the  past  year  a&- 
cording  to  the  request  of  the  Convention,  every  society  that  had  been 
formed  during  the  year  before.  To  accomplish  this  object,  my  plan 
was  carefully  formed,  and  every  arrangement  in  due  season  made.— 
But  circumstances  over  which  I  could  have  no  control,  have  prevented 
in  part  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  embraced  in  ray  plan.  In 
such  instances,  to  prevent  any  inconvenience  happening  to  the  socie- 
ties, in  consequence  of  my  failing  to  visit  them,  I  have  requested  the 
aid  of  some  of  my  ministering  brethren. 

As  was  expected,  great  pains  have  been  taken  by  those  opposed  to  the 
Convention,  to  introduce  among  the  congregations*  w!  n  ...;  ;d  us  last 
year,  pamphlets  filled  with  misrepresentations  and  the  lo  •  st  .base. — 
And  although  in  some  instances  from  a  want   of  op  ormation, 

individuals  may  be  found  whose  minds  have  been  injured  inch  r-o.'.y- 
lications,  the  great  body  of  our  friends  have  stood  firm  ui  aoved. 

It  is  indeed  a  most  gratifying  circumstance  that  scare  instance 

can  be  found  of  the  abandonment  of  the  missionary  enterprize  by  any 
individual  whose  opinion  had  been  made  up  after  the=isubject  had  been 
.     and  correctly  brought  before  him. 

Besides  the  Chowan  Association,  the  Neuse,  the  Sandy    Creek,  the 
r  Creek,  and  the  Yadkin  Associations,  have  all  since  our  last  meet- 
ing, taken  the  most  friendly  notice  of  the  convention,  and  resolved  1® 
give  us  aid. 

Many  of  the  churches  belonging  to  the  Pee  Dee  and  other  Associa- 
tions have  also  been  visited,  and  it  is  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  te 
Le  able  to  state,  that,  in  nearly  every  instance,  a  spirit  has  been  mani- 
fested decidedly  friendty  to  this  institution.  Especially  has  this  been 
manifested  in  all  those  places  where  correct  information  in  regard  te 
missions  and  the  other  institutions  of  the  present  day  has  been  gene- 
rally diffused. 

One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  with  which  I  have  had  to  contend  ever 
since  I  commenced  my  agency  is  the  want  of  the  very  information 
that  I  have  just  mentioned. 

It  is  worthy  of  special  notice  that  no  book,  pamphlet,  or  sermon, 
•written  against  missions,  has  yet  been  found,  wdiich  is  not  filled  witk 
misrepresentations.  Nor  is  this  all ; — it  is  not  only  true  that  misstate- 
ments are  to  be  found  in  these  publications,  but  also  in  many  instances, 
the  most  scurrilous  abuse.  All  these  publications  however  instead  of 
injuring  the  cause  they  slander,  would  only  sink  their  respective  au- 
thors into  absolute  contempt,  if  the  community  at  large  were  weli  is- 
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formed.  TJhe  abuse  of  which  J  am  speaking,  in  most  cases  Is  so  per 
fectly  obvious,  that  with  only  a  slight  acquaintance  with  the  move- 
ments of  the  day  it  can  be  easily  detected.  But  if  is  too  often  the  case 
that  I  find  myself  in  congregations  composed  to  a  great  extent  of 
son=  totally  unacquainted  with  the  subject  of  missions.  It  is  per"  v 
astonishing  to  find  what  monstrous  tales  have  been  propagated  among 
this  class  of  persons,  and  by  them  believed  ;  and  it  is  painful  in  the 
extreme  to  see  how  far  in  some  instances,  brethren  of  more  informa- 
tion, and  occasionally  ministers  of  the  gospel,  have  employed  and  are 
now  employing  their  influence  to  keep  up  a  delusion  which  eannol,  by 
any  possibility,  benefit  a  single  person,  but  which  injures  multitudes; — 
and  if  our  brethren  could  be  induced  to  examine  with  candor  for  them- 
selves, they  would  see  could  at  once  be  dispelled.  5- 

;t  will  easily  be  seen  that  we  have  long  laboured  under  great  and 
very  serious  disadvantages  in  this  state,  from  the  want  of  a  well  con- 
ducted religious  journal.  Such  a  paper  we  might  hope,  being  adapted 
to  the  existing  state  of  our  churches,  would  be  productive  of  the  " 
consequences.  Much  information  on  important  subjects  could  h 
parted  to  the  churches  and  our  congregations  at  large,  many  prejudi- 
ces removed,  and  the  way  soon  prepared  for  securing  to  the  conven- 
tion annually,  a  larger  amount  of  aid. 

But  notwithstanding  all  the  obstacles  we  have  had  to  surmount    wc 
shall  find  on  a  review  of  the  brief  history  of  our  institution,  much  1 
for  gratitude  to  God,  and  for  continued  confidence  in  him.     ■■: 
place  I  may  remark  that  we  have  had  more  preaching  in  many  se"<  l 
of  the  sate,  since  the  formation  of  the  Com  than   we  should 

otherwise  have  enjoyed.     It  should  also  be  mentioned  with  the  de  l 
humility  that  in    several  instances    the  labours  of  our    brethren  who 
have  been  encouraged  to  ride  and  preach,  have  been  signally  bl< 
of  Gpd,  to  the  awakening  of  precious  souls.     Nor  s  tould  il  in  the  next 
place  be  forgotten,  that  a  spirit  of  inquiry,  upon  the  .-. 
sions  has  been  extensively  excited. 

Although  efforts  to  some  extent,  had  been  made,  a  few  years   past  I ja 
slumbering    energies  of    our  churches    and    congregations,   little  coi         atively 

1    king,  ha"d  actually  been  accomplished  ; — and   still  it  is   admitted   t!    t    much,-' 
remains  to  he  done.     But  we  may  be  permitted  to  rejoice      the  fact,  that  fro     the 
reading  of  the  Memoirs  of  Mrs.  Judson,  and  several  religious     riodi 
so  from  the  many  public  addresses  made  by  myself  fend  oth  1  -.  a  ■;  iril  0   Inquiry 
upon  the  subject  of  missions  is  now  more  generally  an  ak<  ned   in  our   state,  than 
has1  been  at  any  former  period. 

This  is  manifested  in  part  by  the  character  of  the  opposition  against  whirl)  we 
haye  to  contend.     Probabh  at  no  former  period  have-the  leaders  in  the  1 

been  more  ex  isperated  or  disposed  to  descend  to  more  coarse  abuse, 
or  not!      .  tte.mpted  towards  aiding  in  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  but    til     :if 

any  thing  was  said  against  it.     Nor  was  it  until  some  pri  gress  had  be.en.ma 
our  work,  that  the  opposing  brethren  began  to  manifest  concern. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  great  accession  ti»  the  number  of  ihe  friends  of  mis- 
sions might  be  mentioned  as  showing  the  extensive  operation  of  the  missionary 
spirit.  Some  hundreds  of  our  brethren,  and  sisters,  and  other  friends,  who.  at  the 
time  o;f  our  last  meeting,  were  decid    [|  •    1  us.  are  now -among  oiu?  warmest 

friends.     In  this  number  are  to  be  found  several  of  our  ministering  brethren. 

Since  our  last  njeeting  !  have  preached  268  sermons  and  assisted  in  the  admip* 
istr  tiori  of  the  Lord's  Supper  5  times.  The  state  of  religion  in  most  rt'the  chui^ 
ehes  in  North  Carolina  is  extremely  low.  In  too  tnan\  ,  laces  disi  ip'ine  is  quite 
neglected;  and  hut  little  is  attempted  that  is  wet!  adapted  10  proi  fib  pure  and  uu- 
defUed  religion. 

In  some  instances,  it  is  trqe,  sabbath  schools  are  1  rtablished  and  wclj  cdilduct- 
e3  ;  tracts  arc  circulated^  and  religious  periodicals  are  read,  and  efforts  made  for 
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the  suppression  of  intemperen-ce  ;  but  in 'many  sections  of-our  state,  not  one  <>i- 
these  advantages  is  enjoyed.  But  though  we  have  cause  to  weep  over  the  low 
state  of  our  Zion  generally,  we  are  permitted  to  rejoice  that  "the  Lord  has[not  ut- 
terly forsaken  us. 

Several  churches  in  the  counties  of  Wake,  Johnston,  Franklin,  Nash,  Anson, 
and  Montgomery,  and  the  town  of  Newbern,  have  had  seasons  of  refreshing  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

In  the  prosecution  of  the  business  of  my  agency  two  things  have  been  kept  con- 
stantly in  view.  First,  the  importance  of  stating,  with  the  utmost  care,  all  the 
objects  of  the  Convention,  and  our  method  for  bringing  together  the  aid  pfall 
those  disposed  to  assist  us  ;  and  in  the  next  place  all  the  congregations  have  been 
distinctly  told  that  our  expectations  were  moderate,  and  that  we  solicited  no  more 
aid,  than  could  be  cheerfully  given  without  regarding  the  convention  as  a  burden. 
Perhaps  I  ought  to  add,  that  all  our  friends  have  been  affectionately  informed,  that 
if  any  of  the  members  of  our  churches  should  think  proper  to  withhold  their  aid, 
that  circumstance  would  in  no  case,  be  regarded  by  us  as  a  bar  to  communion. 

In  all  my  journeyings  the  past  year,  I  have  experienced  the  same  kindness  from 
the  people  among  whom  I  have  travelled,  that  was  mentioned  in  my  other  report. 
On  the  whole,  I  am  satisfied,  my  brother,  that  our  Convention  was  brought  into, 
existence  at  the  proper  time  :  and  our  n  otto  should  be  "onward."  The  signs  of 
the  times  are  encouraging.  Our  brethren  in  many  of  the  states  are  successfully 
employed  in  the  promotion  of  the  same  objects  embraced  in  this  institution. 

See  too,  what  the.  Lord  is  doing  at  nearly  all  the  Missionary  stations  abroad. — 
In  the  same  lands  that  have,  during  so  man}-  centuries  been  the  abode  of  sin  and 
of  death,  the  scriptures  are  now  published,  the  gospel  is  preached,  sinners  are  con- 
verted toGnd,  and  christian  churches  planted. 

That  vou  my  dear  brother,  and  this  whole  Convention,  may  be  permitted  (ft. 
bear  some  bumble  part,  as  instruments  in  the  hands  of  God,  in  the  promotion  of 
such  objects  is  the  fervent  prayer  of  your  friend  and  brother,

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE   ON    FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Missions  beg  leave  to  report,  that  agreeably  to  the 
best  information  which  they  have  been  able  to  obtain,  the  following  facts  are  enti- 
tled to  the  attention  ef  this  body. 

=neral  Convention  of  the  Baptist  denomination  for  Foreign  Missions, 
thro  igh  "t  3se  agency  our  Foreign  Mission  Funds  are  appropriated  to  their  des- 
tined -  :r  held  an  unusually  interesting  session  last  April  in  N.  York.  Tb?re 
were  enl  about  150  delegates,  this  being  more  than  double  the  number  that 
were  r.i  .  )!ed  on  any  previous  occasion  of  the  kind.  The  amount  of  funds  paid 
in  durii  .  session,  as  nearly  as  can  be  recollected  was  upwards  of  12,000  dol- 
lars, which  added  tc  those  previously  on  hand  produced  an  amount  of  more  than 
50,000  dollai  Several  states,  among  which  as  you  know,  was  North  Carolina, 
were  r?presented  .  this  occasion  for  the  first  time.  The  reports  from  the  vari- 
ous Mission  stations,  both  foreign  and  domestic,  were  uncommonly  interesting. 
The  ha  on  j  oi  sentiment,  the  increasing  spirit  of  Christian  enterprize,  and  the 
genera!  feeling  of  encouragement,  which  pervaded  the  deliberations  of  that  body, 
wers  exceedingly  patifyi  ig  to  those  who  were  present,  and  gave  intimation  oftha 
most  prosperous  results. 

The  latest  accounts  which  have  been  received  from  the  Mission  stations  in  the. 
Burman  Empire,  to  the  interests  of  which  our  funds  are  applied,  were  of  the- 
most  encouraging  kind.  The  views  and  plans  of  our  Missionaries  in  that  region 
were  rapidly  expanding.  The  work  of  translating  the  scriptures  was  regularly 
advancing.  The  number  of  missionaries  and  missionary  stations  was  gradually 
increasing,  and  the  Lord  was  clearly  and  gloriously  prospering  their  labours. 

It  deserves  to  be  particularly  remarked,  that  in  that  land  of  darkness,  where  20 
years  ago,  the  christian  religion  was  utterly  unknown,  there  is  now  a   number  of  ~ 
Baptist  churches,  each  of  which  is  regularly  supplied  with   the  administration  of 
the  word  and  ordinations  of  the  gospel,  and  occasionally  refreshed  and  revived  by 
the  gracious  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

A  very  few  weeks  since  two  young  brethren,  with  then1  companions',  one  a  mi- 
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tti.-ter  ami  the  other  a  pointer,  set  sail  from  Boston  for  this  region  of  idolatry  and 
degradation.  When  these  shall  arrive,  there  will  then  he  upwards  of  20  Ame- 
rican Missionaries  in  the  Burman  Empire ;  and  still  there  are  room  and  a  demand  for 
more.  And  accordingly  the  Board  t:.pect  to  send  out  others  as  soon  as  circum- 
stances will  possibly  admit. 

Your  committee  feel  assured  that  the  funds  which  may  be  transmitted  from  this 
body  for  that  object  will  be  faithfully  and  profitably  applied.  They  are  strongly 
impressed  with  the  sense  of  the  importance  of  our  Mission  stations  in  the  East.— 
They  are  rejoiced  to  see  the  increase  of  Missionary  spirit  in  this  body,  as  indicated 
by  the  unusual  enlargement  of  the  For.  Mis.  Fund.  And  they  gladly  and  cordially 
recommend  this  important  branch  of  Missionary  operations  to  the  future  attention 
of  this  Institution. 

Such  are  only  a  few  of  the  facts  connected  with  this  interesting  object.  As 
they  have  been  stated  from  memory  they  nay  not  be,  in  all  respects,  absolutely 
free  from  mistake.  It  is  believed  however  that  they  will  be  found  upon  examina- 
tion to  be  substantially  correct.  As  such  they  are  respectfully  submitted  to  th,e 
consideration  of  this  Convention.

REPORT  of  the   COMMITTEE  on  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  have  had  the  subject  under  consider^ 
txon,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report  : 

From  information  received  from  various  sections  of  the  state,  we  are  happy  to 
learn,  that  the  labours  of  the  Missionaries  in  some  places  have  been  blessed  to  the 
conversion  of  many  precious  souls  ;  and  there  is  certainly  great  encouragement 
for  us  to  send  out  preachers  to  tiie  full  extent  of  our  means.  We  entertain  no 
doubt  that  the  opposition  to  the  Convention  and  the  objects  its  friends  have  in 
view,  would  be  lessened  very  much  if  thrafe  were  mere  Itinerants  ;  for  when  the 
children  of  God  who  are  opposed  to  exertions  of  the  kind  (and  that  there  are  such 
your  committee  have  no  doubt)  find  that,  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  follows,  it  has  a 
tendency  to  remove  their  objections.  We  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  the 
indefatigable  labours  of  our  Agent  and  Missionaries  have  removed  prejudices  and 
gained  many  friends  to  the  cause. 

Your  committee  are  aware,  as  you  must  all  be,  that  there  yet  remains  much  to 
be  done.  There  are  many  destitute  places  in  our  state,  some  of  which  we  will 
mention.  In  the  county  of  Brunswick,  on  the  sea  board,  there  is  not  a  single  or- 
dained Baptist  preacher  ;  in  Wilmington  and  all  the  lower  part  of  New  Hano- 
ver, the  people  are  entirely  destitute  »f  preaching  by  any  ministers  of  our  order. 
That,  part  of  Onslow,  that  lies  along  the  sea  cot.st  is  also  desaiuie.  In  Halifax 
County,  we  understand  there  is  no  Baptist  preacher,  and  the  prospect  of  good  be- 
ing done  there  is  very  flattering,  could  the  people  only  have  preaching  among 
them.  The  northern  part,  of  Stokes  County  and  some  parts  of  Surry  are  very 
destitute,  and  in  a  deplorable  situation  as  t_.  matters  of  religion.  Roheson  county 
'is  also  without  a  preacher. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  our  cause  would  be  advanced  by  reducing 
the  pay  of  our  Missionaries,  as  thereby  a  greater  number  could  be  employed  ;  ana 
we  do  believe  that  every  minister  of  the  Gospel  ought  to  be  willing  to  make  some 
sacrifices  to  promote  the  best  of  causes. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  your  committee  have  received  the  cheering  intelligence 
that  the  labours  of  Elder  James  Dennis,  whose  services  have  been  confined  most- 
ly to  the  counties  of  Wake  and  Johnston,  have  been  wonderfully  blessed  in  Smith- 
field,  in  the  aforesaid  .county,  where  the  people,  before  the  commencement  of  his 
labours  amongst  them,  seemed  to  care  nothing  about  religion,  and  where  but  one 
or  two  professors  of  religion  resided,  a  church  has  been  lecently  constituted  thro' 
his  instrumentality  consisting  of  between  40  and  50  members.  Surely  the  desert 
has  rejoiced  and  blossomed  as  the  rose.  We  have  been  further  informed  that  the 
County  of  Tyrrell  is  very  destitute  of  preaching  and  that  it  is  an  encouraging 
place  for  missionary  exertions.     Respectfully  submitted.

That  we  think  it  expedient  and  highlv  important  to  afford  to  our  young  min- 
isters facilities  for  obtaining  such  an  education  as  will  qualify  them  to  be  able 
ministers  of  the  2few  festaynent.  That  for  this  purpose  the  plan  whieh  has  re- 
commended itself  to  us  as  combining  the  greatest  advantages,  is  the  purchase  of 
a  f  rro  in  a  suil  ible  situation,  furnished  with  commodious  buildings  ; — the  em- 
pl  il    ■;  hei    »f  proper  qualifications,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  bene- 

fi  i  ies  i  f  the  Convention  at  d  such  other  pupils  as  his  duties  to  them  may  ena- 
ble bin!  to  attend  to; — and  the  engagement  of  a  superintend  ant  of  the  farm  who 
sh  ill  ■  v  it  the  manual  labours  of  the  young  men  who  shall  have  an  i  iportunity, 
by     k  i:-  eraltivation  of  the  soil,  to  earn  their  subsistence,  or  to  pay  for  their  board. 

^'be  Committee  have  ascertained  that  such  a  farm  as  will  be  well  suited  for  car- 
rying their  views  into  immediate  operation,  can  be  had  in  the  county  of  Wake, 
within  15  miles  of  the  city  of  Raleigh,  for  the  sum  of  $2000  ;  a  sum  which  they 
believe  it  to  be  well  worth.  They  recommend  therefore,  that  the  f.  onvention 
if  thev  approve  the  measure,  do  appoint  a  Board  of  Trustees,  such  board  consist- 
ing, if  they  please,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  who  shall  appoint  agents  to  solicit 
riptions  for  this  object  from  the  members  and  friends  of  our  denomination 
in -ill  .tarts  of  our  state.  The  committee  think  that  such  an  experiment  as  this 
will  decide  the  question  whether  this  project  will  receive  the  general  approbation 
of  our  churches  or  not.  If  it  should,  the  purchase  money  will  be  obtained,  if  not, 
the  subscription  of  course  will  stand  void. 

The  committee  believe  that  a  school  of  the  kind,  and  in  the  situation  they  pro- 
pose  would  meet  the  patronage  of  the  denomination  generally,  and  would  proba- 
bly from  the  beginning  support  itself,  without  being  any  expense  to  the  Conven- 
tion. The  farm  they  have  in  view  is  highly  recommended  by  its  central,  conveni- 
ent, and  health*  situation,  by  the  moral  and  enlightened  character  of  the  sur- 
rounding population,  and  by  cheapness  of  living. 

Should  the  Convention  however  not  concur  with  the  above  recommendation, 
their  committee  would  propose  that  a  correspondence  be  opened  with  the  mana- 
gers of  similar  institutions  in  the  adjoining  states,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whe- 
ther any  combination  of  effort  could  be  made  by  which  our  pious  youth  could 
share  with  theirs  in  availing  themselves  of  means  of  education  already  in  opera- 
tion. The  committee  further  report  that  the  Board  of  Managers  have  had  under 
their  care  two  beneficiaries  during  the  past  year  but  that  they  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve many  pious  youth  are  now  in  the  state,  who  would  come  forward  and  offer 
themselves  for  education,  if  such  an  institution  as  the  one  proposed,  were  once> 
seen  to  be  in  existence.     All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT    OF    THE    BOARD. 

in  presenting  their  fifth  annual  report,  the  Board  would  refer  to  some 
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discouraging  events  of  the  past  year.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  death  has  entered  our  body  and  thinned  our  number.- -< 
Scarcely  had  we  recovered  from  the  afflictive  dispensation,  suffered  in 
the  death  of  bro.  Dr.  Graham,  when  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  saw 
fit  to  call  away  our  beloved  bro.  Turner  Carter.  Bro.  C.  had  been 
a  zealous,  active,  and  liberal  member  of  the  Board  for  the  last  three 
years,  and  his  talents,  wisdom,  and  discretion  contributed  largely  in  giv- 
ing efficiency  to  its  operations.  In  his  death  the  Convention  has  sus- 
tained a  grievous  loss — -but  it  is  our  duty  to  submit  without  a  mur- 
mur. 

As  a  source  of  discouragement  and  disappointment,  the  Board  would 
mention  the  unsettled  state  of  our  population.  Many  of  our  most  effi- 
cient brethren  have  removed  to  the  distant  West,  and  many  more  are 
on  the  eve  of  departure.  This  circumstance  very  materially  limits  our 
efforts  and  checks  our  progress.  In  the  view  of  the  Board,  it  admits 
of  a  very  serious  doubt,  whether  a  christian  man  can  be  in  the  path  of 
duty,  when  he  abandons  a  station  in  which  he  is  promoting  the  spiritual 
interest  of  his  fellow  men,  for  the  simple  consideration  of  bettering  his 
worldly  condition.  The  love  of  self  may  result  in  the  accumulation  of 
a  large  earthly  treasure,  but  it  is  the  dictate  of  nature  disorganized  by 
evil ;  the  love  of  others  is  a  dictate  of  the  gospel,  and  it  will  most  assu- 
redly tend  to  promote  the  interests  that  extend  beyond  the  world. 

,;  In  seeking  others'  good,  we  find  our  own." 

But  while  there  are  some  occurrences  over  which  we  are  disposed 
to  weep,  there  are  others,  which  call  for  the  gratitude  of  our  heaits,  and 
the  increased  efforts  of  our  hands.  The  Lord  continues  to  sanction  the 
means  which  we  are  employing  for  the  salvation  of  man,  and  the  glory 
of  his  own  name.  The  labours  of  our  Agents  and  Missionaries  are  at- 
tended with  success,  and  the  various  objects  of  the  Convention  are  rous- 
ing up  the  energies  and  commanding  the  influence  of  the  intelligent  and 
pious  of  the   Denomination. 

Bro.  Haynes,  one  of  our  Missionaries,  writes  from  Haywood  coun- 
ty, that  the  religious  state  of  matters  beyond  the  mountains  is  very  en- 
couraging. He  has  baptized,  during  the  past  year,  more  than  forty  per- 
sons. He  also  states  that  considerable  interest  is  manifested  in  that  re- 
gion of  the  State  on  the  subject  of  religion  ;  and  that  there  is  a  consider- 
able increase  of  the  friends  of  liberal  views  and  benevolent  Institutions. 
The  field  of  labor  occupied  by  bro.  H.  was  all  the  region  between  the 
French  Broad  River  and  the  western  boundary  of  the  State.  The  time 
of  service  was  six  months. 

Bro.  Richards,  another  Missionaray,  writes  from  Iredell,  and  gives 
an  encouraging  view  of  the  religious  interest  of  his  field  of  labour.  He 
spent  nearly  two  months  in  visiting  the  churches  in  Ashe,  Wilkes,  and 
Iredell.  Some  of  his  meetings  were  more  than  ordinarily  encouraging, 
and  the  prospects  of  good  very  promising. 

Bra.  Freeman,  another  of  the  Missionaries,  has  been  in  the  service 
of  the  Convention  nearly  all  the  past  year.     His  field  of  labour  has  beer? 
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I  large  portion  of  the  middle  part  of  the  State.     Bro.  F.  is  much  encour- 
faged  with  the  increasing  prospects  of  the  Convention. 

The  Great  Head  of  the  church  has,  in  his  mercy,  poured  out  his 
spirit  again  upon  Wake  Forest  Institute.  Numbers  of  the  young  men 
have  professed  a  hope  in  the  Saviour;  and  they  now  give  strong  evi- 
dence of  their  adoption  into  the  family  of  the  Lord.  It  is  cause  of  con- 
gratulation among  ourselves,  and  much  gratitude  to  the  God  of  mercy, 
That  some  of  the.  finest  talent  of  the  Institute  has  been  evidently  embraced 
bv  this  revival.  We  may  cherish  the  hope,  that  the  Lord  will  make  use 
ofthe  talent  which  he  has  converted  to  himself,  for  the  promotion  of  his 
cause  in  our  own  State  and  country,  and  in  the  distant  regions  of  the 
East.  We  have  much  reason  to  bless  God  that  the  Institute  has  ever 
been  brought  into  existence.  The  work  is  the  Lord's  and  the  glory 
shall  be  the"  Lord's. 

It  cannot  fail  to  warm  with  gratitude  every  christian  heart,  that  the 
Head  ofthe  church  is  blessing  in  a  most  extraordinary  manner,  the  ef- 
forts of  our  brethren  in  Burmah,  and  in  the  adjacent  nations.  In  the  ve- 
ry heart  of  Burmah,  the  capital  of  the  Empire,  a  church  has  been  estab- 
lished, and  the  Gospel  is  silently  subduing  the  hearts  of  the  proud  be- 
nighted Burmans.  Within  a  few  years,  the  Missions  of  American 
Baptists  in  the  East, -have  prospered  most  gloriously.  The  mighty  in- 
fluences ofthe  gospel  are  now  pervading  a  vast  amount  of  Burman 
mind,  and  Baptist  churches  are  rising  up  in  different  parts  of  the  Em- 
pire. Surely  we  shall  not  be  charged  with  enthusiasm,  if  we  predict, 
that  at  no  very  distant  day,  Burmah  will  be  a  land  of  Sabbaths,  of  gospel 
light,  of  gospel  glory;  when  sources  of  light  and  benevolence  will 
spring  up  there,  and'send  their  streams  of  light  to  other  lands,  to  other 
people.  We,  of  N.  Carolina,  bless  God  that  we  are  yearly  contributing 
in  some  small  degree  to  scatter  the  light  of  truth  among  the  benighted 
heathen;  and  we  most  ardently  hope,  that  ere  long  some  of  our  own 
children  will  be  among  the  happy  number,  who  are  now  suffering  and 
rejoicing  beneath  the  rays  of  a  Burman  sun. 

During  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  June  last,  at  Chesnut  Grove, 
the  Wilmington  church  was  reported  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition. — 
It  is  a  source  of  high  gratification  to  the  Board,  to  learn  that  the  pros- 
pects of  that  church  are  more  promising  than  they  have  ever  been  be- 
fore. The  church  is  now  blessed  with  the  services  of  a  faithful  and 
zealous  pastor. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  adopt  measures  that  might  tend  to  se- 
cure the  services  of  an  efficient  pastor  for  the  Raleigh  church.  This 
Committee  will  report  to  the  Convention. 

The  Board  has  two  beneficiaries  under  its  patronage,  at  the  Wake 
Forest  Institute.  They  are  both  pursuing  a  classical  course  of  study. 
Their  success  in  their  studies  is  promising,and  augurs  favorably  for  fu- 
ture usefulness  to  the  church.  They  have  commended  themselves  to 
the  faculty  ofthe  Institute,as  amiable,  pious.and  interesting  young  breth- 
ren. 
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Ln  reviewing  the. past,  the  Board  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  then 
gratitude  to  God  for  the  great  mercy  that  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the 
Convention.

By  the  grace  of  God,  our  Missionaries  have  been  successful  in  turning 
souls  to  the  Lord  ;  and  our  Agents  have,  to  a  very  great  extent,  raised 
up  the  Denomination  to  a  sense  of  its  duties,  and  of  the  wants  of  the 
people.  The  Great  Head  of  the  church  has  especially  blessed  the 
Wake  Forest  Institute.  The  past  has  been  one  continued  series  of  suc- 
cess, for  which  our  prayer  is,  "Lord  give  us  thankful  hearts.'!  The 
future  is  before  us — we  have  the  promise  of  him  who  is  truth  itself,  that 
if  we  faint  not,  we  shall  reap.

REPORT  OF  J.  CULPEPER,  Sea....AGEMT. 

Elder  John  Armstrong,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State 

Convention  of  North  Carolina. 
Dear  Brother, — 

The  time  has  arrived  when  it  becomes  my  duty  to  lay  before 
you,  for  the  use  of  the  Convention,  an  account  of  my  labours  during  the 
past  year.  In  doing  this,  I  deem  it  proper  to  state,  that  shortly  after  the 
close  of  the  last  session.  I  visited  the  churches  in  the  Northern  parts  of 
Montgomery,  Moore,  Chatham,  and  part  of  Wake,  and  attended  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  at  Wake  Forest  in  December.  I  next  travel- 
led through  the  counties  of  Richmond,  Robeson,  Columbus,  and  a  part 
of  Brunswick,  but  was  prevented  by  the  inclemency  of  the  weather, 
from  visiting  the  South  Western  part  of  Bladen.  I  then  visited  the 
counties  of  Montgomery,  Moore,  Chatham,  Orange,  Person,  Caswell, 
Rockingham,  Guilford,  and  Randolph  ;  and  have  since  visited  the  coun- 
ties of  Davidson,  Stokes,  Wilkes,  and  Rowan,  and  travelled  considerably 
in  Anson — finding  Bro. Thomas  was  called  to  attend  theWestern  parts  of 
the  State.  I  have  travelled  195  days,  preached  155  sermons,  attend- 
ed 5  Associations,  and  seven  protracted  meetings,  of  from  four  to  thir- 
teen days  continuance.  At  all  of  these  Associations  and  Protracted 
meetings,  I  bad  an  opportunity  of  explaining  the  objects  of  our  Con- 
vention, and  describing  the  progress  we  have  made,  and  are  now  making 
in  the  accomplishment  of  these  objects;  and,  although  great  misrepresen- 
tation, and  consequent  prejudice  and  opposition  prevail,  in  many  sec- 
tions of  the  country  against  our  plans,  I  have  found  the  people  atten- 
tive to  our  explanations;  and  where  the  people  can  be  induced  to  read 
the  history  of  our  <n  eedings,  and  attend  to  correct  and  judicious  ex- 
planations, the  mists  of  prejudice  and  misapprehension  which  hung 
round  the  enterprize,  and  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day,  and  obscur- 
ed their  grandeur  and  importance,  have  been  dispersed;  and  many  of  our 
well  meaning,  but  misguided  brethren  &  friends,  who  once  opposed  us, 
and  treated  us  as  the  enemies  of  God  and  his  gospel,  are  now  sincere 
friends  and  ready  to  come  to  the  help  of  the  Lord.     Some  new  societies 
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Kve  been  formed,  and  some  old  ones  revived  and  enlarged.  Something 
too,  has  been  done  to  encourage  the  formation  of  Sabbath  Schools  and 
Temperance  Societies  where  ever  success  could  be  expected. 

In  some  of  the  churches  which  have  been  visited,  the  state  of  religion 
is  not  the  most  promising ;  but  in  others  prospects  are  pleasing,  and 
great  numbers  are  joining,  and  the  gates  of  Zion  are  crowded  ;  and  in 
others  much  anxiety  and  feeling  are  apparent.  Many  of  our  brethren  in 
the  Ministry,  and  some  of  whom  we  love,  refuse  to  associate  with 
us  and  unite  in  the  good  work,  yet  we  have  much  cause  for  gratitude  to 
God.  The  signs  of  the  times  are  encouraging,  many  of  our  brethren 
in  the  extreme  western  parts  of  our  State,  and  in  most  of  the  adjoining 
States,  are  successfully  employed  m  the  promotion  of  the  objects  contem- 
plated by  us.  The  improvement  in  our  denomination  and  the  success  of 
our  efforts  are  apparent,  not  only  from  the  additions  to  many  of  our 
churches,  and  the  increase  and  enlargement  of  our  Auxiliary  Societies, 
but  from  the  numerous  large  and  comfortable  houses  which  have  been 
built,  and  are  now  building  for  religious  worship  in  different  parts  of 
our  State,  and  the  large  sums  subscribed  for  the  building  of  suitable 
houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  students  at  the  WakeForest  Insti- 
tute, and  in  the  high  standard  of  religious  duty  set  up  in  many  of  our 
churches. 

But  although  much  has  been  done,  and  we  may  truly  say,  what  hath 
God  wrought,  yet  much,  very  much  remains  to  be  done  ;  and,  although 
God  is  sovereign  and  orders  all  things  according  to  the  council  of  his 
own  will,  yet  he  works  by  means,  and  his  purposes  are  accomplished  by 
the  means,  infinite  wisdom  has  appointed,  and  God  has  enjoined  in  bis 
word.  And  the  success  hitherto  accompanying  our  feeble  efforts  should 
stimulate  us  to  continued  and  increasing  exertions  :  and  every  thing  in 
the  word  and  providence  of  God,  in  the  state  of  the  church  and  of 
the  world  should  urge  us  to  activity  in  the  cause  of  God  and  truth. 

Our  charities  should  not  be  scanty,  our  prayers  faint,  or  our  faith 
weak.  That  you,  my  dear  Brother,  and  every  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  all  our  religious  friends  may  have  and  feel  more  fully  than  ev- 
er, what  are  the  peculiar  duties  you  owe  to  God,  to  the  church,  and  to 
the' wo  rid;  and  may  willingly  discharge  them  in  the  way  that  is  most 
conducive  to  God's  glory,  your  individual  comfort,  and  the  prosperi- 
ty of  Zion  is  my  fervent  prayer.

REPORT  OF    .JAMES    TIIOMAS....AGEST. 

Wilkes  County,  N.  C,  October  27th,  1835.

My  Dear  Brother, — 

In  this  communication,  I  give  vou  an  account  of  my  services  for  the 


,  u 

Conventiea,  -in  this  end  of  the  State,  during  the  last  six  months,  the 
time  and  place  assigned  me  by  this  b ody.  I  entered  my  field  of  labour 
the  first  of  last  May,  and  have  since  devoted  my  whole  time  and  atten- 
tion, except  29  days,  which  time  I  lost  from  sickness,  rain,  and  high  wa- 
ters. I  have  visited  the  most  of  the  Churches  and  Towns  in  Anson, 
Mecklenburg-,  Cabarrus,  Rowan,  Iredell,  Lincoln,  Wilkes,  and  Surry 
counties,  and  part  of  those  in  Montgomery,  Stokes,  and  Burke,  to  whom 
I  have  preached  the  word  of  life  as  the  great  means  of  securing  the  glo- 
ry of  God  in  the  salvation  of  sinners,  and  the  most  effectual  method  of 
suppressing  error,  defending  the  faith,  and  of  concentrating  the  efforts 
of  our  denomination  in  the  objects  of  this  Convention.  I  have  often 
had  special  evidence  of  divine  favour  on  my  labours  in  promoting  the 
cause  of  Missions  ;  in  rousing  young  converts  to  duty  ;  and, 1  have  a  hope, 
of  building  up  among  the  saints  and  churches  the  Spirit  of  research  for 
the  path  of  duty  in  reference  to  this  body.  It  has  been  my  special  care  to 
present  to  the  people  the  objects  and  claims  of  this  body, in  as  true  a  light 
as  possible,  in  order  to  test  the  love  and  zeal  of  all  for  Christ  and 
his  cause,  and  that  each  church  and  individual  might  have  an  opportu- 
nity of  doing  their  duty. 

I  have,  therefore,  left  a  subscription  with  each  church  where  I  have 
been,  to  contain  the  donations  of  those  who  are  willing  to  aid  in  our 
work  of  love.  Some  rejoice  in  our  prosperity,  approve  of  our  plans, 
and  promise  to  meet  us  and  give  us  their  aid;  others  seemed  friendly, 
received  a  subscription  at  my  hand,  and  asked  me  to  come  again,  but 
would  not  promise  to  help;  a  third  class  will  do  what  they  can  against 
us — as  usual;  a  few  ofthese  are  open  to  instruction  and  may  be  reclaim- 
ed ;  others  of  tbiis  class  are  determined  in  their  course  are  set  against  the 
light,  and,  I  fear,  are  beyond  recovery. 

I  have  travelled  during  the  last  six  months,  about  two  hundred  miles: 
preached  one  hundred  &  seventy  nine  sermons;  and  aided  in  receiving 
the  christian  experience  of  66  individuals,  22  of  whom  1  baptized.  I 
have  officiated  in  8  sacramental  services  and  in  two  ordinations.  Twen- 
tv-nine  dollars  have  been  handed  to  me  from  different  individuals  lor  the 
Convention:  the  names  and  the  amount  will  be  seen  in  another  place. — 
About  10  dollars  have  been  given  to  me,  which  I  will  give  to  the  board 
ofthis-body.      My  expenses  have  been  about  60    dollars. 

I  find  from  the  Minutes  of  the  different  Associations  in  this  end  of  the 
State,  and  that  west  of  a  straight  line  from  Richmond  co.,  to  Stokes,  that 
there  are  1 0  Asgciations,  .Mich  contain  123  churches,96  ministers,  60or- 
dained,  36  licensed,  and  5920  communicants  ;  775  baptized  in  one  year. 
$171  jJ  were  sent  up  for  Minutes  and  other  purposes.  Apart  of 
two  of  the  Associations  are  in  South  Carolina.  jNearly  all  of  these  As- 
sociations are  divided  on  the  subject  of  Missions,  Ministerial  Education, 
Sabbath  Schools,  Temperance  Societies,  and  such  like  Institutions. — 
Every  kind  of  imaginary  objection  is  found  against  these  institutions  by 
some — yet,  they  are  viewed  in  their  true  light  by  others,  and  consider- 
ed as  productive  of  great  good  to  the  moral  condition  of  man,  and  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  gospel. 

The  Sabbath  School  cause  is  advancing  in  many  places.     Eld.  J.  B; 
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Ballard,  the  Sabbath  School  Agent,  has  done  much  for  this  cause  in  tins 
reo'ion.  The  Temperance  reform  is  evidently  on  the  decline,  and  the 
use  of  strong  drink  is  taking  deep  root,  more  or  less  in  all  this  fruitful 
country.  I  have  seen  not  less  than  17  distilleries  in  operation  this 
fall  in  my  field  of  labour  ;  and  woful  to  tell,  many  professors  of  religion, 
who  say  they  desire  the  prosperity  of  Zion,  to  do  good,  eschew  evil,  and 
abhor  drunkness  in  all  its  forms,  make,  sell,  use,  give,  and  send 
abroad  this  awful  evil,  and  they  often  quote  the  Scriptures  to  justify  their 
course.  It  is  not  the  common  class  of  men  only  that  use  and  spread 
this  poison  abroad  ;  but  the  official  members  of  christian  communities, 
and  candidates  for  public  office  lend  their  aid,  and  are  often  assisted  on. 
in  their  path  to  honor  by  and  through  the  magic  influence  of  this  mon- 
ster of  misery.  There  are  some  neighborhood  and  individual  excep- 
tions ;  yes,  there  are  some  excellent  ones  scattered  in  all  this  region, 
who  mourn  over  the  ravages  of  this  fiend  of  darkness ;  and  will  not  cease 
to  pray  and  strive  against  the  winds  and  waves  of  opposition  till  help 
be  given  from  on  high. 

Some  in  all  of  these  Associations  approve  of  the  cause  of  missions, 
pity  and  pray  for  the  heathen,  as  they  say,  and  vet  do  no  more  ;  oth- 
ers like  part  of  our  movements,  reject  the  rest,  and  often  refuse  to  aid  in 
any  part  of  our  work.  Thus  I  have  given  a  glimpse  of  the  confused 
state  of  things  in  the  opposing  parts  of  this  end  of  the  State  ;  but  as  above 
mentioned,  there,  are  other  precious  ones,who  are, I  believe,  bound  upon 
with  the  zeal  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  will  not  rest  until  righteousness 
go  forth  as  brightness,  and  salvation  as  a  lamp  that  burnetii,  and  the 
wilderness  become  a  fruitful  field,  and  the  fruitful  field  be  counted  for  a 
forest. 

I  had  it  in  my  power  to  visit  the  Mountain,  Yadkin,  Catawba,  and  the 
Brier  Creek  Associations  at  their  last  sessions,  and  was  most  kindly  re- 
ceived, invited  to  preach,  aided  in  business,  and  I  presented  our  claims 
and  cause  before  them.  The  Mountain  Association,"  though  a  large 
body  composed  of  many  ministers — yet,  but  little  aid  will  be  given  to  us 
from  this  region.  From  this  meeting,  I  passed  on  among  the  churches 
in  Iredell,  Lincoln,  and  Mecklenburg ;  and  I  expected  from  thence  to 
visit  the  churches  above  the  blue  ridge,  and  those  which  compose  the 
western  Convention  ;  but,  for  want  of  time,  and  a  sudden  attack  of  fever, 
I  was  therefore  prevented  from  visiting  them  at  all.  But  I  addressed 
some  of  the  leading  brethren  of  that  region,  and  from  their  letters  and 
the  Minutes  of  the  new  Convention,  I  inferthat  in  Spirit  we  and  they  are 
one.and  th  ir  course  and  our  course  is  the  same — though  they  choose  to 
act  distinct  from  us  in  the  samegood  work.  I  n^xt  visited  the  Yadkin  As- 
sociation, and  found  the  representation  full,  and  all  friendly.  This  body- 
passed  a  resolution  favourable  to  our  course,  and  all  their  things  was 
done  in  charity.  We  had  a  refreshing  time  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord.  I  next  met  the  Catawba  Association  in  session,  and  laid  our  cause- 
before  them,  and  after  sundry  remarks,  some  for,  and  some  against,  it 
was  voted  to  be  noticed  in  their  Minutes,  and  left  to  the  churches  to  do 
in  these  matters  as  they  saw  proper.  The  same  remarks  are  applica- 
ble to  the  Brier  Creek  Association,  in  part  and  many  of  this  body  will 
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aid  us  in  all  of  our  measures,  and  rejoice  to  see  oar  cause  arise.  In  con 
elusion  I  would  say  that  many  things  occur  lo  damp  our  leeling,  check 
the  cause,  and  chill  our  zeal :  yet  great  good  has  been  done,  is  yet  to  do. 
and  the  cause  being  the  Lord's  and  must  and  shall  prevail,  we  should 
therefore  thank  the  Lord,  and  take  courage.  All  of  which  is  respectful- 
ly submitted.

REPORT  OF  WMAAAM  J.    FIKLEY....AGENT. 

Union  Camp  Ground,  Nov.  2d,  1835. 
Hitler  John  Armstrong,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  N.  C. 
Dear  Brother, — 

It  is  proper  that  you  should  hear  from  me,  concerning  my  labours 
for  the  Convention,  during  the  year  now  closed.  Early  in  November  I 
was  apprized  of  my  appointment  by  the  Convention,  as  one  of  its  Agents, 
to  travel  six  months  in  the  section  between  Cape  Fear  and  Tar  River, 
including  the  counties  of  Halifax  and  Northampton.  I  made  prepara- 
tion immediately  to  fulfil  the  same.  The  business  of  my  Agency,  be- 
sides 4  months  missionary  service,  in  the  3d  section,  occupied  my  time 
in  the  counties  of  Northampton, Duplin, Sampson,Bladen,Johnston, Cum- 
berland, Wayne,  Lenoir,  Pitt,  Beaufort,  Craven,  Carteret,  Jones,  and 
Onslow,  to  the  close  of  July.  Severe  weather,  and  in  some  instances 
failure  in  appointments,  prevented  me  from  labouring  in  some  of  the 
above  counties,  as  much  as  I  anticipated.  Since  the  1st  of  August,  I 
have  visited  as  many  as  it  was  practicable,  ofthe  churches  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Wake,  Franklin,  Nash,  Halifax,  Northampton,  Edgecumbe,  and 
Green.  An  alteration  was  made  in  my  arrangements  without  my 
knowledge,  which. prevented  my  visiting  Warren,  except  merely  to  pass 
through  it. 

I  have  travelled  127  days,  visited  3  protracted  meetings,  1  union  meet- 
ing, several  meetings  of  from  two  to  three  days  continuance,  2  Associa- 
tions, and  1  camp  meeting;  preached  124  sermons ;  delivered  many 
exhortations ;  twice  assisted  in  Ordinations  ;  eight  times  in  administering 
the  Sacrament  of  the  supper ;  and  many  times  in  receiving  the  experi- 
ence of  candidates  for  admittance  into  the  church.  1  desire  to  thank 
the  Lord,  that  he  has  not  left  me  without  reason  to  be'ieve  that  his  hand 
has  been  upon  me.  In  my  efforts  to  administer  the  word,  at  many  times 
my  own  soul,  and  the  souls  of  many  of  them  to  whom  it  was  mv  privi- 
lege to  administer,  felt  it  to  be  in  deed,  and  in  truth,  the  word  of 'God. — 
Although  coldness  has  been  much  complained  of  in  the  churches,  I  have 
had  the  happiness  to  see,  at  many  times,  believers  renewed  in  their 
strength;  sinners  mourning  on  account  of  sin,  and  some  of  these  in  a 
little  time  rejoicing  in  a  good  hope  through  grace.  Some  of  my  breth- 
ren in  the  ministry,  I  have  no  doubt,  have  seen  more  revivals  recently 
than  I  have  ;  but  I  thank  the  Lord,  who  has  given  even  me  to  see  him 
reviving  his  work ;  as  lor  instance,   at  Potecasy   in  Northampton  co.. 


and  at  Mount  Pisgah,  in'  Chatham. ,  I  have  been  generally,  well  receiv- 
ed and  kindly  treated  ;  even  by  some  who  had  not  been  favourably  dis- 
posed towards  our  institution. 

Opposition  has  generally  lost  its  violence,  but  it  is  much  to  be  regret- 
ted, that  many  who  profess  themselves  friendly  to  our  institutions,  have 
little  or  no  zeal.  This  circumstance  is  worse  for  the  good  cause,  than 
all  the  oppjsition  that  ca/.  be  made.  This  will  also  apply  to  Temper- 
ance Societies,  which  are,  however,  in  many  parts,  exerting  a  mild  in- 
fluence which  is  felt  by  many  who  speak,  or  have  spoken  against  them. 
In  a  few  places,  Sabbath  Schools  are  pretty  well  attended;  but  in  our 
State,  the  system  seems  to  be  only  in  its  infancy.  For,  as  far  as  I  have 
become  acquainted  with  facts  touching  the  Associations  which  oppose 
the  institutions  of  the  d  iy,  their  increase  for  the  past  year,  has  been,  if 
any,  comparatively  srrall. 

I  have  received,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  Table  below,  the  amount  of 
$37  37  in  small  donations  to  the  Convention.  I  have  had  on  some  oc- 
casions, subscription  papers,  in  behalf  of  the  funds  of  your  venerable 
body,  and  was  kindly  received.  Your  present  meeting,  I  expected, 
would  witness  some  of  the  results.  I  received  in  presentsto  my  sell,  the 
sum  of  $40,  sixteen  of  which  I  shall  appropriate  to  the  interest  of  the 
Convention. 

Now,  that  the  Lord  may  prosper  you  in  all  your  pious  undertakings 
for  the  promotion  of  his  declarative  gloryjs  the  prayer  of

For  it  cannot  be  doubted,  that  the  uncommon  progress  made  by  the 
students  of  the  Institute  is  entirely  dependent  on  the  constant  and  un- 
tiring zeal  of  its  Professors,  our  esteemed  brethren  Wait  and  Armstrong, 
and  to  those  names  may  no-vbe  added,  that  of  brother  Graves  as  Tutor. 
Matters  there  move  on  hormoniously  and  in  order;  the  students  take 
pride  in  their  school,  and  go  forward  with  alacrity  and  cheerfulness  in 
all  its  operations.  The  healthful  appearance  of  the  young  men,  and  the 
successful  progress  in  their  studies,  must  prove  satisfactorily  to  every 
mind,  the  great  advantages  of  the  labour  department  of  that  Institution. 
The  College  building  undertaken  by  Cant.John  Berry,  is  going  on  ih 
steady  briskness,  and  no  doubts  are  entertained  of  its  completit.;  .  en 
before  the  time  allotted ;  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  or  no,  any  conveni- 
ence will  be  available  from  it,  before  the  beginning  of  the  year  1837. — 
In  addition  to  that  building,  the  students,  themselves  have  erected  a  com^ 


fortable  house  with  four  commodious  rooms. 

Your  Committee  entertain  no  doubts  or  fears  about  the  connrmea 
success  of  this  child  of  the  Convention,  and  recommend  it  still  to  its  fos- 
tering care  and  protection.  The  experiment  of  connecting  manual  la- 
bour with  sudy,  has  now,  we  judge,  been  fairly  made.  The  pubhck  are 
aware  of  the  advantages,and  now  your  Committee  can  confidently  say,  it 
is  their  belief  that  we  have  every  thing  to  hope,  and  nothing  to  fear-— 
Your  Committee  cannot  close  this  report,  without  referring  to  the  bles- 
sed fact  of  the  late  revival  among  the  students  of  the  Institute.  We  say 
blessed  because  few  such  incidents  are  to  be  found  in  the  annals  of  his-, 
torv.  That  it  should  thus  please  God,  in  such  an  almost  miraculous 
manner,  once  a  year,  to  pour  out  his  spirit  upon  so  many,  so  young,  and 
in  so  short  a  period.  Among  the  number,  are  many  of  the  finest  gilts 
of  the  Institute,  and  your  Committee  rejoice  and  bless  God  in  the  pros, 
pect,  that  from  this  nursery  may  go  out  many  proclaimed  of  salvation 
through  Christ. 

But  such  are  the  facts,  and  although  to  us,  they  may   appear  wonder- 
ful  yet  we  rejoice  in   the  result,  and  take  courage  in   the  belief,  that 

God,  "in  his  providence,  is  already  amply  rewarding  those  whohave  toil- 
ed to'  put  this  Institution  into  operation.by  thus  early  bringing  so  many  tc 
a  knowledge  of  the  truth,  as  it  is  in  .

REPORT    ON    PERIODICALS, 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  periodical,  beg  leave  to-.' 
present  the  following  report:  ..    . 

The  present  prosperous  condition  of  the  Convention,  must  m  some 
considerable  degree,  be  referred  to  the  influence  of  the  press.  The  In- 
terpreter contributed  largely  to  enlighten  the  minds  of  our  brethren  on 
the  importance  of  the  various  objects  of  the  Convention.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions  would  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report : — 

Prom  the  best  information  which  your  committee  have  been  able  to  obtain,  it 
appears  that  the  existing  state  of  our  Domestic  Mission,  is  far  from  being  as  pros- 
perous as  we  could  wish,  or  as  tne  interests  of  the  denomination  require.  Re- 
ports have  been  received  from  but  five  of  our  Missionaries,  appointed  the  last 
year,  from  which  circumstance  the  inference  is  to  be  drawn,  that  these  are  the 
only  persons  who  have  at  all  complied  with  their  appointments.  Of  these,  but 
two  have  performed  more  than  a  few  months'  service.  These  facts,  added  to  the. 
circumstances,  that  we  have  received  but  a  very  limited  representation  from  se- 
veral sections  of  the  State,  and  that  the  Domestic  Mission  funds  are  presumed  to 
be  less  than  they  have  been  oh  any  preceeding  occasion  furnish  conclusive  evi- 
dence that  something  is  materially  wrong  in  this  important  branch  of  our  opera- 
tions. And  your  committee  would  here  take  occasion  to  remark,  that  efficient 
and  successful  measures  in  this  department  are  of  the  more  signal  importance  on 
account  of  the  obvious  fact,  that,  on  the  success  of  our  operations  in  this  depart- 
ment, depends,  in  a  great  measure,  our  success  in  each  of  the  others. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  your  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Thai, Missionary  service  be  employed,  during  the  ensuing  year,  to  the  full 
extent  of  the  funds  in  hand. 

2.  That  the  attention  of  our  churches,  societies,  &c.  be  specially  called  to  the 
claims  of    our  Domestic    Mission,  as  a  matter  of  paramount  importance. 

3.  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  superintend 
our  Missionary  operations  during  the  ensuing  twelve  months — to  make  contracts 
to  give  instructions — and,  especially  to  secure  the  execution  of  the  first  resolu- 
tion.

REPORT  ON  THE  AGENCY. 

The  committee  on  the  agency  would  respectfully  report:  That  one  of  our 
agents  has  performed  his  whole  term  of  service, and  gone  through  his  entire  sec- 
tion— that  one  has  gone  through  about  one  half  of  his  section — that  from  one  we 
have  received  no  direct  intelligence — and  that  the  other  has  done  nothing.  From 
these  facts  it  is  obvious  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  state  has  not  been  visited 
at  all.  The  consequence  is  such  as  was  to  be  apprehended,  namely,  numerous 
failures  in  representation  in  this  body,  and  a  corresponding  deficiency  in  the 
amount  of  funds  contributed.  These  circumstances,  in  the  view  of  the  commit- 
tee, render  it  indispensably  necessary  for  the  convention  to  change  the  mode  of 
operation  adopted  the  last  year.  The  committee  would  accordingly  recommend 
the  following  resolutions: — 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Convention  employ  the  services  of  two  efficient  Agents 
for  the  whole  of  the  time,  during  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  nominate  two  Agents  for  the 
next  year. 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  whose  duty  shall  be  to  prepare  a 
letter  of  Instruction  for  the  Agents.

ROPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  Committee  on  Education  submit  the  following  report ; — Among  the  vari- 
ous objects  of  the  Convention,  the  object  of  Education  commands  a  prominent 
place.  As  a  Denomination,  we,  of  all  men,  ought  to  be  the  most  intelligent.  Our 
distinguishing  characteristic  as  a  people  is  the  important  sentiment,  that  "man 
is  capable,  of  self  government"?and  hence  our  churches  are  all  founded  upon  the 
broad  principles  of  Republicanism,  and  independent  of  each  other.  In  order, 
therefore,  to  defend  our  principles,  to  administer  the  government  of  our  churches, 
and  give  respectability  to  our  claims,  we  must  be  an  intelligent  people.  The 
mass  of  ignorance  which  pervades  a  large  portion  of  our  Denomination,  must  be 
dissipated  by  education,  before  we  can  hope  to  remove  the  narrow  prejudices 
which  now  render  them  suspicious  of  the  expanding  benevolence,  and  Christian 
efFortsof  their  more  enlightened  brethren.  An  enlightened  people  will  have  an 
enlightened  ministry.  If,  therefore,  we  enlighten  the  people,  they  will  take  care 
that  the  ministry  be  competent  lo  meet  the  demands  of  the  age.  The  committee 
would,  therefore,  commend  Wake  Forest  Institute  to  the  especial  patronage  of 
the  Convention.  The  interest  of  the  Denomination  is  intimately  connected  with 
the  Institute.  The  Convention  has  two  young  ministering  brethren  at  the  Insti- 
tute, and  there  is  a  prospect  of  the  application  of  several  more.  Your  committee 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  attention  of  the  brethren  be  directed  to  the 
Education  fund.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  beg  leave  to  say  :  that  they  are  grat- 
ified in  learning  that,  in  many  parts  of  this  State,the  cause  is  advancing. 
New  Societies,  since  the  last  session  of  this  body,  have  been  formed  in 
various  parts  of  the  State;  and  multitudes  have  attached  themselves  to 
these  Societies,  and  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  increase  the  general 
interest  of  the  cause.  We  pretend  not  to  know  the  precise  number  of 
Societies  formed,  or  individuals  added  ;  and  probably  it  might  not  be  im- 
portant at  present  to  know  this.  Suffice  for  us  to  know  that  the  Lord 
has,  in  this  respect,  done  great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad. — 
But  while  we  reflect  with  rejoicing  on  what  has  been  done  in  this  work, 
we  should  not  forget  that  much  is  remaining  yet  to  be  done.  There  is 
much  land  yet  to  be  possessed.  And  here  your  Committee  would  re- 
commend the  propriety  of  increased  effort  on  the  part  of  all  the  friends  ot 
iheTemperance  reformation.  We  consider  this  to  be  the  cause  of  God, 
inasmuch  as  it  has  in  view  the  same  ends  which  have  ever  characterized 
thp  beneficient  Jehovah.  We  regard  it  vastly  important.both  on  account 
of  the  present  and  future  consequences  of  the  use  of  this  awful  bane ;  but 
still  we  would  hope  that  great  prudence  might  accompany  all  our  efforts 
in  this  benevolent  undertaking.  In  putting  down  one  side,let  us  labour 
hot  to  create  another.  In  destroying  drunkness,  let  us  not  excite  mal- 
ice and  hatred.  Especially  we  would  suggest  that,  whatever  zeal  may 
be  discovered  in  us  on  this  point,  let  no  expressions  in  addresses;  or  on 
any  occasion  be  indulged  which  might  chill  the  hearts  of  any  against 
the  ministrv,  or  more  especially  against  the  gospel.

J.  CULPEPEWS  REPORT. 

Elder  John  Armstrong,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State 

Convention  of  N.  Carolina  : 
My  dear  Brother, — - 

Another  year  has  rolled  round,  and  it  becomes  ray  duty  to  lay 
before  you  an  account  of  my  labors  during  the  past  year.  When  I  re- 
turned from  the  Convention  last  year,  I  spent  ten  or  twelve  days  ia  the  . 
South  part  of  Anson,  and  in  the  adjacent  parts  of  South  Carolina.  X 
then  travelled  through  the  lower  end  of  Montgomery,  Moore,  Chatham^ 
and  Wake  :  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  the  Institute  late  m 
November;  and  then  proceeded  to  visit  some  of  the  churches  in  Grap- 
ville,  in  the  lower  end  of  Orange,  Chatham,  Moore,  and  Richmond.  I 
next  visited  the  churches  in  the  counties  of  Davidson,  Guilford,  Ran- 
dolph, the  upper  part  of  Orange,  Chatham,  Granville,  Person,  Caswell, 
and  part  of  the  churches  in  Rockingham  ;  was  prevented  by  the  inclem- 
ency of  the  weather  from  visiting  the  others;  and  returned  through 
Stokes,  Davidson,  and  Montgomery.  I  next  visited  the  chtirches  in  the" 
counties  of  Richmond,  and  proceeded  as  far  as  the  upper  end  of  Robeson : 
thence  through  the  upper  end  of  Montgomery,  Rowan,  Surry,  Ashe, 
Wilkes,  and  Iredell ;  and  returned  to  attend  a  Protracted  Meeting  in 
Montgomery.  I  then  visited  the  churches  in  the  upper  end  of  Anson 
and  Mecklenburg;  some  in  Lincoln,  Rutherford,  Burke,  Iredell,  and 
Cabarrus ;  and  returned  and  attended  several  Protracted  Meetings  in  An- 
son. Thence  I  travelled  through  Montgomery  and  Davidson,  and  at- 
tended the  Liberty  Association  in  Davidson, and  a  Protracted  Meeting' 
at  Brier  Creek,  in  Wilkes;  and  returned  and  attended  a  Protracted  Meet- 
ing at  Brown  Creek,  in  Anson.  The  first  of  September  I  started  fo 
visit  the  churches  in  the  upper  end  of  Anson,  Mecklenburg,  Cabarrus, 
Iredell,  Burke,  and  Wilkes,  and  attended  the  Brier  Creek,  Yadkin,  Ca- 
tawba, Pee  Dee,  and  Sandy  Creek  Associations  ;  a  Protracted  Meetings 
at  May's  Chapel,  in  Chatham  ;  thence  through  Chatham,  Orange,  and 
Caswell  to  the  Convention,  i  have  travelled  375  days;  have  preached 
253  sermons;  attended  6  Associations;  and  13  Protracted  Meetings.-. — 
At  each  of  these  Associations  and  Protracted  Meetings  I  have  had  an 
opportunity  of  explaining  the  objects  of  the  Convention,  and  of  describing 
the  progress  we  and  other  kindred  bodies  are  making  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  these  objects,  and  of  other  benevolent  enterprises.  I  have  also 
assisted  in  the  formstion  and  enlargement  of  several  Sabbath  Schools 
and  Temperance  Societies.  And  although  our  objects  are  very'  much 
misrepresented,  and  much  opposition  is  yet  kept  up  in  consequence  of 
these  misrepresentations,  where  our  objects  are  not  fully  known,  a'pd 
our  motives  not  properly  appreciated,  yet  I  find  in  every  seo't  ion  of  cup 
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country  a  disposition  to  listen  to  explanations  in  most  of  the  people ;  and 
as  far  as  our  objects  are  known,  and  the  effects  of  our  plans  are  seen 
and  felt,  the  prejudices  of  the  people  are  vanishing;  and  in  several  sec- 
tions of  the  country  they  are  increasing  the  number  of  S.  Schools,  and 
Temperance  Societies ;  and  habits  of  drinking  spirits  are  abandoned: 
and  in  many  parts  of  our  country  the  churches  are  forming  Itinerant 
Boards,  and  employing  itinerant  preachers.  Most  of  the  opposition  I 
meet  with,  is  imxnaginary  evils,  and  vanishes  before  the  truth.  Many 
who  were  misinformed,  and  opposed  to  us,  are  now  sincere  friends. — ■■ 
But  our  work  is  not  yet  finished.  Much,  very  much,  remains  to  be  done 
both  in  our  highly  favoured  country  and  in  foreign  lands.  And  great 
caution,  and  continued  and  increasing  exertions  are  necessary,  and  a  full 
confidence  in  God,  a  full  acquaintance  with  his  word,  and  an  entire 
dependence  on  him,  are  of  the  utmost  importance  in  all  the  friends  and 
•  supporters  of  these  institutions. 

Beneath  the  inspiring  influence  of  the  Almighty,  the  church  and  the 
community  are  aroused  and  excited  by  the  persuasion,  that  a  glorious 
period  is  at  hand.  This  idea  is  daily  gaining  ground,  and  no  person 
who  calmly  views  the  signs  of  the  times,  can  doubt  it.  The  Charch  of 
the  living  God  is  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth  ;  the  eyes  of  angels, 
of  men,  and  of  devils  are  upon  us.  Let  us  strive  for  an  increase  of  ho- 
liness, for  a  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  promises  and  designs  of 
Jehovah,  as  recorded  in  the  scriptures  of  truth.  Let  us  try  to  form  pro- 
per conceptions  of  the  events  fortold  by  him,  who  declared  the  end  from 
the  beginning,  and  from  ancient  times  the  things  that  are  not  yet  done. 
And  let  us  strive,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to  prepare  ourselves  and  others, 
to  stand  in  our  lots,  and  discharge  our  respective  duties,  and  bear  suffer- 
ings, and  make  sacrifices  proportioned  to  the  importance  of  the  objects 
contemplated,  and  the  end  to  be  attained.  That  you,  my  dear  Brother,, 
and  every  member  of  the  Convention,  and  every  friend  of  the  Redeem- 
er, may  properly  appreciate  the  importance  of  these  things,  and  dis- 
charge your  respective  duties,  and  live  to  God's  glory,  and  die  in  his

F.  HAWLEY'S  REPORT. 


Elder  John  Armstrong.  Cor. Sec.  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North. 

Carolina: 
Dear  Brother, — 

The  time  has  arrived  when  it  becomes  my  duty  to  lay  before  the 
Convention  through  you  some  account  of  my  labours  for  the  last  y;ar.  I 
deem  it  important,  in  the  first  place,  to  state  that  the  committee  appointed  at 
the  last  Convention  to  prepare  a  letter  of  instruction  for  the  Agents,  neg- 
le-cted  to  discharge  their  duty  ;  therefore  I  was  left  without  instructions, 
both  as  to  my  field  of  labour  and  mode  of  operation. 

However,  shortly  after  the  close  of  the  last  meeting  of  your  body,  I  made 
a  tour  through  the  counties  of  Bladen,  and  Columbus,  on  to  Wilmington, 
rfrym  thenct?  to  a  protracted  meeting  in  Duplin  co.     I  also  visited  several 
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churches  in  this  and  Sampson  co.,  &  returned  home  in  January.  About  tile 
first  of  Feb.  I  made  another  tour,  passing  through  the  counties  of  Chat- 
ham, Wake,  Franklin,  and  Nash.  I  then  made  a  short  tour  through  Robe- 
son and  Columbus.  The  last  of  April  I  started  for  the  Eastern  part  of  the 
State,  passing  through  the  counties  of  Bladen,  Duplin,  and  Sampson,  on 
to  Greenville;  from  thence  I  passed  on  through  Martin,  and  so  on  to  the 
meeting  of  the  Chowan  Association,  convened  at  Bethel,  Perquimans  co. 
I  found  this  Association  to  be  quite  an  intelligent  and  a  very  respectable 
body.  It  is  almost  unnecessary  to  say  that  I  was  cordially  received  and 
permitted  to  participate  in  their  deliberations.  Much  good  feeling  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  session.  Measures  wer?  unanimously  adopted  in 
favour  of  the  Bible  cause,  and  delegates  were  appointed  to  attend  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Bible  Convention  next  April.  From  this  I  visited  the  church 
at  Edenton,  and  so  on  through  the  counties  of  Pasquotank,  Camden, 
Currituck,  Gates,  Hertford,  Bertie,  Northampton,  Halifax, 'by  the  way  of 
Tarboro,  through  the  lower  end  of  Nash,  closing  this  tour  at  Hepseba  in 
"Wake  county. 

The  last  of  July  I  proceeded  again  through  the  counties  of  Wake  and 
Franklin,  visiting  a  few  churches  as  I  passed  on  to  the  Minister's  and 
Deacon's  meeting  at  Cole  Rain,  Bertie,  co.,  the  object  of  which  is  to  set- 
tle all  differences  and  difficulties  that  may  exist  among  the  Ministers  and 
Deacons  belonging  to  the  Association.  This  was  the  second  meeting  of  the 
kind  and  much  good  feeling  prevailed  ;  and  but  little  doubt  existed  as  to 
the  utility  of  such  meetings.  They  adjourned  to  meet  again  the  3d  Sab- 
bath in  August,  1S37.  From  this  I  returned,  passing  through  Northamp- 
ton, and  attended  a  protracted  meeting  held  at  Concconary,  Halifax  co., 
and  from  this  through  a  part  of  Nash,  Frankliu,  Wake,  Chatham  &  Moore, 
and  arrived  at  home  about  the  20  of  Sept.  I  next  attended  the  session  of 
the  Goshen  Association,  convened  at  Beaver  Dam,  Duplin  co.  There  is  a 
number  of  choice  brethren  connected  with  this  Association.  They  have 
had  to  contend  with  very  formidable  opposition,  but  the  force  of  opposition 
seems  to  be  somewhat  broken,  and  the  probability  is  that,  before  many 
years  this  Association  will  be  decidedly  Missionaiy  in  its  character.  I  next 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  Cape  Fear  Association.  Peace,  harmony,  and 
good  feeling  prevailed  throughout.  Opposition  in  this  body  is  last  yielding 
to  the  light  and  force  of  truth.  Decisive  measures  were  unanimously- 
adopted  relative  to  the  Bible  cause,  t  next  attended  a  camp-meeting  a? 
Mount  Pisgah,  Chatham  co.,  and  truly  we  had  a  refreshing  from  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Lord.  As  the  results  of  the  meeting,  I  understand  thirteen 
were  baptized.  I  then  proceeded  to  attend  the  session  of  the  Tar  Rivet 
Association,  convened  at  Shiloh,  Franklin  co.  1  was  cordially  received. 
Resolutions  of  a  decided  character  were  adopted  in  favour  of  the  Institu- 
tions of  the  day.  From  this  I  passed  onto  Chatham,  and  attended  the 
camp-meeting  at  May's  Chapel,  and  so  on  to  this  place.  I  have  been  in 
ihe  service  of  the  Convention  350  days  and  have  received  from  various 
sources,  as  will  be  seen  by  an  account  accompanying  this  report  $227,  27. 
It  is  a  painful  fact  ihat  almost  general  apathy  prevails  among  the  church- 
es where  I  have  traveled  relative  to  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom. The  church  has  evidently  drank  deep  into  a  worldly  spirit;  and 
many  who.  a  few  years  ago  seemed  to  run  well,  now  appear  to  be  bend- 
ing all  their  energies  to  amass  a  fortune.  It  is  evident  that  christians  do 
not  realize  their  obligation:  hence  there  is  but  little  spontaneous  action.— 
I  have  endeavored,  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  clear  up  this 
point,  and  to  bring  christians  to  realize  the  truth  ihat  they  are  not  their 
owh.  The  standard  of  holiness  must  he  greatly  elevated  above  what  it  isvbe- 
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jWe  the  wicked  will  be  led  by  the  light  of  the  church  to  glorify  God,  and 
The  world  be  converted.  It  is  further  evident  that  there  is  a  want  of  spiritu- 
ality on  the  part  of  Ministers.  Is  it-not  a  fact,  that  we  are  not  as  devoted 
to  the  duties  of  the  ministry  as  we  should  be?  It  is  to  be  feared  that  ma- 
ny rarely  ever  press,  as  closely  as  they  should,  the  claims  of  a  dying 
world,  a  world  perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  scarce- 
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be  but  little  doubt  but  that  the  Sabbath  School  and  Temperance  cause  is 
on  the  retrograde :  many  who  once  put  their  hands  to  the  plow  have  looked 
back. 

Undoubfediy  we  ought  to  thank  God  and  to  rejoice  that  the  prospect  is 
not  worse  that  it  is;  that  through  the  mercy  of  God  we  are  permitted  to 
hope  for  better  times.  And  yet  the  present  crisis  undoubtedly  calls  for 
deep  humiliation  and  sorrow  of  heart  before  God.  It  becomes  the  church 
to  rend  their' hearts  and  not  their  garments,  and  to  repent  of  their  back-slid- 
ing, and  to  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  renew  their  covenant  obligations,  and 
devote  themselves  with  renewed  energy  to  the  service  of  their  Master. 

In  conclusion.  I  wouid  remark  that  I  hope  this  Convention  will  fix  up- 
on some  plan  of  operation  relative  to  the  Agency,  that  shall  be  uniform 
and  better  calculated  to  secure  the  permanent  co-operation  of  the  church- 
es in  the  great  objects  before  them.  Permit  me  through  you,  my  dear 
brother,  to  present  my  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  Convention  for  the 
honor  and  privilege  of  serving  them  as  their  Agent.  And  may  the  great 
Head  of  the  church  guide  by  his  unerring  council  the  Convention  to  ihe 
adoption  of  such  means  and  measures  as  He  shall  be  pleased  to  bless  to  the 
promotion  of  his  own  glory  and  the  advancement  of  his  Kingdom  on 
earth.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  respectfully  present  the 
fojlowing  report:  — 

That,  since  the  organization  of  the  General  Convention,  they  have 
been  gradually  extending  their  opperations,  and  multiplying  their  mis- 
sions as  fast  as  their  means  would  admit.  They  have  now  stations  and 
missionaries  in  various  foreign  lands,  and  among  the  aborigines  of  our 
own  country.  The  most  important  and  interesting  of  these  stations  are, 
perhaps,  those  in  Eastern  Asia.  And  it  should  be  distinctly  remem- 
bered, as  a  subject  of  devout  gratitude  to  God,  that  our  Foreign  Mission 
opperations  throughout  the  world,  are,  at  present,  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition.  Indeed  they  have  ever  since  their  commencement,  constant- 
ly experienced  the  favour  and  rich  blessing  of  Heaven.  They  have  suc- 
ceeded even  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  their  warmest 
friends.  But  while  we  should  be  truly  grateful  to  God  for  his  blessing 
thus  bestowed  upon  our  labours,  we  should  remember  that  our  work  is 
Bui  '/n.st  commenced.    Much  yet  remains  to  be  done.     Much  land,  yet 


remains  to  be  possessed.  A  very  large  portion  oftfoe  world  yet  remains 
in  heathenish  darkness.  A  vast  majority  of  pur  race  are  yet  perisjbing 
for  lack  of  knowledge.  Every  means  should,  therefore,  be  put  in  requi- 
sition, to  awaken  the  interest  of  the  community  throughout  our  land,  on 
this  subject;  and  to  bring  them  up  to  this  great  work.  What  we  have 
done  only  shows  us  what,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  we  can  do. — 
And  greater  exertions  must  yet  be  put  forth,  before  the  world  can  be 
converted  to  God.  To  make  those  exertions,  our  past  successes  ought 
both  to  encourage  and  stimulate  us.  Our  prayers  must  be  more  fervent, 
and  our  contributions  more  liberal.  Widely  extended  fields  are  open- 
ing before  us  on  every  hand,  and  are  white  already  to  the  harvest, 
which  will  afford  us  ample  scope  for  all  our  energies.  With  this  view 
of  the  subject,  your  committee  would  take  the  liberty  to  recommend  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  people  of  God  are  under  obligations  to  pray 
more  fervently  and  constantly  for  the  success  of  our  Foreign  Missions, 
and  for  the  triumph  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

Resolved,  That  for  this  purpose,  the  monthly  concert  for  prayer  ought 
to  be  regularly  observed  by  every  church  in  our  Stale. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  ON  EDUCA TIOX. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  education  beg  leave 
to  report; — That,  in  the  estimation  of  your  committee,  the  most  of  the 
difficulties  which  have  arrested  the  progress  of  truth,  union,  and  respecta- 
bility among  our  churches,  may  be  traced  to  the  want  of  intelligence  among 
th&  ministers  of  the  sanctuary.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  a  pastor  of  a 
church  can  meet  all  the  demands  of  his  imporiant  station  without  the  aids 
of  education.  Your  committee  would  name  the  tact  that  our  late  esteem- 
ed brother  John  Blount,  of  Edenton  N.  C,  has  bequeaihed  to  the  Trustees 
of  Wake  Forest  Institute  all  his  fortune,  which  amounts  to  ten  or  eleven 
thousand  dollars.  These  funds  will  not  be  available  before  the  death  of 
sister  Blount,  and  then  the  interest  is  to  be  applied  to  the  education  of 
young  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry.  In  view  of  this  bequest,  your  com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  the  Convention  should  raise  a  committee  to 
consult  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Institute,  and  devise  measures  to 
add  6  or  7  thousand  dollars  to  the  bequest  and  establish  a  professorship  of 
Sacred  Literature,  to  be  called  the  Blou-rd  Professorship.  Your  commit- 
tee would  urge  the  necessity  of  adopting  immediately  energetic  measures 
to  give  the  voung  brethren  of  our  State  the  advantages  of  theological 
studies.  This,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  can  be  done  in  no  other 
way  than  by  the  establishment  of  tiie  above  named  professorship.

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REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

The  Committee  on  Periodicals  report,— That  so  much  has  been  said 
relative  to  the  importance  of  religious  Periodicals,  and  happily  that  im- 
portance has  been  experienced  among  us  to  such  an  extent,  as  to  super- 
sede the  necessity  of  much  argument  in  their  favour.  While,  however, 
we  believe  that  the  importance  of  this  matter  is  pretty  generally  ac- 
knowledged among  us,  it  may  still  be  doubted  whether  it  is  sufficiently 
understood — whether  the  advantages  we  enjoy  in  the  existence  of  the 
periodical  publications  among  us,  and  especially  of  our  own,  together 
with  the  disadvantages  which  would  be  incurred  by  the  privation  of 
them,  are  estimated  at  their  just  value.  Indeed  we  know,  that,  in  rela- 
tion to  every  blessing  of  life,  while  in  the  full  and  prosperous  possession 
of  it,  it  is  most  difficult  fully  to  feel  and  rightly  to  appreciate  its  value. 
Unhappily  for  man,  his  pri/ations  too  generally  have  to  teach  him  the. 
value  of  his  departed  blessings. 

Your  committee  think  that  it  is  a  cause  of  just  congratulation,  that 
our  denomination  enjoys  the  honour  of  having  originated  the  first  reli- 
gious periodical  in  the  State  ;  and  the  possession  of  such  a  paper,conduct- 
ed  as  it  is, with  acknowledged  ability,  constitutes  a  feature  in  the  present 
aspect  of  our  affairs,  on  which  we  can  but  look  with  peculiar  satisfac- 
tion. It  is  a  source  of  instruction  and  pleasure  to  ourselves;  of  re- 
spect and  gratitude  from  our  friends;  and,  if  we  have  them,  of  dread  to 
our  enemies.  Who  among  us  but  must  feel  that  the  influence  of  this 
paper  and  its  kindred  alliances,  have  awoke  us  into  a  new  kind  of  be- 
ing; that,  under  this  influence,  our  scattered  resources  have  been  orga- 
nized and  made  efficient;  our  denomination  has  been  made  to  feel  its 
strength;  and  our  brethren  have  become  increasingly  endeared  to  one 
another  by  the  acquaintance  and  union  which  have  been  its  result.' — 
Who  among  us,  while  he  looks  around  upon  the  faces  of  his  brethren, 
whom  he  is  again  permitted  to  meet  in  Convention— while  he  feels  the 
sympathetic  throb  of  united  hearts — andwhilehe  reflects  upon  theblessed 
';  unity  of  the  spirit"  which  he  has  experienced  during  this  interview, 
but  must  look  up  with  adoring  gratitude  to  God  for  the  intervention  of 
those  influences  which  have  resulted  in  so  happy  an  issue.  To  the  full, 
vigorous,  and  healthy  sustentalion  of  these  interests,  your  Committee  feel 
t lie  importance  of  our  Periodical.  You  may  suppose,  therefore,  that 
it  was  not  without  feelings  of  painful  interest,  that  we  have  learned  that 
the  very  existence  of  our  paper  was  in  jeopardy;  that  the  patronage  it 
received  was  not  at  all  commensurate  with  its  necessities;  and  that  in 
fact,  but  for  certain  facilities  for  publication  which  the  Editor  enjoys, 
even  the  expenses  of  its  publication  could  not  be  met.  Your  Committee 
feel  that  we  are  reduced  to  the  alternative  of  deciding  upon  more  effi- 
cient measures  for  the  support  of  our  paper,  or  of  consenting  to  lose  it. 
And  can  there  be  any  hesitation  upon  this  subject?  When  we  think 
of  this  destinctive  feature  in  the  present  aspect  of  our  denomination 
in  this  State — of  the  important,  we  might  perhaps  say,  vital  relation 
of  the  Periodical  to  all  the  interests  of  our  Convention — to  the  weekly 
instruction  and  refreshment  it  brings  us— to  the  valuable  mora!  and  re* 
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ligious  influence  it  is  diffusing — 3Tour  Committee  put  it  to  the  Conven- 
tion and  to  the  Baptists  of  N.  C,  and  repeat — Can  there  be  any  hesi- 
tation 6n  this  subject?  Your  Committee  believe  that  the  sentiment 
should  be  deeply  fixed  in  all  our  hearts,  "  The  Recorder  must  be  sus- 
tained." We  must  not,  and  with  God's  help,  we  will  not  sutler  it  to  fall. 
The  anxious  enquiry,  then,  of  all  is  probably  directed  to  the  point, 
"What  can  be  done?"  Your  Committee  believe  that  much  maybe  done 
which  has  as  yet  not  been  done. 

The  measures  which  your  Committee  would  respectfully  submit  re- 
late, 1.  To  individual  responsibility  :  2.  To  an  appointment  of  an  agen- 
cy especially  for  the  paper — to  be  sustained  by  the  pledge  of  its  friends: 
3.  To  a  pledge  of  the  same  kind  to  the  Editor  of  the  paper,  for  the  en- 
suing year.  Your  Committee  would  net  be  understood 'as  uttering  the 
language  of  reproof,  but  of  counsel,  and  of  hope,  when  they  ask  of  breth- 
ren, whether  more,  much  more,  may  not  be  done  by  individual  exertion 
than  has  yet  been  done?  Have  we  gone  into  this  work  realizing  its 
importance  ?  Have  we  put  forth  the  energy  consequent  upon  a  convic- 
tion that  a  vital  interest  is  at  stake?  If  not,  we  would  say,  let  us  try 
again  ;  and  let  us  try  with  a  still  greater  energy.  Your  Committee,  how- 
ever, believe  the  Mppointment  of  an  active,  energetic  Agent — to  he 
sustained  by  our  pledge — --not  confining  himselfto  this  State,  but  occu- 
pying whatever  field  may  invite  his  labours,  to  be  of  essential  impor- 
tance in  this  matter. 

A  similar  pledge  we  would  recommend  to  the  Editor  of  the  ■'  Recor- 
der." We  think  it  is  due  to  him  and  to  ourselves;  and  we  believe  that, 
if  we  engage  in  proper  efforts  to  sustain  our  paper,  such  a  pledge  will 
be  discharging  an  act  of  justice  at  a  cheap  rate.  Your  Cammittee  feel 
that  thpy  cannot  command  language  to  give  full  utterance  to  their  sense 
of  the  importance  of  this  matter.  They  cannot  contemplate,  but  with  the 
most  painful  apprehension — the  extinction  of  interests  so  dear  and  so 
valuable.  They  recoil  with  dread  from  the  thought  of  the  remotest  lia- 
bility of  a  relapse,  from  our  present  promising  condition,  into  our  former 
supineness  and  deathlike  apathy.  God  in  mercy  forbid  so  disastrous 
an  event.  Your  committee  hope  that  the  importance  of  the  occasion 
will  be  realized;  and  that  the  friends  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Re- 
corder, will  enter  upon  this  work  with  a  spirit  of  invincible  determina- 
tion. If,  as  Bacon  affirms,  in  relation  to  human  learning,  "Knowledge 
is  power,"  a  more  illustrious  than  Bacon  has  declared  of  the  knowledge 
cf  God,  and  of  his  blessed  Son,  that  it  is  eternal  life.  Indulging  the 
irope  that  the  deliberations  of  the  Convention  will  result  in  imparting 
permanent  establishment  and  security  to  our  Periodical-— your  Commii- 
lee  submit  their  report.

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REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools  would  report,  that  they  have  at-' 
fended  to  this  service  as  far  as  their  limited  means  would  admit.  Our 
remarks  will  be  confined  principally  to  this  institution  as  it  exists  in 
N.  Carolina.  This  Slate  has  enjoyed  the  blessings  of  Sabbath  Schools, 
to  some  extent,  for  some  thirty  years.  Schools  have  been  formed  and  sus- 
tained by  some  of  the  churches  of  different  denominations  during-  this  pe- 
riod: in  other  cases  by  benevolent  individuals.  The  happy  results' of 
these  schools  were  witnessed  wherever  they  had  been  organized.  How- 
ever these  schools  were  '-few  and  far  between ;"  the  state  generally  did 
not  enjoy  them.  In  1833  the  Am.  S.  S.  Union,  at  the  earnest  request  of 
some  of  the  most  distinguished  men  in  the  south,  resolved  to  establish, 
and  for  five  years  sustain,  S.  Schools  throughout  the  southern  States. 
For  most  of  the  time  since  that  period,  that  society  has  had  from  one  to 
three  missionaries  and  agents  in  the  State,  whose  business  has  been  to 
preach  the  gospel,  form,  visit,  and  encourage  Sabbath  Schools.  Depo- 
sitories of  Sabbath  School  books  are  now  established  in  all  the  large 
towns  in  the  state.  L  is  the  firm  conviction  of  your  committee,  that  a 
\ve\\  selected  library  is  very  important  if  not  essential  to  every  school. — 
This  will  have  a  powerful  influence  in  securing  the  attendance  of  the 
scholars. 

Thirty  three  counties,  principally  in  the  western  part  of  the  state, 
have  been  filled  up  with  schools  according  to  the  forementioned  reso- 
lution. These  schools  are  under  no  foreign  control :  each  one  manages 
its  own  affairs  in  its  own  way.  Owing  to  the  delinquency  of  the  schools 
in  neglecting  to  report  to  the  societies  to  which  they  belong  (a  circum- 
stance much'to  be  lamented)  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  state  precisely  the 
number  of  schools  or  scholars  in  the  state;  but  we  deem  it  safe  to  esti- 
mate the  number  of  schools  at  250,  and  scholars  at  12,000. 

it  is  impossible  to  enumerate  the  happy  results  and  numerous  advan- 
tages of  this  institution.  How  often  has  it  changed  the  moral  aspect  of 
a  whole  neighborhood.  Flow  often  has  the  wayward  youth  been  allur- 
ed by  it,  from  the  path  of  vice  and  sin  to  that  of  morality  and  virtue. — 
How  frequently  has  it  been  the  means,  in  the  hand  of  God,  of  the  salva- 
tion of  souls.  In  many  destitute  parts  of  our  country,  where  the  schools 
are  carried  on  in  a  religious  manner,  as  all  should  be,  they  are  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel.     They  collect  the  children  and 
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on  the  mind.  Children  do  not  take  great  interest  in  the  ordinary  preach- 
ing of  the  gospel.  And  why  is  it  so  ?  It  is  because  they  appear  to  think 
that  the  minister  is  preaching  to  the  older  people.  But  when  the  teach- 
er addresses  a  child  personally  and  separately,  he  feels  that  the  teacher 
is  talking  to  him.  In  short,  the  Sabbath  School,  in  many  places,  is  al- 
most the  only  means  used  for  the  literary,  moral,  and  religious,  instruc- 
tion of  thechildren.  Eternity  alone  can  disclose  the  glorious  results  of 
this  institution.     It  is  true  that  this  caiise  has.  like  every  other  one  of 


a  kindred  character,  its  opposition.  There  are  many  difficulties  in  the 
way.  Your  committee,  however,  believe  that  there  is  more  to  be  fear- 
ed from  the  apathy  of  the  professed  friends  of  this  cause  than  from  the 
opposition  of  its  enemies. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  to  be  adopted 
by  the  Convention  :  — 

Resolved,  that  this  Convention  view  the  institution  of  Sunday  Schools 
among  the  greatest  of  means,  under  God,  of  promoting  the  kingdom  of 
Christ. 

Therefore,  Resolved,  that  this  convention  recommend  to  the  ministers 
and  churches  of  our  denomination  throughout  the  State,  to  take  suitable 
measures,  as  quick  as  practicable,  to  establish  and  sustain  one  or  mote 
Sabbath  Schools  within  the  bounds  of  each  congregation. 

Resolved,  that  all  the  ministers  belonging  to  this  body  be  requested  to 
lay  before  their  different  congregations  as  soon  as  practicable,  the  impor- 
tance and  utility  of  this  institution. 

Resolved,  that  we  conceive  that  the  great  object  of  S.  School  instruc- 
tion is  not  barely  to  impart  literary  instruction,  but  to  be  instrumental  in 
the  conversion  of  the  soul  to  God. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  ON  W.  F.  INSTITUTE. 

Your  Committee  on  Wake  Forest  Institute  respectfully  report  :■— That 
under  the  smiles  of  an  auspicious  providence,  this  Institution,  the  belov- 
ed object  of  our  watchcare,  still  continues  to  flourish.  There  are  at  pres- 
ent about  one  hundred  students,  four  of  whom  are  beneficiaries,  whose 
orderly  deportment  and  proficiency  in  their  studies,  fully  attest  the  abili- 
ty and  diligence  of  the  faculty.( 

The  Institute  now  furnishes  ample  means  for  acquiring,  at  compara- 
tively little  cost,  a  liberal  education.  The  Trustees,  however,  we  are  in- 
formed, whilst  they  design  to  move  forward  to  the  accomplishment  of  the 
object  with  caution,  intend  to  render  it  still  more  worthy  of  the  libera! 
support  it  has  received,  and  they  hope  will  continue  to  receive,  by  in- 
creasing, as  circumstances  will  admit  and  may  require,  the  number  of  its 
faculty.  In  the  prosecution  of  this  design,  we  would  earnestly  encour- 
age and  recommend  them  to  persevere. 

There  is  one  object,  however,  to  which  we  fear  sufficient  attention 
has  not  been  paid  ;  the  provision  of  a  library  for  the  Institute. 

A  good  library,  your  committee  deems  indispensably  necessary  to  a 
seminary  that  aspires  to  high  character.  It  is  needful  both  to  the  pro- 
fessor and  to  the  student,  and  attaches  an  importance  to  it,  in  the  estima. 
tion  of  the  community.  We  would,  therefore,  suggest  the  propriety  of 
devising  some  plan  for  the  attainment  of  this  object. 

Your  committee  cannot  express  the  emotions  of  gratitude  to  God,  and 
the  joy,  with  which  the  fact  that  another  revival  has  occurred  among  the 
sjadents  at  the  Institute,  fills  their  bogdms.    Three  revivals  in  thrlccsnc- 
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cekslve  years!  Is  not  this  an  unparalleled  occurrence?  Surely  God 
takes  delight  in  this  Institution.  He  has  stamped  it  with  the  seal  of  his 
approbation — shall  it  not  then  continue  to  prosper  1  We  believe  it  will. 
Christians  will  feel  anxious  to  enjoy  the  high  privilege  of  aiding  so  fa- 
voured an  instrumentality;  and  whilst  their  contributions  will  be  liberal, 
their  prayers  will  still  ascend  to  God  for  his  blessings  upon  it.  Your 
Committee  beg  leave,  in  conclusion,  to  recommend  the  Institute  to  the 
kind  regard  and  liberal  support  of  the  Convention  and  its  friends. 
All  which  they  submit  &c.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions  would  respectfully  report  the  fol- 
lowing : — 

The  Home  Mission  department  constitutes  one  of  the  most  important 
branches  of  operation  in  which  the  Convention  is  engagod.  It  is  that 
on  the  success  of  which  depends,  to  a  great  extent,  the  success  of  all  the 
others.  It  is  to  this  that  we  must  look  for  the  cultivation  of  the  soil 
from  which  alone  our  resources  can  be  obtaind.  It  is  this,  therefore,  to 
which  the  attention  of  the  Convention  should  be  directed  as  a  matter  of 
radical  interest. 

Although  several  of  our  Missionaries  have  been  constantly  in  the 
field,  and  have  doubtless  labored  faithfully,  and  in  some  measure  suc- 
cessfully, yet  comparatively  but  little,  has  been  effected.  Under  such 
circumstances  it  is  deemed  a  matter  of  primary  importance,  that  meas- 
ures should  be  immediately  taken,  to  increase  the  number  and  efficiency 
of  our  Missionaries.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee  on  A.  B.  Home  Missions  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : — 

They  deem  this  subject  one  of  vital  importance  to  the  cause  of  God 
and  human  happiness;  and  one  which  demands  the  serious  considera- 
tion, and  deserves  the  deepest  interest  of  every  patriot,  philanthropist,  and 
christian,  throughout  our  land.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  much  igno- 
rance prevails;  and  that  many  errors  have  been  introduced, and  are  rap- 
idly gaining  ground  in  many  parts  of  our  country.  If  suffered  to  ad- 
vance without  any  obstacles  to  hinder  their  progress,  this  ignorance  and 
these  errors  will  inevitably  bring  upon  us,  as  a  people,  many  distress- 
ing evils.  And  the  dangers  arising  from  these  sources  are  every  day  in- 
creasing. Over  them  the  christian  publick  has  too  long  slumbered. — 
And  in  regard  to  them  too  great  apathy  is  still  manifested.  The  publick 
mnst  be  aroused  to  a  sense  of  these  dangers,  which  can  be  averted  onlv 
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by  a  general  diffusion  of  knowledge,  and  instilling  correct  moral  and  re- 
ligious principles  into  the  minds,  and  bringing  them  to  bear  upon  the 
lives  of  the  people.  And  we  rejoice  to  learn  that  this  work  has  been 
commenced  by  our  fellow  citizens  and  fellow  christians  in  other  States, 
through  the  medium  of  the  A.  B.  H.  M.  Society.  We  should  feel  it  not 
only  a  duty,  but  a  privilege  toco-operate  with  our  brethren  and  friends 
in  this  glorious  work.  And  we  doubt  not  but  the  same  will  be  the  feel- 
ings of  the  brethren  throughout  our  State. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  important  advantages  would  re- 
sult, both  to  the  cause  of  Domestic  Missions  in  this  State,  and  to  the  gen- 
eral cause  of  Home  Missions,  from  entering  into  that  relationship  with 
the  A.  B.  H.  M.  Society,  which  would  be  secured  bv  becoming  Auxil- 
iary to  that  body.  This  we  are  respectfully  invited  to  do  by  the  parent 
Society,  on  those  equitable  principles  laid  down  in  their  Constitution,  and 
more  fully  explained  in  the  stipulations  between  that  Society  and  its 
Auxiliaries,  to  be  found  in  its  last  annual  report.  And  in  this  almost  all 
the  other  State  Conventions  in  our  country,  have  set  us  an  example. — 
And  since  our  object  as  a  Domestic  Mission  Society,  and  that  of  the  A. 
B.  H.  M.  Society  are  so  nearly  allied,  we  think  there  can  be  no  impro- 
priety in  this  Convention's  pursuing  the  same  course.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  committed  the  subject  of  Temperance 
report: — That  they  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  are 
pleased  to  learn  that  the  American  Temperance  Society,  since  its  estab- 
lishment in  1827,  has  exerted  a  happy  and  salutary  influence  on  the  dif- 
ferent classes  of  society,  and  produced  a  reformation  in  many  parts  of  our 
State.  Your  Committee  have  had  time  to  do  little  more  than  give  a 
brief  sketch  of  the  progress  of  this  Society  and  of  its  present  state  : — it 
now  reports  eight  thousand  Auxiliary  Societies;  twenty-three  State  So- 
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cielies  ;  one  million  five  hundred  members;  and  twelve  thousand  drunk- 
ards reclaimed.  Your  Committee  conceive  this  to  be  one  among  the 
■most  important  of  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day,  for  promoting 
the  glory  of  the  Creator,  and  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  man  ;  and 
recommend  that  every  member  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  denomina- 
tion, exert  his  influence  to  form  Temperance  Societies,  and  extend  the 
temperance  reformation  far  .and  wide.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

REPORT  ON  FEMALE  INSTITUTE. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  a  Female  Semi- 
nary beg  leave  to  report: — 

That  they  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  have  come  to 
the  conclusion,  that  it  is  not  expedient,  at  present,  to  establish  such  se- 
minary— such  are  the  claims  and  wants  of  the  Institute  now  under  the 
care  of  the  Convention,  that  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  it  would  too 
much  divide  the  attention  and  resources  of  our  friends  and  patrons,  to 
create  a  new  Institution  at  this  time.  Unless  such  an  Institution  were 
to  be  aided  by  our  funds,  it  could  not  be  of  such  merits  as  to  offer  advan- 
tages much  beyond  those  already  in  existence;  and  those  funds,  at  pres- 
ent, are  demanded  for  the  existing  wants  and  obligations  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

At  the  same  time  your  Committee  deem  it  proper  and  seasonable  to 
express  their  views  of  the  great  importance  of  Female  Education,  as 
well  on  account  of  the  direct  improvement  of  one  half  of  our  species,  as 
on  account  of  the  indirect  influence  which  well-educated  women  exert 
on  the  welfare  of  the  whole  community.  They,  therefore,  would  urge  up- 
on the  Baptist  public  generally,  to  avail  themselves,  so  far  as  their  cir-  I 
cumstances  will  allow,  of  the  facilities  now  in  existence,  for  cultivating  \ 
the  minds  of  their  daughters,  in  order  10  raise  up  a  generation  of  women, 
who  shall  employ  all  that  influence  and  control  which  aie  conceded  to 
them  in  every  civilized  and  christian  country,  on  the  side  of  liberal  sen- 
timents, and  to  swav  the  minds  of  men  in  behalf  of  virtue  and  religion.

REPORT  ON  DELEGATION. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred,  tor  consideration,  the  subject 
of  sending  a  delegation  to  the  Convention  of  Baptists  to  meet  in  Phila- 
delphia for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Bible  Society,  for  the  Baptist  de- 
nomination of  this  country,  together  with  the  most  eligible  means  of  ef- 
fecting the  same,  after  having  given  to  the  subject  the  best  considera- 
tion of  which,  under  existing  circumstances,  they  were  capable,  beg 
leUve  to  submit  the  followingVreport : 
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Your  Committee  scarcely  feel  it  necessary  to  say,  that  they  most  cor- 
dially approve  of  the  contemplated  Convention.  On  this  subject  they 
are  confident  that  there  will  be  but  one  opinion.  We  regard  the  present 
as  an  eventful  crisis  in  the  history  of  our  denomination  in  this  country  ; 
nor  do  we  feel  that  it  will  be  saying-  too  much  to  add  an  expression  otour 
opinion,  that  the  event  which  has  originated  the  Philadelphia  Conven- 
tion creates  a  crisis  of  deep  and  peculiar  interest,  not  only  in  relation  to 
the  Baptist  denomination,  but  in  relation  also  to  the  advancement  of 
Christ's  kingdom  in  the  earth.  We  are  seriously  of  the  impression,  that 
it  will  be  found  in  the  end,  through  the  wonder-working  and  adorable 
providence  of  God,  to  have  been  allied  to  results  of  the  most  important 
character  to  the  interests  of  true  religion.  Under  this  impression  your 
Committee — whatever  degree  of  blame  they  may  suppose  to  be  involv- 
ed in  this  matter,  or  however  they  may  lament  a  new  and  deep  occasion, 
in  addition  to  the  mulliplyed  ones  already  existing-,  of  seperation  and 
alienation  among  the  blood-bought  people  of  God — can  but  solace  their 
hearts  in  the  contemplation  of  that  holy  and  mysterious  sovereignty,  by 
which  the  errors  and  sins  of  men  are  overruled  into  a  happy  subordina- 
tion to  God's  purpose  of  glor^  to  himself,  and  of  mercy  to  guilty  man. 
In  the  recent  proceedings  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  your  Commit- 
tee believe  that  God  has  thrown  upon  the  Baptist  denomination  in  an 
especial  manner,  a  work  of  peculiar  importance  and  responsibility.  We 
think  that,  in  this  Providence,  we  can  hear  a  voice,  loud  and  strong.which 
is  intended  to  awaken  us  from  our  slumbers,  which  calls  upon  the  peo- 
ple/who alone  of  all  the  world  have  stood  as  witnesses  for  God,  in  rela- 
tion to  an  important  and  deeply  interesting  portion  of  his  truth,  to  main- 
tain that  truth  fearlessly  and  faithfully  before  the  world.  With  this  view 
of  the  subject,  your  committee  believe  that  our  denomination  would  be 
recreant  to  themselves,  and  unfaithful  to  the  high  interests  which  God 
has  thus  confided  to  their  hands,  did  they  not  obey  that  voice,  and  gird 
themselves  for  the  work  to  which  it  summons  them.  Your  Committee 
therefore  believe  that  the  whole  denomination  should  hastily  and  rigor- 
ously co-operate  in  securing  the  important  object  proposed  by  the  con- 
templated Convention.  We  consequently  recommend  that  the  Baptists 
in  our  own  State  "shall  be  represented  in  the  Philadelphia  Conven- 
tion. 

Y"our  committee  beg  leave,  in  conclusion,  to  remark,  that  they  think 
that  the  present  crisis  should  be  felt  to  be  one  of  holy,  prayerful  solici- 
tude, as  well  as  one  of  prompt  and  energetic  action.  The  nature  of  it 
too  is  such  as  to  expose  us  to  peculiar  temptation.  We  should  guard 
against  an  acrimoneous,  vituperative  spirit.  It  would  be  unsuitable  to 
our  profession,  and  equally  so  to  the  occasion.  Let  us  commit  our  causo 
to  God  and  do  our  duty.  If  our  brethren  have  injured  us — let  us  love 
them  still  as  brethren  ;  hoping  that  this  matter  may  yet  turn  out  for  our 
good  and  theirs;  and  so  shall  we  meet  this  event  with  that  spirit  which 
God  will  approve,  which  will  be  likely  to  secure  the  best  results,  and 
which  will  bring  into  our  bosoms  its  own  reward.  We  conclude  by  re- 
commending to  the  Convention  the  following  resolution — submittingtlK' 
matter  of  the  report,  so  far  as  not  embraced  in  the  resolution,  to  other 


action  of  the  Convention.,  and  remarking  that  we  shall  feel  no  uneasiness 
in  having  this  report  freely  discussed,  and  finally  rejected. 

Resolved,  that  we  approve  of  the  Convention  of  Baptists  of  the  United 
States,  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Bap- 
tist Bible  Society. 


REPORT  ON  THE  AGENCY. 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  Agency 
report : — 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  history  of  the  Baptist  Con- 
x-ention  of  N.  Carolina  most  manifestly  shows,  that  its  success  is  to  be 
resolved  into  the  efforts  of  the  agents  under  the  blessing  of  God.. 

The  difficulties  which  met  the  Convention  at  its  commencement,  have 
not  vet  been  all  removed;  the  same  arguments,  therefore,  that  urged  the 
appointment  of  an  agent,  at  an  early  period  of  the  existence  of  the  body, 
may  now,  with  equal  force,  be  adduced  in  favor  of  a  reappointment. 

Much  ignorance  in  relation  to  the  measures  and  much  listlessness  in 
relation  to  the  efforts  of  the  Convention,  must  be  removed.  It  is  true 
much  has  been  effected  in  correcting  errors  and  in  promoting  the  inter- 
ests oftruth  ;  but  much  still  remains  to  be  done.  Your  committee  indeed 
believe  that  the  interests  of  the  Convention  depend  largely  upon  the  ex- 
ertions of  the  agency,  and  therefore  most  earnestly  recommend  that  it 
be  continued. 

Your  Committee,  however,  with  great  reluctance  feel  bound  to  recom- 
mend that  for  the  present,  the  appointment  of  an  agent  be  suspended, 
and  that  the  Board  be  directed  to  search  out  and  employ  one  suitable 
A^ent,  as  soon  as  such  shall  be  obtained.

BYE  LAWS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

1.  At  each  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of 
the  Vice  Presidents,  shall  take  the  Chair,  and  shall  call  the  members  to  order; 
shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to 
Gther  members;  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Convention  by  any  two  members.  He  shall  open  and  close  the  Convention  by 
prayer  to  God,  or  call  on  some  brother  to  perform  this  service.  He  shall  appoint 
Committees,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Convention.  He  may  speak  in  debate  upon 
important  questions,  but  not  until  he  has  given  other  members  a  fair  opportunity 
to  give  their  views,  and  appointed  some  other  member  to  fill  the  chair. 

2.  The  names  of  the  Delegates  shall  be  called  each  day,  previous  to  proceeding 
to  business. 

3.  Invitations  shall  be  extended  to  Minisiering  brethren  present  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention. 

4.  The  Officers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  but  not  necessarily  from  among  the 
members 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  that  respect  towards  the  officers  and  each  other, 
■which  becometh  those  who  reverence  the  God  whose  they  are  and  whom  they 
serve.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  Irom  his  seat,  and  respectfully  address  himself  to 
the  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid 
personalities.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question,  with- 
out leave  ;  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have 
spoken.

REPORT  ON  WAKE  FOREST  INSTITUTE. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  Wake  Forest  Institute,  report: 
That,  from  the  information  which  they  have  had  at  command,  they 
feel  justified  in  saying  that  the  condition  and  character  of  the  Institute, 
was  nevermore  inviting  or  commanding.  The  Faculty  is  composed  of 
men  of  tried  abilities,  and  their  faithfulness  at  their  post  has  only  to  be 
known,  to  secure  to  the  Institution  over  which  they  preside,  a  liberal  pa 
tronage  for  the  future.  During  the  present  year  they  have  laboied  un- 
der many  discouragements.  The  principal  of  these  has  been  the  want 
of  a  sufficient  number  of  students.  And  this,  while  it  has  been  the  chief 
source  of  discouragement  to  them,  constitutes,  in  the  view  of  your  com- 
mittee, the  principal  obstacle  in  the  way  of  this  seminary.  To  remove 
this  obstacle,  and  to  raise  the  Institute  at  once  to  an  equally  command- 
ing eminence,  in  point  of  success,  with  similar  institutions  of  the  day,  it 
is  only  necessary  that  the  friends  of  education,  and  particularly  the 
friends  of  Baptist  interest,  should  send  their  sons  here  to  be  educated. 
If  all  the  Baptists,  now  in  North  Carolina,  who  have  sons  to  educate} 
would  send  them  here,  there  would  never  be  any  cause  to  regret  the  small - 
ness  of  their  number.  But  this  has  not  been  the  case.  Too  many  send 
their  sons  nowhere.  Too  many  prefer  ordinary  schools.  And  a  large  num- 
ber of  those  that  are  educated,  are  sent  off  to  foreign  institutions.  Now, 
in  all,this,there  is  much  over  which  to  lament.  But  on  the  last  specifica- 
tion, we  feel  most  inclined  at  present  to  complain.  The  impression  that 
seems  to  prevail  among  the  educating  portion  of  our  community,  that 
they  must  send  their  sons  at  a  distance  to  be  educated,  has  done,  and  is 
now  doing  the  Institute  the  most  material  injury.  In  saying  this,  we  do 
not  wish  to  diminish  the  worth  of  foreign  institutions  in  the  estimation 
of  this  Convention,  or  of  the  people  of  this  State7  We  would  only  say, 
that  in  estimating  their  claims,  we  should  not  be  unmindful  of  those  at 
home,  and  those  which  are  dependent  upon  us  for  support. 

As  to  sound  literature,  as  to  pure  morality,  and  all  other  useful  attain- 
ments, no  advantage  can  be  gained  by  going  either  south  or  north  from 
the  Wake  Forest  Institute.  And  in  doing  it,  we  feel  sure  that  only 
a  name  is  sought,  and  that  only  a  name  is  found.  It  will  be  in  vain  to 
expend  our  money  to  rear  the  necessary  buildings;  it  will  be  in  vain 
to  unite  our  wisdom  in  devising  the  best  measures  for  an  institution  of 
high  character;  and  to  pour  forth  our  prayers  for  its  success,  if  its  pro- 
fessed friends  continue  tc  send  their  sons  to  other  institutions.  We  must 
bieak  down  that  ungenerous  passion  so  conspicuous  in  human  nature, 
that  swells  the  value  of  distant  objects,  but  diminishes  that  of  home — 
of  objects  around  us. 

We  feel  happy,  however,  to  say  to  the  Convention,  that  the  prospects 
of  the  Institute,  in  this  particular,  are  brightening.     There  are  some 
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twenty-five  or  thirty  students  more,  who  have  already  signified  their  in- 
tention to  join  it  next  year.  The  English  and  Preparatory  departments 
may  need  some  improvement  from  the  present  plan.  We  learn  that 
these  have  been  carried  on  to  the  best  advantage,  under  existing  circum- 
stances. But  we  think  it  should  be  distinctly  understood  at  home  and 
abroad,  that  students  can  begin  and  finish  their  education  at  the  Insti- 
tute. 

The  claims  of  the  Institute  evidently  come  in  commanding  terms  to 
every  Baptist  heart,  and  every  friend  of  learning  and  virtue.  There  is 
no  other  single  organization  among  us,  upon  which  we  are  so  much  de- 
pendent as  this.  It  is  this  that  will  form  the  character  of  the  rising 
ministry  ;  and  this  that  will  determine,  to  a  great  extent,  the  destiny  of 
the  denomination  in  this  State.  An  institution  so  important,  so  inti- 
mately connected  with  our  dearest  interest  and  brightest  hopes,  claims 
our  patronage,  our  labours,  our  funds  and  our  prayers.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

>  Your  committee  on  Temperance  regret  to  say,  that  the  cause  as  far  as 
they  have  had  an  opportunity  of  judging,  is  at  present  in  most  places 
throughout  the  State,  not  as  prosperous  as  could  be  wished.  This  per- 
haps may  be  attributed  in  part  to  the  imprudent  zeal  of  some  of  the  Ad- 
vocates of  the  Temperance  reformation,  but  more  especially  to  the  in- 
difference of  others  who  formerly  manifested  a  becoming  zeal  for  the  pro- 
motion of  this  good  cause.  We  deeply  regret,  in  view  of  the  evil  con- 
sequences which  have  and  will  evidently  yet  result  from  the  intemperate 
use  of  ardent  spirits,  to  find  that  some  professors  of  religion  are  still  in. 
the  habit  of  partaking  of  this  pernicious  cordial  at  public  gatherings,  as 
well  as  at  home.  Though  the  cause  of  Temperance  is  in  many  plates 
in  a  declining  state,  we  rejoice  to  know  that  much  good  has  been  effect- 
ed in  some  places.  About  twelve  months  baek,  it  was  ascertained  that 
2,000,000  of  persons  in  our  own  land  have  quit  the  constant  use  of  ar. 
dent  spirits  as  a  drink;  200.000  have  abandoned  all  drinks  that  have  a 
tendency  to  intoxicate;  4,000  distilleries  have  stopped;  8.000  mer- 
chants have  ceased  selling  it ;  1,200  vessels  now  sail  without  it,  and  12,- 
000  drunkards  have  been  reformed. 

We  would,  in  view  of  these  facts,  indulge  the  hope  that  our  Christian 
friends  throughout  the  State  will  continue  to  exert  their  influence  in 
promoting  this  benevolent  enterprize.

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REPORT  ON   PERIODICALS. 

The  Committee  on  Periodicals  report — That  they  consider  the  cir 
dilation  of  religious  periodicals  through  the  state  an  object  highly 
desirable  and  worthy  of  our  persevering  exertions.  We  apprehend 
that  the  great  reason  why  our  brethren  are  not  more  zealously  enga* 
ged  in  the  various  great  objects  of  benevolence  is,  that  they  are  not 
well  enough  acquainted  with  those  objects  and  have  not  a  sufficient 
knowledge  of  what  their  brethren  in  other  parts  of  the  world  are  do- 
ing in  the  cause  of  God.  We  have  so  much  confidence  in  the  piety  of 
the  great  body  of  the  Eaptists  in  North  Carolina,  that  we  cannot  be- 
lieve that  they  would  knowingly  neglect  their  duty  and  fold  their 
arms  upon  the  field  of  labour,  whilst  many  of  their  brethren  around  are 
coming  up  tothe  great  work  ofpublishing  the  gospelthrough  the  world- 
Prejudices  exist  in  the  minds  of  many  against  missionary  efforts, 
and  efforts  for  circulating  the  scriptures,  and  against  Sabbath  schools^ 
and  the  education  of  the  ministry ;  and  we  consider  that  the  informa- 
tion derived  from  Religious  Periodicals  is  excellently  well  calculated 
to  remove  those  prejudices  and  stir  up  the  soul  of  the  Christian  to  zeal 
and  activity.  And  where  no  prejudice  exists  in  the  mind,  and  the 
heart  of  the  Christian  is  already  interested  in  the  great  labor  of  love 
the  reading  of  these  periodicals  has  the  happy  tendency  to  keep  alive 
the  vital  flame,  and  increase  the  intensity  of  holy  affection.  Your  Com- 
mittee are  therefore  happy  to  learn  that  the  Biblical  Recorder  contin- 
ues to  rise  in  the  estimation  of  the  Baptists  in  our  State,  and  that  the 
list  of  subscribers  is  considerably  enlarged  ;  but  as  there  still  is  room 
for  its  more  extensive  circulation,  we  would  recommend  to  our  breth- 
ren and  particularly  our  ministering  brethren,  to  interest  themselves 
in  increasing  the  number  of  its  readers  and  supporters. 

Your  Committee  would  also  recommend  to  the  patronage  of  the 
Baptists  of  this  State,  the  Christian  Review,  a  most  useful  and  inter- 
esting periodical  published  in  Boston,  Mass.,  the  terms  of  which  are 
three  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  advance. 

This  should  be  taken  and  read  by  all  the  ministers  in  our  State.  It 
would  repay  them  an  hundred  fold  for  the  little  expense  it  would  oc- 
casion them.  And  not  only  would  ministers  be  benefited,  but  our 
brethren  generally  would  receive  much  advantage  by  becoming  its 
tubscribers.

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REPORT  ON  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  on  Sabbath-schools,  have  taken  this  subject  into 
consideration,  as  much  as  their  limited  opportunities  would  permit. 
We  believe  that  Sabbath  school  instruction  is  of  great  importance  to 
the  community,  and  well  calculated  by  the  blessing  of  God  to  exert 
/  a  happy  influence  on  the  youth  of  our  country.  From  the  best  in- 
formation now  in  hand  we  suppose  there  are  at  this  time,  not  far  dif- 
ferent from  2G0  schools  now  in  operation  in  this  State,  in  which  there 
are  probably  between  12  and  15  hundred  teachers  engaged  in  the 
instruction  of  10  or  12  thousand  scholars. 

The  A.  S.  S.  Union  have,  we  believe,  by  their  agents,  established 
schools,  in  most  places  where  it  was  deemed  practicable  throughout 
our  State,  the  greater  portion  of  which  we  are  fearful,  are  now  on  the 
decline  for  the  want  of  more  energy  and  zeal  on  the  part  of  superinten- 
dents and  teachers.

It  has  also  appeared  to  your  committee  that  it  would  contribute  to 
the  advancement  of  the  great  cause  in  which  we  are  engaged,  to  assign 
to  each  missionary  a  circuit  of  such  extent  as  will  enable  him  to  visit 
his  congregation  at  stated  periods.

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REPORT  ON  TRACTS. 

Your  committee  on  Tracts  beg  leave  to  report,  That  they  look  up- 
on the  distribution  of  tracts  as  an  efficient  agent  in  the  amelioration  of 
the  moral  condition  of  mankind.  We  feel  confident  in  saying,  we 
view  their  circulation  and  their  influence  second  alone  to  that  of  the 
Bible.  We  know  that  the  Bible  is  indispensable  to  the  salvation  of 
man,  the  advancement  of  God's  glory,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  Re- 
deemer's kingdom  on  earth.  But  in  the  mean  time  we  feel  that  these 
ends  are  astonishingly  furthered  by  Tract  distribution.  We  might 
be  more  confident  and  say  we  know  that  they  are.  Listen  to  the  in- 
telligence on  this  point  furnished  us  by  the  Missionaries  throughout 
our  land.  So  powerful  is  their  influence  that  we  find  it  impossible  to 
meet  the  demands  which  are  daily  made  for  means  to  spread  these 
miniature  messengers  of  mercy  and  salvation.  One  great  reason  which 
we  would  assign  for  their  distribution  is  the  fact  that  they  will  be 
read  when  a  large  volume  would  lie  enveloped  in  the  dust  which 
gathers  upon  it  inconsequence  of  its  disuse.  Not  so  with  tracts,  thev 
will  be  taken  up  and  read  frequently  for  the  want  of  other  employment, 
and  oftentimes  in  this  way  jhey  are  rendered  effectual  in  the  salvation 
of  the  giddy  and  thoughtless.  Theiefore,  Resolved,  That  all  God's 
people  are  loudly  called  upon  to  use  their  influence  and  employ  their 
efforts  to  assist  in  the  printing  and  circulation  of  Tracts  at  home  and 
abroad.

REPORT  ON  THE  FEMALE  INSTITUTE. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  for  the 
purpose  of  reporting  on  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  female  semi* 
nary,  of  a  high  order,  in  a  central  part  of  the  state,  would  respectfully 
submit  the  following  statements : 

They  are  convinced  that  an  institution  such  as  proposed  is  greatly 
needed.  The  facts — that  there  are  but  few  female  schools  of  much 
standing  in  our  state — that  these  are  not  generally  adapted  to  the 
views  and  wishes  of  our  brethren — and  that  our  people  are  therefore 
compelled  either  to  keep  their  daughters  at  home  uneducated,  or  to  send 
them  to  other  states,  at  an  enormous  expense  and  much  inconvenience 
— constitute,  in  the  view  of  your  committee,  sufficient  evidence  that  a 
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seminary  adapted  to  the  wants  of  our  people,  and  located  in  a  central 
part  of  the  state,  is  an  object  much  to  be  desired. 

Nor  do  your  committee  entertain  a  doubt,  that  a  seminary  properly 
constituted,  and  situated  in  a  healthful  and  eligible  part  of  the  state, 
would  receive  an  ample  support.  To  say  nothing  of  those  portions  of 
the  community,  having  no  concern  for  Baptist  enterprise,  which  would 
find  it  to  their  interest  to  patronise  such  a  school,  there  are  surely  bap- 
tists enough,  who  would  eagerly  embrace  the  opportunities  afforded 
by  such  an  institution,  to  provide  it  with  an  ample  and  permanent  pa- 
tronage. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  that  the  seminary  should  be  loca- 
ted in  Raleigh  or  in  the  vicinity  of  that  city  :  that  it  should  be  properly 
and  primarily  a  boarding  school:  that  it  should  be  furnished  with  build- 
ings and  all  needtul  accommodations,  for  thirty  pupils  at  the  outset: 
that  the  instructors  should  be  persons  of  high  standing  in  their  profession 
and  fully  adequate  as  to  number:  that  the  branches  taught  should  be 
such  as  to  constitute  a  plain  and  substantial,  but  at  the  same  time,  a 
first  rate  course  of  female  education  :  that  the  whole  establishment 
should  be  modelled  and  conducted  on  strictly  religious  prineiples:  and 
that  the  school  should  be  subject  to  the  superintendance  of  one  man, 
who,  together  with  his  lady,  should  constitute  a  sort  of  temporary  paren- 
tage, with  whom  the  pupils  should  live,  to  whom  their  morals  and  be- 
haviour, as  well  as  their  scholarship,  should  be  entrusted,  and  who 
should  be  held  responsible  for  their  safety  and  improvement,  so  long  as 
they  continued  in  the  school.  If  located  in  town,  a  lot  should  be  procured, 
and  suitable  buildings  and  fixtures  provided.  If  in  the  country,  a  small 
farm,  affording  a  healthy  and  commanding  situation,  should  be  purchased 
and  all  necessary  local  arrangements  made.  And  all  this  should  be  done 
before  the  school  should  be  allowed  to  go  into  operation. 

As  the  pecuniary  responsibilities  involved  in  such  an  undertaking 
would  probably  be  greater  than  any  one  person  would  wish  to  assume, 
your  committee  suggest  the  expediency  ot  forming  a  small  company  or 
corporation,  who  should  divide  the  stock  and  the  proceeds  among  them- 
selves ;  and  who  should  employ  teachers,  make  regulations,  control 
the  financial  concerns,  and  do  all  other  things  appertaining  to  the  obso- 
lute  proprietorship  of  the  establishment.  In  that  case,  the  wisdom  of  a 
number  would  be  concentrated— interest  in  behalf  of  the  school  would  be 
more  generally  diffused — arrangements  requiring  an  outlay  of  funds 
might  be  made  with  efficiency  and  despatch — if  any  loss  should  be  sus- 
tained, it  would  be  divided  among  several,  and  would  probably  fall  on 
such  as  would  be  able  to  bear  it — and  should  any  thing  be  gained  by 
the  enterprise,  it  would  go  to  those  properly  entitled  to  it,  and  would  be 
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a  gratifying  compensation,  for  expenses  incurred  and  responsibilities  as- 
sumed. 

Your  committee  are  aware  that  neither  the  Board,  nor  the  Contention 
has  any  constitutional  power  to  act  in  this  business.  They  have  power, 
however  to  give  advice,  and  to  recommend  measures,  and  this  we  trust 
will  be  done  on  the  present  occasion.  Your  committee  would  therefore 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  the  estimation  of  this  convention,  it  is  expedi- 
ent to  institute  a  FemAle  Seminary,  adapted  to  the  existing  wants  ol  the 
denomination,  and  to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  or  at  some  eligi- 
ble point  in  the  adjoining  country. 

2.  Resolved,  That  immediate  and  effective1  measures  be  recommen- 
ded for  carrying  into  effect  the  aforesaid  undertaking — and  that  the  school 
be  had  in  readiness  for  operation  in  one,  or  at  most,  in  two  years  from  the 
present  date. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  aforesaid  school  be  modeled  and  conducted 
on  strictly  religious  principles  ;  but  that  it  should  be,  as  far  as  possible, 
free  from  sectarian  influence. 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  into  effect  the  foregoing  resolutions,  and  that  they  conform 
as  far  as  practicable,  to  the  principles  of  the  foregoing  report.

The  materials  in  the  possession  of  your  Board,  do  not  supply  them 
with  the  means  of  presenting  to  the  Convention  a  Report  possessing' 
that  degree  of  interest  it  is  usual  to  expect,  and  would  be  pleasing  to 
impart  in  such  a  communication.  The  following  statements  will  com- 
prehend whatever  is  supposed  to  be  interesting  to  the  Convention,  and 
deserving  of  their  attention. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  there  has  been  one  meeting  only  of  the 
Board,  which  was  held  in  July,  at  the  Institute.  The  proceedings 
of  that  meeting,  so  far  as  it  is  judged  important  to  report  them, 
to  the  Convention,  were  as   follows: 

The  term  of  six  months,  for  which  brother  McNabb  had  been 
appointed  missionary  by  the  last  Convention,  having  expired,  the 
Board  deemed  it  proper  to  protract  the  term  of  his  service  until 
the  present  session  of  the  Convention.  Brother  McNabb  had  in 
his  possession    $24,  which  he  had    collected    for  the  Convention, 
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which,  by  the  direction  of  the  Board,  he  paid  over  to  the  treasu- 
rer of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

From  represencations  to  the  Board,  that,  by  many  of  the  friends 
of  the  Convention,  it  was  considered  desirable  permanently  to  lo- 
cate the  meetings  of  the  Convention  at  some  central  point,  a  commit- 
tee consisting  of  brethren  Wait,  Justice  and  Meredith,  was  appointed 
to  present  a  report  to  the  present  meeting  of  the  Convention  on  that 
subject.  This  is  believed  to  comprehend,  whatever  is  material  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Convention,  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  of 
their  Board. 

Accounts  have  been  received  from  most  of  our  missionaries. — 
From  these  the  following  statements  are  presented  to  the  Conven- 
tion. Bro.  Eli  Phillips  has  travelled  as  missionary  for  the  Conven- 
tion 60  days,  and  preached  nearly  as  many  sermons.  His  labours 
have  been  principally  in  the  counties  of  Moore,  Randolph,  Davidson, 
Iredell  and  Rowan.  Bro.  Phillips  earnestly  regrets,  that  he  has  been 
prevented  by  the  sickness  of  his  family,  from  rendering  a  greater 
amount  of  service  to  the  Convention.  While  brother  Phillips  speaks 
of  the  prospects  as  being  in  some  places  encouraging,  he  represents  it 
in  others  as  sadly  the  reverse.  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  he  says  are 
scarce,  and  he  has  found  many  churches  within  the  sphere  of  his 
operations,  entirely  destitute  of  any  regular  ministerial  supply;  to 
which  lamentable  fact,  he,  with  justice  attributes,  in  a  great  degree, 
their  state  of  barrenness  and  coldness.  Brother  Phillips  upon  this 
subject,  exclaims  with  compassionate  zeal,  "Dear  brethren,  is  there  no 
remedy.  May  the  Lord  enable  the  Convention  to  reply  to  this  affect, 
ing  appeal,  by  proving,  through  her  zeal  and  efficiency  in  evangelical 
effort,  that  there  is  balm  in  Gilead,  for  healing  the  diseases  of  our  af- 
flicted land." 

From  brother  Douglas'  communication,  we  learn  that  he  has  trav- 
elled in  the  service  of  the  Convention,  since  their  last  session,  185 
days,  preached  175  sermons,  and  collected  for  the  Convention,  $7  50. 
Brother  Douglas,  out  of  his  wages,  gives  $5  to  the  Convention,  which 
he  wishes  appropriated  to  the  home  mission  fund.  Brother  Jacks  has 
travelled  as  missionary  for  the  Convention  270  days,  preached  250 
sermons,  baptized  7  persons,  assisted  in  ordaining  two  ministers,  and 
attended  two  protracted  meetings  and  four  associations.  He  has  col- 
lected for  the  Convention  $47  55.  During  these  labours  he  has  travel- 
led over  the  counties  of  Ashe,Surry,Davie,  Iredell,  Lincoln.Burke  and 
Wilkes,  and  two  counties  in  Virginia.    Several  of  the  meetings  he  at- 
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tended,  he  represents  as  having  been  particularly  interesting ;  the  Yad- 
kin Association  especially,  which,  on  account  of  the  encouraging  in- 
dications, was  protracted  by  himself  and  brother  Owen  several  days. 
During  this  meeting  ten  persons  professed  hope  in  Christ,  and  many 
were  left  seriously  concerned  for  their  soul's  salvation.  It  has  been 
the  object  of  brother  Jacks.to  preach  the  gospel  in  its  sincerity  and  pu- 
rity, and  to  explain  to  the  people  the  nature  and  the'objects  of  the  Con- 
vention ;  and  notwithstanding  much  unhappy  opposition,  he  still  be- 
lieves the  cause  of  evangelical  benevolence  to  be  steadily  advancing. 

Brother  McNabb  travelled  during  the  months  of  November  and 
December,  through  the  counties  of  Orange,  Chatham,  Moore  and 
Cumberland.  In  these  counties  he  attended  several  interesting  pro- 
tracted meetings.  During  January  and  February,  he  travelled  thro' 
New  Hanover,  Brunswick,  Columbus,  and  Bladen  counties.  In  these 
counties  he  states  the  labours  of  our  missionaries  to  be  thankfully  re- 
ceived. His  operations  (luring  March,  April  and  May,  extended  thro' 
the  Raleigh  and  Sandy  Creek  Associations,  in  which  his  congrega- 
tions were  generally  good,  and  he  had  many  interesting  meetings. — 
The  month  of  June  he  spent  in  the  bounds  of  the  Chowan  Associa- 
tion. This  Association  he  found,  beyond  any  other  he  visited,  devo- 
ted to  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  In  the  months  of.  July  and  Aut 
gust,  he  travelled  the  second  time  through  the  Raleigh  and  Sandy 
Creek  Associations,  during  which  time  he  attended  some  protracted 
meetings,  as  interesting  as  he  has  ever  seen.  The  month  of  Septem- 
ber was  occupied  in  travelling  through  the  Flat  River  Association. — 
Bro.  McNabb  represents  the  field  in  this  region  as  white  for  harvest. 
In  October  he  again  visited  the  Chowan  Association,  when  he  found 
a  pleasant  state  of  things  prevailing  among  some  of  the  churches.— 
He  states  that  they  are  anxious,  that  the  Convention  should  send  one 
or  two  missionaries  among  them  during  the  ensuing  year.  He  has 
in  all  parts  been  cordially  received,  and  finds  a  general  desire  prevail- 
ing that  the  number  of  our  missionaries  should  be  increased.  Brother 
McNabb  has  travelled  in  the  service  of  the  Convention  350  days, 
preached  325  sermons,  obtained  in  cash  $434  95,  and  in  subscriptions 
$70,  and  rode  about  3,400  miles.  Such  is  the  amount  which  has  been 
received  from  your  missionaries  in  relation  to  their  labours  and  the 
prospects  of  the  Convention,  within  the  sphere  of  their  operations. 

In  reviewing  the  missionary  operations  of  the  Convention,  there 
will  be  found  encouraging  reason  for  believing  that  real  good  has 
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been  effected  by  this  means.  Ministers  restricted  in  their  operations 
by  hard  necessity,  under  the  influence  of  the  Convention,  have  been 
liberated  from  their  imprisonment,  and  sent  out  into  the  highways  and 
hedges,  to  compel  perishing  sinners  to  the  great  gospel  feast.  An  a- 
mount  of  ministerial  labor  has  been  obtained,  and  the  ministry  of  the 
gospel  has  been  promoted  in  different  portions  of  the  State,  in  a  degree, 
and  with  a  success,  which,  without  the  influence  of  the  Convention, 
there  is  no  good  reason  to  believe,  would  have  existed.  And  who  can 
disclose  the  results?  If  the  holy  angels  of  heaven  rejoice  over  one 
sinner  restored  to  God,  who  can  compute  the  magnitude  of  the  work 
which  has  been  already  effected  by  the  Convention.  The  day  of  Eter- 
nity alone,  will  reveal  its  everlasting  importance. 

But,  brethien,  what  we  have  done,  but  the  more  impressively  dis- 
covers to  us,  what  we  have  yet  to  do.     The  light  that  shines  upon  our 
path,  serves  but  to  illumine  the  darkness  around  us,  and  to  convince 
us  that  our  work,  as  yet,  is  but  begun.     Wide  and  desolate  is  the  field, 
we  are  called  in  the  providence  of  God  to  occupy.     From  all  around 
us,  hear  the  cry  of  those  awakening  into  life  under  the  influence  of 
your  efforts.     Send  us  more  missionaries  to  preach  to  us  the  gospel, 
and  to  minister  to  us  in  the  holy  things  of  God.     From  the  heights  of 
the  Alleghany  to  the  waves  of  the  Atlantic,  the  field  invites  the  syckle 
of  the  spiritual  husbandman  :  nor  will  our  work  have  been  accomplish- 
ed until  mountain  shall  re-echo  to  mountain  the  praises  of  the  Lamb, 
and  until  tke  floods  of  the  Atlantic  shall  mingle  their  praise,  with  the 
songs  of  redeeming  love  bursting  from  all  their  shores.     But  how  is 
this  great  work  to  be  accomplished1?     From  the  contemplation  of  so 
sublime  a  prospect,  it  is  indeed  painful  to  descend,  to  the  consideration 
of  our  present  lamentably  disproportionate  means  of  operation.     Our 
contributions  amount  to  a  mere  pittance,  compared  to  the  magnitude  of 
the  object  we  have  in  view,  and  compared  to  our  ability  in  reference  to 
that  object.     Think  of  the  number  of  Baptist  Churches  in  North  Car- 
olina;  think  of  the  amount  of  wealth   belonging  to  those  churches  \ 
think  of  the  superfluities  that  might  be  spared  from  affluence,  to  give 
the  bread  of  life  to  famishing  souls  ;  think  of  the  Son  of  God  who  died 
on  the  cross  for  our  salvation,  and  let  us  say,  Brethren,  whether,  as 
yet,  we  have  even  begun  our  work.     To  our  brethren  through  the 
State,  the  Convention  must  address  the  enquiry,  How  is  this  work  to 
be  accomplished  ?     But  the   answer  will  be  found  short  and  simple, 
It  is  to  be  accomplished  by  the  obedience  of  christians  to  the  last  sol- 
emn command  of  their  Lord  and  Saviour. 
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When  the  people  of. God  shall  have  realized  that  the  gold  and  sil. 
ver  of  the  earth  is  the  Lord's;  when  they  shall  have  learned  to  feel 
that  they  themselves  are  not  their  own,  having  been  bought  with  the 
precious  blood  of  Christ ;  when  they  shall  have  come,  fully  to  sym- 
pathise with  angels  in  their  joy  over  the  repenting  sinner ;  when  the 
solemn  appeal  of  the  Saviour  shall  have  come  with  full  power  to  their 
hearts,  convincing  them  that  the  whole  world  is  trash,  weighed  in  the 
scales  against  the  immortal  soul,  then,  brethren,  shall  we  find  our- 
selves in  the  possession  of  means  adequate  to  the  accomplishment  of 
the  important  objects  of  our  Convention.  Yes !  it  is  not  to  be  doubted, 
if  so  glorious  a  revolution  in  the  views  and  feelings  of  the  Church 
were  to  occur  tomorrow — to-morrow  would  see  the  few  hundreds 
sent  to  the  Convention  increasing  to  as  many  thousands.  The  rivu- 
lets would  sv-ell  into  brooks;  the  brooks  expand  into  rivers.  Every 
consideration  calculated  to  operate  upon  the  intellect  and  heart  of  a 
pious  man,  pleads  for  liberality  in  such  a  cause.  Godliness  has  the 
promise  of  the  life  that  now  is,  not  less  than  of  that  which  is  to  come. 
He  that  soweth  bountifully,  bountifully  shall  reap.  Peace  reigns  in 
the  soul  of  the  faithful  servant  of  Christ,  and  hope  points  him  to  the 
skies.  By  seeking  to  save  others,  the  christian  best  tes.  q^3  his  grat- 
itude and  love  to  the  Saviour  of  his  own  soul:  and  he  ;  acting  wor- 
thy of  his  own  character  only,  while  appreciating  the  high  and  holy 
dignity  of  laboring  with  God  for  the  conversion  of  the  world.  When, 
brethren,  shall  we  feel  theheaven'.v  import  of  the  Saviour's  doctrine, 
"It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."  When  shall  we  be  ex- 
cited into  liberal  activity  and  zeal,  by  the  cheering  consideration  that 
■"God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver." 

Brethren,  what  we  do,  must  be  quickly  done.  Death  will  soon 
come,  and  put  an  end  to  all  our  schemes  on  earth.  He  who  wishes  to 
serve  the  Lord,  and  realize  to  himself  heavenly  and  eternal  treasure, 
should  be  intent  upon  his  work.  Our  bodies  will  soon  be  in  the  silent 
grave,  and  our  spirits  will  soon  have  passed  to  the  judgment  seat  of 
Christ.  Dying  friends  falling  around  us,  together  with  the  frequent 
monitors  of  our  own  approaching  end,  remind  us  forcibly  of  the  ne- 
cessity of  working  "while  it  is  day."  The  work  of  which  we  have 
been  speaking  is  to  be  done.  It  is  hastening  on  to  consummation.  It 
is  for  us  to  determine,  whether  we  will  be  active  agents  in  its  accom- 
plishment, or  whether  we  shall  be  removed,  that  our  places  may  bo 
supplied  with  others,  more  sensible  of  their  privileges,  and  more  faith- 
ful to  their  duties.     There  is  a  voice  all  around  us,  calling  us  to  activ- 
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lty.  Eternal  truth  is  on  her  march,  prejudice  and  bigotry  are  yiel- 
ding to  her  influence;  the  slumbers  of  ages  are  breaking;  and  a 
long  night  of  darkness  is  disappearing,  before  the  rising  beams 
of  the  "the  sun  of  righteousness."  In  view,  brethren  of  what  has 
already  been  done,  and  still  more  in  view  of  what  we  are  invi- 
ted to  do,  we  would  say  in  the  words  of  inspiration,  "  Let  us  thank 
God  and  take  courage."

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  ask  leave  to  report: 

That,  they  have  had  the  subject  cf  H.  Missions  under  consideration 
and  they  are  led  to  believe  it  is  one  of  immense  importance.  This  is 
manifest  not  only  from  the  fact,  that  by  this  department  of  our  labor,  the 
gospel  is  preached  to  many  who  would  otherwise  be  destitute,  but  also 
from  the  consid' ration,  that  the  operation  of  Home  Missions,  is  favora- 
ble to  all  the  other  benevolent  efforts  of  the  day. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  if  this  branch  of  our  business,  bo 
suffered  to  languish,  all  the  others  will  suffer  with  it.  Some  of  our 
brethren  seem  ta  confine  their  attention  to  the  Foreign  Mission. 

The  great  importance  of  the  Foreign  Mission,  is  at  once  admitted. 
Yourcommittee  feel  in  its  prospprity.  a  most  lively  interest.  But  they 
are  satisfied  that  its  success  will  be  found  identified  with  the  success  of 
Home  Missions.  And  the  same  we  think,  may  be  said  of  each  of  the 
other  objects,  for  the  promotion  of  which  we  are  laboring.  That  we 
are  not  mistaken  in  our  calculation,  we  think  will  at  once  appear,  if  we 
appeal  to  facts.  So  far,  as  our  own  observations  have  extended,  it  has 
invariably  appeared,  that  when  the  Home  Mission  has  prospered,  all  the 
other  benevolent  institutions  have  prospered  with  it.  And  when  the  Home 
Mission  has  been  on  the  decline,  all  the  other  departments  of  benevo- 
lent effort,  have  also  declined  with  it. 
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We  regard,  therefore,  the  Home  Mission,  as  the  ground  work,  and 
support  of  alltWe  other  objects  of  benevolent  effort. 

And  after  all,  your  committee  are  wholly  unable  to  decide  upon  the 
course  that  ought  to  be  pursued.  It  is  believed,  that  the  Home  Mis- 
sion is  in  debt.  And  it  is  known  that  many  of  our  brethren  feel  unwil- 
ling to  increase  that  debt,  by  any  additional  appointments. 

What  then  shall  be  done  ?  This  question  the  committee  are  under 
the  necessity  of  leaving  to  the  decision  of  the  Convention.  All  of  which 
is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  command,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature,"  plainly  makes  it  the  duty  of  christians,  to  aim  at  the 
universal  spread  of  truth,  and  shows  that  their  work  will  not  be  accom- 
plished, nor  their  obligations  cease,  till  the  nations  now  sunk  in  darkness, 
shall  see  the  light  ot  life.  That  it  is  the  purpose  of  God,  to  preach  the 
gospel  to  the  whole  world,  by  the  instrumentality  of  man,  no  one  can 
doubt  who  is  capable  of  interpreting  the  plain  language  of  Scripture. 
The  only  point,  where  any  difference  of  opinion  can  arise,  is  found  in 
the  means  and  the  manner  of  laboring  for  the  salvation  of  the  Heathen. 
And  hence,  the  opposers  of  Missionary  operations,  finding  it  impossible 
to  object  to  the  end,  sought  to  be  promoted  consisiently  with  any  respect  for 
scripture,  have  had  recourse  to  the  lame  apology,  that  the  measures  em- 
ployed are  wrong,  and  unscriptural.  But  ihe  duty  to  send  the  gospel  to  the 
Heathen,  involves  the  duty  to  do  it  in  some  way.  How  then  is  it  to  be  done? 
The  gospel  cannot  be  preached  to  the  Heathen  without  preachers,  and 
preachers  cant'  preach  without  means  to  subsist  upon.  Nor  can  the  Bi- 
ble be  printed  and  circulated  without  means,  and  means  to  any  thing 
like,  a  sufficient  amount  cannot  be  raised  without  efforts  and  measures, 
such  as  are  employed  by  our  Conventions,  Missionary  Societies,  &c.  If 
then  sue1,  measures  are  indispensable  to  the  attainment  of  the  object, 
and  in  no  way,  infringe  upon  the  rights  or  freedom  of  anyone,  where  is 
the  ground  for  objection  to  them?  and  who  can  oppose  the  measures 
without  indirectly  opposing  their  object — the  salvation  of  the  Heathen? 

But  among  those  who  approve  of  the  object,  and  the  measures,  there 
is  an  insensibility  to  the  perishing  condition  of  the  Heathen,  which  is 
little  less  injurious  than  down  right  opposition.  This  insensibility,  is 
manifested  in  the  monthly  concert  of  prayer,  in  the  little  that  is  contri- 
buted, and  the  little  that  is  done  to  send  the  Bible,  and  the  living  minis, 
try  to  those  who  are  ignorant  of  God,  and  of  the  way  of  salvation  by 
Jesus  Christ.  In  this  remark,  we  of  course,  allude  to  what  is  done  in  the 
limits  of  this  State;  and  it  is  with  a  mingled  feeling  of  regret  and  plea- 
sure, that  we  designate  all  the  limitations  of  our  remark, — regret  because 
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we  are  so  much  behind  in  Missionary  zeal,  and  active  benevolence  at 
pleasure,  because  others  are  doing  their  duty,  if  we  neglect  ours,  and  a 
sustaining  the  cause  of  Missions,  which,  if  dependent  upon  us,  would  la 
guishanddie.  The  resources  of  North  Carolina  are  great.  Our  chun 
here,  is  numerous,  amounting,  it  is  supposed,  to  the  rise  ot  thirty  the 
sand,  and  our  members  have  enough,  and  to  snare,  after  supplying  the 
own  lawful  demands,  to  keep  a  full  treasury  for  the  Lord.  But  wh 
have  we  done — what  are  we  doing  for  the  Heathen?  What  Missionar 
have  we  raised  up,  educated  and  sent  beyond  the  sea ,  to  show  un 
men  benighted,  the  way  of  salvaiion  ?  What  laborer  in  the  Mi 
sionary  field,  has  been  sustained  by  our  contributions,  and  cheeied  by  o 
sympathies  and  prayers,  amid  his  toils  and  sacrifices?  How  many  ch 
dren  of  Heathen  parents  have  we  preserved  from  cruelty  and  death,  ai 
instructed  in  those  principles,  which  are  able  to  make  them  arise  unto  si 
vation?  What  dark  spot  of  Heathenism,  have  we  illuminated— wh 
soul  there  has  been  rescued  from  eternal  leaih,  through  our  instrume 
tality?  Something  has  been  done,  it  is  true,— some  few  hundreds' 
dollars  have  been  raised  among  us  lor  Foreign  Missions,  through  the  i 
strumentality  of  this  Convention  ;  but  a  veiy  large  proportion  of  o 
members  can  claim  no  part  nor  lei  in  this  matter ;  and  there  are  hundre 
of  Baptists  in  N.  Carolina,  who  never  have  contributed  one  cent,  tose: 
to  the  Heathen !  It  is  to  these  we  address  the  above  interrogations — t 
on  these  we  would  press  the  last  command  of  our  Saviour — these  \ 
would  ask,     "  How  much  owes!  ihou  thy  Lord  ?" 

Why,  it  is  proper  to  ask,isihere  such  insensibility  among  us  to  t 
condition  of  the  Heaihen?  Why  ate  so  many  opposing  the  measurt 
which  send  them  the  gospel,  ^\hile  many  who  speak  favorably  of  the 
are  doing  nothing  for  their  support?  One  cause  we  think  is  found  in  t 
unfaithfulness  of  Ministers.  They  have  not  taught  the  churches  th 
duty  on  this  subject.  They  have  not  acquainted  them  wilh  the  cotr 
tion  of  the  Heathen.  They  have  not  manifested  themselves,  sufficit 
interest  in  the  missionary  enterpize.  For  many  have  been  fightingagaii 
irj,  while  the  warmest  among  us  have  beeri  far  too  cold,  and  inconstant 
promoting  it.  If  itbe  "required  of  steward's,  that  a  man  be  found  fail 
ful,"  what  will  be  done  with  such  unfaithfulness,  when  the  ministers 
North  Carolina  shall  stand  at  the  judgment  bar  ?  "What  will  they  a- 
when  with  the  churches  they  liave  led  astray,  or  the  members  who  ha 
slumbered  over  their  duty  for  the  want  of  proper  instruction  and  exa; 
pie,  they  shall  stand  together  with  ihose  Heathen  nations,  from  wh( 
they  have  withheld  the  word  of  life?  Ministers  have  more  influen 
than  ordinray  men,  and  if  that  influence  be  not  rightly  directed,  they 
more  harm  than  ordinary  men.  If  they  treat  the  cause  of  missions  w: 
neglect — if  they  are  absent  from  those  meetings,  which  were  organia 
for  the  special  purpose  of  aiding  the  cause  of  missions,  it  reaches  furtl 
than  the  indifference  or  absence  of  other  men.    And  it  is  just  suefct '

difference  as  this,  that  has  crippled  our  energies,  and  retarded  those  plan* 
which  have  been  wisely  laid  for  sending  the  gospel  to  the  destitute." 

Another  cause  is  found  in  the  low  tone  of  piety    that  prevails  among 
US.     How  many  seem  to  think  that  the  gospel  requires  them  oniy  to  seek 
theirown    salvation?     They   began  their   spiritual  course    in  a  spirit  of 
selfishness  and  in  that  they  have  continued.     But    they  have  not  been 
faithful  even  to  themselves,  ihey  have  not  lived  in  an  atmosphere  of  Iqvt" 
peace,  and  joy— they    have  not  maintained  a  steady,  consistent  christian 
sourse.  Now  compare  this  with  the  tone  or  piety    found  in  the  New  Tes- 
amenf.     There  it  is  "  counting  all  things  lest,  for   the  excellency  of  the 
knowledge  of  Christ"— "forsaking  all  for    him"— "glorifying  God,   in 
>ody  and  spirit,  which  are  his"— doing  good  unto  all  men,  as   there  may 
le  opportunity"— rejoicing  in  the  Lord  always."     How  far  below  this  is 
he  tone  of  piety  that  prevails  among   us  ?     And  can  it  be  expected  that 
i  people    will  be   concerned  to  give  others    benefits,  they  do  not  enjoy 
hemselves—  that  they  should  be  anxious  to  give  the  Bible  to  the  Heathen, 
vhen  they  do  not  prize  the  Bible  themselves— that  they  should  strive  to 
elieve  the  spiritual  poverty  of  others,  when  mortal  death  reigns  in  their 
iwn  souls  ?  No. 

Another  cause  of  the  insensibility  above  alluded  to,  is  found,  we  fear 
a  the  conjectures  and  speculations  about  the  possible  exercise  of  divine 
lercy  towards  the  Heathen,  viz  :  That  the  Heathen  may  be  saved  with- 
in the  Scriptures,  or  the  gospel— that  God  can  do  it  without  the  appoint- 
d  means,  and  as  a  just  and  benevolent  Being,  he  must  do  it,  or  such  and 

ich  absurd  consequences  will  follow.  Now  what  may  possibly  be  done 

hat  God  can  or   will  do,  and  what  is   consistent,  or  inconsistent  with 
s  attributes   in   matters,    where  he  his  nor   instructed  us,  it  little    he- 
mes us  to  assert  who  are  of  yesterday,  and  know  nothing.     The  ques- 
>n  is  not  what  God  can  do,  or  what  he  may  possibly  do,   but  what    he 
.s  dire.de  I  as  our  duty— what  part  he  requires  us  to  perform  for  the  sal- 
ition  of  the  Heathen.     Witnout  presuming  to  be  wise,  above  what   is 
ritten,  we  feel  authorized  to  say  thai  God's   revealed  method  of  saving 
iners,  is  by  means  of  the   gospel;  this  is  employed  more  or  less,  in 
ery  known  case  of  conversion  ;  and  that  the  scriptures  do  not  warrant 
e  expectation  that  the  Heathen  can  be  saved  in  entire  ignorance  of  Re- 
lation, or  of  the  gospel  ot  Christ.     In  the  10th  chapter  to  the  Romans, 
e  apostle  certainly  does  teach  the  indispensableness   of  the   gospel  to 
esalvationof  the  Heathen.     To  show  the  absurdity  of  the  contrary  sen- 
nent,  he  adopted  the  inte  rogative,    instead  of  the  atlirmative   form  of 
Idress ;    but  it  was    no  doubt  intended  as  the  strongest  kind  of  affirma- 
n.     *  For  wnosoever  shall    call  upon   the    name  of  ihe  Lord,  shall  be 
Lted.     How  then  shall  they  call  upon    him  in  whom  they  have  not  be. 
ved  ?  and  how  shall  they  believe  in  him,  of  whom  they  have  not  heard? 
i  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?  and  how  shall  they  preach  ex- 
)t  they  b«  sent  ?"  Here  is  a  chain  of  dependent  causes,  making  the  las1 
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essential  to  the  first.  According  to  the  view  here  taken,  calling  upon  the 
Lord, is  essential  to  salvation  ;  but  a  person  must  believe  in  him  before 
he  can  call  upon  him;  and  he  must  hear  of  him,  before  he  can  bejieve 
in  him  ;  and  one  must  be  sent  to  preach  to  him  Jesus,  before  he  can  be- 
lieve in  him:  ergo,  unless  the  gospel  is  sent  to  the  Heathen,  they  cannot 
be  saved.  As  this  conclusion  necessarily  results  from  the  reasoning  of  the 
Apostle,  it  is  impossible  to  resist  it,  without  rejecting  his  authority  as  an 
inspired  teacher. 

Until  the  days  of  Judson  and  Rice,  the  Baptists  of  America  had  done 
comparatively  nothing  for  Heathen  nations.  Here  and  there  perhapsan 
individual  may  have  been  found  who  felt  concerned  for  the  millions  sit. 
tinor  in  the  region[and  shadow  of  death,  and  a  few  local  societies  were 
doing  something  for  their  relief.  But  there  was  no  regular  or  extended 
system  of  operations,  and  no  foreign  field  of  labor  under  the  care  and 
patronage  of  American  Baptists.  The  change  of  sentiment  which  took 
place  in  Messrs.  Judson  and  Rice,  on  their  passage  to  Burmah,  must  be 
acknowledged  as  the  first  in  that  series  of  causes  which  has  awakened 
the  missionary  spirit  in  our  denomination  in  the  U.  S.,  and  which  has 
brought  into  existence,  a  system  of  operations  which  is  regularly  bearing 
tothe  perishing  Heathen,  the  news  of  salvation,  the  success  which  has 
attended  these  measures  in  the  past,  is  sufficient  to  inspire  the  highest 
hopeforthe  future.  And  that  you  may  foim  some  idea  of  what  has 
been  done,  the  following  particulars  are  presented,  drawn  from  the  latest 
accounts,  which  will  show  the  present  condition  of  our  Foreign  Missions 
and  their  claims  upon  our  liberality:

13,350,000  pages  of  the  scriptures  and  tracts,  have  been  printed  during 
the  year,  (1840,)  Maulmain,  Tavoy,  and  Bankok.

In  view  of  the  deficiency  of  the  receipts,  the  Board  to  avoid  a  burden- 
some debt,  adopted  a  system  of  limitations,  which  was  to  go  Into  effectr 
1st  of  April,  1840.  The  effect  of  this  upon  our  missionaries,  may  be  seen 
in  the  following  extracts:  "Mr.  Wall  of  the  Tavoy  Mission,  says,"  I 
fear  we  shall  not  be  able  to  have  any  scnuols  the  next  rains,  unless  we 
overrun  the  sum  appropriated  to  this  mission."  Mr.  Brayton,  at  another 
station  of  the  same  mission,  writes,"  shall  I  suspend  all  operations  at 
once,  and  send  my  little  band  of  scholars  back  to  the  jungle.,  disap- 
pointed, cast  down,  and  dismayed?  This  is  indeed  a  trying  question. 
1  am  quite  sure,  if  our  American  churches,  kntw  the  importance  of  sus- 
taining these  schools  and  native  assistants,  there  would  be  no  want  of 
funds." 

"From  Siam,  July  24,  the  missionaries  write  to  the  Board — "Two 
days  since,  we  receiv.  d  yours  of  March  7,  1840,  and  last  evening  we 
spent  in  spreading  out  the  case  before  the  throne  of  Heaven.  We  are 
aware  that  the  Board  are  very  seriously  embarrassed — that  many  pious  li- 
beral hearts  in  our  native  land  are  deeply  pained,  on  account  of  this  em- 
barrassment—and that  the  threatened  overthrow  of  all  our  missionary 
associations  would  be  a  most  insupportable  certainty.  Yet  we  see  not 
how  it  is  possible  to  relinquish  any  ot  our  permanent  arrangements  witb" 


•■tam»*t  seriaus  if  not  fata!  wouad  to  the  mission.  With  &  confides 
hope  that  our  dear  brethren  in  Christ,  on  being  informed  of  our  circum- 
stances, and  the  threatened  ruin  of  our  hopes  and  labors,  and  pi-ins,  v  n\ 
not  only  help  the  Board  to  sustain  our  present  doings,  buierable  inem 
to  send  the  men,  and  means,  for  a  great  enlargement,  we  aTe  resolv  d  to 
pray  to  the  on!  God  of  Missions,  where  the  money  and  men  are,  to  send 
us  speedily,  the  needed  aid."  Brethren,  shall  it  be,  that  this  confidence 
sh*IIproveto  have  been  misplaced — shall  the  hopes oi^ftur  anxiius  mis- 
sionaries be  disappointed — and  shall  they  be  compelled  to  abandon  many 
of  their  useful  plana,  fqrthe  want  of  means?  C  instran  charily  answers 
No— our  resources  answer  No — and  the  love  of  Christ  should  coojUaia 
us  to  answer  No.

A  lirge  congregation  assembled  at  the  stand,  and  were  addressed 
ft  *',  by  Rev.  T.  Meredith  from  Joshua  24:  15.  Rev.  Wm.  H. 
J  rd*n  f  Unwed,  and  preached  t  e  missionary  sermon,  from  Isaiah 
62  ;  6  7.  At  the  close  of  which,  J.  J  Finch,  E  fviugsfoid,  and  S. 
W  ut,  addressed  the  congregation  about  ten  mioutws  each,  on  the 
following  resolution-  : 

Resolved,  That  the  providence  and  gra^e  of  God,  which  have 
been  s  >  eminently  displayed  in  bwhalfof  the  Baptist  mission,  from  iis 
fi  st  fo<ma'ion,  in  1792,  to  the  present  time,  demand  of  us,  as  indivi- 
duals and  as  a  Convention,  an  expression  of  devout  and  unsigned 
gra'i'ude. 

Resolved,  That  as  the  Baptist  denomination  was  the  first  honored 
inst  unient  in  the  hand  of  Gad,  in  awakening  the  slumbei  ing  energies 
of  the  church,  and  of  directing  it  to  benevolent  aciion ;  and  as  it  has 
been  permitted  to  take  l lit  lead  in  the  all  important  task  of  translating 
the  sacred  scriptures  into  heathen  languages,  it  is  imperatively  bound 
to  m  lintai.i  its  commanding  position,  and  lead  on  to  final  conquest  and 
victory  the  consectaied  unities  of  God's  elect. 


Rcsolocrl,  That  the  mollo  of  the  rlevo'pd  stnd  vonpratod  Carpy— * 
"Attempt  great  lhing>,  F'»R  God,  and  PX|  ed  great  things  from  God" — 
is  heicbv  adopted  by  tins  Conventioi  :  and  wp  do  now  solemnly 
pledge  ourselves  b*  fore  G  >d  and  this  emigre;  ation,  that,  by  i hf  aid 
of  Divine  grace,  we  will  henceforth  endeavour  10  be  governed  by  ns 
sacied  piinciples.

A  collection  was  tlii-n  taken  tip  to  aid  tbe  objects  of  the  Conven- 
tion, which  closed  the  morning  seivice. 

Afer  an  horn's  recess,  to  take  refreshments,  etc.,  the  congrega- 
tion  were  again  addr«  ssed  by  R>  v.  E.  Kingsford,  from  Acts  8:  8. 
Thus  closed  the  services  of  ibis  delightful  Sabbath.  They  were  in- 
structive and  animated,  and  wee  attentively  listened  to  by  a  huge 
and  intelligent  audience.  May  tbe  principles  here  advocated,  the 
feelings  beie  excited,  continue  to  extend  tbeii  ii  fluence,  till  the  whole 
world  shall  be  fjded  with  tbe  knowledge  and  love  of  God.

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REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

Your  Committee  on  Periodicals,  beg  leave  lo  sunmit  the  following  report  r 

Ot  the  importance  and  value  of  religious  periodicals,  your  Committee  consi- 
der it  unnecessary  to  speak.  This  point  is  now  gen>  rally  undersiood,  though, 
not  to  so  great  extent  as  is  desirable.  In  addition  to  the  general  importance 
of  religious  peiii.dicals  as  a  means  of  diffusing  information  and  imparting  in- 
telligence, the  sp'cial  impoitance  of  a  religious  p.  :per  among  ourselves,  to  ad- 
vocate and  sus'ain  our  local  interests,  and  as  a  m  dium  of  information  and  in- 
tercourse for  our  denomination,  is  sensibly  felt,  and  the  temporary  suspension 
of  the  Recorder  and  Watchman  increases  the  conviction  of  the  great,  we- 
might  almost  say  th"  indispensable  importance  ot  such  a  means  of  support  and 
prosperity  of  'he  general  interest  of  religion  am  >ng  us.  —  With  this  conviction 
we  r>j  lice  in  the  prospect  of  the  r  vival  of  the  R-eoid  r,  which  has  been  sus- 
pended fir  a  linn-;,  and  which  was  succeed  d  by  the  Christian  Repusiiory.  We 
believe  that  the  denomination  thr  -ugh  the  Sta  e  sb.  u'd  tecl  a  spirit  of  ci>ngratu~ 
l.i i ion  in  prospect  ol  this  event,  and  that  they  should  spare  no  pains  to  bnn2  it 
about.  Your  Committee,  d-eming  ii  unnecessary  to  indulg  in  any  protracted 
remarks  upon  the  genera:  importance  of  religious  periodicals,  or  the  special 
importance  o(  sustaining  ohh  among  ourselves,  beg  leave,  in  conclusion,  to  sub- 
mi'  iho  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  we  beli<  ve  that  it  is  highly  important  to  the  interest  nf  reli- 
gion among  n*-,  and  to  our  operations  as  a  denomination,  that  a  r^  ligious  peri* 
odieal  should  be  sustained   among  us. 

Resolved,  That  we  rejoice  in  the  prospect  of  the  revival  of  the  Recorder,  un- 
der th    management  of  our  esteem'  d  brother  Thorn  >s  M-redith. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  nui  brethren  and  friends,  united  and  aetivo 
eff  irt  in  bringing  this  paper  again  into  existence,  and  in  obtaining  for  it  an  ex- 
tensive circulation.

REPORT  ON   EDUCATION. 

Your  Committee  think  the  *u'  yc  of  E  'ucation  has  not  received  that  atten- 
tion in  your  deliberations.  Which  its  importance  demands.  So  far  as  they  re- 
collect, it  has  not,  for  sonv  years  past,  occupied  for  scarcely  a  moment  a  place 
in  your  public  deliberations.  And  v\  hy  is  it  so  ?  We  have  not  suffii  iently  in 
formed  ourselv  s  upon  the  subj  rt.  Its  importance  has  not  been  duly  consider- 
ed. In  our  deliberations,  ton,  we  seek  too  rnu.'h  for  t"Pi''s  that  will  produce  ani- 
mated discussion  and  sensible  iff  ct.  We  are  too  anxious  to  reap  speedily  the 
results  of  our  own  lab  <r.  We  walk  by  sig'*t  and  not  by  failh.  Should  w e  not 
rather  sow,  that  others  may  reap,  and  labor,  that  others  may  niter  into  our  la- 
bors ?  In  regard  to  the  harvest  to  be  r- aped,  the  object  to  be  gain  d  by  our 
benevolent  ffforts,  all  are  agreed.  It  is  to  convey  the  Gospel  and  its  blessings 
to  a  fallen  and  ruined  world,  to  raise  man  from  the  d'  grading  influence  and 
misery  of  sin,  to  th*  c  j  .yments  of  all  that  is  pure  and  ennobli  g  in  this  life, 
and  to  glory  and  immortality  in  the  world  to  romf, 

And  what  have  we  done  in  furtherance  of  this  object,  what  for  the  spread  of 
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'the  gospel  abroad,  and  for  its  success  at  home  ?  Only  twenty  eiabt  of  our  421 
church  s  supposed  to  be  favorable  t »  missionary  operations,  were  repr-  sented 
in  this  body  last  year,  and  these  contributed,  on  an  average,  only  $16  each* 
Three  missionaries  who  travelled  last  year  aboui  3b*7  days,  receiv  d  in  contri- 
butions at  the  rati- of  only  about  thirteen  cents  a  day.  Our  24IS0 church 
^.members  raised  la-d  yeuc  $893,93  which  is  not  an  average  of  lour  cents  per 
member  Is  it  propei  to  provoke  one  another  to  exertion  1  Your  Committee 
■notice  that  the  church  s  io  a  sister  state,  with  about  our  number  of  members, 
Ji3Ve  averaged,  for  the  las!  fiv^  mouths,  in  their  monthly  contribution's  for  a  sin" 
•gle  object,  nearly  as  mu  h  as  we  contributed  last  year  lor  our  ih  ee.  Outfit  it 
to  be  said  that  it  takes  us  twelve  years  to  do  what  >ur  brethren  elsewhere  do 
in  as  many  months  ? 

But  why  .1  i  we  do  so  little  ?  Liym  n  answer,  wen  ed  more  laborers,  a  more 
faithful  and  efficient  ministry.  I'he  ministry  do  not  deny  this,  t>ut  reply  ti.aj 
the  tauit  is  chiefly  in  the  churches.  I'hey  n  ed  ra  if  piety  and  intelligence 
Oui  members  need  to  be  instructed  in  'heir  duty.  Toey  need  more  the  spirit  of 
•benevolence  and  good  will  which  actuated  our  Saviour.  Both  replies  are  cor. 
rect.  There  mu-t  b  ■  a  area l  jmp'rov  nent  both  in  our  ministry  and  churches, 
or  v\e  may  be  assui'd  that  what  we  now  seem  lo  have  mil   be  taken  away. 

But  our  condition  may  be  viewed  in  another  light.  By  reference  to  the  last 
census  it  will  be  seen  that  ol  the  209  635,  tne  number  ot  our  white  population 
over  twenty  years  ol  age,  there  are  d6,bU9  .vh  »  cannot  read  and  write.  A  lutle 
calculation  will  show  any  one,  that  prunably  on-  third  ol  our  population  over 
•fiiteen  years  of  age.  is  in  a  like  condition.  As  we  have  but  lew  memoera  in  our 
churches  under  this  age,  we  know  at  once  what  must  be  their  g  -m  ral  charac- 
ter. And  as  the  c  arches  arc,  so  ill  be  the  ministry.  Ind  ed  the  latter  must 
come  from  the  louner.  The  general  character  ot  the  ministry  will  not  be  much 
in  advance  of  the  church's.  And  when  we  recollect  that  till  within  a  f<-w 
years  we  have  had  no  1  istnution  in  ihe  Slate  1 1  winch  these  who  had  the  min- 
istry in  vi  w  cnu  d  resort,  His  not  surprising  that  the  churches  should  ui»e 
our  br>  threo  into  Ihe  minisuy  without  <he  advantage  ol  an  education. 

Under  all  these  disadvantages,  however,  a  few  noble  spirits  have  been  raised 
up,  and  with  the  bhs-ing  of  God  uav  Idone  mu.  h.  We  ire  not  h  wever  lo  im- 
prove our  course  for  the  lutuie  hy  mourning  "V<  r  the  past,  out  by  looking  for. 
Ward,  and  the  course  before  us  appears  to  be  plain.  We  must  labor  to  ben-  tic 
Bur  children,  and  our  children's  children.  They,  una  must  be  educated.  Our 
brethren  must  be  impressed  with  the  importance  ol  educating  their  children, 
and  with  the  duty  ol  providing  Instiiu'i  ns  suitable  for  accomplishing  ihis  ob- 
jeci.  We  must  labor  that  those  who  shill  occupy  i.ur  places  fifty  or  an  hun- 
died  years  hence,  rnay  possess  advantages  and  have  materials  that  w  e  are  o  . 
prived  of.  Il  our  churches  are  ever  or  ught  to  do  any  thing  worthy  of  the 
nun  of  christian  effort  and  christian  benevolence,  it  must  be  accomplished  I  y 
diffusing  more  generally  among  i.u-  people  the  means  ol  education. 

Your  Committee  remark,  thi  n,  that  oni  Free  Schools  sh<  uld  receive  ihe  sri  • 
plial  attention  of  ministering-  brethren.  These  schools  arc  just  going  into  ope- 
ration. V\  e  are  unaecus'omed  to  th.  m.  They  are  in  their  infancy.  The  sys- 
tem itself  is  undoubtedly  imperftct,  and  for  Una  reason  requires  attention.     IT 
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its  pffcts  be  observed  and  pointed  out,  they  will  so"n  be  remedied.  In  our  de- 
nomination, no  person  will  be  found  to  attend  to  this,  unless  our  ministerinw 
brethren  do  it.  And  th'  y  should  make  it  a  point  ol  duty  to  do  so.  They  should 
become  the  guardians  of  thes*  schools.  They  should  visit  » very  one  in  their 
respective  section  or  in  any  way  connected  with  theii  churches.  Teachers 
need  encouragement.  It  will  give  them  great  pleasure  to  see  that  then*  is 
some  one  at  least  who  sympathises  m  ith  tin  m,  and  who  appreciates,  in  some  de. 
gree,  the  importance  of  the  services  they  are  rendering  to  community.  The 
pupils  can  also  be  conversed  with  and  encouraged  in  habits  of  virtue.  It  should 
never  be  forgotten,  that  in  a  ft  w  years  thi  y  will  make  the  community.  From 
these,  too,  will  be  formed  the  churches  and  the  ministry. 

Your  Committee  again  remark,  if  i he  course  recommended  be  pursued,  it  w  ill 
have  an  important  influence  in  raising  up  an  •  fficient  ministry.  I'  will  lead  us 
to  observe  more  conscientiously  the  command  to  pray  for  more  laborers. 
When  interested  in  the  educaiion  of  the  young,  we  shall  feel  the  force  of  the 
command,  "  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  o|  the  harvest  that  he  will  send  forth 
more  laborers  into  his  harvest."  VV  hen  we  rtcollec  these  are  soon  to  fill  our 
places  in  society  and  in  the  church,  shall  we  not  feel  moved  to  offer  this  prayer 
in  great  sincerity  ?  When  we  find  one  here  and  another  there  possessing  ta- 
lents and  promising  usefulness,  shall  we  not  feel  an  earnestness  never  before 
realized  ?  Such  will  be  taken  in  the  arms  of  our  aff  ction  and  carried  to  the 
Saviour  to  be  blessed.  Ii  faithlul  to  our  duty,  we  may  pxpect  that  God  in  hi&j 
Providence  will  prepare  them  for  the  church.  Have  we  not  sufficiently  long 
raised  in  vain  the  Macedonian  cry,  "come  over  and  help  us"  The  time  has 
come  when  "  e  mus'  help  ourselves.  If  we  have  ^n  efficient  ministry^  we  must 
raise  them  up  ourselves.  We  must  look  among  our  churches  and  fi  id  those 
that  appear  to  be  filed  with  the  spirit  of  G  d,and  do  what  we  can  to  bring  them 
forward  and  prepare  th-  m  for  u?(  lulness. 

It  giv>s  your  Committee  pleasure  to  refer,  in  this  placp,  to  Wake  Forest  Col« 
lege.  This  Institution,  which  "as  commenced  und*  r  y^ur  patronage,  is  alrea. 
dv  •  xerting  a  v<  ry  favorable  influence  or>  our  denomination.  It  has  had  its  in* 
fluency  in  calling  attention  to  the  sulj  ct  of  education.  It  has  awakened  to  a 
considerable  degree,  an  interest  on  this  subject  among  our  churches.  It  has  al-i 
ready  supplied  mar.y  teachers  for  our  primary  schools  and  Seminaries.  These 
are  b<  ginning  to  exert  a  (avourable  influence  on  the  community. 

It  gives  us  the  most  pleasure,  however,  in  contemplating  this  Institution  as 
place  tu  which  those  can  resort  who  have  the  ministry  in  view.  Ii  aff.rds  an 
opportuni'y  to  obtain  a  substantial  Collegiate  education,  and  also  much  Th'O' 
logical  Instruction  that  *ill  be  useful  to  a  minister  of  the  Gospel.  In  this  m 
epect,  our  churches  are  also  reaping  the  fruits  of  our  labor.  Though  just  begun 
we  have  sufficient  to  encourage  us  onward.  In  building  up  this  institution  we 
have  undertaken  a  noble  and  arduous  work.  It  will  call  for  sacrifice  and  exer. 
lion.  United,  however,  we  can  carry  it  onward  and  ultimately  establish  an  In' 
elilution  of  permanent  and  lasting  value  to  the  State  and  denomination.

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REPORT  ON    PUBLICATIONS. 

The  importance  of  intelligence  as  the  handmaid  of  pi^ty,  13  perhaps  soce- 
oerally  admitted,  that  it  would  be  deemed  an  act  of  supererogation  to  attempt 
go  prove  it.  Bu1,  like  many  othir  im  3  irtant  truths,  it  seems  to  be  admitted 
only  to  be  neglected.  Whatever  rmy  b^  thought  of  the  claims  of  "  polite  li- 
terature," there  is  reason  In  believe  tint  the  importance  of  sound  religious 
knowledge  is  not  as  d -eply  an  1  exten«iv  ly  felt  as  it  shou'd  br>.  We  seem  t:) 
have  fallen  upon  times  when  it  is  deemed  quite  immaterial  what  views  are  enter- 
tained on  the  siihj  -ct  of  religion  ;  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  we  are  fast  hasten- 
ing to  a  p  'riod,  if  we  are  not  air  ady  at  ir,  wh>m  serious  and  substantial  things 
will  be  si  unfashionable,  and  so  little  r-lished  by  the  general  reader,  that  they 
will  have  to  rettr-  out  of  the  way,  to  make  ro' m  for  the  fanciful  and  romantic, 
A  large  portion  of  society  read  nothing  at  all,  and  the  other  portion,  with  a 
few  exception?,  read  trash.  There  is  not  time  for  religious  reading,  it  is 
thought,  and  to  be  defective  in  sentiment,  or  low  in  spiritual  emotion,  is  re- 
garded as  no  great  crime. 

Christians  themselves  do  not  seem  to  feel  the  importance  of  high  attain- 
ments in  religious  knowledge.  Without  intending  to  enter  fully  into  the  sub- 
ject at  presen',  we  would  ask  them,  especially,  to  consider  some  of  the 
evils  rt-sulting  from  ignorance  on  divine  things,  flow  much  ha3  the  cause 
of  religion  suff  red  through  lbs  uns'iiifuiness  of  its  advocates  ?  Their  obscure 
and  erroneous  views  have  been  so  expressed  as  to  make  false  impressions,  and 
-to  create  a  pr>jndice  against  the  truth  where  the  intentions  have  been  good- 
Diversity  among  christians  arises  very  much  from  the  lack  of  religious  know- 
ledge, and  the  evil  effects  of  this  diversity  are  sufficient  to  show  the  importance 
of  spreading  that  light  which  wili  bring  all  to  "  see  eye  to  eye."  Most  of  the 
heresies  and  discords  of  either  ancient  or  modern  limes,  have  originated  in  ig- 
norance of  Scripture  truth  ;  and  making  all  due  allowance  for  the  working  of 
depraved  feelings,  which  prompt  many  to  oppose  what  they  know  to  be  right, 
and  to  pursue  what  they  know  to  be  wrong  ;  it  must  be  admitted  that  a  very 
large  proportion  of  those  who  are  really  retarding  the  caus?  they  profess  to 
serve,  err  for  the  want  of  correct  information.  To  take  a  single  class  as  a 
specimen  of  the  rest,  we  obs  rve  that  this  is  the  great  defect  of  the  anti-mis- 
sionaries, [t  is  admitted  that  among  them  are  some  few  men  of  pretty  fair  in- 
telligence, and  it  is  to  be  (eared  that  the'r  leaders  err  from  a  less  innocent 
cause  than  ignorance  ;  but  so  far  as  our  knowledge  extends,  the  most  of  them 
are  amazingly  ignorant  on  the  subject  of  christian  obligation  and  duty,  and  ara 
conscientiously  opposing  the  spread  of  the  gospel  in  the  belief  that  they  are 
thereby  doing  God  service'  Could  they  be  made  better  acquainted  with  the  cha- 
racter and  spirit  of  Christianity — cou'd  'hey  have  unfolded  to  their  minds  a  cor- 
rect history  of  modern  missions  —  were  th>  y  even  atqunnttd  with  the  memoirs 
of  Pearce,  Fuller,  Carey,  Rice,  Boatdman,  and  Ann  fl.  Judson  ;  if  with  this 
information  they  cou'd  stili  oppose  missions,  I  would  thpn  admit  that  the  causa 
lies  deeper  than  int  llectual  darkness.  But  so  long  as  I  find  thai  the  negicctors 
and  opposers  of  Missions  are  generally  deficient  in  rehgiou3  intelligence,  and 
neglectful  of  the  means  of  improvement,  I  must  think  this  no  small  cause  of 
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their  opposition.  I  cannot  think  that  any  one,  who  \S  .&  friend  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  can  oppose  the  measures  which  circulate  a.  knowledge  dl  his  sa-1- 
"Vation,  if  he  knuics  what  he  is  doing. 

As  a  denomination  we  have  much  reason  to  srek  to  be  better  understood  by 
the  public.  It  is  not  known  as  it  should  be,  why  we  do  not  bring  our  infants 
to  baptism,  why  we  refuse  to  communicate  with  other  prolessed  christians  at 
the  sacrament  of  the  supper,  why  we  so  tenaciously  t.dhere  to  immersion,  <t«r« 
All  this  is  set  down,  n_>t  to  our  love  ol  I  ruth  and  strict  conformity  to  scripture, 
bui  to  bigotry  and  want  of  btn<  volence,  if  not  to  something  worse.  How  plain 
and  important  the  duty,  then,  to  multiply  and  circulate  suitable  publication's  ? 
There  is  no  other  means  by  which  we  can  act  so  extensively  on  the  public 
mmd;  and,  calezis  paribus,  '.hat  cause  will  make  most  progress,  which  makes 
tne  must  use  of  the  press. 

We  have  too  long  neglecttd  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  press. 
a?  we  should  have  done.  We  have  not  been  sufficiently  systematized  and  cun, 
ceniraled  in  our  iff'jrls.  Too  many  years  passed  away  before  we  had  any 
publishing  establishment,  and  now  taat  object  is  gained,  our  people  are  too 
slow  in  coming  up  tu  vis  support.  This  tardiness,  it  is  to  be  feared,  arises  in 
some  casus  from  selfish  indifference  to  the  truth  ;.  but  in  others,  and,  not.  a  few, 
it  arises  lrom  an  undervaluation  of  the  press  as  a  means  of  promoting  it.  The 
last  error  might  be  corrected.,  we  think,  by  a  careful  study  of  the  Reformat, 
lion,  and  the  French  Revolution  •>  in  each  of  which  the  press  was  the  most  effin 
cient  tngine  employed — in  the  farmer  for  good,    in  th?  latter  for  evil. 

It  was  from  a  conviction  that  the  press  has  great  power  over  public  thought 
and  feeling,  that  the  Baptist  General  Tract  Society  wus  organized.  This  So- 
ciety has  furnished  a  laige  number  ol  valuable  Traces,  which  have  been  widely 
eir.cul  ted  ;  but  it  was  found  to  be  too  restricted  in  its  operations,  as  we  needed 
books  as  well  as  Tracts  ;  and  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  cause,  it  was  con- 
cluded a  ew  years  since  to  form  an  Amencan  Baptist  Publication  Sucn  l\\ 
which  should  furnish  all  kinds  of  publications  we  nod.  Thus  the  Tract  So- 
ciety was  transmuted  into  one  more  general.  The  Publication  Society' is  l<  - 
cattd  ut  Philadelphia  ;  and  has  proceeded  to  isstie  publications  as  rapidly  os 
the  funds  received  would  permit.  The  fi;st  two  articles  of  its  constitution  sufi 
ficif-ntly  explain  us  character  and  ol  j-.icts,  and  lhe  manner  in  which  they  may 
be  promoted,  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  every  Baptist,  or  friend  of  the  Bap- 
tist chiisp,  throughout  the  country  ; 

"  Article  1.  The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be — the  American  Baptist  Puhlir 
cation  and  Sunday  School  Society.  Its  object  shall  be  to  publish  such  books 
as  ar^  nut  ded  by  lhe  Baptist  denomination,  and  to  promote  Sunday  Schools  by 
such  mta6Utes  as  experience  may   prove  exprdient. 

Article  2.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  paying,  an- 
nually, the  sum  ol  one  collar  or  more  ;  a  life  member  by  the  payment,  at  one 
lime,  ot  twenty  dollars  j  a  life  Diteclor  by  the  payment,  at  one  time,  of  fifty 
dollars." 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  friends  of  the  cause  throughout  the  State, 
to  this  society,  and  its  terms  of  membership,  and  urge  upon  them  to  come  up 
to  its  help.  Let  us  look  upon  it  as  our  Society.  Let  us  in  some  way  become 
connected  with  it,  and  take  an  active  part  in    circulating  its  pub'ications,     L<"; 
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us  purchase  its  publication*  as  they  come  out,  for  the  benefit  of  our  Tamils  s 
and  .ram  our  children  to  habits  of  religion,  leading.  And  besides  family  I  j.' 
braf.es,  let  us  seek  to  establish  in  every  church  a  Baptist  Library  which  under 
the  supervision  of  a  Librarian,  shall  be  accessible  to  all  who  will  r*ad  A  sum 
can  b.  ra.sed  for  tins  oLjeci,  annually,  without  much  burden,  if  systematical!, 
attended  to.  L-t  one  or  i  w„  individuals  be  app  ir.f  d,  {.-males  perhaps  w.U:d 
b.  better,)  to  keep  subscription  books,  in  which  the  names  of  thou,  are  record- 
ed from  whom  they  are  to  expect  a  stipulated  sun,  annually.  In  this  way  a 
good  Library  may  be  formed  in  the  curse  of  time,  which  will  be  no  small  help 
to  the  presid.no  pa8t„r>  arid  ,h)eh  w||,  ,ontribute  UlUch  ,Q  t|)e  8piri(Ua,  J,rowlh 
Ot  the  congregation,  if  it,  volumes  are  read. 

And  now,  reader,  do  not  lay  aside  tins  report,  feeling  that  your  perusal  of  it 
baa  accomplished  the  obj  ct  for  which  it  was  wrrtei.  Its  design  is  to  -*t  t/oa 
towo.k  m  th<a  cause,  ft  places  before  you  something  to  be  done.  It  asks 
>o,ur  he  p  ,n  a  most  important  department,  where  you  are  personally  concerned 
I  .seeks  to  rem.od  you  that  while  it  ,8  the  truth  which  sanctifies,  on  you  rests 
the  solemn  responsibility  of  making  that  truth  manifest.

Your  Committee  cannot  present  a  more  profitable  report,  than  an  abstract  of 
Xhe  progress  C;  Foreign  Missionary  operations  up  to  the  present  time 

h  would  be  well  to  refer  to  the  minutes  of  the  last  Convention  for'a  general 
view  ol  the  origin  and  progress  of  Foreign  Missions  among  the  Baptists  ol  the 
United  Sta.eS.-To  persons  wh-.  do  not  receive   regular  annual  reports  of  .ho 
Missionary  Board,  a  fi,e  of  the   minutes   Would  be  valuable  for  the  missionary 
data  rhua  furoiBh-d.     We  have  n->w    so  m.ssions-IOO  stations    and   outata 
t.ons,  45  American    Missionaries,   54   American   Assistant  Missionaries    II* 
na<iv«   preachers  and  ass.s.ants-f.ta.    210  miss.onanes    and    assistant    77 
churches,  780  baptisms  the  pasty  ar,  3709  members  of  the  mission  churr'h-e 
44  schools,  877  scholars.     A   reference     to  the  Report  on  Foreign    Mi*s,0!  e

Interest.ng  revivals  of  r-  hgiofi  nav-  occurr-d^mone  .he" 
ftohnawandaa  and  Oherokees,  in  which  considerable   number   were  added  to 
the  church.     In  the  latter  tribe  a,     1000  ,.i-,rr.>  rs  of  the  Baptist  Church  ■  and 
AU'oug  Hum  are  numbered  some  oi  their  principal  chiefs.     An  effort  has'beer 
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made  to  thro*?  cdiitna  on  the  character  of  Jesse  Bushyhead,  (a  celebrated  chief; 
and  also  a  minister  of  the  Gospel,)  for  (supposed  delinquency  a9  agent  of  the 
U.  S  Government  in  the  pacification  of  the  Seminoles  of  Florida  ;  but  no  un- 
pr  judiced  mind  will  attach  blame  to  Jesse  Bushyhead  for  his  conduct  in  this 
delicate  agency,  after  a  due  examination  of  all  the  circumstances. — We  rejoice 
in  tho  knowledge  of  the  fact,  that  the  red  man  is  opening  his  eyes  to  the  great 
d-stroyer  of  his  species,  and  that  the  use  oi  ardent  spirits  is  rapidly  diminish- 
ing among  these  children  of  the  forest.  The  conduct  of  many  Indians,  with 
regard  to  the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  should  put  to  blush  many  who  make  greater 
pret«nsion9  to  civilization  and  refinement. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Board,  in  its  annual  meeting  in  April  last, 
the  number  of  missions  in  Europe  is  3 ;  comprising  2 1  stations  and  outstations. 
In  France  are  2  missionaries  and  assistants,  12  native  preachers  and  assist- 
ants, 13  churches,  38  baptized,  200  nvimb>;rs.  In  the  mission  to  Germany  and 
D  nmark  are  10  stations  and  outstations,  9  preachers  and  assistants,  IS 
churches,  exclusive  of  that  at  Steelyard,  150  baptized  during  the  past  year, 
and  350  members.  In  Asia  there  are  6  missions.  In  the  mission  at  Mautmeinj. 
including  the  Amherst  mission,  are  17  stations  and  outstations,  17  missiona- 
ries and  .ssistants,  6  churches,  57  baptized  during  the  year  ending  July  184 l> 
475  members.  The  other  Asiatic  missions  are  at  Tavoy,  Siam  and  China  ;  in 
Arracan,  in  Assam,  and  am -rig  the  Teloogoos.  The  success  that  has  attended 
the  efforts  of  the  missionaries  at  the  different  Asiatic  stations,  has  been  of  a 
most  encouraging  character.  The  increase,  however,  is  not  precisely  known. 
In  Africa,  American  Baptist*  ave  2  missionary  stations,  ft  missionaries  and 
assistants,  and  a  native  assistant.  The  schools  established  by  the  missiona- 
.ries,  are  exerting  a  most  excellent  eff.ct  on  the  natives  ot  that  benighted  land. 
The  deficit  of  nearly  $7000  in  receipts,  as  noticed  above,  was  promptly  ad- 
vanced by  the  treasurer,  deacon  Lincoln,  of  Boston.  While  this  fact  redounds 
greatly  to  the  ciedil  ot  our  excellent  brother  Lincoln,  it  should  induce  us,  as  a 
b>  dy,  to  use  proper  efforts  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  a  similar  circumstance. 
Broth  r  L.  advanced  this  am  un>  from  his  own  private  funds,  at  a  time  o£ 
pressing  need  in  the  m<  rcantiie  world,  and  has  received  no  remuneration  for 
his  services  as  treasurer  lor  years.  B  ptista  of  .Norih  Carolina  should  arouse 
to  a  proper  sense  ot  their  obligations.  Indeed  our  brethren  throughout  the 
Union  '»eed  somewhat  to  be  urged  to  their  du»y  in  this  respect.  Compared 
>vuh  other  christian  denominations,  we  are  thrown  into  the  shade.  Christians 
in  other  denominations  in  our  country,  less  in  numbers  and  of  feebler  ability, 
outstrip  us  in  this  heavenly  race,  The  bare  statement  ol  the  (act  will  *timu» 
late  us,  it  is  h  ped,  to  renewed  vigor  in  the  Foreign  Mission  enterprise.  Our 
brethien  in  England  devote,  annually,  nearly  §120,000  to  the  cause  ol  Foreign 
R'iissions.  JN.it  only  do  English  Baptists  support  the  Gospel  at  their  own 
churches,  and  that  tjo,  not  by  having  preaching  once  a  month,  t>ut  very  sa>- 
bath  ;  but  they  are  compelled  by  law  to  assist  in  the  suppoit  ot  the  Episcopal 
Church,  which  is  the  established  ehuich  of  the  kined  m.  1  hese  breihren,  less 
in  number  than  one-thiid  of  American  Baptists,  contribute  more  than  twice  as 
much  as  we  do  fur  the  extension  of  Bur  R-.deenv  r's  caus  among  ihe  heathen. 
4n  almost  all  our  religions  efforts,  the  bmden   lalls  on  a  email  minority  of  lh$ 
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*?Tody.  This  should  not  be  so.  Some  plan  should  be  adopted  by  which  the 
maj  »rity  shouid  lie  brought  to  action.  There  are  about  3a,00O  members  of  the 
Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina— a  portion  of  them,  however,  profess  to  be 
opposed  to  the  sustaining  of  christian  missions  among  pagan  nations — allow- 
ing that  there  are  10,000  of  these,  (and  this  exceeds  the  real  numbers,)  there 
will  be  left  25,000  Baptists  in  N.  Carolina,  who  profess  to  leel  an  int.  rest  in 
Foreign  Missions.  It  were  easy  to  calculate  what  a  vast  amount  of  good 
might  be  effected  by  these  25,000,  if  they  were  to  contribute  systematically. 

Your  Committee  have  observed  some  valuable  hints  on  this  subject  in  the 
September  number  of  the  South  Churchman  Repository.  Suppose  each  Bap- 
tist in  North  Carolina,  friendly  to  missions,  were  to  contribute  the  small 
amount  of  one  cent  a  wetk  lor  Foreign  Missions  :  the  am  unt  that  vculd  be 
contributed  can  be  easily  estimated  ;  and  how  easily  could  we  all  spare  so 
small  an  amount.  In  truth  the  amount  being  small,  constitutes,  in  the  eyes  of 
many,  its  greatest  ground  ol  objection.  Bullet  us  not  be  deterred — such  an 
objection  must  come  from  an  open  enemy,  or  a  timid  friend.  Will  not  our  21 
associations,  that  now  contribute  to  Foreign  Missions,  pledge  each  one  itself 
to  raise,  annually,  an  amount  cquul  to  one  cent  a  we«k  for  each  jf  its  mem. 
bers  ?  Will  not  each  church  in  these  associations  make  an  effort  to  adopt 
and  cany  on  the  cent  a  week  plan  ?  Let  us  hope  they  will  ;  and  ut  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  we  shall  see  the  fruits  of  our  labors.  Nor 
let,  us  bo  discouraged,  if  all  our  members  cannoi  be  brought  to  a  sense  of  their 
duty  at  once.  Forward  let  us  go — onward  lei.  us  move,  until  every  Bsptist  in 
the  State  shall  have  enlisted  in  this  glorious  cause.  The  r<  fix  influence  pro- 
duced on  religion  at  home  oy  our  eff.rt*  to  spread  it  abr  .a. J,  is  a  decided  evi- 
dence of  th<  approbation  f'H  avenoi  the  Foreign  Mission  enterprise.  Those 
churches  that  have  been  foremost  in  the  support  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
operations  have,  without  a  single  xception  in  the  knowledge  of  the  Commit- 
tee, been  most  emineu  ly  favored  from  on  high,  not  only  in  spiritual  growth, 
increase  of  influence  and  numbers,  bu  also  in  a  manliest  elevation  in  piety, 
and  increase  in  all  the  graces  of  the.  spirit.  H«w  culpable  then,  are  thoso 
ministers  who  do  not  urg*  in  their  charges,  their  du'i<s  in  regard  to  sending 
the  Gospel  to  tne  benighted  lands  of  the  earth  ?  In  vain  » ili  tlv  y  plead  at  the 
bar  of  a  Just  Being,  that  ihey  refrained  for  tne  sake  of  peace. —  The  Prophets 
of  old  said  they  could  not  hold  their  peace,  nor  the  AposUes,  nor  even  would 
the  olessed  Redeemer  court  peace,  when  such  tremendous  interests  were  at 
stake.  But,  alas  !  n  is  reserved  for  a  time -serving  ministry  of  the  19ihc*n- 
tu>j,  "  having  itching  ears,"  thus  to  propitiate  lli«  good  will  of  those  who  are 
"  at  east;  in  Zton,"  by  "  shunning  to  declare  the  whose  couns  I  of  God."  But 
we  hope  thai  ihe  tim  has  anived  when  ministers  are  becoming  more  emb  Id- 
ened  in  this  blessed  cause.  Un  parents  loo,  devo'ves  a  duty  of  no  small  mag- 
nitude :  early  impressions  are  seldom  >  fllic  d  Iroin  the  minds  of  the  most  ag  d. 
Through  life  will  sentiments  imbibed  in  childhood  continue ,  unseen  and  un- 
known, to  influence  almost  ev  ry  action.  Ho*  important  that  parents  should 
eaily  imbue  the  mind  of  tneir  fiapriiig,  with  a  proper  view  of  the  surj  ci  of 
our  report.  We  can  easilj  imagine  with  whai  i  ager  eyes  the  hllle  boy  w.  uld 
follow  lht>  finger  ot  a  loud  mother,  as  she  traito  on  ihu  map  the  spji.  that  market

■Qaicutta  ;  and  as  a  mother's  lips  tells  of  the  toils  and  difficulties  of  Carv  and 
his  partners  In  missionary  toil,  his  little  heart  would  pant  that  he  were  a  man 
and  could  follow  over  the  wide  Atlantic,  stand  where  stood  the  man  of  God, 
preach  that  same  Grisp.el,  and  at  last  fill  ao  honored  a  grave  ;  and  when  the 
/father  draws  around  him  his  little  ones,  and  tells  of  the  sufferings  of  a  Judson, 
while  a  prisoner  in  chains,  to  the  unfeeling  idolaters,  while  he  points  out  Ran- 
goon, and  oth-T  places  in  which  h  was  tortus  d,  while  again  h  •  points  to  Ava, 
where  the  heroic  Kincaid  dared  to  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  i>f  a"  R'deem^r's. 
love,  despite  the  menaces  of  a  m^rnless  despot,  and  Maulmein,  Tavoy,  Mer- 
gui  and  the  land  of  the  interesting  Karen, — and  tell  them  that  here  Judson 
now  lives  to  tell  of  a  ris^n  Saviour, — here  the  devoted  Boardman  breathed  his 
last, — there  He  the  remains  of  the  sainted  Pierce,— -th  re  the  humble  monument 
that  covers  the  dust  of  the  pious  Mrs.  Judson.  We  can  easily  Bee  what  an 
interest  will  be  excited  in  that  young  circle,  and  imagine  the  'housand  ques- 
tion* that  will  be  ask'd  b.v  their  infantine  lips.  Not  only  may  parents  thus 
imbue  the  minds  of  the  rising,  gen  ration  with  a  love  of  missions,  but.  the  Sab- 
bath School  teach  r  may  he  a  powerful  auxiliary  m  this  cause.  By  preserving 
interesting  reports  of  missionaries,  and  relating  them  to  his  class  on  Sabbath, 
the  teacher  may  create  in  the  minds  of  his  youthful  charge,  an  abiding  in- 
terest ;  and  possibly  may  excite  in  thera  a  desire  to  become  messengers  off 
bleeding  love  to  dying  man. 

The  prospects  «f  missionaries,  under  the  control  of  the  B  «ard,  are  encoura- 
ging in  all  respectB,  save  the  pecuniary  m<  ans  of  their  maintenance.  The  difhV 
culties  that  oppress  our  country,  are  known  to  be  distressing  ;  and  retreneh-. 
m°nt  in  ..ur  affiKS  is  becoming  necessary  almost  daily  ;  but  let  it  not  begin  m 
our  contributions  to  the  course  of  christian  ben  volenee.  The  apprehensions 
of  our  missionaries  are  painfully  excited,  lest  their  means  <>f  doing  good  ehall 
b<- larthei  restricted,  or  entirely  cut  off,  and  themselves  compelled  to  return 
home  and  engage  in  some  employment,  to  procure  the  necessaries  of  life. 
This  would  be  greatly  to  be  deplored,  inasmuch  as  already  great  expenditures 
have  been  incurred  in  enabling  missionaries  to  reach  their  posts  of  labor,  in 
qualifying  them  to  speak  the  language  of  those  among  whom  they  are  sta* 
tinned,  and  the  erection  of  suitable  houses,  fee.  for  purposes  connected  with 
the  missions  :  and  if  each  of  us  regarded  the  matter  in  its  true  light,  our  mis- 
sions could  be  sustained,  nay  increased,  and  the  burden  on  each  one  would  be 
light.  Donations  ol  articles  of  clothing,  clothes,  stockings — such  articles  as 
ar°  used  in  schools,  as  pen-  ils,  sla'es — vv  uld  piove  very  acceptable  aid. — 
Thousands  might  bo  contr  buted  in  this  way,  which  woud  gladly  be  spared  by 
donors,  did  th^y  knov.  that  such  articles  wu'd  be  needed  j  and  m"asur«>s 
should  be  adopted  in  each  State  whereby  a  channel  could  be  formed,  through 
whieh  such  articles  could  fl  .w  to  the  d  sired  end.  There  are  incidents  in  the 
history  of  our  Foreign  Missionary  op  rations,  that  are  of  exciting  interest. 
In  the  origin  of  the  Baptist  churi-h,  in  Hamburg,  the  hand  of  our  heavenly 
F-ithi  r  is  evidently  8»-en.  A  rermus  and  .  ell-meaning  individual,  desirou*  of 
se.r  king  his  own  salvation,  commences  to  «ean  h  the  Scripiures  Spirituality 
of  'if:'  a.d  heart  are  there  plainly  laid  dounasthe  duty  of  those  who  ^'oU'd 
foilutv  Chiisl.     Dottrnnnvu  to  UnVoto  himself  io>  the  cause  of  human  salvation^ 
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he  makes  the  word  of  "Sod  his  daily  study  ;  and  ha  is  led  to  believe  that  the 
Scriptures  hold  forth  b  liev.r's  baptism  only,  Providentially  he  came  in  con- 
taut  with  a  pi  >us  captain  of  a  ship,  trading  between  Hamburg  and  Philadel- 
phia, who  "instructed  him  in  the  way  mare  perfectly."  That  captain  was  a 
Baptist,  and  he  loved  his  Saviour,  and  f..-lt  that  he  was  "  not  ashamed  of  tho 
Gospel."  What  an  example  is  here  set  to  many  "  who  nam;  the  nam-;  of 
Christ,"  who,  when  they  leave  their  homes,  act  as  though  their  christian  obli- 
gations no  longer  bound  them  when  absent  from  homo.  Mr.  Onckcn  found 
that  this  pious  sailor  held  precisely  the  same  sentiments  that  he  himself  had 
adopted  from  reading  the  Scriptures.  As  time  rolled  on,  Mr.  Oncken  became 
a  Bap'isi  ;  a  church  was  organiz  d  ;  and  although  it  has  passed  through  the 
!jery  trial  of  civil  persecution,  the  church  ha3  continued  to  prosper,  until  not' 
the  Gospel,  in  its  purity,  is  proclaimed  by  faithful  laborers ;  and  there  are  now 
13  churches  that  have  been  constituted  in  connexion  with  the  mission  to  Ger- 
many and  Denmark. 

But  perhaps  there  never  has  occurred  a  more  remarkable  instance  of  the 
Divine  leadings,  than  have  been  apparent  with  the  origin  of  the  Baptist  inter- 
est in  Denmark.  Peter  Mcenster,  feeling  deeply  his  condition  as  a  sinner,  be- 
came convinced  of  his  duty  in  regard  to  baptism,  &.C,  attached  himself  to  the 
church,  and  at  once  became  the  victim  of  unrelenting  persecution.  Hie  bro- 
ther, Adolph  Mcenster,  who  was  about  to  be  installed  into  the  pastoral  office, 
(with  almost  every  comfort  that  could  make  life  desirable,)  in  conn  xion  with 
the  established  church  3  on  learning  his  brother's  distressed  condition,  visited 
him,  conversed  with  him,  and  on  investigation  finding  his  brother  to  be  cor- 
rect, himself  became  a  Baptist.  These  brothers  "shanned  not  to  declare  the 
n  hole  counsel  of  God;"  and  whilst  they  honored  God,  they  cjrew  on  them- 
selves the  vindictive  ire  of  those  who  haa  temporal  authority  over  them.  The" 
were  thrown  into  dungeons,  and  their  limbs  fettered  with  heavy  irons.  Tbo 
bare  recital  of  th  dr  persecution  reflects  sadly  on  the  liberality  of  the  19'h  cen- 
tury— a  cord  was  touched  Uiat  vibrated  most  painfully  throughout  England 
and  America.  The  English  Baptists  sent  a  deputation  to  the  authorities  of 
Denmark,  and  although  they  had  expected  to  find  the  situation  of  our  brethren 
painful,  yet,  say  they,  "it  was  worse"  than  we  expected.  Both  the  brothers 
■were  involved  in  heavy  pecuniary  embarrassments,  in  consequence  of  their 
fines  and  imprisonment,  3nd  when  they  could  no  longer  r  ise  the  means  of  li- 
quidating these  unjust  demands,  their  cruel  persecutors  have  levied  on  their 
little  furniture — and  late  accounts  assure  us  that  it  is,  or  was  but  a  short 
time  since,  advertised  to  b'1  sold  for  prison  charges,  &c.  I  !  !  i — "  Tell  it  not  in 
Gath — publish  it  not  in  the;  streets  of  Askejon  "  This  in  a  professedly  chris- 
tian country  i  Nor  is  this  all  :  another  man,  by  name  cf  Peter  Andreas,  or 
the  crime  of  becoming  a  Baptist,  was  stripped  of  every  article  of  furniture,  and 
even  of  his  clothing,  escpt  what,  he  wore  on  his  person  ;  and  even  th*  little 
presents  given  to  him  by  christian  friends  and  brethren  in  the  depths  of  his 
distress,  were  barbarously  taken  from  him.  The  court  was  compelling  him  to 
undergo  imprisonment  of  from  10  days  to  a  fortnight  at  a  time,  which  was 
nckonednsbo  many  dollars  tov-ards  th"  fiie  imposed  upon  him,  which  he 
jvas  not  able  otherwise  to  pay.     R.asmu»  Jorgensen,  another  holy  siifTererj  hue 
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oeen  fined  on  the  principle  of  arithmetical  progression,  vis  :  the  first  month  <>$ 
his  refusing  to  have  his  child  christened,  h?  was  to  pay  §10  per  week  ;  2nd 
month,  $20  ;  3d  mon'li,  510  ;  4th  month,  $80,  and  so  on,  until  his  properly 
was  exii-jusied —when  be  *as  to  be  imprisoned,  and  uliimately  banished  for 
lit'f ,  ia  case  of  his  continue  d  refusal  lo  bring  his  cfuid  to  ihe  Lutheran  foot.  14 
Srems  almo  t  impossible  to  uelieve  that  such  cru>?lti  s  are  practised  at  Shis  en- 
lighttned  day  in  a  cbnstian  land,  but,  alas !   it  is  too  true. 

■Notwithstanding  a  1  these  ihirgs,  ih^  ha  d  ol  .h--  Lord  is  with  our  brethren  j 
pure  Christianity  is  shedding  its  hallowed  uifluenue  more  and  more  extensively 
ever  thjse  classic  lands;  and  we  cannot  resist  the  conviction  that  « r-  50 
y  ars  shall  bring  around  another  jubilee,  that  that  land,  with  oars,  shall  r*  juice 
wirli  us  in  the  knowkdg-  of  the.  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus. 

Il,  under  all  these  circumstances,  so  discouraging  to  human  view,  the  Gospel 
ll  urun  s  in  the  hands  of  our  missi  varies,  should  we  be  ois'.ourag  c  ?  Shxuldr 
our  coninbu  ions  fail  ?  And  now  while  China  is  thrown  open,  so  that  the 
word  of  God  lias  free  access  to  the  millions  of  her  idolatrous  sutjjcts,  shall  we 
slacken  in  our  (ff.rts  ?  By  no  m-ans  ;  on  the  contrary,  less  us  double  our 
diligence — lei  our  contributions  fi  w  more  freely — let  the  heralds  of  the  Cross 
be  rauitipiied — nor  let  us  give  over  the  struggle,

After  spending  about  an  hour  in  prayer,  the  delegates  and  congrega- 
tion assembled  at  the  stand,  when  (the  persons  appointed  being  absent)  the 
Introductory  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Eli  Phillips  from  Ephesians 
v.  1. 

The  Convention  immediately  afterwards  assembled,  and  (the  President 
and  1st  Vice  President  being  absent)  was  called  to  order  by  Rev.  S.  Wait, 
2nd  Vice  President. 

A  Committee,  consisting  of  brethren  Epaphroditus  Hightower,  James 
Whitaker,  Elisha  King,  and  Elders  Jonathan  King  and  Thomas  Stradley, 
was  appointed  to  supply  the  stand  with  preaching. 

Brethren  Jas.  Brevard  and  Jas.  Whitaker  were  appointed  the  Financial 
Committee.

On  Motion,  it  was  agreed  that  Rev.  S.  Wait  preach  the  Missionary  Ser- 
mon to-morrow,  also  that  a  collection  be  taken  in  behalf  of  the  Convention, 
and  that  brethren  T.  Stradley  and  Elisha  King  be  a  Committee  to  receive 
the  same. 

On  Motion,  Adjourned  till  9  o'clock  Monday  morning.  Prayer  by  bro- 
ther R.  Jordan. 


Sabbath  Morning,  Oct.  15. 
The  services  of  the  day  were  introduced  by  Rev.  Jehu  Chastein,  who 
preached  from  Isa.  xl.  10 :  "Behold  the  Lord  God  will  come  with  strong 
hand,  and  his  arm  shall  rule  for  him,"  etc.  Rev.  S.  Wait  succeeded  and 
preached  the  Missionary  Sermon  from  Matt.  vi.  first  clause  of  the  10th 
verse,  "  Thy  kingdom  come."  After  a  respite  of  half  an  hour,  the  con- 
gregation was  again  addressed  by  Rev.  R.  Babcock,  from  Rev.  iii.  20. — 
''Behold,  I  stand  at  the  door  and  knock  :  If  any  man  hear  my  voice,  and 
open  the  door,  I  will  come  in  to  him,  and  will  sup  with  him,  and  he  with 
me."  After  which  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  by  brethren  Wait 
and  Babcock  to  the  brethren  and  delegates  present. 


Monday  Morning,  Oct.  16. 
The  Convention  assembled,  prayer  by  bro.  R.  Babcock.  A  letter  of  cor- 
respondence was  received  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  So.  Ca.,  con- 
taining the  names  of  brethren  Culpepper,  Hill,  Magee,  Chiles,  Grisham, 


Roberts,  Reynolds,  Dawson,  Rice  and  M.  Gambrell,  as  their  delegates, 
(but  all  absent)  and  brethren  Stradley,  Babcock  and  Wait  were  appointed 
to  prepare  an  answer  to  the  same  to  be  appended  to  these  minutes. 

The  Agent  and  Missionaries  were  called  on  to  report, — their  reports 
were  received  and  ordered  t©  be  sent  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  to 
be  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  afterwards  to  be  appended  to 
the  minutes. 

Brethren  Wait,  Jacks  and  Purify  were  appointed  to  nominate  a  list  of 
persons  of  whom  the  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  be  filled. 

On  Motion,  That  part  of  bro.  Biddle's  communication  relating  to  an 
Eastern  and  Western  Convention,  or  rather  two  annual  Sessions  of  the 
same  Convention,  was  re-read,  discussed  and  referred  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion. 

On  Motion,  the  Convention  gave  way  to  the  North  Carolina  Bible  So- 
ciety. 

The  Convention  resumed  its  business.  Brethren,  N.  J.  Palmer,  J.  J. 
James,  Calvin  Graves  and  John  Kerr  were  appointed  to  represent  this  Con- 
vention in  the  Baptist  General  Association  of  Virginia. 

Brethren  S.  Wait,  R.  Babcock,  L.  DuPre,  N.  A.  Purify  and  W.  A.  At- 
kinson were  appointed  to  represent  this  body  in  the  next  session  of  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  South  Carolina. 

On  Motion,  the  Committee  of  Finance  was  directed  to  settle  with  the 
missionaries  and  take  their  receipts. 

On  Motion,  the  Committee  of  Finance  was  instructed  to  pay  over  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  A.  and  F.Bible  Society  all  monies  designated  for  said  So- 
ciety. 

On  Motion,  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  the  board  and  tuition 
of  bro.  M.  T.  Yates,  beneficiary  at  Wake  Forest  College:  and  it  was  also 
agreed  that  he  be  continued  under  the  patronage  of  the  Board  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

As  the  Committees  appointed  to  report  at  this  Convention  were  absent, 
it  was  agreed  that  they  be  continued  and  requested  to  report  at  the  next 
Convention.

Adjourned  till  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.     Prayer  by  brother  Purify. 


Tuesday  Jforning,  Oct.  17. 

The  Convention  met — Prayer  by  bro.  Stradley.  The  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  nominate  an  indefinite  number  of  names,  out  of  which  to  fill 
the  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  reported — report  concurred  in,  and 
the  committee  discharged. 

Brother  R.  Jacks,  one  of  the  missionaries,  reported  that,  owing  to  an  un- 
usual prospect  of  doing  good,  he  had  laboured  in  the  service  of  the  Con- 
vention one  month  over  his  appointed  time,  for  which  service,  the  Conven- 
tion authorized  the  financial  committee  to  pay  him  ;  but  he  generously 
gave  the  Convention  half  of  it,  $10,  to  be  applied  to  the  Education  Fund. 

The  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  N.  A.  Purify,  Agent  for  the  Con- 
vention, for  his  services. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  South  Carolina,  reported  the  following  response, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted :  On  reception  of  the  friendly  epistle  from 
the  B.  S.  Convention  of  So.  Ca.,  containing  assurances  of  their  disposition 
to  co-operate  in  the  cause  of  education  and  in  every  good  word  and  work, 
Voted,  unanimously,  that  we  cordially  welcome  these  assurances,  and  give  in 
charge  to  our  delegates  to  their  Convention,  to  assure  them  that  we  are 
ready  to  enter  into  any  wise  and  prudent  arrangement  with  them,  for  pro- 
moting the  great  objects  we  are  both  lobouring  to  secure ;  and  especially 
for  arranging  such  a  plan  for  our  educational  interests,  as  may  combine  our 
endeavors  in  the  most  economical  and  efficient  manner. 

On  motion,  It  was  agreed  that  the  Convention  have  an  Agent,  and  bro. 
N.  A.  Purify  was  appointed  Agent,  for  the  ensuing  year  at  the  rate  of 
$300  per  annum.  Furthermore,  the  Agent  was  instructed  to  act  accord- 
ing to  his  own  discretion,  as  to  the  manner  of  creating  and  collecting 
funds. 

Brethren  Lewis  DuPre,  and  Thomas  Stradley,  were  appointed  delegates 
to  represent  us  in  the  next  Triennial  Convention :  and,  the  President  togeth- 
er with  the  Vice  Presidents  were  authorized  to  delegate  persons  to  supply 
their  place,  in  case  of  failure. 

The  Convention  being  satisfied  from  indubitable  testimony  that  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Kimzey  rendered  missionary  service  for  the  year  1836,  for  which  he 
has  not  been  remunerated,  Agreed  that  the  Treasurer,  (with  the  advice  of 
brother  Wait,)  be  instructed  to  examine  into  the  justness  of  his  claim  and 
settle  it  equitably. 

The  report  on  Temperance  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  appended 
to  the  Minutes. 

The  report  on  Periodicals  was  read,  and  after  some  appropriate  remarks, 
was  received  and  ordered  to  be  appended  to  the  Minutes. 

The  report  on  Education  was  read,  and  after  some  appropriate  and  feel- 
ing addresses,  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  appended  to  the  Minutes. 

The  reports  on  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  were  read,  received  and  or- 
dered to  be  appended  to  the  Minutes. 

Brethren  S.  J.  Wheeler,  G.  C.  Moore,  and  G.  M.  Thompson,  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  superintend  missionary  labour  in  the  Eastern  part 
of  the  State  for  the  term  of  six  months  onlv. 


.  Brethren  J.  Whitaker,  E.  Hightower,  and  J.  King,  were  appointed  to 
select  missionaries  and  direct  their  labour  in  the  Western  part  of  the  State 
for  the  term  of  six  months  only. 

The  report  of  the  financial  committee  was  received  and  referred  to  breth- 
ren Wait  and  Purify  together  with  said  committee  for  further  examination ; 
and  there  was  found  an  error  of  $2  15  cts.,  for  which  it  could  not  be  sat- 
isfactorily accounted. 

Agreed  that  1500  copies  of  the  minutes  be  printed  and  distributed  in 
the  usual  manner. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  that  the  next  session  of  the  Convention  be 
held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  to  commence  Friday  before  the  3d.  Sabbath  in 
Oct.  1844. 

Brother  McNabb  was  appointed  to  preach  the  introductory  sermon,  and 
in  case  of  failure,  bro.  Thos.  Stradley. 

Brother  J.  J.  Finch  was  appointed  to  preach  a  sermon  in  behalf  of  the 
Convention  on  the  Sabbaths  and  bro.  James  McDaniel  his  alternate. 

The  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pa\  the  amount  due  for  printing  last 
year's  minutes  as  sorn  as  he  ascertains  it. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  clue  and  are  cheerfully 
tendered  to  the  trends  in  the  place,  for  their  generous  christian  hospitality 
extended  to  tie  Tnembers  and  visiters,  in  the  house  and  in  the  tents,  by 
day  and  by  nigAt.  May  the  choisest  of  Heaven's  blessings  ever  rest  on 
them,  that  they  may  feel  the  confident  assurance  that  their  labour  has  not 
been  in  vain  in  the  Lord  ! 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  m&et  in  Raleigh,  Friday  before  the  3d. 
Lord's  day  in  Oct.  1844.  After  some  suitable  remarks  from  brethren  Bab- 
cock  and  Wait,  the  latter  closed  the  session  by  prayer.

REPORTS. 

ON  TEMPERANCE. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  duty  of  reporting  on  Tempe- 
rance, regret  to  say  that  the  cause  as  far  as  they  have  an  opportunity  of 
judging,  is  at  present,  in  most  places  throughout  the  State  not  so  prosperous 
as  we  could  wish ;  but  we  at  the  same  time  rejoice  to  say  that  the  Tempe- 
rance cause  is  in  many  places  exerting  a  most  powerful  and  salutary  influ- 
ence, and  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  it  has  been  instrumental  in 
the  hands  of  God  of  doing  much  good.  By  its  means,  many  drunkards 
have  been  reclaimed,  and  turbulent  husbands  and  fathers  have  become  af- 
fectionate and  agreeable  companions  and  parents.  Moderate  drinkers  have 
been  prevented  from  becoming  sots,  and  the  young  have  been  hindered 
from  acquiring  a  taste  for  intoxicating  liquors.  There  is  one  fact  which  we 
regret  to  name,  it  is  that  there  are  many  of  the  ministers  of  our  denomi- 
nation, and  deacons  of  our  churches,  as  well  as  many  lay-brethren,  who 
have  not  set  their  faces  sternly  against  the  practice  of  drinking  and  the 
evils  of  intemperance.  Your  committee  conceive  this  to  be  one  amongst 
the  most  important  of  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day,  for  promoting 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  man.  And  with 
this  view  of  the  subject  we  recommend,  that  not  only  every  member  of 
the  Convention,  but  every  member  of  our  denomination,  and  indeed  all 
persons  who  desire  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  and  the 
good  of  mankind  generally,  to  exert  their  influence  to  form  Temperance  So- 
cieties, in  order  that  the  Temperance  Reformation  may  be  spread  far  and 
wide,  till  there  shall  not  be  found  a  single  distillery  of  ardent  spirits  on  the 
happy  shores  of  America,  nor  a  single  individual  who  will  so  much  debase 
himself  as  to  engage  in  the  traffic  of  that  peace  destroying  and  soul  damn- 
ing monster.

ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions  ask  leave  to  report :  that,  having 
had  a  very  favorable  opportunitj-  to  learn  the  actual  condition  of  the  vari- 
ous sections  of  our  State,  we  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to  say,  that  in  our  opin- 
ion there  never  was  a  time  since  our  Convention  was  first  brought  into 
existence,  when  missionaries  were  so  much  needed,  or  when  the  prospect 
of  usefulness  in  this  department  of  labor  was  so  great,  as  at  the  present  time. 
The  general  feeling,  even  within  the  bounds  of  those  Associations  which 
have  heretofore  opposed  all  the  institutions  of  the  day,  is  now  decidedly 
favorable,  at  least,  to  candid  investigation.  Under  these  circumstances 
your  Committee  much  regret  the  inability  of  the  Convention  to  occupy  the 
whole  ground  before  them.  If  the  means  at  command  would  justify  it, 
your  committee  would  urge  the  oppointment  of  more  missionaries  than 
have  ever  been  appointed  by  this  body.  As  it  is,  your  committee  would  re- 
commend that  two  missionaries  be  appointed,  for  at  least  four  or  five 
months  each  ;  one  to  labor  in  the  eastern,  and  the  other  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State.

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ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  Committe  on  Foreign  Missons,  tender  the  following  brief  report:  In 
view  of  the  full  and  able  document  on  this  subject,  published  in  our  last 
minutes,  it  has  not  seemed  to  your  committee  disirable  to  go  at  great 
length  into  the  developement  of  this  important  subject.  The  general 
state  of  our  Foreign  Missions,  remains  substantially  as  it  was  one  year 
since.  Cheering  evidences  of  the  divine  approbation  seem  to  rest  on  the 
efforts  of  our  dear  brethren  in  foreign  lands,  to  communicate  the  knowl- 
edge of  salvation  by  a  crucified  Redeemer.  The  providence  of  God,  which 
has  thrown  open  the  immense  empire  of  China  with  its  thousands  of  mil- 
lions of  unevangelized  population,  reading  a  common  language,  to  the  ef- 
forts of  our  Missionaries,  is  one  of  the  most  striking  indications  of  the  will 
of  God,  that  we  should  go  fokwasd  in  this  mighty  labor  of  Christian  bene- 
volence. 

The  Karens,  a  wild,  simple  hearted  people,  who  seem  to  be  eminently 
prepared  of  the  Lord  for  the  reception  of  the  gospel,  and  who  by  hundreds 
are  now  presenting  themselves  to  our  Missionaries  for  baptism,  giving  sat- 
isfactory evidence  that  they  are  truly  converted,  cannot  fail  to  awaken  the 
liveliest  gratitude,  and  we  trust  have  already  occasioned  many  thanksgiv- 
ings to  God.  So  the  deliverence  of  our  beloved  missionaries  in  Germany 
and  Denmark  from  imprisonment,  experienced  by  them  at  the  hands  of 
professed  christians,  only  for  their  faithful  and  conscientious  adherence  to 
the  doctrines  and  ordinances  of  Jesus  Christ,  gives  us  fresh  occasion  to  re- 
joice in  the  overwhelming  power  oi  Him  who  makes  the  wrath  of  men  tri- 
butary to  His  praise. 

With  no  part  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  operations  of  our  brethren  have 
we  felt  more  sincere  satisfaction,  than  with  their  persevering  and  success- 
ful endeavours  to  give  the  word  of  God  faithfully  translated  to  heathen  na- 
tions. The  Burman  Bible  now  complete,  translated  by  our  beloved  Jud- 
son,  the  Siamese  Testament  by  brother  Jones,  and  the  Karen  Testament 
by  brethren  Mason  and  Wade,  besides  several  others  now  in  progress,  show 
the  laborious  nature  of  the  enterprise  in  which  our  dear  missionary  breth- 
ren are  engaged.  They  have  toiled  long  and  faithfully  to  furnish  this  spi- 
ritual repast  for  the  perishing  heathen,  and  now  they  invite  us  to  enter  in- 
to their  labors  and  share  the  joys  of  gratified  benevolence  in  feeding  hun- 
gry souls  with  the  bread  of  life.  We  have  understood  that  5000  dollars 
will  this  year  be  required  to  enable  the  missionaries  to  print  the  first  edi- 
cts of  the  New  Testament  complete  in  Siam,  and  among  the  Karens. — 
May  it  not  be  hoped  that  this  appeal  will  give  fresh  energy  and  zeal  to  the 
contributors  to  the  American  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  now  engaged  in  fur- 
nishing the  funds  for  this  important  purpose. 

In  our  last  report  it  was  mentioned  that  the  funds  of  our  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  were  exhausted,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  some  thousands 
of  dollars  in  advance  :  and  although  we  have  reason  to  fear  that  a  knowl- 
edge of  this  painful  and  humiliating  deficiency  has  not  aroused  the  Bap- 
tists iu  North  Carolina  to  any  considerable  increase  in  their  contributions 
for  this  object,  still  we  cannot  but  rejoice  to  learn  that  help  has  arisen  from 
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other  quarters,  and  the  receipts  into  the  Foreign  Missionary  Treasury  with- 
in the  last  few  months  evince  a  gratifying  increas3  of  liberality  on  the  part 
of  our  brethren  in  other  States  towards  this  great  and  holy  cause. 

Renewedly  entreating  all  our  brethren  to  reperuse  the  valuable  report 
of  the  Committee  of  our  Convention  last  year  on  Foreign  Missions,  and  to 
carry  its  excellent  recommendations  into  effect,  we  close  by  exhorting  all 
our  dear  brethren  to  escape  the  curse  of  Meroz,  by  coming  up  to  the  help 
of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty.

REPORT  OF  THE  AGENT  AND  MISSIONARIES. 

The  services  of  Rev.  N.  A.  Purify,  Agent,  were  procured  at  Commence- 
ment last  June.  He  commenced  his  labours  for  the  Convention  about  the 
last  of  July  and  traveled  until  the  Convention  met  in  Oct.  During  this 
time,  he  visited  most  of  the  churches  comprising  the  Sandy  Creek,  Beulah 
and  Flat  River  Associations.  He  informs  us  in  his  report,  that  most  of 
the  churches  were  in  a  lukewarm  state — that  some  were  destitute  of  pas- 
tors— that  he  laid  before  them  the  claims  of  the  Convention — circulated 
subscriptions  among  them  to  sustain  its  several  objects — and  was  by  all 
of  them  most  affectionately  received.  From  the  observation  he  made,  he 
thinks  it  important  that  an  Agent  be  kept  constantly  in  the  field,  and  from 
the  destitution  he  witnessed,  that  more  missionary  labour  be  employed. 

Rev.  Eli  Phillips,  Missionary,  commenced  his  labours  in  May,  making 
up  to  September  three  tours,  and  performing  for  the  Convention  four  months' 
service.  He  informs  us  that  he  visited  the  churches  in  the  counties  of  An- 
son, Stanly,  Stokes,  Montgomery,  Davidson,  Davie  and  Surry.  In  relation 
to  the  three  last  named  counties,  he  says,  I  have  been  kindly  received. — 
There  appears  to  be  but  little  opposition  to  the  objects  of  the  Convention, 
and  but  little  doing  in  favour  of  them.  I  however  endeavoured  to  stir  up 
the  minds  of  the  brethren  and  friends  on  the  subject,  and  some  have  prom- 
ised to  contribute  to  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  In  some  places  the 
Churches  are  in  a  cold  and  declining  state,  and  have  but  a  partial  supply 
of  preaching ;  while  in  other  places  they  seem  to  be  enjoying  a  time  of  re- 
freshing from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  In  relation  to  the  four  first  named 
counties,  he  says,  It  is  with  pleasure  I  can  say  to  you  that  on  my  last  tour,  I 
met  with  all  the  encouragement  that  I  could  expect  as  to  the  apparent  success 
of  the  gospel.  Generally  speaking,  old  professors  seem  to  be  warmed  up 
and  much  engaged  in  behalf  of  sinners,  while  there  appears  to  be  a  shaking 
in  the  valley  of  dry  bones.  I  never  have  seen  plainer  indications  of  a  more 
powerful  work  of  grace  amongst  sinners.  I  attended  two  protracted  meet- 
ings in  Davidson  and  also  the  Liberty  Association,  and  at  these  meetings,  I 
witnessed,  as  I  trust,  the  conversion  of  more  than  twenty  precious  souls. 
Stokes  county  with  the  upper  part  of  Davidson,  is  the  most  destitute  of  Bap- 
tist preaching  of  any  place  I  know  of,  and  I  have  no  doubt,  that  if  the  peo- 
ple of  those  regions  could  have  preaching  of  the  right  sort  it  would  be  much 
blest;  the  minds  of  the  people  seemed  to  be  prepared  to  receive  the  gospel. 
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Rev.  Richard  Jacks,  Missionary,  laboured  for  the  Convention  five  months. 
In  his  report,  he  writes,  I  spent  the  latter  part  of  February,  March,  and 
the  first  part  of  April  in  Chatham  and  Randolph  counties.  On  this  tour  I 
visited  most  of  the  churches  composing  the  Sandy  Creek  Association,  and 
found  most  of  them  in  a  cold  state  of  religion.  This  body  is  favorable  and 
liberal  to  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  Several  churches  in  this  Associ- 
ation are  destitute  of  preaching,  and  I  do  think  if  they  could  have  regular 
preaching,  they  would  have  some  good  revivals  among  them.  May  and  June 
I  travelled  in  Wilkes  and  Surry  counties, — attended  a  Union  meeting  and  a 
Ministers'  and  Deacons'  Meeting.  At  these  meetings  the  Lord  poured  out 
his  Spirit  on  the  people :  several  professed  to  find  faith  in  Christ.  The  last 
of  July  and  August  I  travelled  through  the  counties  of  Surry,  Davidson  and 
Randolph.  On  this  tour  I  had  several  protracted  meetings  and  attended  the 
Liberty  Association.  At  those  meetings,  there  were  about  63  converts.  Du- 
ring September  I  attended  protracted  meetings  in  the  counties  of  Ashe  and 
Smith,  Va.  At  cne  of  these  meetings  there  were  19  converts.  The  last 
of  September  I  attended  the  Brier  Creek  Association  in  Wilkes  county ; 
here  also  we  had  a  very  interesting  meeting.  In  all  my  travels  through 
life,  I  have  never  witnessed  such  blessings  on  missionary  labours.  I  have 
scarcely  been  at  a  meeting  but  what  some  professed  a  hope  in  Christ. — 
Opposition  is  going  down  on  every  side.  All  that  is  now  wanting  in  the 
Mountain  Association  to  put  down  opposition,  is  enough  of  missionary  la- 
bour and  preaching  of  the  right  stamp. 

Rev.  Geo.  M.  Thompson,  Missionary,  laboured  lor  the  Convention  three 
months.  In  his  report,  he  writes,  I  have  just  returned  home  from  a  se- 
ries of  meetings,  some  of  which  have  been  of  a  most  interesting  character. 
I  was  at  a  protracted  meeting  with  the  church  at  Antioch,  Halifax  county, 
which  continued  seven  days.  The  services  were  introduced  on  Friday  by 
holding  an  inquiry  meeting,  which  was  blest  in  awakening  the  church. — 
The  meeting  increased  in  interest  from  clay  to  day  as  long  as  it  continued. 
Thirteen  professed  to  have  a  hope  in  Christ:  a  large  majority  were  young 
men  who  promise  much  usefulness.  Our  meeting  at  Hickory  Chapel  con- 
tinued five  days,  and  though  but  few  professed  religion,  yet  we  believe 
that  the  word  preached  will  be  as  bread  cast  upon  the  waters,  that  will  be 
seen  many  days  to  come.  I  then  proceeded  to  the  Falls  of  Tar  River. — 
On  the  fifth  day  of  the  meeting  brother  Amos  J.  Battle  came  to  our  assis- 
tance, and  we  proceeded  to  the  constitution  of  a  church.  An  appropriate 
sermon  was  delivered  by  bro.  Battle,  and  nine  members  were  constituted 
into  a  gospel  church,  after  which  a  door  was  opened  for  the  reception  of 
members  and  six  were  received  by  experience.  Many  were  present  at 
the  River's  side  next  morning  to  witness  the  baptismal  scene.  Afterwards, 
we  repaired  to  the  meeting  house  and  after  preaching  ordained  a  brother 
to  the  office  of  deacon  and  celebrated  the  dying  love  of  Jesus.  My  Mis- 
sionary labours  have  been  mostly  confined  to  the  Kehukee  Association. — 
The  people  within  its  bounds  are  desirous  of  hearing  us,  and  I  am  decid- 
edly of  the  opinion,  that'  it  is  high  time  for  us  to  awake  out  of  sleep  and 
advauee  onward  preaching  Christ  and  him  crucified.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

As  the  evening  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject of  Education,  your  Committee  have  omitted  all  remarks, 
except  in  regard  to  the  following  Instil utions: 

I.  Wake  Forest  College. — In  locating  this  Institution,  the 
Trustees  were  truly  fortunate,  for  its  location  is  one  of  the  most 
delightful  and  healthy  in  the  State.  In  a  neighborhood  distin- 
guished for  its  morality  and  intelligence,  it  is  far  removed  from 
many  of  the  temptations  which  beset  the  paths  of  youth,  and 
surrounded  by  an  enlightened  and  healthful  moral  and  religious 
influence. 

In  arranging  (he  departments  of  this  institution  into  Col- 
legiate and  Academical,  especial  reference  was  had  to  the 
wants  of  the  denomination  and  patrons.  In  the  Collegiate  de- 
partment the  studies  pursued  are  the  same  as  in  other  Colleges. 
In  the  Academical  department  the  course  of  studies  is  two- 
fold— Classical  and  English.  The  Classical  course  is  arranged 
with  special  reference  to  preparing  students  for  College, 
while  ihe  English  varies  to  meet  the  circumstances  of  the  pupil, 
his  age  and  capacity,  the  time  he  will  probably  remain  at  the 
Institution,  and  his  anticipated  occupation  in  after  life.  Every 
facility  is  also  afforded  those  who  wish  to  qualify  themselves  to 
take  charge  of  schools  or  to  pursue  a  ihorough  English  and 
Mathematical  course  without  attending  to  the  Languages. 

The  younger  students  in  the  Academical  department  are  re- 
quired to  be  present  with  the  teacher  during  the  usual  hours 
allolled  to  study,  while  the  older  and  more  advanced  are  per- 
mitted to  pursue  their  studies  in  private  rooms  to  avoid  any 
noise  or  interruption  while  classes  are  reciting. 

The  officers  endeavor  to  cultivate  a  kind  and  familiar  inter- 
course with  the  students,  frequently  visit  them  in  private  to  aid 
and  encourage  them  in  their  studies,  and  to  urge  upon  them  the 
importance  of  diligence,  punctuality,  and  other  manly  habits, 
as  necessary  to  their  well  being  and  success  in  subsequent,  life. 

A  record  of  the  general  conduct  and  scholarship  of  each  stu- 
dent is  kept  and  forwarded  to  those  parents  and  guardians  who 
rnt&y  request  the  same. 

The  Annual  Commencement  is  held  on  the  2nd  Thursday  of 
June. 

The  winter  session  opens  on  the  third  Monday  of  January, 
and  the  fall  session  on  the  last  Monday  of  July. 


II.  Furman  Theological  Institution,  South  Carolina. — Tlic  Min- 
utes of  the  S.  C.  Convention  do  not  contain  much  information 
in  regard  to  this  Institution.  Its  object,  however,  is  to  afford  to 
the  rising-  ministry  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a  good  theological 
education,  that  the  "man  of  God  may  be  thoroughly  furnished" 
for  his  important  and  arduous  duties.  From  an  account  of  a 
recent  examination,  it  appears  that  the  institution  is  in  success- 
ful operation  and  is  conferring  great  and  lasting  benefits  on 
those  who  have  availed  themselves  of  its  advantages.  There 
is  no  charge  for  tuition — the  expenses  of  the  scholastic  year  be- 
ing only  $85.  The  attention  of  our  ministering  brethren  are 
earnestly  invited  to  this  Institution. 

III.  Milton  Female  Seminary By  a  resolution   of  your  body, 

this  Seminary  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  your  Com- 
mittee. It  is  located  in  Milton.  The  Principal,  Rev.  E.  W. 
West,  is  known  to  your  Committee  as  a  distinguished  scholar, 
and  devoted  christian.  The  Seminary  commences  operation 
in  January  next,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  render  it 
worthy  of  public  patronage.  It  is  with  confidence,  therefore, 
recommended  to  our  brethren  and  friends,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
they  will  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  which  it  will  af- 
ford to  confer  upon  their  daughters  a  thorough  and  accomplish- 
ed education.  Further  particulars  can  be  ascertained  by  addres- 
sing N.  J.  Palmer,  Esq.,  Post  Master,  Milton,  N.  C.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL   CHANGES. 

Among  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  during  the  past 
year,  solemnly  affecting  the  interests  of  the  Convention  and  the 
cause  of  religion  in  general,  are  those  providences  of  God  which 
have  removed  several  zealous  and  energetic  brethren.  To  pass 
by  these  events  unimproved  would  betray  an  insensibility  de- 
rogatory to  christian  character.  And,  if  your  Committee  have 
not  misapprehended  the  design  of  their  appointment,  it  is  to  col- 
lect and  present  these  changes. 

The  first  subject  of  these  was  our  highly  esteemed  bro.,  El- 
der Warren  Brooks,  of  Chatham,  one  of  our  missionaries.  He 
was  a  zealous  and  devoted  minister,  and  a  warm  friend  and  ad- 
vocate of  all  the  benevolent  Associations  of  ihe  day.  For  ev- 
ery good  work  his  hand  was  ready.  But  in  a  career  of  useful- 
ness, which  shone  brighter  and  brighter  as  he  advanced,  he 
was  taken  away.  Though  he  lived  only  a  little  while  yet  he 
did  much  and  his  works  render  his  memory  blessed. 

The  next  subject  of  these  changes  was  our  highly  esteemed 
bro.,  Elder  David  Thomson,  of  Smithfield — whose  name  needs 
but  be  mentioned  to  produce  a  sensation  in  the  bosoms  of  many 
now  present.  He  was  one  of  the  few  who  first  engaged  in  the 
promotion  of  the  Convention,  and  Wake  Forest  College.  Pos- 
sessing an  ardent  temperament,  he  entered  with  his  might  into 
whatever  his  hand  found  to  do;  and  having  also  a  penetrating- 
and  discriminating  mind,  his  efficiency  was  felt.  No  one  was 
more  zealous,  more  efficient.  But  it  has  pleased  Him,  whose 
ways  are  mysterious,  to  dissolve  his  connexion  with  earth,  and 
to  grant  him  a  glorious  and  triumphant  entrance  among  the 
saints  in  glory.  In  his  closing  exercises  was  strikingly  verified 
the  divine  promise,  "Them  that  honor  me,  I  will  honor." 


Bro.  Ransom  Saunders,  of  Johnson,  member  elect  to  the  Sen- 
ate, is  another  whose  loss  we  arc  called  on  to  deplore.  Posses- 
sing fine  talents,  ample  pecuniary  resources,  extensive  popu- 
larity, and,  above  all,  genuine  christian  principles,  and  un- 
blemished christian  character,  he  was  eminently  qualified  to 
promote  the  interests  of  the  Convention  and  College.  This  he 
did  by  his  pecuniary  contributions,  by  his  influence,  and  by  his 
advocacy.  But  alas,  the  places  that  once  knew  him  will  know 
him  no  more  forever. 

Another  instance  is  the  death  of  our  highly  esteemed  bro. 
John  Oliver,  of  Duplin.  In  the  early  days  of  the  Convention, 
when  surrounded  by  those,  who,  if  not  opposed,  were  disaffect- 
ed towards  it,  he,  promptly  and  with  a  noble  spirit,  steped  forth 
in  their  patronage  and  zealous  defence.  And  in  the  recent  ef- 
fort made  by  the  Trustees  to  free  the  College  from  debt,  he 
rendered  the  Agent  in  his  region  very  essential  aid.  In  regard 
to  these  institutions  his  life  was  indeed  a  declaration,  "if  I  for- 
get thee,  O  Jerusalem,  let  my  right  hand  forget  her  cunning." 
But  he  rests  from  his  labours.  He  has  gone  to  join  the  assem- 
bly of  the  first  born  in  heaven. 

Nor  are  we  permitted  to  finish  this  mournful  record  here. 
There  is  yet  another — the  death  of  our  highly  esteemed  brother, 
Elder  John  Armstrong,  late  of  Columbus,  Miss.  He  was  prom- 
inent in  that  little  band  that  originated  the  Convention  and  sub- 
sequently the  College,  and  bore  a  distinguisked  part  in  carrying 
them  forward.  For  a  time  he  filled  the  chair  of  Ancient  Lan- 
guages in  the  College.  He  was  the  refined  gentleman,  the  ac- 
complished scholar,  the  profound  theologian,  the  powerful 
preacher,  the  eminent  christian.  His  piety  was  of  a  pure  and 
elevated  character.  But  few  have  passed  a  career  of  greater 
usefulness  and  distinction,  or  have  closed  it  more  generally  la- 
mented. 

Under  these  afflictive  changes,  your  Committee  fee]  that  we 
have  great  cause  for  humiliation,  and  would  therefore  present 
the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  we  entertain  a  lively^ sense  of  the  excellences 
of  our  departed  brethren. 

Resolved,  That  we  suspend  business  for  a  season  of  humilia- 
tion and  prayer. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Daniel,  N.  J.  Palmer,  and  J.  Robertson. 

5.  The  Committee  on  securing  a  fuller  representation  of  the 
Churches  recommend  the  following  as  the  best  method  which 
occurs  to  them  :  1st.  The  employment  of  an  efficient  agent. 
2d.  That  a  greater  effort  be  made  on  the  part  of  our  Agent, 
Missionaries  and  Pastors  to  influence  all  our  churches  to  become 
auxiliary  to  the  Convention  by  sending  annual  contributions 
and  delegates.  3d.  When  this  cannot  be  done  then  that  aux- 
iliary societies  be  formed.  4th.  A  spirited  correspondence  by 
the  corresponding  Secretary.  5th.  A  stirring  annual  report  by 
the  Board,  and  a  more  extensive  circulation  of  missionary  in- 
telligence. T.  Meredith,  CWm.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Believing  that  the  principal  thing-  needed  to  stir  up  our  peo- 
ple to  greater  zeal  and  liberality  for  the  Foreign  Mission  de- 
partment of  our  labor,  is  correct  information  respecting  its  char- 
acter, condition  and  prospects,  we  applied  to  the  Board  at  Bos- 
ton for  a  statement  of  facts  on  these  points,  and  from  the  facts 
received  the  following  extracts  are  presented: 

"There  are  occupied  by  our  Missionaries  eighty-seven  sta- 
tions, at  which  the  gospel  is  regularly  preached,  always  on  the 
Sabbath;  at  many  of  them  frequently  during  the  week,  besides 
what  is  done  by  itinerancy. 

"There  are  seventy-five  churches,  composed  of  about  5000 
communicants;  besides  these,  there  are  probably  about  3000 
Karens  in  Burmah  proper  converted,  but  not  baptized,  because 
they  have  no  ordained  minister  among  them  to  administer  the 
ordinance.  The  missionaries  being  excluded  from  the  Empire, 
and  limited  in  their  labors  to  the  British  Provinces,  the  work 
has  been  continued  for  several  years  by  the  native  converts, 
and  so  fast  as  any  are  converted  they  join  'the  company  of  the 
disciples,'  as  they  are  styled.  Several  hundred  of  these  have, 
from  time  to  time,  gone  over  into  the  Provinces  and  been  bap- 
tized by  the  Missionaries,  and  then  returned  to  strengthen  their 
brethren.  The  whole  number,  1  here  fore,  of  believing  converts, 
who  have  been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  through 
the  agency  of  our  Missionaries,  must  be  about  8000,  nearly  one 
thousand  of  whom,  have  professed  their  faith  in  Christ  during  the 
past  year. 

"The  number  of  Missionaries  now  in  the  field  is  one  hundred 
and  eleven — about  half  of  whom  are  males,  and  preachers. 
There  are  about  one  hundred  native  preachers  and  assistants 
sustained  by  the  Board.  There  are,  perhaps,  2000  children 
sustained,  directly  and  indirectly,  by  the  Missionaries,  who  are 
receiving  a  christian  education.     In  many  schools  the  grace  of 
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God  hag  been  richly  displayed,  and  many  of  the  most  promis- 
ing- pupils  have  been  hopefully  converted. 

"To  most  of  the  stations  God  has  been  signally  gracious.  Ad- 
ditions to  1 1 1 ^  Mission  churches  from  among-  the  natives,  are  as 
common  as  among  our  best  churches  in  America.  We  have  just 
had  intelligence  of  something  like  150  baptisms,  most  of  which 
arc:  in  Burmah.  The  blessing  of  God  upon  our  labors  among  the 
heathen  is  greater  than  the  most  sanguine  expectations,  even  of 
the  Missionaries  themselves.  And  wide  doors  are  opening 
around  and  adjacent  to  almost  every  station.  The  light  of  the 
cross  is  attracting  the  heathen  to  it. 

"But  what  shall  be  said  of  our  finances — our  means  of  meet- 
ing the  growing  demands  upon  us?  The  Board  was  in  debt  at 
i<s  annual  meeting  in  April,  1841,  Si. 214  92 — in  April,  1842, 
|6,871  76— in  -43,  $14,859  16— in  '44,  $27,706  16.  There  is 
no  reason  to  believe  that  this  debt  has  been  diminished  since 
April,  nor  has  it  probably  increased.  So  the  Board  intend.  Now 
it  may  be  asked  why  such  a  debt  should  be  allowed  to  arise — 
especially  as,  in  the  mean  time,  the  annual  receipts  of  the  Board 
have  been  greater  than  at  any  former  time?  The  answer  is, 
the  demand  has  been  so  pressing  it  could  7\ot  be  resisted.  The  re- 
fusals to  the  applications,  not  only  from  the  Missionaries,  but 
from  the  heathen  themselves,  have  been  frequent,  and  are 
more  painful  to  the  members  of  the  Board  than  any  one  can 
imagine  who  has  not  experienced  it. 

"Besides  this,  the  Board,  from  the  want  of  funds,  have  already 
detained  one  Missionary  and  his  wife  in  this  country  almost  a 
year  ;  and  two  other  families  are  ready  to  go,  but  the  Board  will 
be  obliged  to  inform  them  that  there  are  no  funds.  These  are  the 
facts,  my  brother,  and  happy  is  that  disciple  of  Christ  in  Amer- 
ica, who  can  say  in  view  of  them,  I  have  delivered  my  soul."" 

We  submit  the  facts,  without  comment,  to  O.ie  serious  consid- 
eration of  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  with*  the  prayer  that 
God  may  make  them  effectual  in  opening  Gur  hearts  by  our 
next  Convention.  J.  J.  Finch,  Ch'm. 

The  remainder  of  the  evening  was  occupied  in  the  discussion 
of  the  following  resolutions  : 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Taylor,  Resolved,  That  the  n#lti- 
tudes  yet  in  spiritual  ignorance  have  claims  on  the  enlarged  be- 
nevolence of  christians. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Wm.  L.  Hartson,  Resolved,  That  the  sal- 
vation of  the  heathen  depends  instrumentally  on  the  preaching 
of  the  Gospel. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  R.  Furman,  Resolved,  That  the  spirit  of 
Missions  and  the  spirit  of  Christianity  are  identical. 
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Resolved,  That  our  churches  be  affectionately  urged  to  adopt 
some  system  by  which  all  their  members  may  enjoy  th3  op- 
portunity of  contributing-  to  sustain  (he  cause  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, and  that  our  ministering  brethren  be  requested  to  bring 
this  subject  distinctly  before  their  respective  congregations. 

After  the  announcement  of  preaching  to-night,  at  7  o'clock, 
by  Rev.  J.  C.  Furman,  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  Presbyterian 
Session  Room  at  9  o'clock   to-morrow.     Prayer  by  bio.  Taylor.

Since  the  art  of  printing  was  invented  the  press  has  had  a 
mighty  influence  upon  the  world.  Knowledge  has,  to  a  great 
degree,  become  the  property  of  mankind.  In  many  instances, 
the  press  has  been  employed  to  advocate  the  cause  oi~  Infideli- 
ty. So  in  many  instances,  has  it  been  employed  in  the  cause  of 
Christianity.  By  this  means  the  latter,  under  the.  blessing  of 
God,  has  tiiumphed  over  the  former.  The  votaries  of  the  cross 
should  never  neglect  this  great  instrumentality.  We  would  re- 
commend the  following  publications: 

1st.  The  Bielical  Recorder. — This  is  a  weekly  paper  published 
at  Raleigh,  at  $2  in  advance.  Our  State  should  furnish  3000 
subscribers,  and  South  Carolina,  while  she  has  no  paper,  as 
many  more. 

2nd.  The  Baptist  Record. — This  is  the  organ  of  the  book  con- 
cern and  is  published  at  Philadelphia,  at  $1  a  year. 

3rd.  The  Macedonian. — This  is  a  monthly  published  by  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board.  It  is  devoted  to  Missionary  intelli- 
gence. One  copy  can  be  had  for  16  2-3  cents,  or  six  num- 
bers for  a  dollar.  The  address  is  "Macedonian,  No.  11.  Coin- 
hill,  Boston,  Mass." 

4th.  The  Christian  Review. — This  is  a  quarterly,  and  every 
minister  iu  the  State  should  take  it.  Single  copies  at  $3,  two 
copies  at  $5,  and  five  copies  at  $10.  The  postage  for  the  year 
is  68  cents. 

5th.  The  Baptist  Missionary  Magazine,  Boston,   t\ie   Baptist 
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Memorial,  New  York,  and  I  he  Baptist  Preacher,  Richmond,  are 
each  $1  a  year  and  are  all  interesting  periodicals. 

We  cannot  too  earnestly  recommand  to  your  consideration 
the  Publication  Society  at.  Philadelphia.  We  should  have  an 
agent  for  this  special  department  in  the  State.  Our  Missiona- 
ries and  Pastors  should  all  act  as  Colporteurs  for  the  Society. 
You  can  obtain  books  thus:  Send,  by  a  merchant  of  your  ac- 
quaintance, to  B.  R.  Loxley,  Philadelphia,  a  bond,  with  a  res- 
ponsible name  as  security,  for  the  amount  of  books  you  wish  to 
obtain,  and  he  can  bring-  them  on  with  goods.  As  the  books 
are  sold  the  bond  can  be  taken  up.  The  following  books  are 
recommended  for  Sunday  Schools:  Ripley's  Notes  on  the  Gos- 
pels $1  25,  also  on  the  Acts  75  cents;  Malcom's  Bible  Diction- 
ary, 50  cents  ;  Nevin's  Biblical  Antiquities,  68  cents  ;  3.  Lin- 
coln's Bible  Class  Book,  also  his  Sunday  Question  Book.  The 
Baptist  Library,  and  the  Encyclopedia  of  Religious  Knowledge 
are  also  excellent  works. 

The  Publication  Society  will  also  furnish  a  small  Library  for 
poor  ministers  at  the  low  price  of  $10.

eral use,  have  published  the  Psalmist; 

Tkerefoie  Resolved,  That  the  Convention  recommend  the 
Psalmist  to  our  brethren  and  churches,  when  they  may  have 
occasion  to  purchase  anew  Hymn  Book. 

REPORT  ON  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

The  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

Of  the  various  plans  for  benevolent  effort  there  are  few  so  im- 
portant as  the  Sunday  School  system.  It.  is  the  prime  instru- 
mentality for  the  moral  and  religious  education  of  the  rising 
generation.  If  it  be  important  that  children  be  restrained  from 
vice  ad  wicked  associations — if  it  be  important  that  they  be 
taught,  to  remember  the  Sabbath  day,  to  keep  it  holy — and  if  it 
be  important,  that,  their  minds  be  stored  with  religious  knowl- 
edge and  bible  truth — then  it  is  important  that  they  should  be 
instructed  in  the  Sabbath  School. 

Many  arc  ready  to  acknowledge  the  utility   of  these  schools 
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and  to  speak  in  high  terms  of  their  advantages;  but  how  few 
can  be  fount!  willing  to  make,  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  and 
from  year  to  year^  the  self-denying  efforts  necessary  to  promote 
their  interests.  In  most  cases  o"iir  schools  fail  for  want  of  faith- 
ful teachers. 

Many  of  our  brethren  and  churches,  friendly  to  benevolent 
efforts,  are  slumbering  on  this  subject,  and  the  children,  in  their 
midst,  are  permitted  to  spend  their  Sabbaths  in  idleness  and 
vice.  Never  shall  we,  as  individuals  or  as  chinches,  enjoy  that 
prosperity  for  which  we  pray,  until  we  all  shall  be  engaged  as 
active  teachers,  or  as  scholars  in  the  Sabbath  School  or  Bible 
class. 

So  little  has  the  attention  of  the  Convention  been  directed  to 
this  subject  that  the  ordinary  statistics  of  these  schools  have  not 
been  collected.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  for 
next  year,  be  instructed  to  direct  particular  attention  to  this 
subject.  Your  Committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  Edi- 
tor of  the  Biblical  Recorder  be  requested  to  establish  in  his  ex- 
cellent paper  a  special  department  for  Sabbath  Schools.  The 
following  resolutions  are  also  recommended  : 

1st.  Resolved,  That  the  importance  of  the  moral  and  religious 
instruction  of  the  rising  generation  has  not  been  duly  appreci- 
ated. 

2nd.  That  pastors  and  churches  be  affectionately  urged  to 
make  more  vigorous  efforts  to  organize  and  sustain  Sabbath 
Schools.  G.  W.  Thompson,  Ch'm. 

The  adoption  of  this  report  was  moved  by  bro.  J.  J.  James, 
who  accompanied  his  motion  with  very  interesting  remarks, 
and  seconded  by  bro.  S.  J.  Wheeler. 

Resolved,  That  we  sympathize  with  our  brethren,  Oncken, 
Moenster,  and  others  in  Denmark,  who  are  suffering  much  from 
the  established  church  of  that  country  for  their  devotion  to  bap- 
tist principles;  and  also,  that  these  brethren  be  made  the  sub- 
ject of  our  special  prayer  in  the  prayer-meeting. 

Voted,  That  bro.  Jeter  be  invited  to  preach  the  concluding 
sermon  at  11  o'clock  to-morrow. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  the  Baptist  Church  at  3  o'clock.

Your  Committee  regret  the  absence  of  yonr  Corresponding 
Secretciry,  and  of  course,  their'iuability  to  present  the  reports 
of  your  Missionaries  since  the  last  meeting.  Had  these  reports 
been  before  them,  they  would  have  some,  data  on  which  to  base 
the  present.  They  can  only,  iherefore,  present,  in  a  succinct 
manner,  the  importance  of  a  more  extended  and  efficient  effort, 
in  the  cause  of  domestic  missions  in  future.  They  believe  that 
on  the  success  of  our  domestic  missionary  operations  depends, 
in  a  good  degree,  the  carrying-  out  of  the  other  objects  of  the 
Convention.  In  order  thai  the  importance  of  sending  the  gos- 
pel to  the  heathen,  and  of  preparing  pious  young  men  for  the 
ministry  may  be  duly  appreciated,  nil  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Convention  should  be  furnished  with  the  preaching  of  the  gos- 
pel. While  our  brethren  have  contributed  liberally  to  the  Amer- 
ican Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  that  institution  has  almost 
entirely  overlooked  our  Slate  in  the  appointment  of  its  mission- 
aries, although  repeatedly  urged  to  do  something  for  us.  The 
experience  of  the  past  admonishes  us  for  the  future  to  look 
well  to  our  own  efforts  in  this  great  work,  and,  instead  of  rely- 
ing on  Hercules,  to  put  our  own  shoulders  to  the  wheel.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  Every  meeting  tor  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer,  either  by 
the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  whom  he  shall  appoint. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  arise  and  address  the  President,  on  any  subject  to  be  dis- 
cussed. 

3.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded ;  and  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  without  special  leave  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers  in  any  way  the 
Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from  among  the  members. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

6.  During  the  hours  of  businesss  all  private  conversation,  walking  across,  or  out 
of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  President  first  obtained,  shall  be  deemed  a 
breach  of  order. 

7.  The  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  each  day,  previous  to  proceeding  to 
business. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the  mover  and  handed 
to  the  chair  or  Secretary  before  debated. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn, 
to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to  amend  ;  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  tne  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  But  no 
motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be 
admitted  under  colour  of  amendment. 

10.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made,  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or  nega- 
tive, it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  for  re- 
consideration thereof  on  the  same  day. 

1 1 .  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  calle^  for,  and  is  objected  to  by  any  member, 
it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

12-  No  member  shall  absent  himself  fmm  the  service  of  the  Convention,  unless 
he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Coustitution,  shall  be  decided  by 
a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  regulations,  he  shall 
be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  reminded  of  his  duty  by 
any  member  present.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  N.  C.  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 

Article  1.  This  Institution  shall  be  denominated  the  N.  C.  Bible  Society,  aux- 
iliary to  the  Am.  and  F.  Bible  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  ol  this  Society  shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the  A.  &  F.  Bible 
Society,  in  promoting  wider  circulation  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  most  faithiul  ver- 
sions that  can  be  procured. 

Art.  3.  The  members  of  this  institution  shall  consist  of  such  persons  as  shall 
contribute  annually  to  its  funds. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Corresponding 
and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  to  whom  shall  be  added  a  Board  oi 
18  Managers — all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annuaJl}'. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  officers  to  perform  the  services  appropriate- 
ly belonging  to  their  respective  stations. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  .Managers,  five  of  whom  shall  form 
a  quorum,  to  transact  all  business  demanding  attention,  during  the  intervals  of  the 
Society's  meetings. 

Art.  7.  The  annual  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  same  place 
and  on  the  same  week,  with  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention  of  this  State. 

Art.  8.  The  foregoing  Constitution  shall  be  subject  to  amendment  by  a  vote  of 
twothirK  whenever  expediency  shall  dictate.

ed  bro.  A.  Judson,  and  the  mission  \vi(h  which  he  is  connected. 
On  motion,   J.  J.  Finch,   S.  Wait  and  Dr.  Crenshaw,  were 
appointed  to   draw  np  a  resolution  expressive   of  bur  sympa- 
thies and  views  respecting  the  death  of  Mrs.  Judson. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Rev.  J.  J.  James, 
and  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas,  the  members  of  this  Convention  have  just  heard 
of  the  demise  of  the  Rev.  Stephen  Chapin,  D.  D.,  late  Presi- 
dent of  the  Columbian  College  ;  and  whereas,  they  cherish  a 
lively  sense  of  the  moral  and  intellectual  value  of  the.  deceas- 
ed, therefore 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  this  eminent  servant  of  God 
religion  has  lost  one  of  its  brightest  examples,  the  church  of 
Christ  one  of  her  most  valuable  members,  and  the  cause  of 
education  one  of  its  profound  advocates  and  devoted  patrons.

The  committee  on  the  recommendations  in  the  Home  Mis- 
sion report,  think  it  not  best,  at  present  to  assign  the  duties  of 
Agent  and  Secretary  to  one  person,  but  would  recommend  the 
appointment  of  an  agent  to  give  his  whole  lime' to  the  duties 
of  his  office,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  who  shall  fix 
his  salary  and  direct  his  labors.  Your  Committee  would  fur- 
ther recommend  Rev.  J.  Dennis  as  Agent  of  the  Convention. 

J.  J.  JAMES,  Chairman. 

Rev.  J.  J.  James  gave  a  verbal  report  of  Ins  visit  to  the  Con- 
vention at  Boiling-  Spring  in  August  last,  and  presented  two 
copies  of  their  constitution  and  proceedings.

Finch,  M.  T.  Yates,  and  N.  J.  Palmer  Esq.,  with  any  others 
who  may  find  it  convenient  to  attend. 

T.  B.  Barnett,from  the  committee  on  Finance  made  a  report 
which  was  received  and  the  committee  discharged. 

On  motion  it  was  Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary be  directed  \o  request  Associations,  and  other  religious  bo- 
dies connected  with  the  Baptist  denomination  in  this  State,  to 
forward  their  funds  for  missionary  purposes  to  the  Convention 
or  its  Board,  and  to  recommend  such  persons  as  they  may 
wish  appointed  missionaries  in  their  bounds,  each  auxiliary 
thus  contributing,  being  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Con- 
vention according  to  the  provision  of  the  Constitution:  and 
should  any  Association  or  other  society  decline  placing  their 
funds  under  the  supervision  or  the  Convention,  and  to  having 
their  missionaries  appointed  by  its  Board,  on  their  recoinmen- 


dalion,  the  Secretary  will  request  them,  in  that  case,  to  repert 
the  amount  they  contribute  to  benevolent  purposes  for  inser- 
tion in  our  minutes. 

Delegates  to  corresponding  bodies  called  on  to  report.  Rev. 
J.  J.  James  reported  that  he  attended  the  General  Association 
of  Va.,  at  Lynchburg.  Rev.  N.  M.  Havins  reported  that  he 
attended  the  Bap.

J.  J.  James,  S.' Wait,  D.  S.  Williams,  J.  Kerr,  Cal.  Graves,  T. 
B.  Barnett,  and  T.  Meredith. 

To  the  Baptist  Convention  of  S.  C,  commencing  at  Gillis- 
sonville  on  Friday  before  the  second  Lord's  day  in  December 
next,  T.  Meredith,  N.  M.  Havins,  J.  McDaniel,  J.  A.  Davis, 
and  J.  J.  Finch. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted  :  Where- 
as members  of  this  Convention  have  heretofore  incurred  con- 
siderable expense  in  attending  corresponding  bodies,  There- 
fore Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  churches,  Associa- 
tions, and  other  bodies  represented  in  this  Convention,  to  de- 
vise some  means  for  defraying  such  expenses  in  future.

Voted,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  Western  Convention  be 
published  in  the  minutes  of  this  body,  they  paying  the  expense 
of  the  snme.

N.J.  Palmer  Esq.  presented  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lution, which  was  discussed  and  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas  it  is  deemed  by  this  Convention  to  be  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  the  Baptist  denomination,  and  to  the  interests  of 
truth  in  general,  that  Academies  and  Schools  should  be  estab- 
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lished  under  the  care  and  patronage  of  Baptists,  and  that  our 
children  and  wards  should  not  be  sent  to  schools  where  secta- 
rian principles,  opposed  to  the  doctrines  and  ordinances  of  our 
church  are  taught,  and  form  a  part  of  their  instruction,  There- 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recommend  to  their  breth- 
ren throughout  the  State,  to  encourage  the  establishment  of 
Schools,  both  male  and  female,  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Baptist  denomination,  and  by  all  proper  means  to  sustain  and 
support  those  which  have  been  and  may  be  established,  as  a 
means,  under  God's  blessing,  of  advancing  the  interests  of 
true  religion. 

Resolved,  That  the  Agent  be  requested  to  report  to  the  next 
Convention  all  the  information  he  can  obtain  respecting  the 
religious  destitution  of  our  State. 

On  motion,  standing  committees  were  appointed  on  the  fol- 
lowing subjects  to  report  to  the  next  Convention,  the  first  name 
of  each  class  being  the  chairman.

Resolved,  That  2000  copies  of  the  minutes  be  printed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  commence  its  next  session 
at  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  Thursday  preceeding  the  3rd  Lord's 
day  in  October,  1846,  and  (hat  the  Introductory  sermon  be 
preached  in  the  evening  of  the  same  day  at  7  o'clock.

APPENDIX.. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD. 

In  presenting  their  fifteenth  annual  report,  the  Board  of  the 
Convention  cannot  revert  to  the  events  of  the  past  year,  with- 
out a  feeling  of  profound  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the 
church.  Throughout  our  churches  a  more  liberal  and  energet- 
ic spirit  has  been  excited,  and  if  proper  steps  are  taken  to  cul- 
tivate that  spirit,  we  shall  soon  see  a  rapid  approximation  tq 
that  point  of  usefulness  which  we  trust  our  Convention  is  des- 
tined ultimately  to  attain.  The  transactions  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  of  the  Triennial  Convention  in  April  last,  the 
formation  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  Augusta,  and 
other  leading  dispensations  of  Divine  Providence,  have  in- 
duced a  ieeTing  ot  the  necessity,  which  exists  for  exertion  on 
our  part.  While  we  regret  the  cause,  we  feel  that  we  are  now 
called  upon  to  do  more  for  the  great  interests  of  human  salva- 
tion than  in  years  past. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Convention,  the  Board  held  a 
semi-annual  meeting  at  Wake  Forest  College  in  June,  besides 
other  adjourned  meetings.  At  these  meetings  missionaries 
were  selected,  and  a  committee  appointed  to  recommend  to  the 
Am.  Baptist  Home  Missionary  Society,  a  suitable  missionary 
for  those  counties  embraced  in  the  bounds  of  the  Kehukee  As- 
sociation. Agents  were  also  appointed  for  different  portions 
of  the  State. 

We  have  not  heard  from  either  of  the  missionaries  except 
Elder  Win.  Haynes,  who  reports  that  he  has  travelled  832 
miles  in  the  bounds  of  the  Tuckaseige,  Valley  River  and  Sa- 
lem Associations,  has  preached  79  sermons  in  75  days,  besides 
laboring  in  private  families.  His  report  was  made  on  the  18th 
of  August  last ;  during  his  term  of  labor  he  had  concluded  to 
visit  the  churches  in  the  French  Broad  Association.  His  la- 
bors were  duly  esteemed  among  the  people,  and  good  results 
were  anticipated. 

Other  missionaries  have  been  written  to,  and  requested  to 
forward  their  reports  in  time  to  be  embodied  in  this  report,  but 
as  yet,  their  answers  have  not  been  received  ;  they  will  how- 
ever appear  in  the  minutes,  if  they  come  to  hand.  We  antici- 
pate considerable  aid  from  the  Western  Convention  which 
was  constituted  in  September  last  at  the  Boiling  Spring  Camp 
Ground.  In  order,  however,  that  our  Western  Auxiliary 
may  be  effective  and  prosperous,  it  will  doubtless  be  necessa- 


u 

r|  that  if.  shall  he  strongly  represented  in  our  State  Condi- 
tion every  year.  It  is  justly  apprehended  that  the  cause  of 
benevolence  must  suffer  in  the  Western  part  of  our  State,  if 
the  churc-hes  shall  deem  it  unnecessary  to  send  their  delegates 
to  the  meetings  of  our  annual  Convention.  Western  Carolina 
presents  an  inviting  iield  to  the  missionary,  and  our  brethren 
in  the  mountains  have  manifested  a  commendable  zeal  in  their 
efforts  to  supply  their  own  destitution.  The  opinion  is  gain- 
ing ground /Chat  more  should  be  done  for  Home  Missions  than 
v.e  have-done.  Indeed  were  the  entire  efforts  of  the  Conven- 
tion concentrated  on  this  single  object,  scarcely  would  it  then 
receive  the  notice  due  so  important  a  department.  Were  our 
churches  properly  alive  to  their  duties,  and  aware  of  the  mourn- 
full  destitution  which  exists  in  man)'  parts  of  the  State,  an 
amount  would  be  raised  for  Home  Missions  which  would  ex- 
ceed the  entire  revenue  of  the  Convention.  This  is  not  spok- 
en in  derogation  of  the  other  objects  of  the  Convention:  far" 
from  it:  but  we  say,  that  while  we  attempt  to  do  more  for 
Home  Missions,  we  will  not  do  less  for  the  other  objects-con- 
templated by  the  Convention.  In  the  commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, a  few  years  ago,  there  was  a  more  remarkable  desti- 
tution of  Baptist  preaching  than  in  any  other  State  in  the  Un- 
ion, considering  the  amount  of  Baptist  in  due  nee  there  was  in  the 
State.  The  energies  of  the  denomination  were  combined  a 
few  years  ago  in  a  State  Convention,  which  soon  lulled  into 
peace,  the  jars  and  feuds  of  nrethren  ;  an  enlarged  system  of 
Home  Missions  was  originated,  which  has  resulted  in  greatly 
increasing  the  strength  of  our  brethren,  and  they  now  rejoice 
in  the  fact,  that  interest  in  2",  flourishing  churches  do  exist, 
where  once,  our  name  was  almost  unknown.  Can  we  not  do 
likewise  1  Is  the  power  of  divine  grace  more  restricted  in  N. 
Carolina  than  in  other  States  1  Let  us  arouse.  Let  at  least 
two  active  agents  be  selected,  men  of  piety  and  intelligence, 
for  agents;  let  them  go  through  the  neighborhood  of  every 
church  in  the  Stale,  and  stir  up  the  whole  denomination. — 
Such  a  course  will  no  doubt  increase  our  means  and  enable 
the  Convention  to  supply  every  destitute  part  of  the  State  with 
the  preached  word.  Might  not  the  present  Convention,  in  an- 
ticipation of  such  a  result,  proceed  to  appoint  missionaries  to 
needy  portions  throughout  the  State  ?  Or  might  not  missiona- 
ries be  appointed  in  every  Association  with  the  condition  that 
each  Association  thus  supplied,  shall  engage  to  provide  one 
half,  the  support  of  the  missionary?  Thus  oui  churches  would 
at  once  be  brought  into  active  co-operation  with  the  Conven- 
tion, and  a  greater  amount  of  good  would  be  secured.  One 
fact  has  surprised  the  mind  of  every  observing  man,  who  has" 
noticed  our  operations  for  year.-  past  :  it  u  the  culpable  neglect, 


\re  have  been  guilty  of,  in  not  providing  o;ir  large  (owns  and 
county  seals  with  the  means  of  the  gospel.  This  ought  not  so 
to  be.  So  far  as  the  means  of  the  Convention  will  justify,  ev- 
ery place  of  importance  should  he  supplied  with  regular  preach- 
ing. Citizens  of  our  towns  should  be  invited  to  co-operate  in 
this  excellent  woik.  Instances  have  occurred  recently  in  our 
State,  where  the  generosity  of  citizens  of  some  of  our  towns, 
have  left  nothing  of  the  minister's  salary  to  he  paid,  by  those, 
through  whose  instrumentality,  their  religions  teaching  was 
provided.  Very  affecting  accounts  of  the  destitution  of  the 
people  in  Stokes  eounly,  and  its  vicinity,  have  attracted  our 
attention.  .And  the  Board  would  suggest  that  the  Convention 
pledge  one  third  the  support  of  a  missionary  to  labour  in  that 
section  on  condition  that  Liberty  and  Yadkin  would  engage 
to  supply  the  remaining  two  thirds  of  the  salary.  Much  good 
might  be  effected  by  sending  missionaries  two  and  two,  in  that, 
season  of  the  year  most  favorable  to  the  holding  protracted 
meetings,  throughout  the  bounds  of  their  respective  fields  of 
labor,  and  especially  in  towns  and  county  seats,  and  other 
places  of  importance.  Many  suggestions  of  a  similar  charac- 
ter here  present  themselves,  to  which  it  is  deemed  unnecessa- 
ry to  advert. 

There  are  four  young  brethren  pursuing  their  studies  at 
Wake  Forest  College  under  the  patronage  of  the  Convention. 
These  brethren  contiriue,  by  their  christianlike  deportment 
and  attention  to  study,  to  inspire  our  hopes  of  their  future  use- 
fulness in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Board  addressed  a  circular  to  the 
churches  at  its  meeting  in  June.  The  appeal  we  trust  has 
been  laid  before  every  church  friendly  to  the  Convention  in 
the  State.  And  we  trust  that  our  present  meeting  will  evince 
the  results  of  action  upon  Uiat  circular.  We  feel  now  as  then, 
"decidedly  opposed  to  splitting  into  shreds  and  fragments." — 
The  correspondence  between  ministers  and  leading  brethren  in 
the  State  with  our  corresponding  Secretary,  shews,  that  as  a 
body,  we  deprecate  so  much  division,  and  such  a  splitting 
among  brethren.  Let  us  hope  that  the  two  great  threads  left 
entire  in  the  cord  of  affection,  which  once  bound  us  to  our 
brethren  at  the  North,  may  yet  be  the  means  of  bringing  us 
all  to  perceive  truth  in  a  clear  light,  and  be  instrumental  in 
restoring  harmony,  and  fraternal  feeling,  if  not  a  renewed  co- 
operation if)  the  great  work  of  Mission?.  To  set  in  motion  two 
institutions  like  our  Bible  and  Publication  Societies,  must  re- 
quire a  vast  outlay  of  pecuniary  means,  before  any  thing  can 
be  accomplished  :  and  when  those  means  are  .judiciously  ex- 
pended, as  much  good  can  be  effected,  as  could  be  effected  by 
printing  presses  and  plates  set  up  in  every  Stale  in  the  Union. 
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Let  moderation  prevail  in  our  councils  while  discussing  these 
matters,  and  if  ultimately,  we  are  driven  off  from  these  insti- 
tutions, which  we  cannot  at  present  anticipate,  then  let  us 
act  as  did  the  patriarch  Abraham,  when  compelled  to  separate 
from  his  kinsman.  Let  us  act  in  the  spirit  of  christian  love 
and  forbearance. 

And  now,  brethren,  we  have  met  once  more — on  this  Con- 
vention will  devolve  a  greater  amount  of  responsibility  than  has 
ever  rested  on  any  previous  neeling.  If  any  latent  disposition 
to  action  be  excited,  cherish  it  we  pray  you,  nor  let  your  en- 
ergies evaporate  in  the  recording  of  pungent  resolutions.  Use 
your  best  efforts  to  this  good  cause.  Let  the  salvation  of  the 
heathen,  the  redemption  of  the  impenitent  among  us,  nerve 
every  heart.  Let  us  enter  this  work  with  a  good  resolution. — 
Let  us  act  as  faithful  stewards,  knowing  that  the  time  will  soon 
arrive,  when  we  shall  be  called  on  to  render  out  account. — 
Since  the  organization  of  this  body,  fifteen  years  ago,  many  of 
our  dear  fellow  laborers  have  been  called  to  receive  their  re- 
ward :  and  soon  shall  we,  with  a  Carter,  a  Graham,  and  an 
Armstrong,  hear  the  summons 

"Child,  your  Father  call?, 
Come  home." 

And  if  we  would  hear  that  sound,  and  be  happy;  if  we 
would  hear  its  notes,  sweeter  than  the  syren's  song,  then  be 
engaged  in  this  glorious  work.  Remember  that  the  light  of 
this  life  will  soon  vanish  forever  in  the  gloom  of  the  grave — 
these  bright  eyes  will  soon  be  quenched  in  death — these  beat- 
ing hearts  shall  soon  cease  their  pulsations  forever — soon  shall 
we  say  to  those  whom  we  love,  farewell  ;  and  these  bodies  en- 
ter the  cold  and  cheerless  vault  of  the  grave.  These  reflec- 
tions, as  a  voice  from  the  eternal  world,  call  us  to  our  duly. — 
Our  cause  is  onward,  truth,  is  advancing,  error  receding ;  all 
encourage  us  to  vigorous  exertion.  Let  us  resolve  that  we 
will  not  be  recreant  to  our  duty,  but  use  every  effort  from  this 
time  henceforth,  to  live  unto  Him  who  has  died  for  our  salva- 
tion. And  when  the  struggle  is  over,  we  shall  peacefully 
leave  these  scenes,  so  often  alternated  with  sorrow  and  pain, 
and  enter  those  blessed  abodes,  where 

"Rivers  ol  pleasure  flow  o'er  the  bright  plains,* 

And  the  noontide  of  glory  eternally  reigns."

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  committee  on  Home  Missions  would  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  report : — 

The  action  of  thij  Board  of  the  A.  B.  Home  Mission  Society, 
notwithstanding- the  amount  of  abolition  influence  brought  tq 
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I  bear  upon  it,  has  been  generally,  unexceptionable  and  satis- 
|  factory.     The  appointment  of  brethren  Mark  Bennett,  and  J. 
J.  Finch,  to  important  positions,  as  missionaries  in  this  State, 
;  both  of  whom  were  probably  known  to  be  owners  of  slaves, 
j  was  calculated  to  confirm  our  confidence  in  the  integrity  aud 
independence  of  that  body.     And  if  there  were  not  more  fre- 
quent appointments  in  favor    of  missionaries  in  this  State,  it 
was  thought  to  be  mainly,  if  not  entirely,   because   such   ap- 
pointments were  not  applied  for. 

At  the  last  anniversary  of  the  Society,  held  in  April  1845; 
however,  measures  were  adopted — or  at  least  were  said  to  have 
been  adopted — which,  if  correctly  reported,  must  give  an  en- 
tirely new  aspect  to  all  the  relations  sustained  by  us  to  that 
institution.  It  was  announced  in  the  papers,  professing  to  giva 
correct  reports  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting,  that  the 
Board  was  instructed  to  employ,  thereafter,  no  one  as  mission- 
ary, who  was  an  owner  of  slaves  : — and  also,  that  a  commit- 
tee was  appointed  to  carry  into  effect  a  dissolution  or  division 
of  the  Society,  with  reference  to  the  troubles  and  disquietudes 
introduced  into  that  body  by  Abolitionists.  Although  those 
reports  were  permitted  to  pass  at  the  time  without  contradic- 
tion, and  of  course  to  be  received  as  true  and  authentic  docu- 
ments, we  are  now  informed,  from  private  sources,  that  the 
resolution  relating  to  the  appointment  Of  missionaries,  was 
not  passed ;  or  if  passed,  was  afterwards  reconsidered  and  re- 
scinded! And,  as  proof  of  this,  reference  has  been  made  to 
the  officially  published  proceedings  of  the  Society,  which  are 
entirely  silent  on  the  subject. 

In  the  face  of  these  discordant  and  contradictory  statements, 
We  are  of  course  much  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  receive  as 
facts  in  the  case.  And  this  embarrassment  has  been  some- 
what increased  by  the  circumstance,  that,  although  an  expla- 
nation, or  a  clear  statement  of  what  was  done.,  has  been  pub- 
licly called  for,  no  such  explanation  or  statement  has  been  giv- 
en. In  the  mean  time,  we  believe  it  has  not  been  denied,  that 
a  committee  has  been  appointed,  charged  With  what  is  styled 
"an  amicable  dissolution  of  the  Society, "  and  directed  to  re- 
port at  the  next  anniversary,to  take  place  in  April  or  May  1846. 
The  above  statement  is  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Con- 
vention, which  it  is  presumed  will  take  such  action  in  reference 
to  the  case,  as  the  interests  of  the  cause  may  seem  to  demand. 
Shortly  after  the  above  mentioned  meeting  at  Providence, 
and  while  the  reported  proceedings  referred  to  were  in  free 
and  general  circulation,  the  Southern  Convention,  held  at  Au- 
gusta Geo.,  adopted  its  constitution  ; — -in  which  provision  was 
made  for  a  Home  Mission  department,  designed  specially  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Southern  States,  and  contemplating  a  par- 
tial or  an  entire   separation,  on  the  part  of  our  State  institu- 
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tions,  from  the  General  or  Parent  Society.      Here  is  another 
statement  of  facts  submitted,  claiming  the  attention  and   ac-* 
tion  of  this  Convention. 

Respecting  the  amount  of  missionary  labor  performed  dur- 
ing the  year  by  missionaries  under  the  immediate  appointment 
of  our  own  Board,  your  committee  are  able  to  say  not hjpg  de- 
finitively, not  having  had  access  to  the  reports  or  proceedings 
in  the  case.  For  these  the  Convention  are  referred,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course,  to  the  Report  of  the  Board  ;  or  as  is  more  usually 
the  case,  to  the  reports  of  the  missionaries  themselves. 

Respecting  the  operations  of  brethren  Bennett  and  Finch, 
already  alluded  to,  your  Committee  would  furnish  such  infor- 
mation as  they  happen  casually  to  possess.  The  former  was 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  the  General  Society,  on  application 
of  a  committee  under  the  direction  of  your  Board,  to  travel 
and  preach  in  the  bounds  of  the  Kehukee  Association,  embrac- 
ing some  four  or  five  counties.  Brother  B.  has  been  engaged1 
in  his  missionary  labors  for  several  months  ;  and  although  hav- 
ing to  encounter  much  opposition  and  many  difficulties,  as 
might  have  been  expected,  he  has,  we  have  reason  to  believe,, 
toiled  on  with  exemplary  prudence  and  fidelity.  From  the 
qualities  of  the  soil  which  he  was  called  to  cultivate,  an 
immediate  harvest  was  not  to,  be  anticipated.  We  believe  that 
he  has  done  well  however,  and  that  the  fruits  of  his  labors 
will  eventually  be  rich  and  abundant.  For  details,  the  Con- 
vention is  referred  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  also  to 
the  report  of  brother  Bennett,  which  will  also  probably  be  laid 
before  the  meeting. 

Brother  Finch  was  appointed  by  the  General  Society,  at  the 
instance  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  church,  and  under  the  recom- 
mendation probably  of  a  committee  appointed  by  your  Board. 
The  Object  of  his  appointment,  was  to  aid  the  church  afore- 
said in  supporting  him  as  their  pastor.  He  has  labored  in  this 
field,  it  is  believed,  assiduously,  and  with  marked  success,, 
since  February  last.  For  further  particulars  the  Convention 
is  referred  to  the  church  and  congregation  here  present,  and 
to  a  report  which  will  probably  be  made  by  brother  Finch  him- 
self, or  by  the  church,  or  possibly  by  both  parties. 

Your  committee  deem  it  not  unappropriate  to  add,  that  they 
consider  our  Home  Mission  department  the  main  spring,  not 
only  of  the  successful  movements  of  this  Convention,  but  in- 
deed of  all  our  religious  and  denominational  operations  in  the 
State.  It  is  the  legitimate  province  of  our  Home  Mission  de- 
partment to  cultivate  the  soil  on  which  we  are  dependent  for 
the  support  of  all  other  departments  and  operations.  Let  our 
churches  become  enlightened,  pious,  and  effective,  and  with 
a  divine  blessing,  every  thing  will  prosper.  Let  our  churches 
and  people  be   neglected,  on  the  contrary,  and  every  thing 
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must  necessarily  retrograde.  But  to  build  up  our  chinches,  to 
supply  destitute  places,  to  infuse  into  all  a  spirit  of  prayer,  of 
piety,  of  zeal,  and  of  self-devotion — in  short  to  produce  a  gen- 
eral revival  of  "pure  and  undefiled  religion"  throughout  our 
bounds — we  need  in  addition  to  those  already  in  the  field, seme 
two  or  three  scores  of  effective  and  devoted  missionaries.  It  is 
the  province  of  our  Home  Mission  department  to  supply  these. 

The  failure  heretofore  to  accomplish  as  much  in  this  Depart- 
ment as  ought  to  have  been  done,  has  resulted  from  acombination 
of  causes,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  following: — 

In  the'  first  place,  we  have  generally  lacked  the  men  of 
the  requisite  qualifications,  and  whose  circumstances  were 
such  as  to  permit  them  to  labor  for  the  scanty  allowance,  which 
our  limited  resources,  and  contracted  notions  of  economy, 
would  permit  us  to  offer  them. 

In  the  next  place,  our  means  have  always  been  inadequate. 
Our  ,C;$fiVc1ies  and  brethren  generally,  have  always  seemed 
to  haxje,  isibre  to  spare  for  Foreign  Missions,  for  the  General 
H.  M.  Sqeiety,  or  in  fact  for  any  enterprise  to  be  conducted  at 
a  distance^  than  for  the  demands  of  their  Home  establishment 
■ — than  for  the  support  of  their  own  missionaries,  the  strength- 
ening of  their  own  institutions,  and  the  cultivation  of  their 
own  grounds.  We  do  not  mean  to  say,  that,  for  the  former 
they  should  have  done  less  :  our  meaning  is,  that  for  the  lat- 
ter they  should  have  done  more. 

In  the  next  place,  the  business  of  the  department  has  al- 
ways been  carelessly,  indifferently,  and  inefficiently  managed, 
It  has  ordinarily  devolved  on  the  Board,  consisting  of  members 
scattered  pretty  much  over  the  State,  holding  a  meeting  once 
a  year  perhaps,  and  possibly  not  so  often,  and  always  too  much 
engrossed  with  other  matters  to  allow  them  much  time  for 
thought,  much  less  for  careful  and  efficient  action,  in  relation 
to  their  official  duties. 

To  remedy  these  evils,  our  Home  Mission  department  has 
sometimes  been  entrusted  to  the  hands  of  an  Executive  com- 
mittee. But  here  too  the  same  evils  have  more  or  less  pre- 
vailed. The  members  were  appointed  without  proper  respect 
to  their  "local  habitation" — could  rarely  or  never  get  togeth- 
er— and  when  they  did,  were  too  little  conversant  with  the  na- 
ture of  the  business  on  hand,  and  too  much  encumbered  by 
cares  and  occupations  of  their  own,  to  give  much  time  or  at- 
tention to  the  claims  of  their  official  station. 

And  to  this  last  mentioned  difficulty,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee,  the  ineffectiveness  of  our  Home  Mission  depart- 
ment, is  mainly  to  be  attributed.  If  the  business  of  the  de- 
partment was  managed  as  it  might  be  managed,  and  as  it  un- 
doubtedly ought  to  be  managed,  it  is  confidently  believed,  that 
we  should  not  be  long  in  finding  both  men  and  money  sufficient 
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to  supply  every  destitute  and  neglected  portion  of  our  State  : 
so  that  instead  of  seeing  delegates  come  to  this  Convention  by 
dozens,  we  should  have  them  here  by  hundreds. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  and  considerations,  your  com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  the  offices  of  Agent  and  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  be  united  in  one  person — that  he  be  requir- 
ed to  give  his  whole  time  to  the  work — that  he  be  paid  libe- 
rally for  his  services — that  he  be  located  in  "some  central  and 
convenient  position — that  he  have  near  him,  and  near  to  each 
other,  a  small,  but  efficient  Ex.  Board — that  to  these  the  whole 
business  of  the  Department  shall  be  confided — that  they  be 
required  to  meet  statedly  at  least  once  a  month — and  that  they 
be  directed  to  give  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  their  proceed- 
ings at  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

The  foregoing  embrace  the  principal  points  of  interest  to 
which  it  is  thought  the  attention  of  the  Convention  should  be 
directed,  during  their  present  session — all  of  which  is  respect- 
fully submitted,  T.  MEREDITH,  Chairman. 

REPORT  ON  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  followingas  their  report : 
Sensible  of  the  importance  of  presenting  in  an  annual  re- 
port on  this  subject,  something  more  than  a  mere  conviction 
of  the  utility  of  S.  Schools,  your  committee  made  an  effort  to 
collect  all  the  statistical  matter  which  might  aid  them  in  form- 
ing a  correct  estimate  as  to  what  the  Baptists  were  doing  in 
N.  Carolina,  in  this  department  of  christian  effort.  But  in  this 
they  have  been  sadly  disappointed.  No  information  has  been 
received  which  will  justify  a  general  estimate.  They  are  there- 
fore unable  to  report  on  the  present  condition  of  our  Sabbath 
Schools  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  ;  and  can  only  say,  that 
from  the  information  which  they  have  received,  they  are  in- 
duced to  believe,  that  in  some  portions  of  the  State,  there  has 
been  during  the  past  year,  a  gratifying  increase,  both  in  the 
or anizition  of  new  Schools,  and  in  the  enlargement  of  those 
previously  establ  ished  :  in  other  portions,  (and  by  far  the  larger,) 
there  has  been  little  or  no  change  for  the  better ;  while  in  others 
still,  they  are  led  to  fear  there  has  been  a  real  declension. 
Your  committee  are  under  the  conviction  that  there  ought 
to  be  at  least  five  times  the  present  number  of  S.  Schools  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Baptists  in  N.  Carolina  ;  and  under 
this  impression,  they  have  been  led  seriously  to  enquire  if 
something  cannot  be  done  to  wake  up  the  churches  on  this 
important  subject.  To  see  a  large  portion  of  the  rising  gene- 
ration growing  up  without  moral  and  religious  instruction,  is 
painful  indeed.  Your  committee  have  entertained  this  subject 
with  deep  emotions.  They  are  compelled  to  regard  the  Sab- 
bath institution  as  one  of  the  wisest  and  most  benevolent  of 
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human  measures.     It  is  the  nursery  of  the  church  and  the  sal- 
vation of  the  3'oung-. 

Before  concluding-  this  report,  your  committee  beg  leave  re- 
spectfully to  urge  the  importance  of  adopting-  some  more  sys- 
tematic and  efficient  plan  for  the  advancement  of  this  cause. 
They  are  of  the  opinion  that  th.?re  should  be  a  distinct  organ- 
ization for  S.  Schools,  find  that  an  efficient  Agent  ought  to  be 
immediately  employed  in  their  behalf.  They  believe  that, 
the  cause  of  truth  and  benevolence  cannot  be  better  subserved 
than  by  such  an  appointment.  Under  the  present  arrange- 
ment  there  is  no  means  of  reaching  this  subject  except  in  the 
feeblest  manner.  What,  it  may  be  asked,  are  we  as  a  Con- 
vention doing-  to  promote  the  cause  of  S.  Schools  ?  The  only 
answer  which  can  be  given  is  that  we  are  favorable  to  the 
subject  and  recommend  it  in  our  annual  proceedings.  Will 
this  however  dispel  the  darkness  which  exists?  Will  it  arouse 
the  energies  of  pastors  and  churches  to  this  important,  work  1 
The  whole  subject  is  herewith  most  respectfully  submitted  to 
the  wisdom  of  the    Convention, — in    behalf  of  the  committee.

REPORT  ON  PUPLICATIONS. 

The  committee  on  Publications  have  had  that  subject  under 
consideration,  and  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port :  Next  to  the  circulation  of  the  word  of  God,  and  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  the  dissemination  of  proper 
religious  Books,  Tracts,  and  Newspapers,  is  the  most  efficient, 
means  of  enlightening  the  minds  and  influencing  the  hearts  of 
men  with  feelings  and  dispositions  to  be  useful  in  their  day 
and  generation,  and  to  be  instrumental  in  advancing  the  Re- 
deemer's Kingdom  on  the  earth.  We  are  told  in  the  word  of 
God,  "That  righteousness  exaltefh  a  nation,  but  sin  is  a  re- 
proach to  any  people."  And  experience  has  proved  that  ig- 
norance and  supeistition  is  the  degredation  of  our  race — dan- 
gerous to  our  free  institutions,  and  (he  most  formidable  power 
to  the  cause  of  religion  and  benevolence. 

Your  committee  regret  to  have  it  to  say,  but  the  cause  of 
truth  requires  it,  that  our  denomination  have  been  too  neglect- 
ful in  the  South,  particularly  in  North  Carolina,  in  their  ef- 
forts to  circulate  their  publications  within  our  bounds.  But 
(hey  are  cheered  by  the  prospect,  that  they  are  inching  up  to 
their  duty  in  this  particular, and  what  has  already  been  effected, 
is  an  encouraging  omen  ^of  what  may  and  will  ere  long  be  done. 
In  the  bounds  of  several  of  our  Associations,  depositories  of  books 
and  tracts  have  been  established,  either  by  the  Association 
and  churches,  or  through  the  enterprise  of  individual  members 
of  the  church,  impressed  with   the  importance  of  the  object. 

When  the  Beulah  Association  engaged   the  services  of  their 
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present  zealous  and  efficient  missionary,  (Rer.  E.  Dodson,)  it 
was  with  the  understanding'  ihnt  he  would  also  act  as  a  colpor- 
teur in  the  sale  of  books  and  other  publications  of  our  denom- 
ination, and  os  Agent  for  the  Biblical  Recorder.  The  profits 
of  the  sale  of  books  to  be  applied  in  part  payment  of  his  sala- 
ry. He  engaged  in  the  enterpnze  with  a  zeal  and  persever- 
ance worthy  of  the  cause,  and  abundant  success  has  crowned 
his  efforts.  He  has  been  instrumental  in  winning  a  number  of 
souls  to  Christ — a  large  number  of  religious  publications  have 
been  sold  and  circulated  by  him — and  a  considerable  accession 
has  been  made  to  the  list  of  subscribers  to  the  Biblical  Recor- 
der within  the  bounds  of  that  Association.  Those  who  through 
age  and  infirmity  were  unable  to  attend  on  the  preaching  of 
the  word,  have  been  enahled  at,  their  own  firesides,  to  enjoy 
the  preaching  and  counsel  of  the  eminent  of  the  earth  ;  while 
the  young  converts,  and  the  before  inactive  christians,  have 
been  stirred  up  to  a  due  sense  of  their  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties. His  labors  and  exertions  will  exert  an  influence,  and  pro- 
dine  fruits,  when  he  and  those  who  co-operate  with  him  shall 
cease  their  labors  on  earth  and  be  gathered  to  their  fathers. 

What  has  been  thus  effected  in  one  Association,  may  be  ac- 
complished in  every  other  in  the  State  ;  and  the  result  cannot 
be  otherwise  than  cheering  to  the  heart  of  every  Baptist,  and 
lo  its  accomplishment  let  all  our  efforts  be  directed. 

Your  committee  after  mature  consideration,  would  recom- 
mend as  the  best  means  of  effecting-  the  designs  and  objects 
embraced  in  t  his  report,  the  formation  at  our  present  session 
of  aPublication,  Sunday  School  and  TractSociety  for  the  whole 
State,  to  meet  annually  with  the  Convention — to  have  an 
Agent  and  depository  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  and  that  the  As- 
sociations and  churches  throughout  the  State,  be  earnestly  re- 
quested to  form  auxiliary  Societies,  and  establish  branch  de- 
positories. They  would  also  recommend  that  the  missionaries 
of  the  Convention,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Associations,  act  as 
colporteurs  in  the  sale  and  distribution  of  Baptist  publications, 
and  make  reports  of  their  success  in  this  particular  and  the 
results  thereof. 

A  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Society  ina)^  well  be  con- 
nected, and  the  former  is  almost  indispensable  to  the  success 
of  the  latter.  The  plan  of  operations  recommended  in  this 
report,  has  been  for  years  in  operation  by  our  brethren  in  the 
neighboring  State  of  Virginia,  and  the  success  that  has  there 
attended  it,  is  a  sure  guaranty  that  we  may  expect  like  results. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recommend  the  formation 
of  a  Baptist  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Society  for  the 
State.

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PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 


Monday  evening,  Oct.  20M,  1845. 

After  the  delivery  of  the  annual  sermon  by  the  Rev.  J.  J. 
James,  and  a  pnbho  collection  being  taken  up  in  aid  of  its 
funds,  the  Society  convened  in  the  Baptist  church  in  Raleigh. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Rev.  T.  Meredith,  the  Rev.

Raleigh  Oct.  20th,  1845. 

The  Convention  having  passed  a  resolution  recommending 
the  formation  of  a  Sunday  School  and  Publication  Society,  im- 
mediately after  the  adjournment,  of  the  Convention,  a  number 
of  the  members  met  in  the  Baptist  church  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  a  Society  of  the  above  name. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  N.J.  Palmer  Esq.,  on 
whose  motion,  Thos.B.  Barnetl  Esq.,  was  called  to  the  chair, 
and  Danl.  DuPre  jr.,  appointed  Secretary  to  the  meeting. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  J.James,  it  was  unanimously  Re- 
solved, That  the  meeting  form  itself  into  a  Sunday  School 
and  Publication  Society. 

On  motion  a  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  N.  J. 
Palmer  and  J.  J.  James,  to  draft  a  constitution  for  the  Society 
and  to  nominate  its  officers. 

After  a  short  time,  the  committee  reported  the  following 
constitution,  which  having  been  read,  was  unanimously  adopt- 

CONSTITUTION. 

Art.  1st. — This  Society  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist 3  indny  School  Publication  Society,  and  shall  be  auxiliary 
to  the  American  Baptist  and  Publication  Society. 

gBrt.  2d. — The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  promotion 
of  the  general  interests  of  Sunday  Schools  and  Tract  distribu- 
tion in  North  Carolina,  by  the  organization  and  encourage- 
ment of  new  Schools,  by  the  circulation  of  suitable  books  and 
periodicals,  by  awakening  the  energies  of  the  denomination, 
and  by  the  prosecution  of  such  other  measures  as  mav  be 
deemed  expedient. 

^  3d.~The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President, 
V  ice   Presidents,  Ctorfcgjpondinff  and    Recording  Secretary,  a 
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Treasurer,  and  thirteen  other  persons,  who  together,  shall  con- 
stitute a  Board  of  Managers  for  the  transaction  of  the  necessa- 
ry business  of  this  Society,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  and 
five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  4th. — Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Socie- 
ty by  the  payment  of  one  dollar  per  annum,  a  Life  Member 
by  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  a  Life  Director  by  the  pay- 
ment of  fifty  dollars,  and  each  Church  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
delegate  for  every  five  dollars. 

Art.  5th. — Any  Sunday  School  or  Sunday'School  Tract  So- 
ciety, may  become  auxiliary  to  this  Society  by  forwarding  to 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  an  annual  report  of  its  condition, 
and  may  send  two  delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Society. 

Art. 6th. — There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deter- 
mine on,  at  which  time  they  shall  report  their  proceedings  dur- 
ing the  year,  the  officers  shall  be  chosen  and  such  other  meas- 
ures adopted  as  shall  promote  the  interest  of  this  Society. 

Art.  7th — This  Constitution  may  be  altered  at  any  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Society  by  a  vole  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.

That  he  be  instructed  to  form  auxiliary  So- 
cieties, as  far  as  practicable,  in  every  Church  and  Association 
in  the  State.  The  funds  raised  by  said  auxiliaries  be  sent  up 
to  the  Board  at  Raleigh,  one  half  of  which  amount  is  to  be  re- 
turned in  Books  and  Tracts  at  the  order  of  said  Societies.  The 
other  half  to  be  appropriated  in  supplying  the  destitute  por- 
tions of  the  State,  and  defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  Society. 

Resolved,  That  he  be  further  instructed  to  elicit  individual 
subscriptions  and  contributions  to  the  objects  of  the  Society, 
and  that  he  receive  a  salary  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  month 
for  his  services. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  J.  J.  James  be  requested  to  preach 
the  first  annual  Sermonjn  behalf  of  the  Society  at  its  next 
meeting. 

Rev.  Wm.  Lineberry  informed  the  Society,  that  he  would 
accept  of  the  Agency.|Brother  James  also  consented  to  preach 
the  first  annual  Sermon.

Held  at  Boiling  Spring  Camp  Ground,  Henderson  bounty,  JVV  C, 
August  30th,  and  days  following,  1845. 

According  to  appointment  made  at  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 

VX?tc^e,C°nVemi0n'  he,d  ,n  the  Cify  of  Raleigh,  October, 
1844,  Delegates  from  sundry  churches  in  western  North  Caro- 
lina met  at  Boiling  Spring  Camp  Ground,  Henderson  County, 
on  Saturday  30th  August,  1845,  "to  consult  on  the  best  means 
of  co-operating  with  the  Convention."  This  delegation  was 
met  by  Elder  J.  J.  James,  one  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  Convention  for  that  purpose. 
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The  meeting  was  organized  by  calling  Elder  James  Blythe 
to  the  Chair,  and  the  appointment  of  Elder  Peter  Owen,  Sec- 
retary. 

The  following  brethren  presented  testimonials  of  their  ap- 
pointment as  delegates  to  this  meeting.

On  motion,  Ministering  brethren  present,  not  Delegates, 
were  invited  to  take  seals  and  participate  in  the  councils  of 
the  body.

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  take  up  the  subject  of  co- 
operating with  the  Convention. 

And  after  due  deliberation  and  discussion,  it  was  unanimous- 
ly Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  form  a  Body  auxiliary  to 
the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  proceeded  to  appoint  a  committee 
of  seven  to  prepare  a  Preamble  and  Constitution  for  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Body.  Committee  :  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Johnson,  Jehu 
Chastain,  E.  King,  T.  Morris,  B.  King,  E.  Hightower  and  J. 
M.  Duckworth. 

Then,  on  motion,  a  committee  of  seven  was  appointed  to 
prepare  Rules  of  Decorum,  viz:  Rev.  J.  J.  James,  J.  Blythe, 
S.  McCall,  P.  Owen,  M.  Rickmon,  E.  B.  Herron,  and  J.  King. 

On  motion,  brethren  W.  B.  Johnson,  and  J.  J.  James  were 
requested  to  preach  on  Sabbath  morning  on  the  subject  of 
Missions,  and  take  up  a  public  collection. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  oclock  monday  morning.

A  large  and  attentive  congregation  was  addressed  by  Elder 
J.  J.  James,  from  John-  ch.  i.  1.  v.,  and  Rev.  W.  B.  Johnson, 
from  Isa.  ch.  xi.  9  v.  After  which  the  objects  of  the  Conven- 
tion were  explained,  and  a  collection  taken  np,  to  the  amount 
of  $15  80  for  Foreign  Missions  and  20  for  Home  Missions.

Convention  met  according  to  adjournment.  Pra)rer  by  bro. 
Blythe.     Roll  called  and  the  proceedings  read. 

Ministering  brethren  present,  not  delegates,  were  invited  to 
seats,  whereupon  Elder  John  Lyon  took  a  seat  with  the  Body. 

On  motion,  the  following  was  adopted  as  the  order  of  bus- 
iness : 

1st.  Report,  of  committee. 

2d.  Election  of  officers. 

3d.  Appoint,   a  committee  to  nominate  a  Board  of  Managers. 

4th'.  Resolutions. 

5th.  Miscellaneous  business. 

6th.  Place  of  next  meeting. 

The  committee  on  the  Constitution  was  called  on  to  report, 
and  submittedjthe  following  Preamble  and  Constitution,  which, 
after  the  second  reading,  was,  on  motion,  unanimously  adop- 
ted : 

PREAMBLE. 

The  distance  between  the  Eastern  and  Western  end  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  is  such,  and  the  difficulties  of  travelling 
through  the  western  part9  are  so  great,  that  they  prevent  the 
union  of  the  Baptists  of  the  West  with  their  brethren  of  the 
East  Bap.  State  Convention.  It  is  nevertheless  the  desire  ofthe 
Baptists  ofthe  West  to  co-operate  with  their  brethren  in  the 
Convention,  for  the  promotion  ofthe  objects  of  that  body.  It 
was  therefore  resolved  by  the  Convention  at  its  last  session,  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  brethren  to  meet  their  Western  breth- 
ren at  Boiling  Spring  Camp  Ground,  Henderson  county,  on 
Friday  after  the  fourth  Lord's  day  in  August  1845,  to  consult 
wiih  them  on  the  best  means  of  co-operating  with  the  Conven- 
tion. One  of  the  committee,  Elder  J.  J.  James  was  permitted 
to  meet  the  brethren  at  the  time  and   place  appointed. 

After  due  consideration  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  it 
was  expedient  for  the  Western  brethren  to  fonn  a  Western 
Convention  for  the  purpose  of  co-operating  with  the  N.  C. 
Baptist  State  Convention,  in  the  promotion  of  its  benevolent 
objects.  Whereupon,  the  following  Constitution  was  adopted, 
and  recommended   to  ail  interested    for  their  concurrence. 
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CONSTITUTION, 


Article  1st.  This  body  shall  be  called  the  Western  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion. 

2d.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be,  to  ed- 
ucate young  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel, 
who  may  be  approved  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong; 
the  employment  of  Domestic  Missionaries  within  the  limits  of 
this  body,  and  a  co-operation  with  the  Baptist  Slate  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina,  in  the  formation  of  Foreign  Missions. 

3d.  The  funds  devoted  to  this  object  shall  be  kept  distinct 
from  each  other,  and  faithfully  appropriated  to  the  specific  de- 
sign of  the  contributors. 

4th. .  Association,  church,  society,  or  individual, sshallbe  en- 
titled to  send  to  the  Convention  one  delegate,  who  shall^be  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  church,  for  every  five  dollars  paid  into 
the  Treasury. 

5th.  This  body  shall  annually  elect  a  President,  two  Vice 
Presidents,  a  corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  a  Trea- 
surer, and  twelve  others,  who  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election  ;  five  of  whom 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  To  this 
Board  shall  be  committed  all  the  business  of  the  Convention 
during  its  recess.  The  Board  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting 
at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention;  when  a 
specific  report  of  its  proceedings  shall  be  presented  to  the  Con- 
vention. It  shall  hold  a  semi-annual  meeting  at  any  time  and 
place,  that  may  be  determined  on  at  the  annual  meeting.  Al- 
so a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  may  be  called  at  any  time 
by  its  presiding  officer. 

6th.  The  Board,  as  well  as  the  Convention,  may  appoint 
agents  to  assist  them  in  diffusing  information  and  collecting 
funds. 

7th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  nt  all 
meetings  of  the  Convention  and  Board  ;  that  of  the  Vice  Pre- 
sident in  case  of  his  absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Cor- 
responding Secretary  shall  correspond  with  societies  or  indivi- 
duals, so  far  as  the  interest  of  the  Convention  or  Board  shall 
require,  and  the  recording  Secretary  shall  preserve  a  faithful 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body.  The  Treasurer  shall 
hold  the  funds  of  the  body  subject  to  its  order,  or  the  order  oi 
the  Board,  and  shall  pay  out  none,  except  by  an  order  signet 
by  the  presiding  officer.  He  shall  give  security  for  the  faithfu 
discharge  of  his  duty  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  af 
receipts  and  expenditures,  to  be  audited  and  published  in  the 
Minutes. 
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8th.  Tiiis  body  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually  at  such 
rtftia  and  place  as  shall  be  appointed,  at  each  previous  meet- 
ing. 

9ih.  This  body  may  send  delegates  to  the  N.  C.  Baptist 
State  Con  vent  ion. 

10th.  All  thefundscontributed  to  this  body  shall  be  applied  in 
the  following  manner,  viz:  the  funds  contributed  for  Home 
Missions  shall  be  appropriated  in  employing  missionaries  to 
labor  within  the  limits  of  this  body  ;  those  of  Foreign  Missions 
and  Education,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  the  N.  C. 
Baptist  State  Convention. 

llih.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  thi3  Constitution  by  a 
vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members,  at  any  annual  meeting.

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  Rules  of  Decorum  be- 
ing called  on,  submitted  for  the  adoption  of  this  body,  the 
Rules  of  Order  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention,  which, 
on  being  read,  were  unanimously  adopted. 

RULES    OF   DECORUM. 

1st.  Every  meeting  for  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
by  prayer,  either  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  whom 
he  shall  appoint. 

2d.  Every  speaker  shall  arise  and  address  the  President,  on 
any  subject  to  be  discussed. 

3d.  No  motion  shall  be.  debated  unless  seconded  ;  and  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion, 
without  special  leave  of  the  Convention. 

4th.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other 
officers  in  any  way  the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  neces- 
sarily from  among  the  members. 

5lh.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice, 
unless  otherwise  directed. 

6th.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation, 
walking  across  or  out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the 
President  first  obtained,  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order. 

7th.  The  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  each  day, 
previous  to  proceeding  to  business. 

8th.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by 
the  mover  and  handed  to  the  Chair  or  Secretary  before  debat- 
ed. 

9th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit, 
to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. — 
But  no  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  con- 
sideration, shall  be  admitted  under  colour  of  amendment. 

10th.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and.  carried   in 
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the  affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member 
who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  for  reconsideration  thereof 
on  the  same  day. 

11th.  When  the  reading-  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  ob- 
jected to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of 
the  Convention. 

12th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of 
the  Convention,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable 
to  attend. 

13th.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

14th.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  forego- 
ing regulations,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  being  untrue  to  his 
trust,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  reminded  of  his  duty  by  any 
member  present. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  its  officers, 
which  resulted  as  follows: 

For  President,  Rev.  Jehu  Chastain  ;  for  first  Vice  President, 
Rev.  James  Blythe  ;  for  second  do.  Rev.  M.  Packman  ;  for  Re- 
cording Secretary,  T.  Morris  ;  for  Corresponding  do.  E.  King, 
Esq.;  and  for  Treasurer,  E.  Hightower,  Esq. 

Appointed  a  committee  of  five  to  nominate  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, viz  :  Elder  J.  Blythe,  F.  Allison,  Elder  M.  Rickman  and 
J.  M.  Duckworth. 

The  following  Resolution  was  offered  by  Elder  J.  J.  James, 
and  by  him  sustained  in  some  appropriate  and  impressive  re- 
marks on  the  origin  and  success  of  Baptist  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  the  success  which  has  already  attended  the 
modern  Missionary  enterprise  is  a  subject  of  devout  gratitude 
and  thanksgiving  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  and  that  it 
affords  grounds  of  encouragement  for  greater  efforts  for  the  dif- 
fusion of  the  Gospel. 

This  Resolution  being  seconded  by  Elder  James  Blythe, 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  o'clock  P.  M. 

Convention  met  according  to  adjournment. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered;  and  accompanied 
by  interesting  and  appropriate  remarks  by  different  brethren  ; 
after  which  they  were  unanimously  adopted.  The  first  was 
offered  by  bro.  E.  King  and  sustained  by  brethren  James,  Chas- 
tain, Hightower,  Raburn,  Evans,  E.  King,  Owens,  and  others. 

1st.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  the 
objects  of  this  Convention,  we  recommend  to  the  ministering 
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brethren  in  its  limits  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  cause  each 
Baptist  church  in  the  western  part  of  this  State,  to  send  up 
at  least  one  delegate  to  each    annual  meeting-  of  this  boby. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  Sab- 
bath Schools  to  the  rising  generation,  tins  body  recommend 
to  the  churches  to  organize  and  sustain  them,  and  that  minist- 
ering brethren  be  requested  to  set  forth  their  importance  in 
each  of  their  respective  congregations. 

3d.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  patronage  of  the 
brethren  in  connection  with  this  body,the  Biblical  Recorder,  pub- 
lished in  Raleigh, as  a  most  useful,  valuable  and  cheap  periodical. 

4th.  Resolved,  That  this  body  highly  approve  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  southern  Baptist  Convention  for  Foreign  and  do- 
mestic Missions. 

On  the  adoption  of  the  last,  Elder  J.  J.  James  made  some 
interest  remarks  on  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the  for- 
mation of  that  body. 

The  committee  to  nominate  the  Board,  reported  the  names 
of  the  following  brethren  to  act  in  connection  with  the  officers 
of  this  Convention,  viz:  J.  M.  Webb,  T.  Davis,  R.  Patterson, 
J.  Whitaker,  J.  Baker,  Win,  Pewit,  J.  Franks,  Wm.  Haynes, 
T.  Henson,  E.  B.  Herron,  P.  Owen,  and  R.  Jordan  ;  Which 
report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  following  standing  committees  were  appoint- 
ed, vis:  On  Foreign  Missions — T.  Morris,  J.  Blythe,  and  J.  B. 
Allen.  On  Home  Missions — E.  King,  J.  Hamlin,  and  F.  Allison. 
On  Education--?.  Owen  J.  King,  and  J.  Evans.  On  Sabbath 
Schools — B.  King,  E.  Hightower,  and  J.  Davis. 

Appointed  Elders  J.  Chastain,  J.  Blythe,  Wm.  Haynes,  G. 
F.  Caler,  E.  King,  and  B.  King,  to  represent  us  in  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  state  Convention  at  its  next  session. 

On  motion,  J.  J.  James  is  requested  to  preach  the  closing 
sermon  of  this  Convention,  at  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning, 
m  which  he  is  requested  to  set  forth  the  grounds  of  our  obliga- 
tion to  carry  forward  the  objects  of  this  convention. 

On  motion,  this  body  adjourns  to  meet  at  Boiling  Spring  Camp 
Ground,  on  Friday  after  the  4th  Sabbath  in  August,  ]S46.  Re- 
marks by  the  President;  after  prayer  by  bio.  James,  and 
hymn  of  praise  by  the  body — dismissed.

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REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS.* 

There  are  under  the  patronage  of  American  Baptists,  17 
Missions,  109  Missionaries  and  Assistants,  79  Mission  Church- 
es, containing  about  5000  members. 

At  no  period,  since  the  commencement  of  organized  effort 
for  the  conversion  of  Heathen  nations  to  Christianity,  have 
there  been  so  many  pressing  calls  for  exertion,  and  so  many 
indications  of  success,  as  meet  us  at  present.  The  Scriptures 
are  now  translated,  in  whole  or  in  part,  into  nearly  all  the 
languages  and  dialects  spoken  b}^  man — the  secular  powers 
are  becoming  more  friendly  to  the  propagation  of  Christianity, 
and  are  removing  obstructions  which  have  heretofore  shut  out 
the  light  of  the  gospel,— and  heathen  minds  are  yielding  to 
the  truths  of  the  gospel  to  an  extent  which  is  unparelleled 
since  the  days  of  the  Apostles.  In  proof  of  this,  we  submit 
the  fact  that  dining  the  year  ending  April  last,  there  were 
2593  additions  by  baptism  to  the  mission  churches,  and  of 
these  2039  were  added  to  the  Arracan  mission. 

But.  while  the  state  of  our  missions  is  urging  us  to  increase 
our  labors,  and  to  render  our  plans  more  efficient,  occurrences 
at  home  have  been  for  sometime  past  deminishing  our  contri- 
butions, dividing  our  efforts,  diverting  pur  attention  from  the 
claims  of  the  heathen  to  speculations,  that  can  only  gender 
strife,  and  destroying  those  missionary  organizations  which 
have  heretofore  secured  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of 
every  section  of  our  country,  and  whose  efficiency  and  wise  pol- 
icy are  attested  by  the  events  of  half  a  century. 

It  is  not  our  purpose,  at  present,  to  enter  into  a  full  discus- 
sion of  this  distinctive  movement  ;  but  fidelity  in  a  Report  on 
Foreign  Missions  at  this  time,  requires  some- reference  to  the 
facts  of  the  case. 

For  thirty  years  the  "Acting  Board"  for  Foreign  Pvlissions, 
located  at  Boston,  have  discharged  the  duties  of  their  office  in 
a  manner  which  gained  the  approbation  of  the  denomination 
in  every  section  of  our  country.  It  was  known  they  were  anti- 
slavery  men  ;  but  it  was  thought  they  would  do  justice  to  all 
parties  concerned,  and  abide  strictly  by  the  constitution  of  the 
Convention,  while  they  continued  to  act  as  its  executive  agents. 
Hence  the  great  body  of  the  denomination  were  quiet,  and 
fully  determined  to  hold  on  to  their  missionaiy  organizations, 
notwithstanding  the  unpleasant  strife  occasioned  at  our  anni- 
versaries, by' a  certain  class  of  fanatics.  The  Board  had  been 
repeatedly  pressed  by  questions  on  both  sides  of  the  slavery 
controversy,  but  they  had  maintained  their  neutral  position  so 
well,  by  refusing  to  answer  any  questions,  or    to  meddle  with 
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any  subject,  not.  necessarily  connected  with  their  official  du- 
ties, as  to  produce  a  settled  conviction  that  they  could  not  be 
tempted,  by  violence  or  persuasion,  to  identify  themselves 
with  either  parly  ;  or  so  far  to  depart  from  their  neutral  position, 
by  word  or  deed  in  their  official  capacity,  as  to  afford  a  just 
ground  of  complaint  to  either  party. 

But  their  reply  to  the  "Alabama  Resolutions,"  has  destroy- 
ed this  conviction;  and  as  a  consequence  our  general  mission- 
ary organizations  are  trembling  to  their  fall,  and  new  ones  are 
springing  into  existence,  adapted  to  the  aspect  of  the  times. 

If  the  motives  of  the  Board  were  good,  which  we  are  not  dis- 
posed to  question,  they  certainly  in  this  case  have  erred  in 
judgment,  and  have  committed  a  blunder,  to  say  the  least, 
that  cannot  be  justified,  and  whose  ill  effects  an  age  cannot 
remedy. 

The  questions  propounded  to  them,  afford  no  justification. 
They  were  not  obliged  to  answer  irrelevant  questions.  They 
had  refused  to  answer  similar  questions  on  former  occasions, 
because  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  them  in  their  official  ca- 
pacity, and  this  is  the  course  in  which  they  should  have  per- 
sisted. 

It  is  no  justification  to  say,  that  "the  appointing  power  has 
been  confided  to  the  'Acting  Board  ;'  because  first,  by  (heir 
own  published  circulars,  the  subject  of  slavery  was  not  embrac- 
ed in  the  object  of  their  appointment,  and  hence  they  could 
not  consistently  express  their  private  views  concerning  it  in  an 
official  correspondence,  or  make  it  a  qualification  or  disqualifi- 
cation in  their  appointments:  and  second,  because  the  consti- 
tution of  the  Convention,  which  gave  them  all  the  appointing 
power  they  possess,  states  explicitly  the  qualifications  of  mis- 
sionaries'— "Co7n?nicnion  with  some  church  in  our  denomination*'* — 
^satisfactory  evidence  of  genuine,  piety'''' — ugood  talents ,"  and  '■fer- 
vent zealfor  the  Redeemer^  cause"1* — are  the  qualifications  spec- 
ified in  that  document.  Baptist  Register  for  1S36,  p.  38. — 
"What  right,  then,  had  the  Board  to  make  slaveholding  a  dis- 
qualification in  their  missionary  appointments,  actual  or  pros- 
pective, since  nothing  is  said  about  it  in  the  constitution  1  Is 
the  plea  found  in  some  undefined,  discretionary  power  in  ap- 
pointing missionaries  1  The  framers  of  the  Constitution  intend- 
ed to  give  the  Acting  Board  entire  discretion  as  to  what  should 
constitute  the  qualifications  of  missionaries,  or  they  did  not. — 
If  they  did,  why  is  any  thins;  said  about  their  qualifications  in 
the  Constitution  1  And  if  they  did  not,  the  exercise  of  any 
such  right  is  unconstitutional.  The  Constitution  states  what 
sort  of  persons  shall  be  missionaries,  and  leaves  it  to  the  Act- 
ing Board  to  judge  whether  applicants  are  the  sort  of  persons 
described,  or  not.    The  right  to  say  what  shall  be  a  qualification, 
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and  whether  a  particular  person  possesses  it  or  not,  should  not  be 
cp \\ found ell..  The  latter  is  the  power  possessed  by  the  Acting- 
Board,  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Triennial  Convention; 
the  former  is  the  power  they  claim  in  justification  of  their  mi.- 
constitutional  act. 

We  have  made  these  statements,  not  so  much  to  criminate 
the  Acting  Board,  as  to  show  that  the  complaints  of  the  South 
are  not  unfounded,  and  to  justify  the  formation  of  a  Southern 
organization. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  organized  at  Augusta, 
in  May  last,  with  two  Boards—one  for  Home,  and  another  for 
Foreign  Missions  •,  the  former  being  located  at  Marion,  Ala., 
and  the  latter  a!  Richmond,  V a/As  we  are,  therefore,  provid- 
ed with  an  organized  agency  for  applying  our  means  to  Mis- 
sions among  the  heathen,  tree  from  the  annoying  influences 
by  which  we  have  been  disturbed  for  some  time  past/and  as 
I  lie  re  are  multitudes  still  unsupplied  with  the  Wora  of  Life 
and  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel,  it  becomes  us  to  put  forth 
our  best  exeition?  to  sustain  our  organizations,  that  they  may 
succeed  in  establishing  missions  among  the  destitute.  If  we 
are  not  allowed  to  aid  any  further  in  sustaining  the  missions 
already  in  existence,  even  though  some  of  them  should  have 
to  be  surrendered  for  the  want  of  support,  there  are  regions 
wide  and  dark  enough  beyond,  that  need,  and  which  will 
thankfully  receive  our  assistance,  Nor  can  we  withhold  it 
with  innocency  or  safely.  The  Savior  has  taught  us  to  pray 
daily  for  the  coming  of  his  kingdom,  and,  as  a  means  to  ac- 
complish this  end,  he  has  commanded  us  to  publish  the  gos- 
pel to  "every  creature."  through  uatt  the  world.'n  This  is  not 
done  merely  by  organizing  Boards  ;  it  requires  men  and  means, 
deep  piety,  and  persevering  effort.  And  let  us  remember, 
that  the  conduct  of  men  in  particular  sections,  does  not  lessen 
the  necessities  of  the  heathen,  and  cannot  afford  us  any  just 
excuse  for  our  parsimony  and  neglect  in  that  day  when  the 
Savior  shall  call  each  to  account  for  his  talents.

Board  to  the  education  of  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  ;

regulations,  and  five  members  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 


6  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  Report  wns  received,  the  committee  discharged,  and  the 
recommendations  were  concurred  in  by  the  Convention. 

Oa  motion,  bro.  Taylor's  name  was  added  to  the  delegation 
from  the  General  Association  of  Va. 

T.  Crocker,  A.  J.  Batt'e  and  S.  J.  Wheeler  were  appointed  to 
propose  such  changes  in  the  Constitution  as  may  be  necessary  to 
adapt  it  to  the  recommendations  in  the  Report  on  organization. 

The  Report  from  the  standing  committee  on  Foreign  Missions 
was  read  by  Rev.  J.  J.  James,  and  after  remarks  by  brethren  Tay- 
lor and  Yates,  it  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  published  with 
the  Minutes.      It  was  as  follows  : 

The  Commiltee  on  Foreign  Missions  beg  leave  to  make  the  follow- 
ing report : — Our  enterprise  for  the  conversion  to  God  of  the  heathen 
nations  of  ine  earth  is  evidently  gaining  upon  the  hearts  of  christians. — • 
At  no  former  period  in  modem  times  has  the  church  so  generally  or  so 
deeply  felt  the  importance  of  Foreign  Missions.  The  great  commission 
of  oin  Saviour,  ami  other  portions  of  Scripture,  relating  to  the  universal 
spread  of  the  Gospel,  are  Incoming  better  understood  ;  and  while  there 
nre  comparatively  few  now  to  be  found  in  Christendom,  who  do  not  ac- 
knowledge the  obligation  of  the  church,  to  send  the  Gospel  to  the  hea- 
then ;  the  labors,  the  prayers,  and  the  contributions  of  many,  are  annual- 
ly increasing  for  the  promotion  of  this  noble  enterprise.  Nor  is  the  con- 
version of  idolatrous  nations  any  longer  problematical.  The  success 
which  has  already  ciowned  modern  missions,  has  shown,  beyond  a 
doubt,  the  feasibility  of  sending  the  Gospel  to  every  land  ;  and  God  in 
the  wise  and  gracious  dispensations  of  his  providence  has  evidently  been 
preparing  the  nations  for  the  reception  of  his  truth.  The  hearts  of  kings 
and  rulers  have  been  turned  from  their  allegiance  to  the  prince  of  dark- 
ness, and  the  most  deep  rooted  national  and  religious  prejudices  have 
given  way  before  the  pure  doctrines  of  the  cross.  God  has  smiled  upon 
our  Missions  in  Europe.  Under  his  over  ruling  hand,  an  Oncken  has 
been  enabled,  by  the  truth,  to  break  through  the  strong  barriers  of  a  state 
religion,  to  drive  back  the  current  ol  philosophical  speculation  and  ration- 
alism,  and  plant  in  the  heart  of  Germany,  a  puie  chiistianity.  Denmark, 
France,  Greece,  and  other  portions  of  continental  Europe,  have  been  made 
to  receive  to  some  extent  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  Different  portions  of 
benighted  Africa,  whose  sad  history  is  replete  with  the  degradation, 
crimes,  oppression,  and  ignorance  of  its  inhabitants,  have  recently  been 
visited  with  the  lamp  of  life;  and  in  accordance  with  prophecy,  Ethiopia 
is  now  streching  out  her  ham's  unto  God,  and  imploring  the  assistance  of 
his  people.  Many  of  the  Isles  of  the  sea  have  been  made  glad  for  the  knowl- 
edge and  presence  of  the  Saviour.  Asia,  however,  has  been  the  principal 
theatre  of  our  Foreign  Missions.  In  that  large  and  densly  populated  por- 
tion of  the  Globe,  the  Baptists  of  England,  and  America,  have  performed 
the  laigest  part  of  their  Missionary  labors.  The  Scriptures  have  been 
translated  into  most  of  the  languages  and  dialects  of  its  numerous  nations, 
and  Baptist  churches  have  been  planted,  to  which  several  thousand  con- 
verts from  idolatry  have  already  been  added.  Success  has  thus  far  crown- 
ed our  Missions  in  Asia;  and  by  the  direction  of  an  all-wise  Providence, 
recent  events  have  conspired  to  open  in  this  quarter  of  the  Globe  to  our 
zeal  and  love  another  field  more  inviting  than  any  that  has  yet  been  pre- 
sented to  the  eye  of  christian  philanthropy.  China,  which  has  heretofore, 
by  her  strange  and  seclusive  policy,  been  shut  up  to  the  influence  of  the 
truth,  is  now  open  with  her  three  hundred  millions  of  population  to  the 
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£  labors  of  t lie  christian  Missionary.  To  the  occupancy  of  this  most  in- 
I  viling  lieiil  lite  Southern  portion  of  American  Baptists  seem,  by  the  indi- 
cations of  Providence,  to  tie  specially  directed.  In  the  deliberations  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  recently  held  in  Richmond,  Va.,  China  waft 
deemed  the  most  important  and  promising  foreign  field  which  could  en- 
gage the  labors  ot  that  body.  The  success  which  has  attendee!  the  labors 
of  brethren  Shuck  and  Roberts  in  Canton  has  encouraged  our  Foreign 
Board  to  send  out  others  to  labor  in  that  populous  city  under  her  patron- 
age. Brethren  Pearcy  and  Clop'on  of  Virginia,  sailed  in  June  last.  In 
a  few  weeks  brethren  Shuck  and  Yong  Seen  Sarng,  (a  Chinese  conveit 
and  preacher,)  who  are  now  visiting  the  churches  of  Hie  Souih,  are  e.\- 
pec'.ed  to  leave  this  country  for  China,  accompanied  by  several  other 
youthful  Missionaries  under  the  direction  of  our  Foreign  Board.  Among 
these  is  one  from  our  own  Slate — brother  M.  T.  Yates,  a  native  of  N.  C, 
and  graduate  of  Wake  Forest  College.  Let  us  remember  him  in  our  dai- 
lv  supplications  and  pray  that  God  may  make  him  the  honored  instrument 
of  turning  many  idolaters  to  the  service  of  the  true  God.  Before  conclud- 
ing this  report  your  committee  aie  constrained  to  allude  to  the  impor- 
tance of  the  crisis  which  awaits  us  in  relation  to  our  Foreign  Mission  de- 
partment. Never  before  have  the  Baptists  in  the  South  and  West  occu- 
pied a  position  so  important  and  responsible.  Their  separate  organiza- 
tion has  opened  to  them  new  facilities  for  effort  and  devolved  unon  them 
additional  and  more  weighty  responsibilities.  God  is  owning  to  them 
new  fields  ot  labor,  and  saying  in  His  word  and  providence,  go  in  and 
possess  the  land.  Will  not  the  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  step  forth  and 
unite  in  promoting  this  grand  and  holy  enterprize  I  Will  they  not  con- 
secrate a  portion  of  their  resources  for  turning  the  nations  from  darkness 
to  light  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  to  God.  Let  us  not  be  behind  our 
brethren  of  other  States,  but  provoke  one  another  to  zeal  and  to  good 
works.  Let  us  labor  more,  pray  moie,  and  give  more  for  the  diffusion  of 
the  Gospel  among  the  heathen  nations  of  the  earth. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

the  revival  of  genuine  religion,  and  the  success  of  the  gospel 
throughout  the  earth,  and  that  collections  be  taken  up  at  the  same 
time  to  aid  those  objects. 

Resolved,  That  the  churches  and  brethren  in  the  bounds  of  thia 
Convention,  be  respectfully  requested  to  carry  out  the  objects  of 
this  resolution,  and  to  observe  the  first  Sabbath  or  Monday  after- 
noon in  each  month  as  the  time  of  meeting  for  that  object. 

Resolved,  That  the  Missionary  Journal,  published  under  the 
direction  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  Richmond,  at  $100  per 
annum,  be  recommended  to  the  patronage  of  the  brethren  through- 
out the  State,  and  that  extracts  from  it  be  read  at  the  monthly  con- 
cert for  prayer. 

Rev.  R.  Furmnn  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was  adopt- 
ed :  Resolved,  That  we  cordially  approve  of  the  action  of  the 
Raleigh  Association  in  pledging  themselves  to  the  support  of 
brother   Yates,    recently    appointed    Missionary    to   China,   and 
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his  wife.  We  behold  in  this  event  cheering  indications  of  an 
increase  of  the  missionary  spirit,  for  which  we  rejoice,  and  bless 
the  God  of  Missions. 

On  motion  the  Financial  Committee  were  instructed  to  audit 
and  settle  the  Agent's  account. 

Adjourned  to  half  past  2  o'clock. 

Half  past  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Convention  met.  Prayer  by  bro.  Dennis.  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance reported. 

Rev.  R.  Furman  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was  a- 
dopted  :  Resolved,  That  the  Secretaries  of  this  Convention  be  re- 
quested to  publish  in  the  Minutes  such  statistical  information  as 
ihcy  may  be  able  to  secure,  concerning  the  number  of  Associations, 
churches,  and  members  in  fellowship  in  North  Carolina.  Also  the 
names  of  the  Baptist  Ministers  in  the  State,    with  their  post  offices. 

The  Convention  now  gave  way  to  the  Publication  Society,  ac- 
cording to  previous  arrangement,  and  adjourned  to  9  o'clock  Mon- 
day morning.  Prayer  by  bro.  James. 

On  Sabbath  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  Rev.  J.  McDaniel  preached 
the  sermon  in  behalf  of  the  Convention  in  the  Baptist  Church, 
from  John  xii.  31.,  at  the  close  of  which  a  collection  was  taken  up 
amounting  to  $52. 

At  3  o'clock,  P.  M.j  Rev.  R.  Furman  preached  from  1  Cor.  xv. 
58. 

At  night  M.  T.  Yates  was  ordained  as  missionary  to  China.  In- 
troductory prayer  by  Rev.  J.  Dennis  ;  sermon  by  Rev.  T.  Meredith, 
from  2.  Tim.  iv.  2.;  charge  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Taylor  ;  Bible  presented 
by  Rev.  R.  Furman  j  right  hand  of  fellowship  by  Rev.  S.  Wait  j  last 
hymn  and  benediction  by  the  candidate.  At  the  close  of  the  last 
Hymn  20  individuals  contributed  $5  each  to  the  support  of  bro. 
Yates  as  Missiona^,  and  several  other  smaller  amounts  were  ob- 
tained making  in  all  about  $130.

J.  McDaniel,  H.  E.  Royal,  Wm.  II.  Jordan,  H.  Hester  and  S.  B. 
Carroway. 
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The  committee  0:1  place  and  preachers  fur  the  next  Convention 
made  their  Report  containing  the  following  recommendations, 
which  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  hold  its  nest  nnnuai  session 
with  the  Friendship  Church,  Cumberland  County,  South  West  of 
this  place,  and  directly  on  the  stage  line  from  this  place  to  Fay- 
etteville ;  and  that  bro.  G.  W.  Purify  preach  the  Introductory  ser- 
mon, and  bro.  J.Dennis  be  his  alternate  ;  that  bro.  R.  Furman 
preach  the  Conventional  sermon,  and  W.  H.  Jordan  be  his  alternate. 

On  motion  agreed  to  commence  the  next  session  on  Thursday 
preceeding  the  third  Lord's  day  in  October  1847,  and  that  the  In- 
troductory sermon  be  preached  at  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Report  of  the  committee  on  auxiliaries  was  read  by  th« 
chairman,  and  after  some  alteration  was  adopted.  The  following 
is  the  Report  as  amended : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  01  the  Report  of  the 
Board  that  relates  to  Auxiliaries  and  verbal  corrections,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port: That  in  their  opinion  it  is  very  desirable  that  all  our  Associations 
.should  become  auxiliaries  to  the  Convention,  at  the  same  time  leaving 
each  church  to  exercise  their  own  choice  whether  to  send  their  contribu- 
tions direct  to  the  Convention,  or  to  send  them  up  through  their  associa- 
tions. The  nature  or  extent  of  this  auxiiiaryship  may  call  forth  diversi- 
ty of  sentiment.  Your  committee,  however,  would  recommend  that  ali 
our  Associations,  engaged  in  benevolent  efforts,  he  solicited  by  direct  com- 
munication from  your  corresponding  Secretary  ..to  become  auxiliaries  to  the 
Convention,  so  far  at  least  as  to  report  their  Domesti;  Missionaries  to  the 
Convention,  their  lime  of  service,  amount  of  compensation,  and  success 
in  their  labors.  Aleo,  that  they  be  requested  to  become  auxiliaries  in 
raising  funds  for  the  Foreign  Mission  cause,  and  for  the  E  lucation  depart- 
ment, and  also  to  aid  in  raising  funds  to  enable  the  Convention  to  supply 
the  destitute  regions  of  our  State.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend 
the  following;  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  open  a  correspondence  with 
each  of  our  benevolent  Associations,  and  solicit  them  to  become  auxiliaries 
to  the  Convention  upon  some  of  the   plans  recommended   in  this  report. 

Your  committee  not  having  the  Report  of  the  Board  before  them,  have 
fount!  it  impracticable  to  amend  to  their  duty  in  making  verbal  correc- 
tions, and  beg  to  be  discharged  from  that  part  of  their  (July. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.  A  J.  Battle,  Ch'm. 

The  clause  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  which  had  been  objected 
to,  tvas  then  stricken  out. 

Committee  on  Finance  reported — Report  recommitted. 

The  Report  of  the  Board   was  ordered  to  be  published. 

The  Committee  on  alterations  in  the  constitution  reported.  Re- 
port received  and  committee  discharged.     See  constitution. 

The  Committee  to  recommend  persons  for  a  Board  of  Managers 
instructed  to  recommend  a  list  for  all  three  Boards. 

On  motion  it  was  agreed  that  the  Home  Mission  Board  be  lo- 
cated in  Raleigh  ;  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  Yanceyville  ;  and 
the  Board  of  Education  at  Wake  Forest  College,  N.  C. 

Adjourned  to  3  o'clock  P.  M.      Frayci"  by  bro.  Pevin. 
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3  o'clock  P.  M. 
Convention  met.     Prayer  by  bro.  James. 
The  committee  on  Home  Missions  presented  the  following  report ; 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions  would  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report:  Since  the  organization  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion and  our  disconnection  with  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  So- 
ciety, the  attention  of  the  Convention  and  its  Board  of  Managers  has 
been  more  particularly  directed  to  this  branch  of  its  operations,  and  at 
the  first  session  of  the  Board  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion an  increased  number  oi  Missionaries  were  appointed  to  labor  within 
the  bounds  of  the  different  Associations  in  this  State.  For  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  the  operations  and  success  of  those  appointed,  the  Convention 
is  referred  to  the  annual  report  c  f  the  Board  and  the  reports  of  the  mis- 
sionaries themselves.  Your  Committee  would,  however,  urge  upon  the 
Convention,  and  upon  their  brethren  throughout  its  bounds,  an  increased 
attention  and  renewed  zeal  in  this  important  arm  of  its  operations,  be- 
lieving, as  they  do,  that  upon  its  success  depends  in  no  small  degree  ev- 
ery other  branch  of  its  operations.  Let  our  own  people  feel  and  experi- 
ence the  benefits  and  diffusive  blessings  of  the  Gospel  of  Peace,  they 
will  then  appreciate  its  impor'ance  and  see  the  necessity,  and  be  made 
sensible  of  the  obligations  imposed  on  them  to  be  instrumental  in  sending 
it  to  other  nations  and  people,  who  are  now  in  the  regions  of  darkness, 
enveloped  by  ignorat.ce,  superstition,  and  idolatry. 

A  Domestic  Missionary  should  be  foithwith  appointed  to  travel  and 
preach  tor  the  ensuing  year  within  the  bounds  of  each  Association  connect- 
ed with  the  Convention,  or  within  the  range  of  its  operations,  and  the 
Missionaries  so  appointed  should  act  as  Colporteurs  in  the  sale  of  Baptist 
publications  and  also  be  instructed  to  raise  what  funds  they  could  towards 
their  support,  the  deficiency  to  be  mads  up  from  the  funds  oi  the  Convention. 

A  missionary  appointed  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  one  of  our 
smallest  Associations  (the  Beulah)  the  past  year,  has  had  his  salary  more 
than  made  up  and  fully  paid  by  funds  raised  within  the  bounds  of  that 
body.     Every  other  Association  can,  if  they  will,  do  the  same. 

The  great  advantage  of  having  an  efficient  and  zealous  Missionary  to 
visit  statedly  all  the  churches  and  destitute  neighborhoods  within  the 
bounds  of  each  Association,  and  to  aid  the  pastors  of  churches  at  the 
proper  season  of  the  year  in  holding  protracted  meetings,  must  be  evident 
to  all,  and  experience  has  demonstrated  its  utility.  It  is  a  connecting 
link  to  bind  the  churches  more  closely  together,  and  to  encourage  the 
hearts  and  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  members  in  the  important  work  of 
building  up  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom. 

As  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  for  the  Southern  Convention  will 
probably  appoint  agents  for  each  State  within  its  bounds,  your  committee, 
with  all  due  deference,  would  respectfully  submit  to  the  Convention  the 
propriety  and  expediency  of  so  amending  its  Constitution  as  to  confine  its 
operations  to  Home  Missions  and  Education.  These  two  objects  are  so 
intimately  connected  and  dependent  on  each  other  that  they  cannot  well 
be  separated.  Every  young  man  educated  for  the  ministry  by  the  Con- 
vention should  be  requited  to  devote  several  years  of  labor  either  in  the 
Foreign  or  Home  Missionary  field.  It  will  the  belter  prepare  them  for 
the  duties  of  a  pastor  and  the  stated  ministry.  More  interest  would  thtn 
be  fell  by  the  churches  in  educating  and  preparing  poor  but  pious  young 
men  called  of  God  and  licensed  by  them  to  pieach  the  gospel. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  say  that  the  field  of  operations  is 
large  and  inviting,  let  tis  occupy  it  without  any  unnecessary  delay,  and 
we  doubt  not.  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  will  b!e?s  our  exertions  and  crown 
them  with  abundant  success.

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  arrangement  suggested  by  the 
Board,  would  present  facilities  to  benefieiaries,  but  little,  if  any  more  fa- 
vorable, than  those  which  might  be  obtained  in  almost  any  Institution  of 
learning.  Instead  of  squiring  of  them  Notes  for  their  Board,  bearing 
date  from  the  time  they  quit  College,  it  is  thought  the  better,  simply  to 
earnestly  request  them,  after  finishing  their  Education,  to  refund  as  much 
of  the  amount  which  has  been  expended  upon  them,  excepting  their  tu- 
ition, as  they  may  fimi  means  to  do,  without  subjecting  themselves  to  too 
great  embarrassment.

The  Clerk  was  instructed  to  have  2000  copies  of  the  Minutes 
printed  and  distributed. 

A  motion  being  carried  to  adjourn  to  the  time  and  place  of  the 
next  annual  meeting,  the  President  closed  tbe  service  by  giving 
out  the  hymn, 

"Blest  be  the  tie  that  bind?,"  &c. 

After  which  he  implored  the  Divine  blessing  on  the  proceedings  of 
the  Convention,  and  dismissed  with  the  apostolic  benediction. 

At  night  Rev.  S.  Wait  preached  a  very  impressive  sermon  from 
the  words,  "But  godliness  with  contentment  is  great  gain."     Thus 
ended  one  of  the  most   interesting   and    important  .sessions  of  the 
Convention  ever  held,  and  we  pray  that  great  £ood  mav  follow.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD. 


The  Baptist  Stale  Convention  of  North  Carolina  was 
brought  into  existence  under  circumstances  which  place 
it  among  the  works  of  God.  The  individuals  who  aided 
in  its  formation  felt  themselves  called  on  hy  providential 
indications  which  they  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  resist,  to 
organize  an  Institution  through  which  the  resources  of 
our  Denomination,  in  this  State,  might  be  more  efficient- 
ly exerted  for  the  spiritual  good  of  men  at  home  and 
abroad.  They  saw  that  something  must  be  done  to 
train  up  an  efficient  ministry,  and  then  to  retain  them 
among  us  after  they  are  qualified,  or  the  important  field 
m  our  State  would  either  go  uncultivated,  or  fall  into 
other  hands.  While  other  States  and  other  Denomina- 
tions were  combining  their  means  and  efforts  for  increas- 
ing the  efficiency  of  their  ministry,  and  giving  a  wider 
circulation  to  their  sentiments,  it  was  impossible  for  the 
Baptists  of  this  State  to  maintain  their  ground,  much  less 
make  any  advancement,  without  some  plan  of  general 
co-operation.  The  forces  to  be  overcome  were  too  pow- 
erful— the  destitution  to  be  supplied  was  too  extensive — 
for  individual  effort,  or  that  of  small  bodies  to  be  success- 
ful. Local  Missionary  Societies  were  first  tried  ;  but  be- 
ing found  insufficient  for  the  demands  of  the  case,  they 
were  merged  into  a  State  Convention  at  Greenville,  Pitt 
county,  A.  D.  1830. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Convention  has  been  in 
existence  sixteen  years.  Despite  the  ilagingzeal  of  ma- 
ny of  its  friends,  and  the  prejudice  and  opposition  of  its 
enemies,  it  has  lived  through  changes  and  difficulties 
which  have  proved  destructive  to  many  other  bodies. — 
Nor  has  it  lived  in  vain.  It  has  not,  it  is  true,  accom- 
plished as  much  as  it  ought,  and  as  much  as  it  would, 
had  it  been  more  liberally  sustained  by  the  Denomina- 
tion generally  ;  but  the  good  it  has  effected  is  worth  all 
their  toil,  and  sacrifice,  and  means  expended  in  its  be- 
half. It  has  originated  a  College  for  the  education  of 
our  sons,  which  is  destined  to  impart  incalculable  bene- 
fits to  our  State  in  general,  as  well  as  to  our  Denomina-  V 
lion  in  particular.  It  stalled  our  Periodical,  which  has 
done  more,  perhaps,  than  any  single  instrumentality  to 
dissimulate    correct    sentiments    among  our  people.     It 
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has  educated  several  ministers,  and  among"  these  a  mis- 
sionary who  is  soon  to  embark  for  China.  It  has  sent 
the  gospel  to  many  destitute  sections — established  many 
new  churches — strengthened  many  feeble  ones — and 
turned  multitudes  of  sinners  into  the  way  of  life. 

But  these  ore  only  the  first  fruits  of  a  richer  harvest 
yet  to  be  gathered.  The  seed  sown  requires  time  to 
bring  its  fruit  to  perfection,  and  those  who  sow  in  tears 
have  the  promise  that  they  "shall  return  with  joy,  bring- 
ing their  sheaves  with  them."  Many  have  not  the  pa- 
tience to  wait  the  3I0W  operations  of  Providence  in  de- 
veloping great  works.  The  whole  result  must  show  it- 
self at  once,  or  they  become  discouraged  and  retire. — 
This  is  one  reason  why  many  early  friends  of  the  Con- 
vention have  become  lukewarm;  they  seem  to  have  cal- 
culated that,  within  a  few  years,  it  would  succeed  in  fill- 
ing every  pulpit,  and  supplying  every  community  with 
an  intelligent  minister;  and  because  this  has  not  been 
done  as  rapidly  as  they  anticipated  they  have  become 
discouraged.  But  the  opposition  which  we  have  to  en- 
counter from  those  who  ought  to  be  our  "fellow-help- 
ers"— the  ignorance  we  have  to  enlighten — the  preju- 
dice we  have  to  subdue,  and  the  parsimony  and  covet- 
ousness  which  prevail  to  an  alarming  extent  among  our 
people,  require  patience  and  long  continued  effort  to  en- 
sure success.  The  operations  of  the  past  year  will,  we 
trust,  furnish  some  evidence  of  improvement  in  our  af- 
fairs, and  suggest  some  motives  to  renewed  effort  and 
liberality;  and  to  these  we  now  invite  attention. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  Constitution,  as  altered  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  requires  the  Board  to  meet  monthly  instead 
of  semiannually,  as  formerly,  and  with  this  requisition 
the  Board  have  complied  as  strictly  as  circumstances 
would  allow.  Up  to  June  last  the  monthly  meetings 
were  kept  up  regularly;  since  then,  in  consequence  of 
the  absence  of  some  of  the  members,  we  have  not  al- 
ways been  able  to  get  a  quorum  ;  but  it  is  believed  that 
nothing  has  been  omitted  which  claimed  attention. 

AGENCY. 

Rev.  J.  Dennis,  who  was  appointed  Agent  of  the 
Convention  during  its  last  session,  declined  the  appoint- 
ment in  consequence  of  private  business,  and  engage- 
ments with  his  churches,  which  he  found  it  impractiable 
to  relinquish.     The  Board,  accordingly,  appointed  Rev. 
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Win.  Linebcrry  (o  this  post,  at  ilieir  meeting  in  Nov. 
who  accepted  the  appointment  and  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  in  (he  month  of  December  following-. 
From  that  time  to  the  25th  of  September  last,  which  is 
the  date  of  his  Inst  report  to  the  Secretary,  he  laboured 
246  days  ;  travelled  3200  miles;  preached  147  sermons  ; 
gave  170  lectures  on  the  objects  of  the  Convention  ;  and 
visited  55  counties  in  the  State.  He  was  well  received 
in  the  several  communities  which  he  visited,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  good  results  of  his  labors  may  be  seen  at 
the  present  meeting,  and  for  years  to  come;  but  up  to 
the  period  of  our  last  advices  the  funds  collected  had  fal- 
len considerably  below  our  expectations.  A  successful 
Agent  must  possess  a  rare  combination  of  qualifications  ; 
besides  being  a  good  man  and  a  good  preacher,  he  must 
possess  financial  abilities,  and  be  able  to  originate  and 
carry  out  some  efficient  scheme  for  taising  funds.  There 
is  no  post  in  our  operations  of  greater  importance  than 
that  of  the  Agency  ; — it  is  the  fly-wheel  to  all  our  ma- 
chinery,— nor  is  there  any  sphere  in  which  the  best  tal- 
ents may  be  exerted  to  more  advantage.  Under  present 
circumstances  an  effective  agency  is  indispensable  to 
the  success  of  our  plans.  The  time  may  come  when  we 
can  do  without  it ;  but  that  time  has  not  yet  arrived,  nor 
do  we  look  for  it  soon.  Many  churches  are  without  pas- 
tors, and  of  course  will  do  nothing  without  prompting; 
and  many  pastors  need  themselves  to  be  prompted,  and 
enlisted  more  earnestly  in  the.  work,  before  they  will 
press  their  people  to  do  their  duty  in  this  department. 

MISSIONARIES. 

Five  out  of  nine  missionaries  appointed  by  the  Board, 
accepted  their  appointments,  and  have  occupied  the  res- 
pective fields  assigned  them.  Rev.  Mark  Bennett  was 
appointed  to  labor  six  months  in  the  bounds  of  the  Ke- 
hukee  Association  ;  he  entered  upon  his  duties  the  15fh 
of  December,  and  from  that  time  to  the  date  of  his  last 
report,  July  29,  he  travelled  1652  miles;  preached  148 
sermons;  visited  221  families;  and  held  nine  prayer 
meetings.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  bio.  Bennett,  like  the 
first  missionaries  in  the  days  of  the  Apostles,  preached 
the  word  from  house  to  house  ;  and  it  is  believed  that  as 
much,  if  not  more  good,  has  been  done  by  these  private 
conversations  and  prayers  with  families,  as  by  the  pub- 
lic preaching  of  the  word  ;  for  such  are  the  prejudices  of 
the  people  in  that  section  that  they  cannot  be  reached 
in  any  other  way- 

The  reports  of  brp.  B.,  which  have  come  to  the  Bw-l 
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regularly  and  well  fiilcd  \vii!i  needed  information,  ex- 
hibit a  most,  woful  slate  of  things  in  tlie  region  in  which 
he  has  labored.  It  affords  us  no  pleasure  to  hold  up  these 
dark  pictures  to  the  public  gaze  :  hut  fidelity  requires  a 
statement  of  facts,  which  we  think  it  best  to  give  in  the 
language  of  the  missionary  himself,  as  he  certainly  has 
had  ample  opportunity  of  ascertaining  the  certainty  of 
the  facts  which  he  states.  Under  date  of  Feb.  25,  he  says: 
"The  professing  community,"  of  all  denominations,  "ex- 
hibits generally  a  mournful  state  of  declension.  Many 
of  the  preachers  possess  scarcely  a  single  qualification  of  a 
Bishop,  especially  of  the  Anii  order ;  and  many  churches 
tolerate  dram  drinking  to  that  excess  that  half  the  num- 
ber of  their  white  male  members  are  given  daily  to  in- 
toxication !  " 

In  his  report  of  July  27,  he  says  :  ceThc  slate  of  reli- 
gion is  low,  very  low.  Numerous  vicious  influences  are 
in  active  and  continued  operation.  Covetousness,  in- 
temperance, profane  swearing,  Sabbath  breaking,  and 
fraud,  are  fashionable  vices.  Add  to  these,  treating  du- 
ring electioneering  campaigns,  neglect  of  children's  ed- 
ucation, together  with  envy,  malice,  and  evil  speaking." 
In  another  part  of  the  same  report  he  says:  "The  op- 
position to  the  mission  cause  slil!  continues  to  rage.  In 
most  places  where  the  Antis  have  a  right  they  have  closed 
their  doors,  and  have  deceived  ihe.  people  by  the  circu- 
lation of  silly  stories,  by  which  they  still  frighten  them 
away  from  hearing  (he  missionaries.  *  *  *  #  lam 
utterly  at  a  loss  what,  to  iay,  or  what  course  to  recom- 
mend as  to  the  Kehukee  field.  To  give  it  up,  I  dislike 
very  much  ;  to  continue  seems  almost  like  throwing  a- 
way  labor;  as  it  appears  to  prevent  people  from  reflec- 
ting by  keeping  them  enraged.  I  am  convinced,  how- 
ever, that  it  is  unnecessary  for  vie  to  labor  among  them 
any  longer."  In  another  report  of  earlier  date,  he  says: 
"If  the  Convention  shall  judge  best,  to  keep  one  or  more 
missionaries  in  this  field  for  the  future,  I  am  convinced 
that  it  would  better  serve  the  Board  and  the  cause  of 
God  to  make  a  new  selection.  It.  requires  a  man  of  ex- 
traordinary activity,  and  uncommon  prudence,  who  has 
never  offended  these  people  by  any  change  of  views  on 
the  mission  question."  Again  he  says  :  "The  Anti  breth- 
ren have  abated  nothing  of  their  denominational  hostil- 
ities, nor  have  they  resorted  to  any  more  hallowed  means 
of  opposing  the  spread  of  the  gospel.  They  yet.  close 
the  doors,  even  of  free  churches  against,  us,  and  sedu- 
lously  labor  to  prevent  iheir  congregations  from  attend- 
ing our  preaching."     Prophetic  with    these    facts  before 
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us  it  requires  no  prophetic  power  to  tell  what  must  be  the 
fate  of  these  people,  sooner  or  later.  With  growing  cor- 
ruption in  their  own  ranks — a  decline  of  public  morals 
under  their  influence — and  opposing  as  they  do  all 
attempts  at  improvement,  they  must  become  continual- 
ly more  disgusting  to  people  of  discernment,  and  final- 
ly terminate  their  anti-christian  career  by  their  own  fol- 
ly and  madness. 

But  gloomy  and  discouraging  as  this  field  is  at  present, 
there  are  some  inducements  to  hope  that  a  change  will 
take  place  for  the  belter.  Speaking  of  the  people  gen- 
erally, bro.  B.  says  :  "I  do  think  they  will  have  been 
churched  by  some  denomination  before  another  genera- 
tion shall  have  passed  away.  But  that  one  cannot  be 
the  Antis.  The  Episcopalians  and  Methodists  both 
stand  a  better  chance  than  they.  Yet  I  opine  that  mis- 
sion Baptists — ministers  "of  the  right  kind," — can  do 
more  than  any  others,  because  baptism  faithfully  press- 
ed upon  them  will  carry  the  day.  The  popular  faith  is 
Baptist."  Respecting  the  results  of  his  own  labors  he 
says  :  "I  think  my  mission  has  not  been  in  vain.  Some 
three  or  four  have  professed  to  be  converted  under  my 
ministry  ;  some  have  appeared  to  be  cut  to  the  heart; 
and  t  he  tears  of  joy  have  often  trickled  under  the  words 
of  sweet  consolation.  *  *  *  *  My  hopes  of  doing 
good  arise  more  from  visiting  families,  and  singing,  pray- 
ing, and  conversing  with  them,  than  from  preaching. — 
Of  these  I  do  much,  as  my  reports  will  show.  Often  is 
my  heart  made  glad  with  seeing  that  my  visits  have  not 
only  been  welcome,  but  comfortable,  and  sometimes 
joyful.  The  sick  as  well  as  the  healthy  have  expressed 
their  pleasure,  and  the  cordial  smile,  and  affectionate 
look,  or  more  expressive  tear,  has  scattered  along  my 
road  for  miles  a  fragrancy  sweeter  than  all  the  odors 
from  the  gardens  of  sensual  pleasure."  From  these  state- 
ments a  pretty  correct  opinion  may  be  formed  respecting 
the  Kehukee  region,  as  a  field  of  missionary  labor. 

Rev.  R.  J.  Devin  was  appointed  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Board  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention, 
to  labor  in  the  bounds  of  the  Liberty  and  Yadkin  Asso- 
ciations for  twelve  months.  He  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  his  mission  soon  after  receiving  the  appointment,  and 
was  assiduously  employed  to  the  6th  of  December,  at 
which  time  he  was  taken  sick,  from  which  he  did  not 
recover  till  the  first  of  April  following.  From  his  last 
report  we  learn  that  he  labored  seven  months  for  the 
Convention,  during  which  time  he  preached  140  ser- 
mons and  travelled  over  2000  miles.     At  the  places  he 
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attended  he  says,  "over  100  persons  professed  faith  m 
Christ." 

Rev.  John  Robertson  was  appointed  missionary  for  six 
months,  to  labor  in  the  counties  of  Stokes,  Surry  and 
Guilford.  From  his  last  report  we  learn  that  he  labored 
185  days;  travelled  1507  miles  ;  preached  119  sermons; 
baptised  60  persons;  organized  4  Sabbath  Schools,  and 
3  arms  to  the  Madison  church — one  with  15,  another 
with  14,  and  a  third  with  9  members.  His  field  is  large 
and  inviting. 

Rev.  Elias  Dodson  was  appointed  by  the  Convention 
to  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  the  Beulah 
Association.  He  travelled  during  the  Associational  year 
4530  miles;  preached  212  sermons;  and  sold  books  to 
the  amount  of  $164  25.  He,  as  well  as  brother  Robert- 
sot),  speaks  of  the  great  destitution  in  Guilford,  Stokes 
and  Rockingham  counties — in  the  first  of  which  there  is 
no  Baptist  minister  or  missionary  church,  "though  it  is 
one  of  the  largest  counties  in  the  State." 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  Jan.  it  was  agreed  to 
allow  fifty  dollars  to  bro.  West  if  he  would  preach  once 
a  month  in  Milton  and  once  a  month  in  some  other 
place  which  he  might  select  himself — till  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention.  The  proposal  was  accepted  by  bro. 
West,  and  he  has  been  preaching  at  Milton  and  Rox- 
boro. 

Rev.  Zechariah  Neal  was  appointed  to  labor  for  three 
months  in  Guilford  and  Western  part  of  Orange  ;  but 
we  have  received  no  account  of  his  labors. 

Such  are  the  facts  connected  with  our  missionary  la- 
bors in  this  State,  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  present  them 
at  present,  during  the  Conventional  year  just  closed. — 
For  the  want  of  full  reports  from  all  the  missionaries  we 
are  unable  to  state  the  exact  amount  of  our  indebted- 
ness for  missionary  labor,  and  also  the  amount  of  funds 
collected.  Had  the  course  been  pursued  which  we  hope 
yet  to  see  adopted,  we  should  be  able  So  present  in  onr 
Report  our  expenses  and  resources;  as  it  is,  we  must 
wait  for  further  developments  to  see  how  we  stand  in 
these  respects. 

BENEFICIARIES. 

At  our  last  session  there  were  four  beneficiaries  under 
the  patronage  of  the  Board,  who  were  continued.  At 
the  tweeting  of  the  Board  m  Nov.  Bro.  Alderman,  from 
the  bounds  of  the  Union  Association,  was  received  upon 
the  recommendation  of  bro.  Fennell,  who  encouraged 
the  Board   to   believe   that  the  churches  m   the  region 
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from  which  he  came  would  furnish  the  means  to  meet 
his  expenses.  He  was  accordingly  received  and  instruct- 
ed to  repair  to  (he  College,  in  a  communication  address- 
ed to  bro.  Fennell,  which  he  did  soon  after.  As  bro. 
Yates  graduated  in  June  last,  the  number  of  beneficiaries 
now  under  our  patronage  is  four.  We  feel  that  it  is 
cause  of  gratitude  to  God  that  we  have  been  permitted 
to  raise  up  and  prepare  one  missionary  to  preach  the 
gospel  to  the  heathen.  Bro.  Yates  has  been  received  by 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, and  expects  to  sail  for  China  soon  in  company 
with  bro.  Shuck  and  others.  This  is  an  era  of  our  la- 
bors in  this  State,  and  we  hail  it  as  (he  harbinger  of  a 
glorious  change.  Why  should  not  North  Carolina  raise 
up  and  send  out  Foreign  Missionaries  as  well  as  other 
sections  of  our  country  1  Why  is  she  not  bound  lo  do 
it  if  she  admit  the  obligation  of  the  great  commission  1 
And  who  knows  but  lhat  many  young  brethren  feel 
moved  to  this  duty,  and  are  kept  back  by  the  want  of 
means  to  gratify  themselves,  or  of  proper  encouragement, 
to  go  1  Let  the  churches  become  thoroughly  missiona- 
ry, as  they  will  be  when  they  become  thorougly  chris- 
tian, and  God  will  give  us  men  in  greater  abundance  for 
the  Home  and  Foreign  field.  Certain  plants  in  the  ve- 
getable kingdom  flourish  only  in  a  congenial  soil  and 
climate.  They  spring  up  naturally  no  where  else,  and 
if  transferred  to  uncongenial  elements  they  wither  and 
die.  Missionaries  and  efficient  ministers,  grow  only  in 
a  truly  christian  soil,  and  in  a  missionary  atmosphere. — 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  March  a  new  regulation 
was  adopted  respecting  beneficiaries  and  licentiates. — 
At  the  instance  of  one  of  the  Professors,  the  Board  be- 
came responsible  for  the  tuition  of  our  licentiates  who 
may  study  at  Wake  F.  College.  There  are  two  reasons 
for  adopting  this  regulation  ;  one  was  the  conviction  en- 
tertained by  the  Board  that  theological  students  should 
be  relieved  from  the  expense  of  tuition,  for  which  the 
laws  of  the  Institution  as  yet  make  no  provision. — 
The  Trustees  have  not  felt  themselves  able  to  adopt 
such  an  arrangement,  and  it  is  to  meet  this  necessity 
that  the  Board  have  assumed  the  responsibility.  If  the 
means  shall  be  furnished  to  meet  the  expense  incurred  by 
the  measure,  we  shall  be  glad  to  continue  it,  if  not  we 
shall  have  to  drop  it.  Another  reason  for  the  measure 
was  that  it  would  induce  some  to  complete  their  course 
who  would  otherwise  feel  compelled  to  stop  in  conse- 
quence of  inability  to  meet  all  the  expense. 

It  was  also  agreed   that   the   beneficiaries  be  hereafter 
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required  to  give  notes  for  their  board,  to  bear  interest 
from  the  time  they  quit  College.  The  principal  reasons 
which  led  to  the  adoption  of  this  measure  were  the  fol- 
lowing : 

1.  It  was  thought  that  many  young  brethren,  who 
needed  assistance,  would  accept  the  aid  of  the  Board  as 
a  loan,  who  would  not  as  a  gift. 

2.  That  it  would  stimulate  the  beneficiaries  to  make  a 
better  use  of  their  advantages,  on  the  principle  that  that 
which  costs  something,  is  more  apt  to  be  prized  and  us- 
ed than  that  which  costs  nothing. 

3.  That  it  would  increase  our  means  of  doing  good  by 
the  accumulation  of  a  permanent  fund,  while  the  ben- 
eficiaries would  receive  all  the  aid  that  could  be  reason- 
ably desired.  Ii  substitutes  the  preserving  and  accumu- 
lating process  for  the  exhausting  one. 

Under  the  former  arrangement  we  were  continually 
exhausting  our  means — when  appropriations  were  made 
to  beneficiaries  they  could  do  no  more,  and  passed  away. 
Under  the  present  arrangements  we  retain  all  the  funds 
we  raise  for  education  with  increase  ;  and  the  same 
means  which  aid  one  young  man  may,  in  the  course  of 
years,  aid  many. 

FOREIGN  MISSION  DEPARTMENT. 

Besides  the  delegates  appointed  at  our  last  annual 
meeting  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  which  con- 
vened at  Richmond  in  June  last,  three  others  were  af- 
terwords appointed  by  the  Board.  The  Secretary  was 
appointed  to  represent  the  funds  collected  by  Rev.  J. 
B.  Taylor,  Cor.  Sec.  of  the  For.  Board,  as  he  passed 
through  our  State  Inst  year,  which  amounted  to  a  little 
more  than  a  hundred  dollars.  And  Rev.  J.  J.  James 
and  N.  J.  Palmer  were  appointed  upon  the  faith  of 
funds  expected  at  this  meeting;  I  hey  giving  a  draft  for 
the  amount  necessary  to  entitle  them  to  membership, 
which  is  to  be  paid  from  the  Foreign  Mission  fund  of 
this  year's  receipts;  with  the  understanding  that  should 
this  fund  fall  short  the  latter  is  to   meet  the  deficiency. 

The  present  is  an  era  in  the  history  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. The  millions  of  China  are  now  accessible,  and 
circumstances  seem  to  have  devolved  upon  Southern 
Christians  the  duty  of  giving  them  the  word  of  life.  A 
Board  has  been  located  at  Richmond  to  receive  and  ap- 
ply the  means  of  the  Southern  churches  for  I  he  benefit 
of  the  heathen,  and  noihing is  now  wanting  but  men  and 
moans  enough  to  give,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  an 
unusual  impetus  to  the  evangelization  of  the  world.     It 
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is  expected  that  we  shall  be  permitted  to  set  apart  one 
missionary  to  the  Foreign  field  during  the  present  ses- 
sion, and  it  is  hoped  that  his  example  will  be  followed 
by  many  others.  It  should  be  remembered  that  minis- 
ters, like  other  blessings,  are  given  in  answer  to  prayer, 
and  christians  should  make  special  supplication  to  God 
for  an  increase  of  laborers  when  the  harvest  is  so  plen- 
teous. 

SECRETARY. 

The  duties  of  the  Secretary,  during  the  past  year,  have 
been  unusually  arduous.  By  combining  the  duties  of 
Rec.  and  Cor.  Secretary  together,  and  requiring  the 
Board  to  meet  monthly,  the  labor  of  the  office  has  been 
greatly  increased.  The  principal  difficulty,  however, 
has  arisen  from  the  want  of  documents  and  papers  con- 
nected with  our  past  operations.  The  proceedings  of 
the  Board  have  not  heretofore  been  recorded  in  any  book, 
to  which  we  could  refer; — we  have  not.  been  able  as  yet 
to  get  a  complete  file  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Convention  ; 
and  some  of  the  papers  connected  with  the  proceedings 
of  our  last  anniversary  have  not  been  found.  Except 
the  Report  on  Education,  however,  it  is  believed  there 
is  no  material  omission  in  the  published  minutes.  The 
proceedings  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year  have  been 
recorded  in  a  permanent  form  for  future  reference. — 
Written  commissions  were  sent  to  each  of  the  missiona- 
ries and  agent,  giving  special  instructions  respecting 
their  fields  of  labor,  and  the  duties  expected  of  them. — ■ 
A  constant  correspondence  has  been  kept  up  with  in- 
dividuals and  religious  bodies,  with  a  view  of  awakening 
a  greater  interest  in  the  objects  which  we  are  seeking  to 
promote,  it  is  hoped,  with  some  good  effect ;  and  for  the 
same  purpose  several  Associations  and  other  bodies  have 
been  visited  personally,  at  two  of  which  collections  were 
taken  up,  amounting  to  $42  22.  The  amount  expen- 
ded by  the  Secretary  for  a  book  of  record,  postage,  and 
travelling  expenses  in  the  service  of  the  Board  is  $38  22. 

FIELDS  OF  LABOR. 

We  think  it  the  proper  course  to  direct  our  attention 
exclusively  lo  destitute  sections  and  feeble  churches. — 
Churches  which  are  supplied  with  pastoral  labor  ought 
not  to  esvp^ct  to  be  visited  by  missionaries  merely  be- 
cause they  contribute  to  the  funds.  But  a.?  the  destitu- 
tion is  beyond  the  present  means  of  supply,  we  think 
the  true  policy  is  to  cultivate,  thoroughly,  the  most 
needy  and  important  points  first.  Special  attention 
ought  first  to  be  given   to  the  towns,  and  then  the  most 
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suitable  places  in  the  country.  The  New  Testament 
plan  is  "/o  begin  at  Jerusalem"  The  great  mistake 
with  us  in  this  State  has  been  the  neglect  of  the  towns, 
particularly  in  the  middle  and  western  parts  of  the  State. 
A  change  lias  lately  commenced  for  the  better,  which 
we  trust  will  go  on  with  increasing  vigor.  Churches 
have  sprung  up  in  Yanceyville  and  Milton,  and  meas- 
ures are  in  operation  for  putting  up  houses  of  worship  in 
Hillsborough  and  Oxford  ;  and  if  suitable  ministers  can 
be  employed  at  these  places  there  is  reason  to  hope  in- 
teresting churches  may  be  established  therein  the  course 
of  time.  The  church  in  Louisburg  ought  to  be  supplied 
regularly  with  preaching,  and  has  claims  upon  our  as- 
sistance. Edenton  also  ought  to  have  a  preacher,  nor 
ought  Windsor,  Greensborough  and  Salisbury  to  be  over- 
looked. In  the  country,  destitute  and  important  fields 
meet  us  on  every  hand,  calling  for  help.  It  is  with 
heavy  hearts  that  we  survey  the  destitution  around  us, 
and  then  consider  our  limited  resources  to  supply  it.  In 
view  of  this  scene  will  not  our  ministering  brethren  give 
themselves  more  fully  to  the  duties  of  their  profession  1 
Will  not  our  young  brethren  consecrate  themselves  to 
this  work  1  And  will  not  the  churches  furnish  the 
means  to  sustain  them  while  thus  engaged  1  If  Rail 
Roads  are  to  be  built, or  Banks  established,  or  the  defences 
of  the  country  undertaken,  capital  is  furnished  in  abun- 
dance, the  best  talents  are  employed,  and  systematic  ef- 
fort is  put  forth  till  the  result  is  accomplished.  Why  can 
we  not  come  up  to  the  work  before  us  with  equal  zeal 
and  liberality  1 

auxiliaries. 

The  Western  Convention,  an  auxiliary  of  this  body, 
held  its  second  session  at  Boiling  Spring,  Henderson 
county,  in  August  last.  The  proceedings  were  spirited 
and  harmonious.  We  regret  that  the  delegates  appoint- 
ed from  this  body  failed  to  meet  with  them,  except  bro. 
Lineberry.  The  brethren  in  the  West  are  making  an  ef- 
fort, to  build  up  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  in  that  section 
of  the  State,  which  has  been  too  much  neglected  hereto- 
fore, and  they  ought  to  have  our  encouragement  and 
support. 

As  a  general  principle  in  relation  to  auxiliaries,  the 
Board  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  best  for  the  churches  to  be 
made  auxiliares  to  the  Convention,  as  far  as  practicable. 
It  may  be  necessary  sometimes  to  adopt  other  modes  of 
operation  ;  but  we  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  this  is 
the  best  plan  as  a  general  thing.  It  will  save  time  and 
trouble.     It  certainly  is  as  convenient  to  send  funds  that 
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may  be  raised  by  a  church  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Con  - 
vention,  as  it  is  lo  send  them  to  some  other  organization 
to  be  forwarded  by  them  to  the  Convention.  And  when 
the  Convention  is  placed  so  far  in  the  distance,  and  has 
to  be  reached  through  intervening  organizations,  its 
claims  will  not  be  seen  so  clearly  nor  be  met  so  prompt- 
ly as  when  they  are   laid  directly  before  every  church. 

FINANCES. 

For  a  detailed  account  of  our  finances  we  refer  to  the 
reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  of  the  Committee  on  con- 
tributions. It  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  amount  to 
$1938  86,  leaving  a  deficit  of  more  than  $440. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  some  change  is  required 
in  our  organisation.  With  our  present  arrangements 
too  much  labor  devolves  on  a  few  individuals.  Our 
Board  is  entrusted  with  the  management  of  three  dis- 
tinct departments,  viz  :  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, and  Education;  aud  the  same  persons  who  have 
So  pet  form  most  of  the  work  in  this  Boards  aire  aSso  on 
the  Boards  of  the  Bible  and  Publication  Societies.  We 
think  it  is  best  to  divide  the  labor:  to  organize  three 
Boards — -one  for  each  object,  and  to  locate  them  m  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  State.  This  will  secure  a  greater 
number  of  laborers,  and  accomplish,  it  is  thought,  as 
much  for  each  object  as  is  now  done  for  all.  The  sub- 
ject is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  Convention  in  the 
hope  that  some  change  will  be  made  thaft  will  give  great- 
er efficiency  to  our  operations. 

ft.  is  thought  that  the  Board  weed  not  at  present  be  re* 
quired  to  meet  often  er  than  quarterly,  ai  which  times 
the  missionaries  should  be  required  to  make  reports  of 
their  labor,  upon  the  punctuality  of  which  these  pay- 
ments should  depend.  We  think  It  indispensable  to  the 
success  of  our  operations  thai  the  missionaries  should  fee 
paid  quarterly  or  semiannually  5  they  must  suffer  great 
inconvenience  when  they  have  So  wail  till  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  sometimes  longer,  for  their  payments,  such 
as  no  other  laborers  would  submit  to,  and  we  s&attl  nev- 
er be  able  t©  get.  a  sufficient  number  of  the  right  sort  of 
men  till  this  part  ©four  operations  is  improved. 

To  effect  this  a  change  will  have  to  be  made  in  the 
(financial  department.  Immediate  contributions  will  be 
necfessary.  Auxiliaries,  instead  of  waiting  till  the  end 
<uf  the  year  to  forward  their  funds  by  their  delegates,,  will 
have  to  send  them  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention 
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during  the  year,  and  then  the  Board  can  draw  upon  the 
Treasurer  for  the  quarterly  payments  of  the  missionries. 
Besides  other  advantages  arising  from  this  plan,  it  would 
enable  the  Board  to  keep  their  expenditures  within  the 
limits  of  their  means. 

We  furthermore  suggest  the  propriety  of  bringing  all 
our  Domestic  Missionary  operations,  within  the.  bounds 
of  this  Convention,  under  the  supervision  of  one  Board. 
Some  of  the  reasons  which  urge  this  arrangement  are  the 
following  :  1.  One  Board  is  sufficient  for  this  depart- 
ment within  the  limits  specified.  2.  It  would  enable 
us  to  ascertain  at  each  anniversary  what  was  done, 
throughout  the  State  for  Home  Missions  during  the  year. 
3.  It  would  awaken  a  deeper  sympathy  in  behalf  of  the 
Convention — it  would  increase  our  contributions  and 
representation — it  would/give  unity  and  vigor  to  our  ef- 
forts, and  thus  greatly  increase  our  efficiency. 

We  know  it  will  be  said  by  som«,  that  they  can  man- 
age their  own  missionary  affairs,  and  need  not  the  aid 
of  a  general  Board  ;  so  some  familes  may  say  they  can 
manage  their  affairs  without  the  aid  of  a  Stale  govern- 
ment ;  but  then  (here  are  many  others  that  cannot ;  and 
to  promote  the  interests  of  the  whole  they  unite  under 
one  government.  If  some  few  sections  can  empioy  and 
superintend  their  own  missionaries,  many  others  cannot  ; 
and  any  one  who  will  carefully  examine  ihe  matter 
must  see  that  the  interests  of  all  will  be  best  promoted 
by  concentrating  our  efforts  and  resources.  If  those  who 
are  able  to  sustain  their  own  missionary  operations  con- 
fine their  means  and  efforts  at  home,  where  are  the 
means  and  efforts  to  come  from  1o  supply  (he  destitute 
in  other  sections  1  The  Convenlion  cannot  live,  much 
less  meet  the  many  demands  upon  it  for  aid,  if  section- 
al arrangements  drain  it  of  men  and  means.  If  section- 
tional  arrangements  can  do  the  work  better  than  a  gen- 
eral organization,  let  us  abolish  the  latter  and  adopt  the 
former;  but  if  it  can  be  better  done,  as  is  believed,  by  a 
general  organization,  then  let  all  sections  unite  in  it. 

The  Board  cannot  close  this  Report  without  calling 
attention  to  a  fact  which  they  think  deserves  considera- 
tion. All  must  perceive  that  the  efficiency  of  our  ope- 
rations in  this  Slate  bears  no  proper  proportion  lo  our 
resources.  With  40,000  members,  and  an  aggregate  a- 
mount  of  means  which  will  compare  with  that  of  any 
other  religious  body,  we  have  not  averaged  a  thousand 
dollars  a  year  for  the  benevolent  objects  under  our  pat- 
ronage !  We  hear  of  revivals,  and  of  large  accessions  to 
our  churches  annually,  but  we  see  no  proportionate  in- 
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crease  "of  funds  and  efficiency.  How  are  we  (o  ac- 
count for  this  slate  of  tilings'?  The  causes  are  no  doubt 
various  ;  but  some  of  them  may  be  found  in  the  fact  that 
the  members  are  not  properly  trained  to  duty  after  they  en- 
ter the  church,  and  that  there  is  too  great  a  laxity  in  gov- 
ernment and  discipline.  The  efficiency  of  an  army  does 
not  depend  so  much  upon  its  numbers  as  upon  ils  being 
thoroughly  drilled  and  united  ,as  all  history  shows.  And 
this  is  all  that  is  lacking  among  our  people  to  secure 
that  prosperily  which  we  profess  to  desire. 

Let  us  then  draw  instruction  from  the  history  of  the 
past — let  us  attend  to  facts  as  developed  in  the  dealings 
of  Providence — let  us  apply  suitable  remedies  to  what 
we  find  defective  in  our  plans  of  operation,  and  conse- 
crate ourselves  afresh  to  the  work  before  us.  Argu- 
ments meet  us  from  every  point  enforcing  the  exhorta- 
tion, "whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do  it  with  thy 
might."  If  we  look  back  through  sixteen  years  we  shall 
observe  changes  which  shall  remind  us  that  what  we.  do 
must  be^xlone  quickly.  We  find  not  in  this  assembly  to 
day  many  who  cheered  us  by  their  presence,  and  aided 
us  by  their  counsels  and  means  in  the  early  sessions  of 
this  Convention.  We  look  in  vain  to  this  table  for  an 
Armstrong,  and  to  those  seats  for  an  Austin,  a  Culpepper, 
a  Graham,  a  Thomson,  and  many  others.  They  are 
gone,  and  we  must  soon  follow  them  whether  our  work 
is  finished  or  not. 

If  we  look  around  us  we  sec  a  generation,  many  of 
whom  are  without  the  means  of  grace,  rapidly  passing 
into  eternity.  And  if  we  look  before  us  the  ascended 
Saviour  meets  us  on  his  throne  of  judgment,  calling  each 
to  account  for  his  stewardship.  If  we  listen  to  this  united 
appeal  we  cannot  remain  as  we  are.  Our  efforts  will 
become  more  vigorous — our  means  will  flow  more  liber- 
ally into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord — our  prayers  will  be- 
come more  fervent — and  our  scattered  forces  will  be 
centered  in  one  irresistible  un.il v. 
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Your  Committee  would  state  that  they  have  entered  below  no  mon- 
ies paid  the  Agent  except  the  entire  amount :  and  hence  to  ascertain  the 
amount  paid  within  the  bounds  of  many  Associations  and  by  many 
churches,  the  amount  below  must  be  added  to  the  amount  paid  the  Agent. 
In  one  case  the  amount  so  found  differs  some  cents  from  the  amount  re- 
ported to  be  raised  by  the  church.

PUBLICATION  SOCIETY. 


Raleigh,  Oct.   17,   1846. 

The  fit st  annual  meeting  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Publication  and  Sunday 
School  Society  was  held  in  the  Baptist  Church. 

At  3  o'clock  P.  M.  the  Society  was  called  to  order  by  Rev.  J.  J.  Finch, 
President.     Prayer  by  Rev.  S.  Wait. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  J.  James,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to 
attend  upon  the  audience,  and  procure  members  of  the  Society.  Com- 
mittee—J.  J.  James,  C.  \V.  Skinner  and  T.  B.  Bamett. 

The  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Order  were  read. 

On  motion,  a  committee  of  three  were  appointed  to  nominate  officers  of 
the  Society  for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  J.  James,  the  Secretary  read  the  following  an- 
nual Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  which  was  adopted : 

REPORT    OF    THE    BOARD. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  our  Society,  the  Rev.  W.  Line- 
berry  was  appointed  its  agent,  bin  in  consequence  of  his  subsequent  ap- 
pointment as  agent  of  the  Convention,  he  declined  serving,  and  we  elect- 
ed brother  Valentine  of  Yanceyville,  to  Jill  the  vacancy  this  occasioned  ; 
who  was  written  to  upon  the  subject  and  urged  to  accept  the  appoint- 
ment, which  he  declined  doing  in  consequence  of  numerous  engagements 
of  a  private  nature.  Since  which  time  we  have  supplied  brethren 
Lineberry,  DuPre  and  others  with  books,  &c. ;  who  not  having  furnish- 
ed the  Society  with  a  report  of  their  success,  we  are  unable  to  furnish 
any  encouraging  information.  You  will  perceive,  from  our  inability  to 
procure  the  services  of  an  efficieut  a<;ent,  that  the  operations  of  the  Socie- 
ty have  been  exceedingly  limited;  nevertheless,  we  trust  much  good  has 
been  accomplished,  and  leel  i'u  I  iy  satisfied  that,  by  judicious  management, 
the  objects  of  the  Society  will  ultimately  succeed.  We  would  recom- 
mend, instead  of  an  agent  being  appointed  for  the  Society,  that  the  agent 
and  missionaries  of  our  Convention  be  requested  to  act  as  colpoi tours, 
with  such  instructions  and  remuneration  as,  in  your  wisdom,  you  may 
deem  expedient.  For  a  knowledge  of  the  amount  of  books  received  and 
sold  during  the  fiscal  year,  we  refer  you  to  the  repoil  of  the  Dep.  Agent.

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  read  by 
the  Secretary. 

Brother  K.  Thompson  from  the  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools 
made  a  report  which  was  read  and  accepted. 

Elder  B.  Bruce  from  the  Western  Convention  offered  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  which  was,  after  remarks  by  him,  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  as  much  inconvenience  has  long  existed  in  our  de- 
nomination for  want  of  a  suitable  and  general  Hymn  Book,  we  are 
now  glad  to  recommend  to  our  churches  for  their  spiritual  edifica- 
tion in  devotional  exercises,  the  Baptist  Hymn  Book,  by  Elder  Wm. 
C.  Back,  as  published  by  Messrs.  Monsorat  &  Co.,  Louisville, Ky., 
believing  it  to  possess  superior  advantages  to  any  now  in  use  a- 
mong  us. 

The  C^rr-imctee  appointed  to  confer  with  Elder  Wm.  Jones,  Gen- 
eral Agent  of  the  Convention,  made  a  report  recommending  his  re- 
appointment for  the  ensuing  year,  winch  was  unanimously  concur- 
red in  by  the  Convention. 


The  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  read  by  the  Sec- 
retary, and,  after  a  slight  amendment,  approved  by  the  Convention. 

The  letter  from  the  Liberty  Association,  was,  on  motion,  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

On  motion,  Elder  D.  S.  Williams,  and  brethren  J.  W.  Martin 
and  Matthew  R.  Moore  were  appointed  a  committee  to  nominate 
Delegates  to  attend  the  next  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention to  be  held  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  commencing  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  May,  1819 — who  reported  the  names  of  J.  J. 
James,  T.  Meredith,  William  Jones,  John  Kerr,  N.  J.  Palmer,  E. 
Dodson,  N.  A.  Purify  and  John  Robertson,  who  were  unanimously 
appointed  as  Delegates. 

Elder  N.  A.  Purify,  from  the  committee  on  Finance,  made  a  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  the  committee  discharged. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  have  2000  copies  of  the 
Minutes  of  this  Convention  printed  and  circulated,  and  was  allow- 
ed $25  for  his  services  the  past  year. 

On  motion  of  Elder  D.  S.  Williams,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
funds  received  by  the  Raleigh  Association  for  the  support  of  Elder 
M.  T.  Yates  and  wife,  Missionaries  to  China,  and  all  other  funds 
raised  in  the  State  for  the  support  of  Foreign  Missions,  be  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Southern  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  Rich- 
mond. 

On  motion  of  Elder  J.  J.  James,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Southern  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  Richmond 
be  respectfully  requested  in  future  not  to  appoint  Agents  for  this 
State,  without  consulting  this  Convention  or  its  Board  of  Mana- 
gers. 

On  motion,  the  application  from  the  Wake  Forrest  church,  for 
aid  to  brother  Kimbrough  Thomson,  a  licentiate  of  the  Mount  Airy 
church,  in  obtaining  an  education  at  Wake  Forrest  College,  was 
taken  up.  After  an  examination,  at  the  request  of  the  President, 
by  Elder  Meredith,  and  the  relation  of  his  christian  experience, 
his  call  to  the  Ministry,  and  his  approval  of  the  doctrines,  ordi- 
nances, and  dicipline  of  the  Baptist  church,  also  remarks  by  Elder 
John  Robertson,  Professor  Brooks,  and  Elder  Elias  Dodson,  in  re- 
lation to  his  christian  conduct  and  his  application  to  his  studies,  he 
was  unanimously  received  as  a  beneficiary  of  the  Convention  for 
twelve  months. 

The  application  from  the  Mount  Zion  church,  in  Granville  coun- 
ty, N.  C,  in  behalf  of  William  S.  Hopgood,  a  licentiate,  to  be- 
come a  beneficiary  of  this  Convention  in  obtaining  an  education, 
was  then  taken  up.  He  was  also  examined,  at  the  request  of  the 
President,  by  Elder  T.  Meredith, and  after  the  relation  of  his  christian

The  amendment  was  read,  and  after  remarks  by  Elders  James, 
Meredith,  and  Brother  N.  J.  Palmer,  it  was,  on  motion,  referred  to 
a  committee,  consisting  of  A.  Docker,  T.  Meredith,  J.  J.  James,  N. 
A.  Purify,  William  Jones,  and  W.  T.  Brooks,  to  consider  of  the 
same  and  report  to  the  next  session  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Bother  N.  J.  Palmer, 

Resolved,  That  a  letter  be  addressed  by  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary to  the  churches  having  Beneficiaries  of  the  Convention,  re- 
spectfully requesting  them  to  raise  all  the  funds  they  can  in  aid  of 
their  support. 

On  motion  of  the  same,  it  was  unanimously 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due,  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  Brethren  and  citizens  of  Rockford  and  vi- 
cinity, for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  extended  to  its  members 
during  the  session  of  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  having  gone  through  with  all  its  business,  at  the 
request  of  the  President,  its  members  were  addressed  in  a  feeling 
and  appropriate  manner,  by  Rev.  Thomas  Meredith,  one  of  its  old- 
est members,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  he  led  in  prayer.  The 
members  then  united  in  singing  the  parting  hymn,  "  Blest  be  the 
tie  that  binds,"  &c. 

The  President  then  adjourned  the  Convention,  to  meet  again  in 
the  town  of  Oxford,  Granville  county,  N.  C,  on  Thursday  before 
the  third  Sabbath  in  October,  1849.

On  motion,  Elder  Samuel  P.  Smith  was  appointed  Missionary 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Briar  Creek  Association,  for  six  months, 
with  the  condition  that  the  Association  and  churches  provide  for 
one-half  of  his  support. 

Elder  T.  Meredith,  a  member  of  the  Board,  was  requested  to 
write  to  Rev.  Thomas  Curtis,  D.  D.,  for  further  information  in  re- 
lation to  the  application  by  him,  on  behalf  of  Broad  River  Society, 
in  aid  of  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  for  aid  in  employing  a  Mission- 
ary, and  communicate  the  same  to  the  Board  at  Milton.

APPENDIX 


Form  of  an  Auxilliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Pub- 
lication and  Sunday  School  Society  : 
Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Publication  and  Sunday 
School  Society  of  Church  or  town,  the  objects  of  which 

shall  be  the  encouragement  of  the  circulation  of  religious  books 
and  tracts,  and  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  Sabbath  Schools 
and  Libraries. 

2.  This  Society  shall  be  auxilliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Publication  and  Sunday  School  Society,  and  its  officers  shall  be  a 
President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Librarian, 
who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

3.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents, 
shall  preside  at  its  meetings.  The  Secretary  shall  record  its  pro- 
ceedings ;  the  Treasurer  receive,  keep,  and  disburse  its  funds,  ac- 
cording to  the  order  of  the  Society ;  and  the  Librarian  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Library. 

4.  The  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Agent  or  Trea- 
surer of  the  parent  State  Society,  one  half  to  be  returned  in  books, 
at  cost  prices,  and  the  other  half  devoted  to  the  aid  of  destitute 
Sabbath  Schools  and  neighborhoods. 

5.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  or  oftener,  at  the  call  of  one  or 
more  of  its  presiding  officers.  At  the  annual  meetings  some  one 
shall  be  selected  to  address  the  Society,  or  preach  a  sermon  before 
it. 

6.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  contribu- 
ting annually  to  its  funds,  or  a  life  member  by  the  contribution,  at 
one  time,  of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.

Report  on  Sabbath  Schools- 

Your  committee  on  Sabbath  Schools,  respectfully  report  the  follow- 
ing: 

The  great  importance  of  Sabbath  Schools  in  the  different  depart- 
ments of  Society,  is  now  almost  universally  acknowledged.  There 
may  be  a  few  who  oppose  them,  but  they  are  those  who  never  enjoyed 
their  advantages.  We  regret,  however,  to  have  to  report,  that,  from 
the  information  we  have  been  able  to  collect,  this  important  institution 
has  been  greatly  neglected  during  the  past  year,  and  that  the  churches 
generally,  are  far  behind  their  duty  in  imparting,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
the  young  a  knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

Our  Missionaries,  Robertson  and  Dodson,  inform  us  that  they  have 
established  several  Sabbath  Schools  during  the  past  year,  but  they 
have  been  greatly  neglected  for  the  want  of  teachers  to  take  an  inte- 
rest in  them,  and  keep  them  up  when  established.  Members  of  the 
church  should  take  more  interest  in  this  institution  ;  they  should  re- 
member that,  in  order  to  do  good,  they  must  deny  themselves. 

The  youth,  while  thus  engaged,  is  secure  from  the  temptations  which 
so  frequently  beset  that  particular  age  ;  and  he  not  only  acquires  a 
knowledge  of  the  holy  Scriptures,  but,  by  associating  with  Christians, 
he  is  immediately  led  to  inquire  what  he  must  do  to  inherit  eternal 
life. 

Some  of  the  most  useful  men  that  were  ever  in  the  Baptist  church, 
were  zealous  advocates  of  Sabbath  Schools.  Fox  established  Sabbath 
Schools.  Hughs,  one  of  the  originators  of  the  Bible  Society  in  Eng- 
land, spent  much  of  his  time  in  Sabbath  Schools.  Most  of  our  Mission- 
aries to  China  took  a  deep  interest  in  Sabbath  Schools  while  in  Ameri- 
ca. Dr.  Going,  one  of  our  most  eminent  ministers,  engaged  with  deep 
interest  in  Sabbath  Schools.

Report  on  Tracts. 

Your  committee  are  aware  that  the  subject  of  Tracts  has,  from  time 
to  time,  been  written  upon,  and  spoken  of,  in  our  religious  assemblies, 
and  all  that  can  be  said  has  been  said  in  their  favor,  and  no  one  is  dis- 
posed to  doubt  their  usefulness  to  the  generality  of  mankind.  Many 
are  the  benefits  that  have  been  derived  from  the  distribution  of  tracts, 
and  many  precious  souls  have  been  snatched  from  ruin  by  the  reading 
of  a  simple  tract. 

The  advantage  that  Tracts  have  over  many  of  the  efforts  that  are 
now  put  forth  for  the  good  of  men  is,  that  they  can  be  circulated  among 
that  class  of  the  community,  and  in  the  very  haunts  of  sin,  where  the 
living  witness  could  not  be  admitted. 
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But  it  may  be  said,  that  wa  are  aware  of  the  great  good  to  be  derived 
from  the  distribution  of  Tracts ;  but  where  are  we  to  obtain  them  ? 
We  answer,  from  the  Baptist  Publication  and  Sunday  Sehool  Society. 
The  object  of  this  Soeiety  is  to  sell  to  the  friends  of  religion  in  North 
Carolina  at  the  cheapest  rates  that  can  be  afforded,  Tracts,  Biogra- 
phies, and  other  publications  for  the  special  benefit  of  mankind.  These 
Tracts,  books,  &c,  may  be  obtained  of  the  Depository  agent  at  Ra- 
leigh. 

Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  therefore,  That  our  churches  and  Missionaries  be  request- 
ed to  use  their  influence  in  circulating  Tracts,  &c,  in  the  various  re- 
gions in  which  they  operate.

Report  on  Education. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Education,  ask 
leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

Education  is  of  paramount  importance^  and  demands  the  attention 
and  co-operation  of  every  friend  of  his  race.  Its  use  in  the  varioui 
departments  of  life  is  so  obvious,  and  its  practicability  so  universally 
conceded,  at  this  day,  that  we  deem  it  almost  unnecessary  to  insist  upon 
this  feature  of  the  subject. 

To  the  Ambassador  of  Christ,  a  thorough  education  is  necessary,  to 
enable  him  to  successfully  meet  and  repel  the  various  errors  which  are 
now  propagated  in  the  world.  The  prejudices  of  men  must  be  bro- 
ken down — the  arguments  of  the  infidel  must  be  answered. 

How  is  this  to  be  done  ?  Not  by  mere  declamation,  but  by  close 
and  conclusive  reasoning ;  by  mind  acting  upon  mind ;  by  being  able 
to  clear  the  subject  of  the  difficulties  in  which  it  may  be  involved,  and 
to  present  it  in  such  a  clear  and  forcible  light,  that  the  judgment  will 
be  forced  to  submit. 

This  much  desired  object  can  be  attained  only  by  a  laborious  course 
of  study,  close  thinking  and  discipline.  The  days  of  inspiration  are 
past.  God  no  longer  holds  the  pen  of  his  Ministers,  and  tells  them 
what  they  must  say.  Men  cannot  receive  knowledge  intuitively,  how- 
ever sacred  the  office.  "  Strive  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God, 
a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word 
of  truth,"  is  the  advice  which  Paul  gives  to  Timothy. 

We  are  happy,  however,  to  say,  that  in  our  own  denomination,  a  very 
manifest  and  commendable  zeal  is  seen  in  the  efforts  which  are  now 
being  made  to  establish  schools,  both  male  and  female,  in  various  sec- 
tions of  our  country.  Your  committee  cannot  but  regard  this  as  a 
favorable  token  that  those  prejudices  which  have  existed  with  regard 
to  education,  are  now  about  to  give  way,  and  that  a  new  era  is  about 
to  dawn  upon  our  country. 

Allow  your  committee,  in  conclusion,  to  present  to  the  fostering  ear* 
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of  the   Convention,  and  to  th«  Baptist  denomination  generally,  the 
Wake  Forest  College. 

This  institution  commenced  operations  in  Feb.,  1834,  and  from  the 
repeated  favors  which  God  has  shown  it,  in  pouring  out  his  holy  spirit 
upon  it,  and  from  the  patronage  which  it  has  received  from  various 
sections  of  our  State,  and  from  other  States,  we  are  led  to  the  conclu- 
sion, that  God's  hand  was  in  its  formation. 

By  the  liberality  of  some  of  its  friends,  the  College  is  now  nearly 
relieved  from  its  pecuniary  embarrassments,  which  have,  hitherto, 
somewhat  crippled  its  efforts  ;  and  will  soon  be  placed  on  a  firm  basis. 

The  institution  has  a  new  and  important  collection  of  minerals,  and 
a  chemical  and  philosophical  apparatus,  sufficient  to  illustrate  all  the 
important  facts  and  principles  of  Natural  Science.  We,  as  a  denomi- 
nation, must  sustain  our  own  institutions,  by  giving  our  money — our 
influence,  and  our  patronage.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  foreign  field  for  Missionary  labor  has  never  been  so  extensive  or 
80  full  of  promise,  as  it  is  at  the  present  time.  In  the  Burman  Em- 
pire, where  our  Missionaries  were  destined  to  toil  for  several  years, 
without  a  single  convert,  there  are  now  not  only  numerous  converts,  but 
churches,  and  even  Associations.  Native  Pastors  and  Missionaries  are 
numerous.  Revivals  of  religion  are  frequent.  Accessions  are  some- 
times made  by  thousands  ;  and,  in  some  respects,  the  Missionary  sta- 
tions and  districts  begin  to  exhibit  the  aspect  of  a  Christian  country. 

The  vast  empire  of  China  has  recently  become  accessible.  We  have 
several  Missionaries  now  laboring,  and  preparing  themselves  to  labor, 
in  that  field.  As  yet,  but  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  making 
converts,  or  raising  up  churches.  Still  the  people  are  anxious  to  hear 
the  gospel  preached,  to  receive  tracts,  and  to  be  otherwise  informed 
on  the  subject  of  Christianity.  The  hope  is  confidently  entertained 
that,  with  a  divine  blessing,  the  Gospel  will  be  cheerfully  accepted  by 
that  people,  and  that  the  whole  empire  will  speedily  become  subject  to 
the  dominion  of  Christ. 

Our  missions  in  Germany  have  also  been  greatly  prospered  of  late. 
Bro.  Oncken  and  others  have  been  instrumental,  not  only  in  effecting 
numerous  conversions,  but  in  constituting  and  sustaining  sundry 
churches.  If  we  recollect  correctly,  churches  of  our  faith  have  been 
established,  not  only  in  Germany  proper,  but  also  in  Prussia  and  Den- 
mark. 

Other  denominations  have  been  perhaps  equally  successful.  In 
Turkey,  in  Prussia,  in  different  portions  of  the  East,  and  in  the  distant 
islands  of  the  sea,  the  Congregationalists,  the  Presbyterians,  and  oth- 
ers, have  extensive  and  floxirishing  Missions.  This  is  emphatically  a 
day  of  Missionary  enterprise.  Never  before  have  such  efforts  been 
made  to  subdue  the  world  to  the  dominion  of  truth.     Never  before  has 
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heathenism  been  so  resolutely  assailed  by  the  power  of  the  gospel,  or 
evinced  such  striking  indications  of  a  speedy  submission  to  the  reign 
of  the  Savior. 

Under  such  circumstances,  Christians  find  the  strongest  encourage- 
ment to  labor  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  and  to  anticipate  the  ad- 
vent of  that  day,  when  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  shall  become  the 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ.

Report  on  Home  Missions. 

The  committee  on  Home  Missions  make  the  following  report : 

This  institution  is  of  the  first  importance,  as  its  object  is  to  supply 
our  own  State  with  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  the  moral  conquest 
of  the  world,  the  Home  Mission  is  to  be  a  mighty  auxilliary.  Its  ope- 
ration is  not  confined  to  North  Carolina,  but  embraces  the  territory  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Our  more  immediate  attention  is 
directed  to  our  own  State.  There  is  a  great  destitution  in  our  West- 
ern borders.  Besides  a  large  scope  of  country,  the  towns  of  Salisbury, 
Lincolnton,  Moxville,  and  others,  are  destitute  of  Baptist  churches. 
To  supply  the  great  destitution  in  our  State,  we  would  recommend — 

1st.  That  all  Missionaries  and  Agents  have  moderate  salaries,  be- 
cause most  of  our  resources  will  arise  from  agriculture,  the  produc- 
tions of  which  are  always  fluctuating  in  value.  A  Missionary  can  af- 
ford to  labor  on  more  moderate  terms  than  a  pastor,  because  his  own 
board  and  that  of  his  horse  cost  him  nothing.  Perhaps  a  married  man 
should  have  some  more  than  a  single  man,  yet  his  wages  should  be 
moderate,  for  if  he  have  a  numerous  family,  he  will  have  several  large 
enough  to  assist  in  its  support.  If  he  has  a  small  family,  less  will  serve 
him.  If  all  have  moderate  salaries,  more  laborers  can  work  in  the 
field,  and  more  service  can  be  rendered.  Such  a  course  will  multiply 
friends,  diminish  enemies  and  receive  the  approbation  of  God.  Now 
and  forever  let  us  avoid  extravagance  on  one  side,  and  covetousness  on 
the  other. 

2d.  That  all  the  Missionaries  do  what  they  can,  not  only  in  collect- 
ing money  on  suitable  occasions,  but  in  preaching  to  the  churches  to 
support  their  pastors.  By  this  means,  all  the  pastors  could  go  into  the 
field,  and  aid  the  Missionaries  in  supplying  the  destitution.  One  Mis- 
sionary in  Kentucky  is  said  to  have  done  an  immensity  of  good  in  this 
way,  in  1838.     Let  our  Missionaries  follow  the  same  example. 

3d.  As  our  field  is  so  great,  and  our  resources  so  small,  not  only  in 
this  State,  but  in  the  Southern  States,  your  committee  would  recom- 
mend, after  the  exhaustion  of  all  the  means,  that  we  follow  the  exam- 
ple of  the  Presbyterians  in  supplying  towns  and  villages  with  the  Gos- 
pel ;  that  the  Ministers  obtain  a  portion  of  their  support  by  teaching 
school. 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  said,  your   committee  recommend  the 
churches  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth  la 
borers  into  his  harvest.  ELIAS  DODSON,  Ch'm 
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Report  on  Periodicals. 

Your  committee  on  Periodicals  present  the  following  report : 
We  deem  it  of  the  utmost  importance,  in  order  to  advance  the  Re- 
deemer's kingdom  on  earth,  and  the  interests  of  our  denomination,  that 
a  more  wide  and  extensive  circulation  of  good  religious  Periodicals,  in 
some  way,  be  speedily  brought  about.  It  is  a  matter  to  be  deeply  re- 
gretted, that  the  different  religious  Periodicals,  and  especially  those  at 
home,  so  to  speak,  should  receive  so  little  patronage  among  our  breth- 
ren and  friends  within  this  State.  Old  North  Carolina,  with  her  forty 
thousand  Baptists,  a  large  number  of  friends,  and  only  one  religious 
Periodical,  (the  Biblical  Recorder,)  only  furnishes  about  six  or  seven 
hundred  subscribers  to  that  most  valuable  paper.  Brethren,  these 
things  ought  not  so  to  be  ;  and  as  a  remedy  to  this  evil,  we  recommend 
that  each  subscriber  to  the  Recorder  consider  himself  a  sort  of  volun- 
tary agent,  and  do  all  he  can  to  get  one,  two  or  more  subscribers  the 
ensuinor  year ;  also,  let  each  one  do  what  he  can  to  encourage  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Southern  Baptist  Review,  as  proposed  by  the  Editor  of 
the  Recorder.  Brethren,  let  us  all  wake  up  on  the  subject  of  Period- 
icals, and  try  what  we  can  do  the  ensuing  year. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Annual  Heport  of  tne  Board  of  Managers. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  is  providentially  detained 
at  home,  and  without  the  information  which  it  was  expected  he  would  officially 
communicate,  the  Board  can  only  furnish  such  facts  of  the  labors  of  the  past 
year,  as  their  limited  circumstances  on  this  occasion  have  enabled  them  to  col- 
lect. 

With  an  expression  of  devout  thankfulness  to  the  Father  of  mercies  for  the 
bounties  of  another  year,  and  especially  for  the  preservation  of  the  lives  of  the 
officers,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Convention, 
the  Board  will  proceed  to  communicate  directly,  such  information  as  tbey  are 
able  of  the  changes  of  the  past  Conventional  year. 

Home  Mission  Department. 

The  Home  department  has  been  conducted  upon  the  plan  heretofore  pursued, 
and  with  encouraging  success.  Saveral  Missionaries  were  employed  at  the  last 
Convention,  and  some  by  the  Board  since.  Their  labors  and  success  maybe 
seen  in  the  following  statements,  which  are  abridgements  of  their  several  re- 
ports. 

Elder  Mark  May  was  appointed  to  labor  in  the  bounds  of  the  Yadkin  Associa- 
tion, that  body  pledging  for  two-thirds  of  his  support.  In  a  report  made  to  the 
Board,  he  says,  "  I  have  labored  ten  months  ;  travel  led  2000  miles ;  preached  179 
sermons;  baptised  57  persons;  aided  in  the  constitution  of  one  church;  and  re- 
ceived from  the  churches  and  individuals,  S180  70." 

Elder  John  Robertson  was  appointed  to  labor  in  the  counties  of  Kockingham, 
Stokes,  and  Surry.  He  says,  "Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  I  have 
labored  as  Missionary  nine  months;  one  of  which  I  performed  gratuitously,  and 
one  in  consideration  of  a  letter  addressed  tome  by  an  unknown  person,  dated  For- 
es'.viile,  N.  C,  and  signed  "Mary,''  enclosing  $20,  and  requesting  me  to  labor  in 
Stokes  county."  He  adds.  "I  have  travelled  1488  miles;  preached  90  sermons; 
baptized  12  persons;  attended  several  protracted  meetings;  assisted  in  the  consti- 
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tution  of  one  church  ;  and  have  received  for  domestic  missions  $51  59  ;  for  for- 
eign missions  $1  00  ;  and  for  the  Bible  Society,  1  50." 

Elder  D.  G.  Taylor  was  requested  to  labor  in  connection  with  Bro.  Robertson, 
from  the  10th  of  September  up  to  the  present  time.  He  slates  that,  owing  to  sick- 
ness and  inclement  weather,  he  was  able  to  labor  only  21  days,  during  which  time 
he  travelled  368  miles;  preached  18  sermons;  baptized  3  persons, and  assisted  in 
the  constitution  of  one  church. 

Elder  J.  J.James,  who  was  requested  by  'he  Board  to  continue  his  labors  in 
Greensboro,  reports  that,  owing  to  the  pressing  nature  of  the  interests  of  Wake 
Forest  College,  and  other  things  which  devolved  upon  him,  he  has  been  unable  to 
supply  the  brethren  and  friends  in  Greensboro  with  regular  preaching.  In  addi- 
tion, however,  to  some  other  labors,  he  has  held  two  protracted  meetings,  assisted 
each  time  by  Bro.  S.  Wait.  The  meetings  were  well  attended  by  the  citizens  of 
the  town  generally,  and  seemed  to  result  in  good  to  the  Baptist  cause.  Several 
have  been  added  by  letter  and  experience,  and  one  by  baptism.  There  are  about 
15  members  in  this  town  who  are  formed  into  a  branch  of  the  Madison  church. 
They  are  very  anxious  to  be  supplied  with  regular  preaching,  and  request  that  the 
Convention  will  continue  to  assist.  They  expect  also,  shortly  to  procure  a  com- 
fortable house  of  worship.  He  also  adds,  that  Greensboro  is  a  flourishing  town 
of  2,000  inhabitants,  and  as  a  Missionary  station  promises  as  much  as  any  other 
town  in  the  State. 

Elder  E.  Dodson  was  appointed  to  labor  in  the  bounds  of  the  Beulah  Associa- 
tion, that  body  pledging  his  entire  support.     In  his  report  he  says  : 

"  Duriug  the  associational  year,  I  have  travelled  2550  miles,  preached  240  ser- 
mons, and  baptized  73  persons.  The  miles  travelled  are  fewer  than  in  preceding 
years,  because  from  the  last  of  January  to  the  middle  of  April,  I  was  absent  on  a 
journey  to  and  from  Mississippi, 

1  have  obtained  for  the  Biblical  Recorder  16  subscribers ;  for  the  Baptist  Guar- 
dian 47;  for  the  Southern  Baptist  3  ;  for  the  Christian  Index  6;  for  the  Alabama 
Baptist  4;  for  the  Mississippi  Baptist  1 ;  tor  the  Indian  Advocate  4;  for  the  Chris- 
tian Review  1.  As  1  passed  through  each  State,  I  did  everything  I  could  /or  the 
press,  because  my  experience  for  the  last  ten  years  has  taught  me  that  where  there 
was  an  indifference  to  the  press,  there  was  generally  an  indifference  to  all  other 
important  objects,  or  less  interest  manifested  in  them.  A  church  of  20  members, 
if  5  of  them  take  religious  papers,  will  do  more  for  their  pastor  and  every  other 
benevolent  object  which  adorns  the  age,  than  a  church  of  100  members  who  have 
ten  times  more  property,  andwho  do  not  take  such  periodicals.— Some  excuse 
themselves  by  saying  they  are  unable  to  take  a  paper.  Such  persons  ought  to 
reflect  that  the  art  of  printing,  which  pours  such  a  flood  of  light  upon  the  world, 
is  a  very  little  advantage  to  them,  if  they  are  willing  to  stand  so  far  in  the  rear  of 
the  present  march  of  mind.  Any  man  in  good  health  if  he  is  industrious  and  is 
worth  $100,  is  able  to  take  a  newspaper.  An  intemperate  man  can  spend  8  or 
10  dollars  for  whiskey  to  destroy  his  reason,  and  why  cannot  a  religious  man 
spend  2  or  3  to  improve  his  mind.  If  a  man  says  that  he  has  not  time  for  such 
reading,  let  him  take  the  time  he  employs  in  jokes  and  tiivial  conversation  and  in 
the  course  of  the  week  he  will  have  sufficient  leisure  for  reading. 

1  attended  interesting  protracted  meetings  at  Cay  Fork,  Friendship,  Little  Yad- 
kin and  other  places. 

At  Leaksville,  the  2d  Lord's  day  in  July,  I  attended  with  brethren  Taylor  and 
Robertson  where  theie  were  7  converts. 

On  the  3d  Lord's  day  in  the  same  month,  1  attended  near  Wentworth,  with 
brethren  Witherington  and  Barnes,  where  there  were  12  converts. 

On  the  4th  Lord's  day,  bro.  Neal  and  myself  commenced  a  protracted  meeting 
at  Hogau's  Creek,  M.  H.,  resulting  in  5  or  6  conversions. 

On  the  5th  Lord's  day  I  commenced  another  with  the  Beulah  church.  I  was  as- 
sisted by  bro.  Samuel  Wait.    There  were  6  conversions  at  this  meeting. 
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I  have  formed  some  Sabbath  Schools,  and  1  do  regret  that  there  is  so  much  in- 
difference  to  this  mighty  instrumentality  for  doing  good  among  the  rising  genera- 
tion. 

I  have  received  §20  45, 

If  the  months  of  August  and  October  were  devoted  exclusively  to  protracted 
meetings  with  the  exception  of  one  day  each  week  for  rest  (which  might  be  Fri- 
day or  Saturday)  much  good  might  he  accomplished." 

The  services  of  Elder  Win.  Jones  were  secured  early  in  the  present  year,  as 
general  agent  of  the  Convention,  since  which  time  he  has  been  occupied  with  the 
duties  of  hisappoiutment.  He  has  visited  most  of  thechurches and  Associations 
in  the  Eastern  and  middle  portions  of  our  Stale,  and  has  been  successful  in  raising 
an  amount  ol  funds  which  it  is  hoped  will  meet  the  present  liabilities  of  the 
Board.  For  particulars  the  Convention  is  referred  to  bro.  Jones' own  report  of  his 
labor. 

In  concluding  this  interesting  and  important  part  of  our  labors,  the  Board  feel 
that  while  there  is  much  to  encourage  in  the  home  field,  from  the  past  success  of 
our  Missionaries,  the  great  destitution  which  still  exists,  calls  upon  us  in  the 
most  imperative  manner,  to  increase  our  exertions  to  give  to  the  destitute  of  our 
State  the  preached  word.  The  Board  would  also  respectfully  invite  the  attention 
of  the  Convention  to  the  importance  of  establishing  Missionary  stations  in  the 
towns  and  villages  in  our  State  where  there  are  no  Baptist  churches.  Without 
consuming  time  to  offer  the  reasons,  they  can  but  be  persuaded  that  the  importance 
of  the  subject  will  at  once  commend  itself  to  the  consideration  of  the  Convention. 

Foreign  Mission  Department. 

In  reference  to  this  branch  of  our  labors,  it  is  needful  only  to  make  a  few  sim- 
ple statements.  Our  Foreign  Missions,  as  conducted  by  the  Foreign  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  are  progressing  as  rapidly  as  we  could  reasonably 
expect,  both  in  Asia  and  Africa,  but  more  particularly  in  the  latter.  Bro.  Yates 
and  his  wife  are  prosecuting  their  studies  preparatory  to  teaching;  the  heathen  with 
encouraging  success,  and  expect  ere  long  to  be  able  to  preach  Christ  to  the  inhab- 
itants of  Shanghai. 

The  Raleigh  Association,  a  constituent  body  of  this  Convention,  still  continues 
to  manifest  a  noble  zeal  in  sustaining  them  by  their  contributions.  Other  donations 
are  also  made  to  this  object,  besides  an  express  agency  appointed  in  this  State, 
by  the  Foreign  Board  in  Richmond,  Va. 

Education  Department. 

During  the  past  year  two  beneficiaries  under  the  patronage  of  the  Convention 
have  been  studying  at  Wake  Forest  College.  These  young  brethren  are  making 
regular  progress  in  their  studies,  and  one  of  them  expects  to  graduate  next  summer. 
The  Board  are  happy  to  state  that  the  amount  which  was  due  last  year  in  this 
department,  has  been  paid  off,  and  there  are  some  funds  now  on  hand,  which  may 
be  appropriated  toward  increasing  the  number  of  our  beneficiaries.  All  of  which 
is  respectfully  submitted,  in  behalf  of  the  Board.  J.  J.  JAMES.

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Constitution  of  the  Baptist   State  Convention. 

Article  1 .  This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina.  ' 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  education  of 
young  men  called  of  God  to  the  Ministry,  and  approved  by  the  churches  to 
■which  they  respectively  belong:  the  employment  of  Missionaries  within  the 
limits  of  this  State;  and  a  co-operation  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  the  promotion  of  Missions  in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distinct  from  each 
other,  and  punctually  appropriated  agreeably  to  the  specific  intention  of  the 
contributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals,  and  dele- 
gates from  such  institutions,  as  shall  make  adequate  contributions  to  its  funds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the 
Convention  one  Delegate,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church,  for 
every  ten  dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Art.  6.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually,  shall  be  a 
President,  three  Vice  Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  and  an  Auditor,  who,  with  twenty  others  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Convention  and  Board  ;  that  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  to  preside  in  case  of  his 
absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Secretaries  shall  be  required  to  discharge 
the  duties  appropriate  to  their  respective  offices.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the 
funds  of  the  Convention,  to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board,  shall  give  se- 
curity for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report 
of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  shall  be  audited  and  published  with  th« 
Minutes.  The  duty  of  the  Auditor  will  be  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Trea- 
surer. 

Art.  8.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  semi-annually,  at  such  time  and 
place,  as  it  shall,  from  time  to  time  designate ;  when  they  shall  adopt  such 
measures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  effect  the  different  objects  of  the  Con- 
vention, subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  9.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  Associations, 
Churches,  &c,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-operation  with  this  Institution, 
conformably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  10.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Board,  a  full  report  of  all  theii 
proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Art.  12.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  at  any  annual 
meeting,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 
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Constitution  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Bible  Society. 

Article  1 .  This  Institution  shall  be  denominated  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Bible  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be,  to  promote  a  wider  circulation 
of  the  Scriptures  in  the  most  faithful  versions  that  can  be  procured. 

Art.  3.  The  members  of  this  Institution  shall  consist  of  such  persons  as 
shall  contribute  annually  to  its  fund3. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Correspon- 
ding and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  to  whom  shall  be  added  a 
Board  of  Managers — all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  officers  to  perform  the  services  appro- 
priately  belonging  to  their  respective  stations. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  five  of  whom  shall 
form  a  quorum,  to  transact  all  business  demanding  attention,  during  the  intervals 
of  the  Society's  meetings. 

Art.  7.  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  same  place 
and  on  the  same  week,  with  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention  of  this 
State. 

Art.  8.  The  foregoing  Constitution  shall  be  subject  to  amendment,  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds,  whenever  expediency  shall  dictate.

Brethren  Thomas  S.  Yarbrough  and  John  W.  Hunt  from  the  Beu- 
lah   Association  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Education  was  called  for,  pre- 
sented, and  read,  by  Elder  C.  H.  Hendrickson.  Its  acceptance 
was  moved  by  Dr.  Shaw,  of  Milton,  Elders  A.  M.  Poindexter,  of 
Virginia,  Wm.  H.  Jordan,  of  Warventon,  J.  R.  Taylor,  of  Rich- 
mond, C.  H.  Hendrickson,  and  Prof.  White,  of  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege, addressed  the  Convention  in  sustaining  the  report,  particular- 
ly that  portion  in  relation  to  the  importance  of  educating  pious 
young  men  for  the  ministry.  At  the  request  of  the  Convention, 
Elder  Taylor  led  in  prayer,  that  God  would  raise  up  an  increased 
number  of  his  faithful  ministers.  The  question  was  then  taken  on 
the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  it  was  'unanimously  carried  in  the  af- 
firmative.

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  be  published  in  the  Biblical  Recor- 
der and  Baptist  Messenger. 

The  Convention  agreed  to  hold  a  prayer  meeting  in  the  Baptist 
Church  to-morrow  morning  at  nine  o'clock,  in  especial  reference  to 
Home  Missions.  It  was  also  agreed  that  on  Sunday  night  the  ser- 
vices be  devoted  to  the  cause  of  Foreign  missions,  and  that  Elders 
Bowen  and  Taylor  lead  in  the  same. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  nine  o'- 
clock.     Christian  Doxology  and  Benediction  by  the  President. 

Sunday,  October  20,   1849. 

In  the  morning  at  nine  o'clock,  a  Conventional  prayer  meeting 
was  held  in  the  Baptist  Church.  After  reading  a  portion  of  the 
word  of  God,  singing  and  prayer,  Elder  Wm.  Jones,  the  General 
Agent  of  the  Convention,  being  called  upon,  gave  a  cheering  ac- 
count ot  the  work  of  God  in  the  different  Baptist  Churches  in  this 
State,  stating  that  the  revivals  of  religion  had  been  very  extensive, 
and  almost  exclusively  in  the  Baptist  Churches  and  Congregations. 

At  11  o'clock,  the  Annual  Missionary  sermon  was  delivered,  by 
Elder  J.  J.  James,  agreeably  to  the  appointment  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion, from  the  1st  Epistle  of  John,  5th  chapter,  8th  verse. 

At  the  same  hour,  Elder  A.  M.  Poindexter  preached  in  the  Pres- 
byterian church,  from  2d  Corinthians,  5th  chapter,  21st  verse. 

In  the  afternoon,  Elder  James  McDaniel,  President  of  the  Con- 
vention, preached  in  the  Baptist  church,  from  the  90th  psalm,  14th 
verse. 

Owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  day,  raining  almost  incessantly, 
the  congregations  were  not  as  large  as  usual  on  such  occasions.  A 
deep  seriousness  and  solemn  attention  was  evidently  manifested, 
while  they  listened  to  the  word  of  life. 

Sunday  Eventxg,  7  o'clock. 

The  President  of  the  Convention  having  taken  the  chair,  the 
services  were  opened,  by  reading  portions  of  the  11th  and  12th 
chapters  of  the  Prophecy  of  the  prophet  Isaiah,  and  prayer  by  El- 
der Meredith. 

After  -b  few  appropriate  remarks  by  the  President,  he  introduced 
to  the  congregation  the  Rev.  T.  J.  Bowen,  recently  appointed  one 
of  the  missionaries  of  the  Southern  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  Cen- 
tral Africa,  who  addressed  the  assembly  for  some  time,  in  relation 
to  his  christian  experience,  and  the  operations  or  workings  of  his 
own  mind,  in  reference  to  the    Foreign  mission  field,  and  the   con- 
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elusion  resulting  in  the  determination  to  enter  it  at  all  hazards,  and 
to  go  among  a  people  to  whom  the  Gospel  of  Christ  never  had  been 
sent.  He  also  gave  a  description  of  the  field  of  labor  into  which  he 
was  about  to  embark.  His  appearance  and  earnestness  of  manner 
enlisted  a  strong  feeling  of  sympathy  in  his  behalf,  and  deep  inter- 
est in  the  success  of  his  mission.  The  audience  was  also  addressed 
by  Elders  Hendrickson,  Poindexter,  James,  Taylor,  and  N.  J.  Pal- 
mer, Esq..  On  a  proposition  being  made  by  the  latter,  twenty  in- 
dividuals united  with  him  in  subscriptions  of  five  dollars  each,  to- 
wards the  support  of  the  mission,  making  up  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars.  About  fifty  dollars  more  were  contributed  by  the 
congregation  for  the  same  object. 

During  the  exercises,  special  prayer  was  offered  in  behalf  of  this 
and  the  other  missions  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  by  Elders, 
Bowen,  Taylor  and  James.  The  meeting  throughout  was  one  of 
intense  interest.  At  the  conclusion  the  benediction  was  pronounced 
by  Elder  Wm.  H.  Jordan,  the  congregation  united  in  singing  the 
missionary's  farewell,  during  which  the  members  of  the  Convention 
and  others  present  passed  by  Elder  Bowen,  who  was  standing  on 
the  platform  in  front  of  the  pulpit,  giving  him  the  parting  hand. 

The  following  are  those  who  united  in  the  subscription  of  five 
dollars  each,  towards  the  Central  mission  to  Africa  :  N.  J.  Palmer, 
James  S.  Purify,  Mrs.  Mary  Williams,  James  B.  Taylor,  J.  J. 
James,  Mrs.  Esther  Bell,  Dr.  A.  J.  Askew,  John  H.  Lacy,  M.  B. 
Royster,  W.  S.  Grandy,  S.  A.  Creatb,  Aaron  Jones,  Miss  C.  Steven- 
son, Mrs.  Mary  White,  Mrs.  E.  Washington,  S.C.  Tatum,  A.  D. 
Blackwood,  Thomas  S.  Yarbrough,  Dr.  Wm.  M.  Crenshaw,  and 
Wm.  Talk. 

Other  contributions  of  a  like  or  larger  amount  were  made,  but 
the  names  of  the  donors  were  not  given  to  the  Secretary. 

Monday   Morning,  October  22. 

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment,  and  its  proceed- 
ings were  opened,  after  reading  the  103rd  Psalm,  singing  and  pray- 
er, by  Elder  Wm.  Hooper,  D.  D. 

The  roM  of  members  was  called  and  the  proceedings  of  Saturday 
were  read  by  the  Secretary. 

Elder  J.  M.  C.  Breaker  from  the  Newbern  Church,  William 
Crudup,  from  the  Tar  River,  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

Elder  Thomas  Meredith,  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  mis- 
sions, made  a  report  which  was  read.  Its  acceptance  was  moved 
by  Eider  J.  J.  James,  and  Elder  J.  B.  Taylor  addressed  the  Con- 
vention in  support  of  the  report.  Dr.  Shaw  made  a  statement  to 
the  Convention,  in  relation  to  the  Island  of  Honduras,  and  the 
Baptist  missionary  operations  there.  The  report  was  then  unani- 
mously adopted. 
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The  committee  on  the  subject  of  the  amendment  of  the  constitu- 
tion in  relation  to  life  memberships,  having  failed  to  prepare  any  re- 
port, were,  at  the  request  of  the  chairman,  discharged  from  the  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  report,  and  the  same  referred  to  the  Con- 
vention. Brother  N.  J.  Palmer  moved  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment as  proposed  by  Elder  Wm.  Jones,  at  the  last  convention,  a3 
follows  :  "Auy  regular  member  of  the  Baptist  church  by  contribu- 
ting at  one  time  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars,  to  the  funds  of  the 
Convention,  may  become  a  life  member,  provided  he  continues  a 
member  in  good  standing  in  the  Baptist  church  to  which  he  belongs. 
Also,  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  cne  time,  or  in  in- 
stalments, may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers.'' 

The  question  being  taken,  the  amendment  was  adopted  by  a 
majority  of  more  than  two- thirds  of  the  Convention. 

Elder  William  Jones,  General  Agent  of  the  convention,  made  his 
annual  report,  which  was  read  and  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  pub- 
lished with  the  minutes. 

Elder  Jones  having  stated  in  his  report  that  he  was  detained  at 
or  near  home  about  two  months  by  sickness  in  his  family,  and  it 
having  been  represented  to  the  convention  that  during  that  time  he 
was  operating  in  his  agency  as  opportunity  offered,  in  the  vicinitv 
of  his  residence,  On  motion  of  Elder  Meredith,  he  was  allowed 
the  full  amount  of  his  year's  salary. 

Brother  P.  F.  Pescud,  from  the  committee  of  Finance,  made 
their  report,  which,  after  some  corrections,  was  accepted,  and  the 
committee  discharged. 

On  motion  a  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Elders.  J.  J. 
James,  J.  S.  Purify,  and  brother  N.  J.  Palmer  were  appointed  to 
confer  with  Elder  Wm.  Jones,  in  relation  to  the  continuance  of  his 
agency.  The  committee  subsequently  made  a  report  recommending 
the  continuance  of  Elder  Jones  as  general  agent  for  the  ensuing 
year,  upon  the  same  terms  as  heretofore,  which  report,  on  motion 
of  brother  Lacy,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  Recording  Secretary  have  two 
thousand  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  this  Convention  printed  and  dis- 
tributed . 

On  motion  of  Elder  Meredith,  the  Recording  Secretary,  brother 
N.  J.  Palmer,  was  allowed  fifty  dollars  for  his  services,  as  Secreta 
ry  of  the  Convention,  and  also  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers at  Milton  the  past  year. 

On  motion,  Elder  A.  M.  Poindexter  of  Virginia,  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  Society  was  unani- 
mously invited  to  address  the  convention  at  three  o'clock  this  after- 
noon, in  relation  to  the  operations  and  objects  of  that  Society. 

The  Convention  then  gave  way  for  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  adjourned  until  three  o'clock,  P.  M.  Prayer  by  El- 
der J.  M.  C.  Breaker. 
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N.  B.  Rev.  Dr.  Hooper  preached  in  the  Presbyterian  church, 
at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  Elder  Q,.  H.  Trot  man  in  the  Baptist 
church  at  night. 

Monday  Evening,  3  o'clock. 
The  convention  met  according  to  adjournment,  and  its  proceed- 
ings Avere  opened  with  prayer  by  Elder  Thomas  Wilcox. 

Dr.  Wm.  A.  Shaw,  from  the  committee  on  Home  Missions,  made 
a  report  which  was  read,  and  on  motion,  accepted  and  ordered  to 
be  published  with  the  Minutes. 

Elder  A.  M.  Poindexter,  agreeably  to  the  invitation  of  the  con- 
vention given  in  the  morning,  appeared  before  them  and  addressed 
them  as  well  as  a  crowded  audience,  at  considerable  length,  and  in 
an  animated,  eloquent  and  forcible  manner,  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
address.  On  motion  of  Elder  J.  J.  James,  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  wait  on  the  members  and  congregation  and  receive  subscriptions 
and  contributions  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Pub- 
lication Society.  An  amount  of  nearly  two  hundred  dollars  was 
realized  in  cash  or  subscriptions. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  was  offered  by  brother 
N.  J.  Palmer,  and  unanimously  adopted  : 

The  Convention  having  heard  with  pleasure  and  great  satisfac- 
tion the  address  of  Rev.  A.  M.  Poindexter,  Corresponding  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  Society,  and  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  supplying  our  denomination  in  the  South,  and 
others  with  our  own  books  and  publications  :    Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  do  hereby  heartily  commend  the 
objects  of  that  Society  to  the  zealous  and  united  support  of  our  bre- 
thren and  friends  throughout  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Convention  having  gone  through  with  all  of  its  business,  the 
following  resolutions  were  offered  by  brother  N.  J.  Palmer,  accom- 
panied with  some  remarks,  commendatory  of  the  citizens  of  Oxford 
for  the  kind  and  repeated  invitations  to  the  Convention  to  hold  a 
session  among  them,  and  for  their  very  ample  and  hospitable  enter- 
tainment of  its  members  whilst  with  them. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  due  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  brethren  and  citizens  of  Oxford,  and  its  vi- 
cinity, for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  extended  to  the  members 
during  their  session  here.  Also,  for  the  kind  and  flattering  invi- 
tations heretofore  given  by  our  friends  here  of  the  different  denom- 
inations to  hold  our  annual  meetings  among  them. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  is  also  tendered  to 
our  Presbyserian  and  Methodist  brethren,  for  the  tender  and  use  of 
their  houses  of  worship  during  the  meeting. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  then  agreed  to  adjourn,  sine  die. 
The  President  then  rose  and  delivered  a  short  but  feeling   nnd 
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appropriate  adddress  to  the  members,  congratulating  them  on  the 
gieat  harmony  which  characterized  the  session,  and  the  close  of 
their  deliberations.  At  his  request,  Elder  Wm.  H.  Jordan  offered 
the  closing  prayer.  A  parting  Hymn  was  then  sung,  and  the  con- 
vention dismissed  by  the  benediction  of  the  President. 

The  next  session  of  the  convention  will  be  held  with  the  church 
in  Louisburg,  Franklin  County,  N.  C,  commencing  on  the  Thurs- 
day before  the  third  Sabbath  in  October,  1850.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

Oxford,  October  22,   1849. 

The  newly  appointed  Board  of  Managers  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  State  Convention,  met  in  the  Baptist  Church  immediately 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  in  the  forenoon.     Present, 

Elder  James  McDaniel,  President,  N.  J.  Palmer,  Secretary,  El- 
ders T.  Meredith,  J.  J.  James,  James  S.  Purify,  J.  B.  White,  Wm. 

A.  Shaw,  Laugdon  C.  Hinton,  A.  McDowell,  and  brethren  John 
H.  Lacy,  George  W.  Thompson,  Dr.  Wm.  M.  Crenshaw  and  Thos. 
S.  Yarb rough. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  and  ministering  breth- 
ren in  attendance,  were  invited  to  take  seats  with  the  Board,  and 
aid  them  in  their  deliberations. 

The  letter  referred  to  the  Board  by  the  Convention,  from  the 
Mill  Creek   church,    Person  County,  in  relation  to  brother  Robert 

B.  Jones,  a  licentiate  of  that  church,  becoming  a  Beneficiary  of  the 
Convention,  and  from  the  Cedar  Falls  church  in  Randolph  Coun- 
ty, in  relation  to  brother  Moses  Baldwin,  a  licentiate  of  that  church 
also  desiring  to  become  a  beneficiary,  were  taken  up  for  consul- 
tation. 

Brother  Jones  was  first  examined  as  to  his  Christian  experience, 
and  call  to  the  ministry,  and  the  doctrines  of  the  Baptist  Church,  all 
of  which  was  satisfactory.  Satisfactory  testimonials  were  also  gi- 
ven as  to  his  moral  and  Christian  character.  On  motion,  he  was 
unanimously  received  as  a  beneficiary  for  six  months. 

Brother  Baldwin  was  likewise  examined,  and  satisfactory  testi- 
monials also  given,  as  to  his  character,  when,  on  motion,  he  was 
unanimously  received  as  a  beneficiary  of  the  Convention  for  six 
months. 

It  is  understood  that  these  appointments  continue  longer,  if  the 
means  of  the  Convention,  and  the  course  of  conduct  of  the  benefici- 
aries justify  it. 

The  Board  adjourned  until  half  past  six  o'clock,  P.  M.  prayer 
by  Elder  Wm.  Jones. 
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Mgndat  Evening,  6  o'clock. 

The  Board  met  according  to  adjournment.  Present :  Elder  Jas. 
MeDaniel,  President,  N.  J.  Palmer,  Secretary,  George  W.  Thomp- 
son, J.  B.  White,  J.  B.  Jones,  Thomas  S.  Yarbrough,  Thomas  Mer- 
edith, A.  McDowell,  James  S.  Purify,  Dr.  Wm.  M.  Crenshaw,  J.  J. 
James,  and  Dr.  Wm.  A.  Shaw. 

The  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer  by  Elder  Jas.  S.  Pu- 
rify, of  Forestville. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  Treasurer  pay  the  amounts 
due  at  Wake  Forest  College,  for  the  board  and  tuition  of  beneficia- 
ries, out  of  the  Education  fund  in  his  hands. 

The  communication  from  Elder  John  Robertson,  one  of  the  mis- 
sionaries of  the  Convention,  being  read,  on  motion  the  settlement 
of  his  salary  and  his  re-appointment,  was  referred  to  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  at  Milton. 

The  report  of  Elder  S.  G.  O'Bryan,  missionary  to  the  towns  of 
Salisbury,  Mocksville,  Lexington  and  Statesville,  was  read,  and  oik 
motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Treasurer  pay  Elder  S.   G.  O'Bry- 
an the  sum  of  $42  S8  cts.,  the  balance  due  him  as   per  his  report. 

On  motion,  ordered  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  all  dues  from  the 
Convention  to  the  Missionaries  and  others. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered,  that  the  Treasurer  pay  to  Elder  A. 
D.  Blackwood,  Missionary  to  the  Flat  River  Association,  seventy 
five  dollars,  the  amount  due  him  as  per  his  report. 

It  is  also  ordered,  that  the  Treasurer  pay  to  Elder  S.  P.  Smith, 
Missionary  to  the  Brier  Creek  Association,  seventy  five  dollars, 
the  balance  due  him  as  per  his  report. 

On  motion  it  is  ordered,  that  the  Board  appropriate  fifty  dollars 
towards  the  support  of  brother  James  C.  Jackson,  a  licentiate  of 
Hester's  church  in  Granville  Courity,  now  at  Wake  Forest  College 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion,  Elder  Richard  Jacks  was  appointed  a  Missionary  to 
the  Liberty  Association  for  six  months-,  they  agreeing  to  pay  one 
half  of  his  salary. 

On  motion,  Elder  Jos.  G.  Barkley  is  appointed  a  missionary  of 
the  Convention  to  the  Counties  of  Tyrrell  and  Washington,  for  12 
months — the  Convention  agreeing  to  pay  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
Lri  towards  his  salary. 

Brother  Wm.  T.  Walters,  of  Virginia,  was  appointed  a  missiona- 
ry to  the  towns  of  Salisbury,  Charlotte,  Mocksville  and  Statesville, 
for  12  months,  with  a  salary  of  $25  per  month. 

Elder  S.  P.  Smith  was  appointed  a  missionary  to  labor  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Brier  Creek  and  Jefferson  Associations,  for  six 
months,  commencing  in  the  ensuing  spring,  at  the  rates  of  $25  per 
month — -the  Boaid  agreeing  to  provide  for  one  half  of  his  salary. 

At  the  request  of  the  Beulah   Association,   Elder  Elias  Dodson 
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was  re-appointed  their  missionary  for  12  months,  they  agreeing  t» 
provide  lor  his  support.  Elder  Dodson  is  requested  to  preach  bta- 
tedly  in  the  town  of  Greensborough,  N.  C. 

On  motion,  Elder  D.  S.  Williams  was  appointed  a  Sessionary  of 
the  Convention,  for  the  Counties  of  Wayne  and  Johnston,  for  the 
ensuing  year,  relying  upon  the  field  of  labor  for  his  support. 

The  account  of  the  Secretary  for  postage,  blank  book  and  other 
contingent  expenses  amounting  to  $4<  25  was  directed  to  be  paid  by 
the  Treasurer. 

The  balance  of  the  business  before  the  Board  was  referred  to  its 
next  meeting  at  Milton. 

The  Board  then  adjourued.     Prayer  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Shaw.

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  met  at  the  office  of  N.  J.  Palmer,  at  3.  o'clock,  P.  M., 
present,  Gen.  B.  Graves,  J.  J.  James,  N.  J.  Palmer,  A.  McDowell, 
John  H.  Lacy,  Thos.  S.  Yarbrough  and  Albert  G.   Stevens. 

Brother  Graves,  chairman  of  the  last  Board,  took  the  chair,  and 
at  his  request,  the  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer  by  Elder 
Janaes. 

The  Secretary  called  the  list  of  the  Board  and  read  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  two  meetings  held  in  Oxford. 

On  motion,  brother  B.  Graves  was  unanimously  re-appointed 
Chairman  of  the  Board. 

The  letter  of  Elder  John  Robertson,  in  relation  to  the  balance 
due  him  for  his  services  as  Missionary  for  the  past  year,  and  his  ap- 
plication to  be  appointed  Missionary  for  the  Counties  of  Rocking- 
ham, Guilford  and  Forsyth,  was  taken  up,  and  on  motion,  the  Sec- 
retary was  directed  to  correspond  with  him,  in  relation  to  his  claim, 
and  submit  his  answer  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

On  motion,  Elder  Robertson  was  appointed  a  missionary  for  the 
Counties  of  Rockingham,  Guilford  and  Forsyth,  for  12  months,  to 
rely  upon  his  field  of  labor  for  two-thirds  of  his  salary. 

Elder  A.  D.  Blackwood  was  appointed  a  missionary  for  three 
months,  to  the  town  of  Hillsboro'  and  its  vicinity. 

On  motion,  Elder  J.  B.  Solomon  was  appointed  a  missionary  of 
the  Convention  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  the  Yadkin  Associa- 
tion for  twelve  months,  and  to  preach  statedly  in  the  town  of  Rock- 
ford,    the  said  Association  to  provide  for  two-thirds   of  his  salary. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Tar  River  Association, 
requesting  the  Convention  to  send  them  a  Missionary.  The  Sec- 
retary was  directed  to  writs  them  an  answer,  stating,  that  owing  t» 
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the  low  state  of  our  Treasury  at  this  time,  the  Board  regret  they 
cannot  comply  with  their  request,  unless  they  provide  for  a  good 
portion  of  his  support. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  write  to  the  Moderator  of  the 
Union  Association,  requesting  that  on  the  appointment  of  their 
Missionaries,  they  place  them  on  the  same  footing  as  the  Mission- 
ary of  the  Beulah  Association,  thereby  entitling  them  to  represen- 
tation in  the  Convention  in  the  amount  paid  them,  and  enabling 
the  report  of  the  Board  to  show  the  amount  of  missionary  labor 
performed  by  the  Baptist  denomination   in  this  State. 

A  letter  from  a  Committee  of  the  Raleigh  Church  was  presented 
and  read,  requesting  the  Board  to  aid  them  in  the  employment  of 
pastor  for  that  Church.  The  Secretary  was  directed  to  write 
them,  stating  that,  while  the  Board  have  every  disposition  to  com- 
ply with  their  request,  the  present  state  of  the  finances  of  the  Con- 
vention will  not  admit  of  it. 

On  motion,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Convention  was 
directed  to  issue  a  circular  to  the  ministers,  Churches,  and  friends, 
of  the  Convention  throughout  the  State,  urging  them  to  raise  funds 
as  early  as  practicable,  and  forward  them  to  the  Treasurer,  so  as  to 
meet  all  of  the  present  engagements  of  the  Board,  and  to  enable 
them  to  supply  the  present  urgent  demand  for  missionary  labor. 

On  motion,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Recording 
Secretary  of  the  Board  was  requested  to  act  as  assistant  Treasurer, 
so  far  as  to  receive  funds,  and  transmit  them  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention. 

On  motion  the  Board  then  adjourned,  to  meet  again  in  Milton, 
on  Saturday  before  the  third  Sabbath  in  November.  Prayer  by 
brother  A.  McDowell.

RFPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

Milton,  N.  C.,  October-  17,  1849. 
The  twentieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  N. 

C.  Baptist  State  Convention,  to  the  meeting  at  Oxford,   October 

18,  1849. 

With  unfeigned  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  for  preserving 
our  lives,  and  surrounding  us  with  so  many  of  his  blessings  and  fa- 
vors, thus  manifesting  his  approbation  of  our  labors  in  the  cause  of 
Christ ;  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Convention  present  this, 
their  Annual   report. 

Immediately  after  their  appointment,  the  Board  held  a  meeting 
at  Rockford,  when  Elder  Mark  May  was,  at  their  request,  re-ap- 
pointed a  Missionary  for  the  Yadkin  Association,  they  agreeing  to 
provide  for  one  half  of  his  support.  Elder  J.  J.  James  Was  appoin- 
ted Missionary  to  Greensborough — Elder  John  Robertson  a  Mis- 
sionary to  labor  in  the  Counties  of  Rockingham,  Stokes,  Guilford, 
and  Surry — Elder  Richard  Jacks  to  the  Liberty  Association,  for  6 
months,  they  agreeing  to  provide  for  his  support — Elder  Elias 
Dodson,  at  the  request  of  the  Beulah  Association,  their  Missionary 
for  12  months  ;  they  agreeing  to  provide  for  his  support — Elder  "N. 
A.  Purify,  a  Missionary  to  the  towns  of  Salisbury,  Mocksville, 
Statesville  and  Lexington,  for  12  month;- — And  Elder  Samuel  P. 
Smith  Missionary  in  the  bounds  of  the  Brier  Creek  Association,  for 
six  months,  with  the  condition  that  they  furnish  half  his  support. 

Elders  Jacks,  Dodson,  May  and  Smith  accepted  their  appoint- 
ments, and.  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Elder  Purify  visited  the  places  to  which  he  was  appointed,  but 
before  he  was  ready  to  enter  upon  the  duties  assigned  him,  he  re- 
ceived a  call  to  the  charge  of  the  church  at  Fayetteville,  which  he 
accepted,  and  sent  in  his  resignation  to  the  Board.  Elder  James 
did  not  commence  the  duties  of  his  appointment  before  the  Board 
changed  it  to  Hillsboro',  and  requested  Elder  Dodson  to  supply  the 
station  at  Greensborough.  Elder  Robertson  having  received  an  ap- 
pointment from  the  General  Association  of  Virginia,  to  travel  in 
the  Western  part  of  that  State,  accepted  the  same,  and  declined  the 
appointment  of  the  Board.     And  upon  his  recommendation,  Elder 
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Daniel  G  Taylor  was  appointed  in  his  place.  He  accepted  the  ap- 
pointment, and  went  immediately  to  the  field  of  labor,  but  as  he  af- 
terwards informed  the  Board,  that  his  business  at  home  requiring 
his  attention,  he  soon  left.  In  the  mean  time,  Elder  Robertson 
becoming  dissatisfied  with  his  removal  to  the  State  of  Virginia,  re- 
signed his  appointment  there,  and  was  appointed  by  the  Board, "a 
Missionary  to  the  Yadkin  Association,  in  place  of  Mark  May,  dis- 
missed. Elder  Robertson  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  new  ap- 
pointment, and  after  laboring  a  short  time  within  the  bounds  of  that 
Association,  he  informed  the  Board  that  Elder  Taylor  had  been 
compelled  to  leave  his  field  of  labor,  and,  at  his  request,  he  was  re- 
stored to  his  first  appointment,  in  which,  with  the  exception  of  a 
short  absence  to  Tennessee,  on  a  visit  to  his  friends,  he  has  labored 
with  his  accustomed  success. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  held  in  Milton,  the  place  of 
their  location,  on  the  24th  of  November  last,  in  addition  to  the 
changes  noticed  above,  Elder  Samuel  Wait  was  re-appointed  mis- 
sionary to  the  town  of  Louisburg,  with  a  salary  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, the  church  at  that  place  to  pay  one  half  the  amount,  which 
appointment  was  immediately  accepted.  A  communication  was  re- 
ceived at  the  same  time,  from  Elder  Wax.  Turner,  Moderator  of 
Liberty  Association,  asking  the  assistance  of  the  Board,  in  the  pay- 
ment of  their  Missionary,  Elder  Richard  Jacks.  Upon  considera- 
tion, the  Board  declined  the  request,  inasmuch  as  the  appointment 
of  Elder  Jacks  on  the  terms  originall)  proposed  had  been  sanctioned 
by  the  Convention,  the  Board  did  not  think  they  had  the  power  to 
alter  them,  and  therefore  agreed  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Conven- 
tion. A  letter  has  since  been  received,  stating  that  the  whole 
amount  has  been  made  up  by  the  Association. 

At  the  same  meeting,  the  Board  recommended  all  the  Churches 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Convention,  to  observe  the  monthly  con- 
cert of  prayer  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  receive  at  the 
same  time  such  contributions  as  their  members  and  others  present 
might  be  disposed  to  make,  in  aid  of  the  cause  of  Missions.  How 
far  this  important  recommendation  has  been  observed,  the  Board 
have  not  the  means  at  present  of  knowing.  The  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Board  was  at  the  same  time  requested  to  keep  up 
a  friendly  and  fraternal  correspondence  with  the  Missionaries  of 
the  Convention. 

At  the  next  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  on  23d  of  Feb. 
last,  having  received  satisfactory  information,  that  Elder  Mark 
May,  a  missionary  for  the  Yadkin  Association,  had  been  excluded 
from  the  membership  of  the  Church  to  which  he  belonged  for  un- 
christian conduct,  he  was  dismissed  from  the  service  of  the  Board, 
to  take  effect  from  the  time  of  his  exclusion  by  his  Church,  and  an 
order  was  subsequently  made  to  pay  him  his  salary,  a;  per  agree- 
ment, up  to  that  time. 
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At  this  meeting,  Elder  A.  D.  Blackwood  was  appointed  a  Mis- 
sionary of  the  Board,  until  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to  labor 
in  the  bounds  of  the  Flat  River  Association,  and  to  preach  regular- 
ly once  a  month,  or  oftener,  at  Hillsboro,'  until  such  time  as  Elder 
James,  previously  transferred  to  that  station,  should  so  far  recover 
his  health  as  to  be  able  to  attend  them*  Elder  Blackwood  imme- 
diately entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  appointment,  and  his  labors, 
as  his  report  will  show,  have  been  abundantly  blessed.  At  the 
same  time  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  requested  to  issue  a 
circular  to  the  Agent  and  Missionaries  of  the  Convention,  request- 
ing them  to  make  quarterly  reports,  to  the  Board,  of  their  opera- 
tions, with  proper  suggestions  in  relation  to  their  fields  of  labor. — • 
The  Board  with  pleasure  add,  that  this  request  has  been  generally 
complied  with  and  their  reports  now  on  file,  are  highly  satisfactory, 
and  while  the  limits  of  this  report  will  not  admit  of  embodying 
them  here,  the  members  of  the  Convention  can  have  access  to 
them,  and  if  desired,  they  will  be  read  publicly.  They  show 
that  the  labors  and  efforts  of  the  Missionaries  have  received  the  di- 
vine hlesaings  in  a  very  eminent  degree,  and  afford  abundant  cause 
to  cheer  and  animate  the  friends  of  Home  Missions,  to  renewed 
zeal  in  the  good  work. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  on  the  12th  of  May, 
when  Elder  S.  G.  O'Bryan  was  appointed  a  Missionary  to  the 
towns  of  Salisbury,  Mocksville,  Lexington  and  Statesville,  in  place 
of  Eld.  N.  A.  Purify,  resigned.  He  entered  upon  his  field  of  labor  in 
the  latter  part  of  June,  and  his  reports  give  quite  a  flattering  ac- 
count of  the  success  of  the  Baptist  cause,  in  that  region  of  the 
State,  particularly  in  Salisbury,  where  there  is  every  prospect  of  es- 
tablishing a  flourishing  Baptist  Church.  And  Elder  O'Bryan  in- 
forms the  Board,  that  the  members  and  friends  of  our  Church 
there,  are  willing  to  raise  $100,  towards  the  support  of  a  missionary 
the  ensuing  year.  The  Boaid  regrets  that  Elder  O'Bryan  expres- 
ses the  intention  of  leaving  the  State,  thereby  depriving  the  Con- 
vention of  his  valuable  services,  in  a  section  of  country  where  they 
are  peculiarly  needed.  The  Board  express  the  hope,  that  some 
brother  will  be  iound  able  and  willing  to  supply  his  place,  in  the 
event  he  cannot  be  induced  to  remain. 

Upon  application  (by  letter)  of  Dr.  Tho.  Curtis,  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Broad  River  Association,  for  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  :  the  Board  agreed  to  appropriate  one  hundred  dollars  to 
aid  them  in  employing  Elder  Wade  Hill,  as  a  missionary  in  the 
valley  of  the  Catawba  River  and  surrounding  country,  a  section  of 
the  State  almost  entirely  destitute  of  Baptist  preaching,  and  where, 
the  Board  learn,  great  anxiety  is  manifested  for  the  services  of  a 
Missionary.  EWer  Hill  has  entered  successfully  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  for  the  particulars  of  which  the  Convention  i$ 
referred  to  hi*  report. 
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At  the  same  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  appointment  of  Elder  S. 
P.  Smith,  of  the  Brier  Creek  Association,  was  continued  until  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  Brother  William  T.  Walters,  a  li- 
centiate of  the  Bethany  Church,  Virginia,  was  requested  to  preach 
once  amonthiuthe  Baptist  Church  in  Milton,  until  the  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  the  Pastor  being  unable  to  give  them  his  services 
more  than  once  a  month. 

The  Board  held  its  quarterly  meeting  in  Milton,  on  the  18th  of 
August,  when  reports  were  received  and  read  from  most  of  the 
missionaries.  A  letter  was  also  received  in  relation  to  the  destitu- 
tion of  Baptist  preaching,  in  a  portion  of  the  bounds  of  the  Union 
Association,  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  directed  to  write 
to  the  Moderator  of  that  Association,  inviting  their  aid  and  co-ope- 
ration in  the  appointment  of  a  missionary  to  labor  in  that  section  of 
the  State.  Elder  Elias  Dodson,  missionary  of  the  Beulah  Associ- 
tion,  was  authorized  to  employ  an  assistant  for  one  month,  to  aid 
him  in  holding  protracted  meetings  within  the  field  of  his  labor. — 
At  the  same  time  a  letter  was  received  from  brother  Robt.  B.  Jones, 
a  licentiate  of  the  Mill  Creek  Church,  in  Person  County,  but  now 
a  student  at  Wake  Forest  College,  asking  to  become  a  beneficiary 
of  the  Board  in  obtaining  an  education,  with  a  view  to  the  Minis- 
try— which  was  referred  to  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  the  Con- 
vention, and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  write  to  brother  Jones, 
to  attend  at  that  time.  We  learn  that  brother  Jones  has  been  unan- 
imously recommended  by  his  church  to  the  patronage  of  the  Board, 
and  from  the  testimonials  and  other  information  they  have  received 
of  his  Christian  character  and  talents,  they  doubt  not  that  he  will 
become  abundantly  useful  as  a  Minister  of  Christ. 

Bro.  Kimbrough  Thompson  was  received  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Convention  as  a  beneficiary  at  the  College,  but  has  not  yet  a- 
vailed  himself  of  the  privilege,  and  has  continued  in  the  avocation 
of  a  teacher  of  youth  and  labored  in  the  ministry  as  opportunity 
afforded.  So  that  there  is  now  only  one  beneficiary  of  the  Conven- 
tion, pursuing  his  studies  at  Wake  Forest  College.  The  Board 
learn  that  there  are  other  young  men,  of  promising  talents  and  pie- 
ty, who  are  licensed  Ministers  of  their  Churches,  desiring  the  aid 
of  the  Convention  in  improving  their  education,  and  as  the  funds 
in  that  department  have  accumulated,  the  Board  hope  that  the  num- 
ber of  our  beneficiaries  will  be  increased. 

The  Missionaries  have  been  instructed  to  collect  what  they 
could  by  subscriptions  and  public  collections,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of 
the  Convention.  The  Board  fear  that  owing  to  a  mistaken  delica- 
cy, this  request  has  been  in  a  good  degree  neglected.  That  those 
who  receive  the  benefits  of  the  preached  Gospel,  should  contribute 
to  its  support,  will  be  conceded  by  all,  and  as  the  salaries  of  our 
missionaries  are  fixed,  and  will  not  be  increased  during   the   year, 
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they  might,  with  great  propriety,  solicit  and  collect  funds  for  the 
Convention.  The  Board  hope  this  duty  will  not  be  overlooked  in 
future. 

The  agent  of  the  Convention,  who,  the  Board  learn,  has  been 
successful  in  his  efforts,  owing  to  the  extended  field  of  his  opera- 
tions, cannot  visit  eveiy  section  of  the  bounds  of  the  Convention, 
during  the  year.  Hence,  the  greater  is  the  necessity  that  the 
missionaries  of  the  Convention  should  supply,  as  far  as  possible,  his 
place  within  their  respective  districts  cf  labor. 

The  Board  regret  that  no  missionaries  have  been  appointed  for 
the  Eastern  or  entire  Southern  section  of  the  State.  It  has  not 
been  owing  to  a  want  of  interest,  or  desire  on  their  part,  that  those 
destitute  regions,  for  such  doubtless  there  are,  should  be  supplied, 
but  none  have  been  recommended  by  our  brethren  there,  and  the 
Board  cannot  find  suitable  men  in  the  upper  part  of  the  State,  who 
are  willing  to  leave  their  place  of  nativity,  and  go  down  to  a  region 
where  they  are  exposed  to  the  influence  of  an  atmosphere  and  cli- 
mate to  which  they  are  not  accustomed,  and  which  in  all  probabili- 
ty, would  prove  fatal  to  their  constitutions,  if  not  to  their  lives. — 
The  Board  express  the  hope,  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion suitable  fields  of  labor  will  be  suggested  in  those  regions  of  the 
State,  and  proper  Ministers  recommended  to  fill  them. 

The  Board  have  held  their  quarterly  meetings  regularly  during 
the  year,  and  special  meetings  have  been  called  whenever  circum- 
stances required  it.  A  full  and  faithful  account  of  their  proceedings 
have  been  published  in  the  Biblical  Recorder,  and  through  the 
same  source,  an  affectionate  appeal  made  to  our  brethren  through- 
out the  State,  to  extend  their  prayers  and  pecuniary  aid  to  the  ob- 
jects of  the   Convention. 

In  regard  to  the  cause  of  education,  the  Board  would  congratu- 
late the  Convention  on  the  cheering  prospects  now  before  them. 
Wake  Forest  College,  by  subscriptions  and  legacies,  with  a  sale  of 
a  portion  of  i's  real  estate,  may  be  considered  as  relieved  from  a 
a  debt,  which  has  hung  as  an  incubus  over  it  for  years,  and  the. 
number  of  its  pupils  has,  of  late,  considerably  increased.  It  is 
gradually  winning  its  way  to  public  favor.  A  liberal  endowment 
of  its  Professorships  is  now  needed  to  establish  it  on  a  permanent  ba- 
sis. As  early  as  practicable,  preparatory  schools  should  be  estab- 
lished in  every  section  of  the  State.  Already  haye  three  gone 
into  operation — one  at  Rockford,  one  at  Trinity,  and  a  third  at 
Milton. 

Female  sehools  of  high  character  have  been  established,  and  are 
now  in  successful  operation,  in  Murfreesborough,  Raleigh,  Rock- 
ford  and  other  places.  The  necessity  of  establishing  a  Female 
College  for  the  State,  of  an  elevated  character,  in  which  suitable 
testimonials  of  a  high  grade  of  scholarship  will  be  awarded,  is  seri- 
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ously  entertained  by  many  of  our  brethren,  and  is  an  object  worthy 
of  their  united  and  zealous  efforts  for  its  accomplishment. 

In  reference  to  Foreign  Missions,  it  is  a  source  of  sincere  regret, 
that  so  little  has  been  done  by  our  brethren  of  this  State  in  propor- 
tion to  their  means,  and  the  importance  of  the  object  calling  them 
into  action.  With  the  exception  of  the  Raleigh  Association,  whose 
example  in  this  respect  is  worthy  of  all  commendation,  candor 
compels  us  to  say,  that  our  brethren  generally  have  been  too  re- 
miss in  this  duty.  The  calls  and  affectionate  appeals  of  the  es- 
teemed Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  at 
Richmond,  we  have  reason  to  tear,  have,  in  most  cases,  been  un- 
heeded. Surely  the  last  and  great  command  of  our  dear  Redeem- 
er, to  "preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature"  has  lost  none  of  its 
force,  though  more  than  eighteen  centuries  have  elapsed,  since  it 
was  given.  The  Board  indulge  the  fond  hope  that  our  brethren 
will  awake  to  a  sense  of  their  duty  and  obligations  to  aid  this  im- 
portant arm  of  our  benevolent  operations,  and  in  future,  North  Ca- 
rolina will  not  fall  so  far  behind  her  sister  States,  in  the  amount  of 
her  contributions  for  Foreign  Missions.  While  in  the  Providence 
of  God,  the  hitherto  inaccessible  parts  of  the  world,  are  now  open- 
ed for  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  we  are  forcibly  called 
upon,  without  unnecessary  delay,  to  supply  them  with  the  "  Bread 
of  life." 

The  Board  would  notice  with  great  pleasure  the  fact,  that  an  in- 
creased interest  is  manifested  by  our  Churches,  throughout  the 
State,  in  the  establishment  of  Sabbath  schools,  and  the  circulation 
of  religious  books  and  tracts.  Some  of  our  Missionaries,  white 
they  preach  the  Gospel  day  by  day,  carry  with  them  our  religious 
publications  and  dispose  of  them  wherever  they  go.  An  influence 
silent  and  unseen  by  the  world,  is  thus  brought  to  bear,  which  is 
already  developing  its  happy  effects,  and  will  continue  until  a  con- 
summation of  results  shall  be  affected,  by  which  our  principles  will 
no  longer  be  successfully  misrepresented,  and  the  cause  of  truth 
prevail  with  all  its  force.  Distinguished  individuals,  both  clergy- 
men and  laymen,  of  other  denominations,  in  different  parts  of  the 
world,  are  already  yielding  to  its  influence,  and  joining  our  stand- 
ard. For  this,  let  us  be  devoutly  thankful  and  encouraged  to  re- 
newed zeal  in  the  good  work. 

In  reviewing  the  operations  of  the  past  year,  the  Board  have 
abundant  cause  to  admire  the  wisdom  and  benevolence  that  brought 
the  Convention  into  existence,  and  they  are  more  indellibly  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  its  increased  efficiency.  If  it  has 
effected  so  much  amid  the  opposition,  lukewarmness  and  indiffer- 
ence of  many  of  our  brethren,  how  much  greater  results  would 
have  flown  from  their  united  and  zealous  efforts.  That  many  of 
our  most  prominent  brethren  should  stand  aloof,  and  seldom,  if  ev- 
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er,  be  present  at  its  annual  meetings,  is  a  source  of  regret,  as  well 
as  of  deep  mortification.  It  would  be  well  for  them  to  ponder  and 
reflect,  that,  in  the  great  day  of  accounts,  when  they  shall  witness 
the  results  that  have  flown  from  the  efforts  of  the  few,  who  have 
so  long  and  nobly  sustained  this  institution,  will  they  not  have  shame 
and  confusion  of  face  in  the  presence  of  that  great  Being,  whose 
cause  they  have  thus  neglected.  It  has  pleased  him,  to  work  by 
means  of  human  instrumentalities,  and  when  we  have  renewed  ev- 
idences for  more  than  twenty  years,  of  the  great  good  that  has  been 
accomplished  by  the  efforts  of  the  Convention,  he  must  be  blind  in- 
deed who  cannot  see  them,  and  lost  to  every  benign  and  Christian 
feeling  who  will  not  admire  and  long  to  bear  some  humble  part  in 
this  great  system  of  benevolence.  For  the  future,  let  our  breth- 
ren, without  regard  to  personal  differences  or  antipathies,  and  with 
an  eye  single  to  the  good  of  their  fellow  beings  and  the  cause  of 
our  dear  Redeemer,  come  manfully  to  his  "  help  against  the 
mighty" — then  will  his  work  still  more  abundantly  prosper  in  our 
hands,  our  hearts  be  made  to  rejoice  in  view  of  the  glory  of  God.

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REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education  offer  the  following,  &g 
their  Report : 

We  do  not  doubt  that  many  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  have  been 
eminently  useful  without  the  advantages  of  Collegiate  training; — 
neither. do  we  doubt  that  such  men  would  have  occupied  a  much 
more  commanding  position,  and  would  have  produced  a  much  deep- 
er impression  upon  their  age,  had  their  intellectual  energies  been 
fully  developed  and  enriched  by  the  culture  which  alone  can  be  ob- 
tained in  Institutions  of  learning.  Without  reflecting,  therefore, 
upon  the  many  able  and  successful  ministers,  who  have  adorned 
their  sacred  profession,  notwithstanding  their  want  of  thorough 
mental  discipline  and  cultivation,  we  deem  it  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance to  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom,  that  those  who  become  the 
Ambassadors  of  the  King  of  Kings,  should  be  men  trained  to  the  se- 
verest thought,  and  enriched  with  the  treasures  of  knowledge. — - 
When  God  selected  men  to  accomplish  his  purposes  in  the  earth,  he 
was  not  unmindful  of  their  talents  and  previous  cultivation,  even 
when  he  intended  to  guide  and  elevate  their  thoughts  by  the  inspi- 
ration of  the  Holy  Ghost.  "  Moses  was  learned  in  all  the  wisdom 
of  the  Egyptians,"  before  he  was  called  to  bring  down  the  thun- 
ders of  Heaven  upon  the  throne  ot  Pharoah,  and  to  become  the 
mighty  deliverer  of  an  oppressed  people.  Although  the  Apostles 
of  Christ  are  generally  supposed  to  have  been  rude  and  uncultivated 
men,  yet  among  them,  as  Luke,  the  classic  writer  of  the  Gospel, 
and  the  model  Historian  of  the  Primitive  Church,  were  those  who> 
had  passed  through  the  schools  of  the  age,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
four  years  of  theological  instruction  which  they  received  from  Him 
who  was  the  greatest  of  ail  teachers.  But  when  an  invasion  was 
to  be  made  upon  the  schools  of  Philosophy,  and  the  light  of  the 
Cross  was  to  flash  its  glory  upon, the  darkness  of  Paganism,  God 
selected  as  the  instrument  the  highly  intellectual  and  thoroughly 
accomplished  Paul.  When'  he  entered  the  field  to  reason  with  the 
learned  Greek,  and  to  assail  the  prejudices  of  the  Barbarian,  we 
find  the  other  Apostles  retiring  into  comparative  obscurity,  while 
the  skilful  disputant,  the  profound  reasoner,  and  the  impassioned 
orator,  becomes  the  renowned  champion  of  the  Christian  cause. — 
Thus  God,  in  his  Providence,  has  shown,  that,  in  the  advancement 
of  his  truth  among  men,  intellectual  qualifications  are  no  more  to 
be  overlooked  than  those  which  are  moral. 

This  is  an  age  of  unprecedented  activity  in  the  general  mind. — 
Knowledge  is  being  disseminated  among  all  classes  of  society.  In- 
tellectual might  is  respected,  whilst  imbecility  is  despised.  But 
in  this  ressurrection  from  the  grave  of  ignorance,  we  see  errors  of 
every  form,  and  every  hue.  Infidelity,  Pantheism,  Romanism  and 
every  thing  else  that  can  lead  man  from  God,  and  leave  our  world 
a.  forsaken  arid  friendless  thing,  are  propagated  with  untirin«- 
'      *  4 
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and  malicious  industry.  To  meet  their  gigantie  errors,  and  expose 
their  deformity  to  public  view,  and  hurl  them  back  upon  their  god- 
less advocates,  requires  men  of  more  than  ordinary  mental  power. 
Besides  this,  those  who  are  converted  by  the  grace  of  God,  and 
formed  into  Churches  of  Christ,  require  skilful  Pastors  to  nourish 
their  spiritual  life,  with  the  word  of  God,  and  to  train  them  for 
great  and  extended  usefulness  in  the  world.  Their  benevolence  is 
to  be  developed,  their  sense  of  personal  responsibility  is  to  be  in- 
creased, and  all  are  to  be  made  to  feel  that  they  are  not  to  live  to 
themselves,  but  to  him  who  died  for  their  redemption. 

The  Pastors  who  will  thus  lead  on  their  Churches  from  one  mo- 
ral elevation  to  another — imparting  lofty  views  of  truth  and  duty — 
adopting  plans  commensurate  with  the  exigencies  of  perishing  men 
— and  preparing  them  to  march  forward  to  the  conquest  of  the 
world,  must  be  men  of  souud  minds,  of  sanctified  affections,  and  va- 
ried attainments.  To  bless  the  Churches  with  such  men,  we  must, 
under  God,  look  to  our  Colleges  and  Seminaries.  In  these  institu- 
tions they  may  undergo  that  discipline,  and  acquire  that  knowl- 
edge, which  will  enable  them  to  become  "  wise  master-builders," 
and  efficient  heralds  of  salvation. 

We  think  it  incumbent  on  Churches  and  Pastors  to  seek  out 
young  men  ofgood  natural  abilities  and  humble  Christ-like  piety, 
who  may  feel  it  their  duty  to  prepare  for  the  solemn  responsibilities 
of  the  Ministry,  but  whose  circumstances  seem  to  be  unfavorable 
to  such  preparation,  and  to  recommend  them  to  the  patronage  of 
the  Convention. 

The  Board  have  but  one  beneficiary  at  present,  and  are  prepared 
to  receive  several  others. 

We  respectfully  suggest  to  the  friends  of  ministerial  education, 
the  importance  of  greatly  augmenting  the  Education  fund  by  libe- 
ral donations,  that  it  may  become  the  means  «f  far  more  extended 
usefulness. 

We  would  also  recommend  Churches  and  Associations  to  become 
the  patrons  of  their  own  young  men,  by  sustaining  them  as  they 
may  need,  through  the  entire  Collegiate  course. 

Our  College  at  Wake  Forest  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and 
gives  iich  promise  ofgood  to  our  denomination. 

We  commend  it  to  the  earnest  prayers  and  benefactions  of  all 
who  feel  interested  in  the  increasing  intelligence  and  moral  pro- 
gress of  mankind. 

Feeling  the  importance  of  thorough  mental  culture  in  the  rising 
Ministry,  and  knowing  its  essential  connexion  with  the  prosperity 
•of  the  Churches  at  home,  and  the  dissemination  of  the  Gospel  in 
foreign  lands,  your  Committee  feel  that  they  could  not  say  less, 
without  manifest  injustice  to  the  subject.

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REPORT  ON  HOMI2   MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions  would  beg  leave  to   report: 

That  this  Convention  have  abundant  cause  of  gratitude  and 
praise  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  the  success  He  has 
vouchsafed  in  his  rich  mercy,  to  missionary  operations  within  her 
borders.  During  the  year  past,  your  missionaries  have  had  their 
labors  blessed  with  revivals  of  religion,  which  have  greatly  strength- 
ened feeble  Churches,  animated  and  encouraged  pastors  "of  thriving 
congregations,  and  cheered  the  hearts  of  all  the  people  of  God,  in 
view  of  the  visible  spread  of  the  Gospel.  Hundreds  have  been  ad- 
ded to  our  Church  during  the  past  year,  by  the  preaching  and 
prayers  of  these  faithful  and  self-denying  evangelists.  It  is  a  source 
of  thanksgiving  to  God,  that  he  has  made  the  field  of  our  labors  as 
extensive  as  the  world,  which  he  has  died  to  redeem,  and  over 
which  he  exercises  his  mediatorial  reign  as  Lord  of  all.  Hence, 
the  work  of  Home  Missions  lies  at  the  foundation  only  of  the  whole 
missionary  enterprise.  The  supply  of  men  to  preach  the  Gospel 
at  home  and  abroad,  must  begin  here — the  means  for  sustaining 
our  foreign  missionaries  must  be  derived  from  strong  and  faithful 
Churches  here.  Hence,  success  in  the  labors  of  our  Missionaries 
at  home,  is  a  sure  presage  and  pledge  of  constant  and  unremitting 
support  of  all  the  Missionary  and  benevolent  enterprises  sanctioned 
by  the  Church,  both  at  home  and  in  foreign  lands.  God  seems  to 
say  to  his  people,  "  pray  unto  me,  observe  my  Providence  teaching 
you  by  almost  daily  facts,  and  my  grace  shall  be  sufficient  for  you, 
and  my  strength  shall  be  made  perfect  in  your  weakness.  Go  on 
in  your  work,  and  I  will  pour  you  out  such  a  blessing  that  there 
shall  not  be  room  to  receive  it." 

Most  of  our  missionaries  have  already  made  their  reports  through 
the  columns  of  the  Recorder  ;  hence,  we  avoid  recurrence  to  them 
in  this  report. 

We  recommend  to  the  Convention,  to  re-appoint  all  their  ap- 
proved Missionaries,  and  occupy  all  the  stations  and  distriets  which 
were  cultivated  so  successfully  last  year,  and  to  grant  the  petitions 
of  all  the  Churches  and  Associations  which  call  on  this  body  for 
aid.  Only  let  us  see  to  it,  that  our  Missionaries  be  men  of  God, 
sound  in  the  faith  and  thoroughly  furnished  to  every  word  and  work. 
Further,  that  so  far  as  possible,  every  Missionary  should  act  as  a 
Colporteur  in  the  distribution  and  sale  of  books,  tracts,  and  especi- 
ally our  approved  publications.  That  they  should  establish  Sab- 
bath schools,  and  promote,  as  far  as  in  them  lies,  all  the  great  pur- 
poses of  their  appointment,  by  the  Convention.  There  are  many 
important  posts  in  our  field  as  a  State,  which  should  at  once  be  oc- 
cupied, and  the  Committee  earnestly  recommend,  that  proper  mea- 
sures to  secure  that  object,  be  promptly  pursued.  There  is  a  sol- 
emn pertinence  in  the  admonition,  that  the  year  1850  is  almost 
knocking  at  our  doors,  the  half  of  the  19th  century  is  almost  on  the 
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ere  of  being  gone,  never  to  return— we  too  are  passing  away,  and 
others  must  soon  enter  into  our  labors.  Oh  !  brethren,  let  us  pray 
more  fervently,  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  would  send  forth  more 
laborers  into  his  harvest.  Nor  should  we  lay  aside  our  armor,  un- 
til we  have  done  all  our  utmost  to  extend  our  Redeemer's  Kingdom, 
and  rely  firmly  on  his  promise  who  is  ever  faithful  to  his  promises* 
and  faithful  to  his  son,  that,  "When  the  chief  Shepherd  shall  ap- 
pear, we  shall  each  one  of  us  receive  a  crown  of  glory." 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  would  submit  the  follow* 

insr  Report :  „         ., 

The  promotion  of  Foreign  Missions  has  been,  from  the  com- 
mencement of  its  operations,  a  favorite  object  of  this  Convention. 
And  although,  considering  the  strength  of  the  denomination  in  tins 
State,  but  little  perhaps  has  been  accomplished,  still,  something 
has  been  done  ;-and  the  interest  talcen  in  this  department  of  be- 
nevolence has  been  gradually  augmented.  Several  circumstances 
have  concurred  within  a  few  years,  to  give  a  quickened  impulse  to 
the  missionary  zeal  of  our  brethren.  And,  although  we  would  not 
insinuate  that  they  should  be  satisfied  with  the  progress  attained, 
still  the  facts  are  such  as  to  justify  the  expectation  that  our  Church- 
es will  soon  begin  to  realize  the  extent  of  their  obligations  on  this 
point,  and  to  meet  the  claims  of  the  heathen  with  a  liberality  not 
inferior  to  those  of  other  States.  . 

Agreeably  to  the  last  annual  report  of  the  General  Foreign  Mis- 
sion   Board,  there  were,   at  Canton,  China,  twelve  persons  m  the 
employ  of  said  Board  ;  eight  Missionaries,  and  lour  Assistants  - 
at  Shanghae,  six  missionaries  and  two  Assistants  ;-an on .the  coa  t 
of  Africa,  seven  missionaries  and  six  assistants.     Of  the  former,  it 
"vill  be  recollected,  two  are   from   this   State    who   are  sustained 
mainlv  or  entirely  by  funds  contributed  by  the  Raleigh  Association, 
"n  addition  to'the'above,  the  Board  have  now  in  ^ntemplatmn 
the  establishment  of  a  mission  in  Centra    Africa,  a  ^onotco^- 
try,  of  which,  as  yet,  comparatively  little  is  known     M^«g£ 
pri  e  originated  with'our  brother  Bowen   now  in  ^tendance  at 
meeting ;  who  called  the   attention  oi  the    Board  ^  this  sub  ect , 
and  who  offered   himself  as  the  pioneer  missionary  in  tha t  field - 
The  Board,  after  duly  informing  themselves  on    he  subject,  conclu- 
ded to  entertain  the  project,  and  have  accepted  the  services  of  J?|o. 
Bowen  accordingly.     He  is  now  making  arrangements  for  his  de- 
parture, and  will  sail  for  Africa  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks. 

Respecting  this  proposed  field  of  labor,  it  may  be  proper  to  add, 
tha^eceMt  a'ceounta  a^h  as  to  justify  high  expectations, ..  to 


the  success  and  utility  of  the  enterprise.  It  is  stated  that  the 
country  i*  fertile,  healthy,  abounding  in  various  articles  of  trade, 
and  peopled  by  races  enjoying  a  considerable  measure  of  civiliza- 
tion. It  has  been  but  recently  and  partially  explored  ;  and,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  is  entirely  destitute  of  a  knowledge  of  the  Gos- 
pel. It  is  therefore  to  be  hoped,  that  the  missionary  there,  will 
enter  upon  his  labors  with  more  than  ordinary  facilities,  and  but 
few  of  the  impediments  which  are  usually  encountered  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  new  missions. 

The  Board  complain  of  a  scarcity  both  of  men  and  of  means  ade- 
quate to  the  demands  of  the  occasion.  Inviting  fields  of  labor  are 
opening  before  them,  already  ripe  for  the  sickle,  and  promising  an 
abundant  harvest  to  the  ardent  and  faithful  laborer.  Their  appeal 
has  been  made  to  their  brethren  of  the  Southern  States.  They  ask 
for  men  ;  young,  ardent,  self-denying  men,  who  are  willing  to  for- 
sake their  homes,  and  go  into  the  distant  and  dark  places  of  the 
earth,  to  carry  to  the  perishing  heathen  the  word  of  life  and  salva- 
tion. They  ask  also  for  funds,  to  sustain  the  fainting  missionary 
while  struggling  with  the  ills  of  life,  and  toiling  for  the  salvation  of 
a  ruined  world.  A  great  question  which  our  brethren  and  church- 
es in  this  State  are  now  concerned  to  answer,  is — shall  this  appeal 
be  made  in  vain  ?  Shall  we  who  remain  at  home,  who  abound  in 
all  the  comforts  of  life,  and  who  are  blessed  with  the  privileges 
pertaining  to  a  civilized  Christian  land,  look  on  with  indifference, 
put  to  no  helping  hand,  and  make  no  effort  to  share  the  honors  of 
the  coming  triumph  ?  Or  shall  we,  if  we  cannot  go  ourselves,  con- 
tribute freely  of  our  substance,  perfumed  and  sanctified  by  our 
prayers,  to  spread  the  Gospel  over  the  earth,  and  to  expel  the 
shades  of  death  from  the  habitations  of  men  ?  It  is  hoped  that 
each  one  will  answer  this  question  for  himself — in  accordance 
with  the  decisions  of  an  enlightened  conscience,  and  in  view  of 
the  solemnities  of  the  great  day  of  accounts.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  AGENT. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  owing  to  afflictions  in  my  family,  I 
have  been  able  to  operate  only  ten  months'  and  five  days,  during 
which  time,  I  have  travelled  more  than  3000  miles,  preached  68 
sermons,  assisted  in  ordaining  4  ministers,  in  administering  the 
Lord's  supper  4  times.  I  have  visited  the  following  Associations  : 
1st,  Pee  Dee,  which  by  funds  is  represented  in  this  body;  then  the 
Union — this  Association  covers  a  vast  extent  of  territory,  and  con- 
tains a  great  deal  of  wealth,  and  under  the  blessing  of  God  is  des- 
tined at  no  distant  day,  to  be  second  to  no  Association  in  our  State. 
In  making  a  hasty  visit  through  its  bounds,  I  obtained  in  subscrip- 
tions amounting  to  $500.  I  next  visited  the  Chowan,  the  elevated 
views  and  liberality  of  which  has  long  been  known.  In  passing 
up  the  State,  I  came  through  the  length  of  the  Tar  River  Associa- 
tion, and  found  tire  brethren  on  whom  I  called  very  liberal  in  favor 
of  the  Convention.  I  then  passed  through  a  portioB  of  the  Sandy 
Creek  Association,  and  found  them  emphatically  a  missionary  body, 
as  their  contribution  will  show.  In  order,  the  Liberty  and  Yadkin 
Associations  were  visited,  these  cover  an  extensive  and  interesting 
portion  of  our  Slsate,  and  should  be  fostered  by  the  Convention.— 
The  Churches  visited  were  liberal  in  the  support  of  its  objects. — 
In  the  Brier  Creek  Association,  I  found  a  number  of  warm-hearted 
Missionaries.  In  addition  to  supporting  their  missionary,  the  Beu- 
lah  Association  has  contributed  considerable  in  support  of  the  other 
objects  of  the  Convention.  Although  I  have  not*  operated  princi- 
pally in  the  Raleigh  Association,  I  have  received  subscriptions  a- 
mounting  to  more  than  $100,  in  addition  to  their  support  of  brother 
Yates  in  China.  My  subscription  list  stands  :  For  the  Education 
Department,  $789  40— for  the  Home  Missions,  $592  55— Foreign 
Missions,  313  7+,  making  a  total  of  $1705  69.  Of  the  above  sub- 
scription, received  in  cash,  for  Education,  $461  08  ;  for  Home 
Missions,  $374  93;  for  Foreign  Missions,  279  87,  making  a  total 
of  $1115  88.  On  the  subscription  for  year  1848 — for  Education, 
$79  50  ;  Home  Missions,  $35  50,  added  to  cash  in  hand  received 
this  year,  amounts  to  $1230  88.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  STATE    CONVENTION, 

Article  I,  This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the 
education  of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  Ministry,  and  approv- 
ed by  the  Churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong  ;  the  em- 
ployment ot  Missionaries  within  the  limits  of  the  State  ;  and  a  co- 
operation with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  the  promotion 
of  Missions  in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  dis- 
tinct from  each  other,  and  punctually  appropriated  agreeably  to 
the  specific  intention  of  contributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals 
and  delegates  from  such  institutions,  as  shall  make  adequate  con- 
tributions to  its  funds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual,  shall  be  entitled  to 
send  to  the  Convention  one  Delegate  who  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Baptist  Church,  for  every  ten  dollars  paid  into  the   Treasury, 

Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  by  contri- 
buting at  one  time  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Convention,  may  become  a  life  member,  provided  he  continues  a 
member  in  good  standing  in  the  Baptist  Church  to  which  he  be- 
longs. Also,  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time, 
or  in  instalments,  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, upon  the  same  conditions. 

Art.  7.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually, 
shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice  Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and 
Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an  Auditor,  who,  with  20' 
others,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom  shall 
form  a  quorum. 

Art.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Convention  and  Board  ;  that  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents, to  preside  in  case  of  his  absence,  according  to  seniority. — 
The  Secretaries  shall  be  required  to  discharge  the  duties  appropri- 
ate to  their  respective  offices.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  fund* 
of  the  Convention,  to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  ;  shall 
give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  shall  make 
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an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditure!,  which  shall  be 
audited  and  published  with  the  Minutes.  The  duty  of  the  Auditor 
will  be  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  semi-annually,  at 
such  time  and  place,  as  it  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate  ;  when 
they  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  ef- 
fect the  objects  of  the  Convention,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution. 

Art.  10.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents  subject 
to  the  direction  of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  visit  Associations,  Churches,  &c,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their 
co-operation  with  this  Institution,  conformably  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitution. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  12.  The  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Board,  a  full  re- 
port of  all  their  proceedings,   at  each  annual  meeting. 

Art.  13.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  at 
any  annual  meeting,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
snombers  present. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

OF  THE 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  STATE    CONVENTION. 

1.  Every  meeting  for  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by 
prayer,  either  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  whom  he  shall 
appoint. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  arise  and  address  the  President,  on  any 
subject  to  be  discussed. 

3.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded  ;  and  no  mem- 
ber shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  without  special 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

4>.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers 
in  any  way  the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from 
among  the  members. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless 
otherwise  directed. 

6.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation,  walk- 
ing across,  or  out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  President 
first  obtained,  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order. 

7.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  each  day,  previous  to 
proceeding  to  business. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,   signed  by  the 
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Morer,  *nd  handed  to  the  Chair  or  Secretary,  before  debated. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  receiv- 
ed but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  or  to  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  Eut  no  motion  or  propo- 
sition on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be 
admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

10.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made,  and  carried,  in  the  af- 
firmative or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted 
in  the  majority  to  move  for  re-consideration  thereof  on  the  same 
day. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected 
to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
Convention,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution, 
shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing 
regulations,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  be  reminded  of  his  duty  by  any  member  present.

Oxford,  N.  C,  October  19,  1849. 

This  Society  held  its  Anniversary  meeting  in  the  Baptist  Church 
in  Oxford,  N.  C,  commencing  at  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  James,  the  President,  took  the  Chair,  and  called 
the  Society  to  order,  and  opened  its  proceedings  by  reading  part  of 
the  119th  Psalm,  singing  and  prayer,  by  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Poindex- 
ter,  of  Virginia. 

Brother  John  H.  Lacy,  of  Milton,  in  the  absence  of  the  Secreta- 
ry, was  appointed  Secretary,  pro  tern. 

The  Annual  Discourse  before  the  Society,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Rev.  John  L.  Prichard,  appointed  to  that  duty  at  the  last  meeting, 
was,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Archi- 
bald McDowell,  of  Milton,  from  Proverbs,  16th  chapter,  25th 
verse  :  "  There  is  a  way  that  seemeth  right  unto  a  man  ;  but  the 
end  thereof  art  the  ways  of  death." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon,  the  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  was  presented  and  read,  by  the  Rev.  R.  I.  Devin,  Cor- 
responding Secretary  ;  which,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Wm.  A.  Shaw,  of 
Milton,  was  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  published. 

The  Society  was  then  addressed  by  Dr.  Shaw,  and  Rev.  J.  J.

On  motion,  the  Board  agreed  to  unite  with  the  Publication  and 
Sunday  School  Society,  in  appointing  J.  P.  Montague,  of  Granville, 
as  Colporteur  and  Agent  of  the  two  Societies,  to  sell  and  distribute 
Bibles  and  Religious  Books  and  Tracts,  and  to  receive  as  a  compen- 
sation from  the  two  Societies  twenty  dollars  per  month. 

Rev.  Richard  Jacks  was  authorized  and  requested  to  procure  a 
portion  of  the  Bibles  and  Testaments  now  at  Cedar  Falls,  Randolph 
County,  and  sell  and  distribute  them  in  his  field  of  labor,  as  Mis- 
sionary of  the  Liberty  Association.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Bible  Society  beg 
leave  so  submit  this,  their  annual  report,  and  though  they  regret  to 
say  that  they  have  nothing  very  interesting  to  communicate  to  the 
Society,  yet  some  little  has  been  done  to  meet  the  destitution  of 
our  own  State. 

Your  Board  being  fully  sensible  of  the  great  importance  of  hav- 
ing an  active  and  efficient  agent  in  the  field,  to  collect  funds  and 
distribute  Bibles — accordingly,  at  a  meeting  held  the  7th  of  Febru- 
ary, Elder  Richard  Jacks  was  appointed  Agent  and  Colporteur  for 
six  months,  at  $25  per  month. 

Bro.  Jacks  was  immediately  informed  of  his  appointment,  and 
urged  to  accept,  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  agency  as  soon  as 
practicable,  which  office  he  accepted. 

But  for  other  pressing  engagements,  he  could  not  give  his  whole 
attention  to  the  Bible  cause.  In  his  report  of  Oct.  3d,  he  says:— • 
"  I  have  supplied  41  destitute  families  with  the  Bible,  sold  23, 
gave  away  t©  poor  families,  35.'' 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  been  directed  to  the  destitution 
of  our  own  State,  but  owing  to  the  want  of  means  and  Colporteurs, 
but  little  has  been  done. 

This  Society  was  brought  into  existence  to  accomplish  a  glori- 
ous object,  the  distribution  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures  among  the  des- 
titute of  our  own  country,  and  in  foreign  lands.  An  object  so  sa- 
cred, it  would  seem,  could  not  fail  to  call  forth  the  prayers  and  con- 
tributions of  every  genuine  follower  of  Christ.     The  abundance  of 
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$eod  that  has  already  been  done  in  giving  to  the  poor  and  desti- 
tute the  word  of  life,  by  the  feeble  efforts  that  have  been  put  forth, 
«alls  upon  us  to  make  more  vigorous  efforts  in  the  heavenly  work, 
and  continue  to  pour  the  light  of  revelation  into  those  dark  regions, 
till  they  shall  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord.  There 
are  many  families  in  our  own  State  without  the  Bible,  who  "  with 
tears  in  their  eyes,"  would  joyfully  receive  the  lamp  of  life. 

There  are  many  districts  of  country  where  there  are  no  Church- 
es, no  Ministers  of  Jesus,  and  no  Sabbath  Schools,  where  every  un- 
holy influence  is  allowed  to  exert  itself  without  restraint.  Such 
regions  should  be  supplied  with  the  Bible — the  Book,  and  the  on- 
ly Book,  which  ean  make  wise  unto  salvation. 

The  distribution  of  the  Scriptures  at  home,  not  only  claims  our 
attention,  but  also,  the  great  and  wide-spread  destitution  of  foreign 
lands.  Never  before  has  the  world  presented  such  prospects  to 
the  great  enterprise,  of  giving  the  word  of  salvation  to  all  the  dwel- 
lers upon  earth. 

In  view  of  the  moral  condition  of  thousands  and  millions  of  the 
human  race,  who  "  sit  in  darkness,  and  in  the  shadow  of  death," 
wretched  beyond  description,  and  whose  cry  comes  up  in  melting 
tones,  "  send  us  the  bread  ot  life."  Let  us  awake  to  our  duty  in 
this  great  and  glorious  cause  of  dispensing  the  pure  word  of  God  to 
all  the  children  of  men,  that  they  may  be  redeemed  and  saved. 

The  reason  why  so  little  has  been  done  in  the  great  work  of 
evangelizing  the  world,  and  making  universal  the  Messiah's  King- 
dom, is  because  the  Church  has  not  felt  her  responsibilities,  exer- 
cised her  power,  nor  come  up  to  her  duty. 

How  great  the  responsibility  that  rests  upon  us,  and  all  who  pro- 
fess the  Christian  name  ?

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  N.  C.  BAP.  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 

Article  1.  This  Institution  shall  be  denominated  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Bible  Societ). 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be,  to  promote  a  wider 
circulation  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  most  faithful  versions  that  can 
be  procured. 

Art.  3.  The  members  of  this  Institution  shall  consist  of  such 
persons  as  shall  contribute  annually  to  its  funds. 

Art.  4.  By  contributing  the  sum  often  dollars  at  one  time  any 
one  may  become  a  life  member,  and  by  the  contribution  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Art.  5.     The  officers  shall  bg  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents, 
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a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  to 
-whom  shall  be  added  a  Board  of  Managers — all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  annually. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  officers  to  perform  the 
services  appropriately  belonging  to  their  respective  stations. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  five  of 
whom  shall  form  a  quorum,  to  transact  all  business  demanding  at- 
tention, during  the  intervals  of  the  Society's  meetings. 

Art.  8.  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  at 
the  same  place  and  on  the  same  week,  with  the  annual  meetings 
of  the  Convention  of  this  State. 

Art.  9.  The  foregoing  Constitution  shall  be  subject  to  amend- 
ment by  a  vote  of  two-thirds,  whenever  expediency  shall  dictate.

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PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

M.  C.  BAP.  PUBLICA'N  AND  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  held  its  fourth  Anniversary  Meeting  in  the  Baptist 
Chureh  at  Oxford,  October  20th,  1849. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Finch,  President  of  the  Society,  took  the  chair 
and  called  the  Society  to  order.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary, 
P.  F.  Pescud  was  appointed  Secretary,  pro  tern. 

The  President  read  a  portion  of  the  119th  Psalm. 

After  singing  an  appropriate  hymn,  prayer  was,  at  the  request  of 
the  President,  offered  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Purify. 

Agreeably  to  appointment,  at  the  last  meeting,  Dr.  William  A. 
Shaw  of  Milton  delivered  the  annual  sermon  before  the  Society, 
from  Luke  8  :  15,  16,  17,  18.  The  discourse  was  truly  appropriate 
to  the  occasion. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  the  following  resolutions  were 
offered  by  N.  J.  Palmer,  Esq.,  and  seconded  by  the  Rev.  C.  R. 
Hendrickson  of  Elizabeth  City,  who  addressed  the  Society.  He 
was  followed  by  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Poindexter,  of  Virginia,  when  the 
question  was  taken  and  the  resolutions  unanimously  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  interests  of  the  Baptist  denomination,  and  the 
cause  of  truth  and  enlightened  piety  require  that  the  publication 
and  circulation  of  religious  books  and  tracts  be  extended. 

Resolved,  That  Sabbath  Schools  and  Sabbath  School  libraries 
ought  forthwith  to  be  established  in  all  our  churches. 

Resolved,  That  the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  Society,  the 
Board  of  which  is  located  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  should  receive  the 
efficient  aid  and  co-operation  of  this  Society,  and  that  we  become 
auxiliary  to  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  Baptist  Associations  and  churches  in  this  State 
be  earnestly  and  affectionately  requested  to  organize  Societies  aux- 
iliary to  the  Society,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Secretary  at  Ra- 
leigh. 

A  Committee  consisting  of  N.  J.  Palmer,  Dr.  W.  M.  Crenshaw, 
William  Jones,  and  G.  W.  Thompson  were  appointed  to  wait  on 
the  congregation  and  receive  the  names  of  additional  members  and 
contributions ;  who  reported  a  number  of  additional  names,  with 
contributions  to  the  amount  of  $16  85. 

Elder  J.  J.  James,  G.  W.  Thompson,  and  N.  J.  Palmer  were 
appointed  a  Committee  to  nominate  officers  and  a  Board  of  Mana- 
gers for  the  ensuing  year — who  report  the  following  :

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FORM  OF  AN  AUXILIARY 

TO  THE  NORTH     CAROLINA    BAPTIST  PUBLICATION   AND  S.  S.   SOCIETY. 

Art.  I.  This  Socief|khall  be  called  the  Publication  and  Sunday 
School  Society  of  Church  or  town,  the  object  of  which  shall 

be  the  encouragement  of  the  circulation  of  religious  books  and 
tracts,  and  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  Sabbath  Schools  and 
Libraries. 

2.  This  Society  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Publication  snd  Sunday  School  Society,  and  its  officers  shall  be  a 
President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Librari- 
an, with  a  Board  of  nine  Managers,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

3.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents, 
shall  preside  at  its  meetings.  The  Secretary  shall  record  its  pro- 
ceedings ;  the  Treasurer  receive,  keep,  and  disburse  it  funds,  ac- 
cording to  the  order  of  the  Society  ;  and  the  Librarian  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Library. 

4.  The  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Agent  or 
Treasurer  of  the  parent  State  Society,  one  half  to  be  returned  in 
books  at  cost  prices,  and  the  other  half  devoted  to  the  aid  of  desti- 
tute Sabbath  Schools  and  neighborhoods. 

5.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  or  offcener,  at  the  call  of  one 
or  more  of  its  presiding  officers.  At  the  annual  meetings  some 
one  shall  be  selected  to  address  the  Society,  or  preach  a  sermon  be- 
fore it. 

6.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  contri- 
buting annually  to  its  funds,  or  a  life  member  by  the  contribution, 
at  one  time,  of  the  sum  often  dollars. 

Form  of  a  l>e«piest  to  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Article  1.  This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  education  of 
young  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry,  and  approved  by  the  churches  to 
which  they  respectively  belong  ;  the  employment  of  missionaries  within  the 
limits  of  the  State ;  and  a  co-operation  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
iu  the  prqAption  of  missions  in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distinct  from  each 
other,  and  punctually  appropriated  agreeably  to  the  specific  intention  of  con- 
tributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals  and  dele- 
gates from  such  institutions  as  shall  make  adequate  contributions  to  its  funds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the 
Convention  one  delegate,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church,  for 
every  ten  dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  the  Baptist  church,  by  contributing  at  one 
time  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Convention,  may  be- 
come a  life  member,  provided  he  or  she  continues  a  member  in  good  standing 
in  the  Baptist  church  to  which  he  or  she  belongs.  Also,  by  the  payment  of 
one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time,  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  upon  the  same  conditions. 

Art.  7.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually,  shall  be  a 
President,  three  Vice  Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  and  an  Auditor,  who,  with  twenty  others,  shall  constitute  a  Board 
of  Managers,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Convention  and  Board  ;  that  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  to  preside  in  case  of 
his  absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Secretaries  shall  be  required  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  appropriate  to  their  respective  offices.  The  Treasurer  shall 
hold  the  funds  of  the  Convention,  to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  ; 
shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  shall  make  an 
annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  shall  be  audited  and 
published  with  the  minutes.  The  duty  of  the  Auditor  will  be  to  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  quarterly  or  oftener,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate;  when  they  shall 
adopt  such  measures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the 
Convention,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  10.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to  the  di- 
rection of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  Asso- 
ciations, churches,  &c,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-operation  with  this 
Institution,  conformably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at  such  timo 
and  place  as  it  shall  direct. 


Art.  12.  The  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Board  a  full  report  of  all 
their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Art.  13.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  at  any  annual 
meeting,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 


RULES  OF  ORDER.  & 

1.  Every  meeting  for  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer,  either 
by  the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  whom  he  shall  appoint. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  President  on  any  subject  to  be 
discussed. 

3.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded  ;  and  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  without  special  leave  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers  in  any  way 
the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from  among  the  members. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless  otherwise 
directed. 

6.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation,  walking  across, 
or  out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  President  first  obtained,  shall 
be  deemed  a  breach  of  order. 

7 .  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  each  day,  previous  to  proceeding 
to  business. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the  mover,  and 
handed  to  the  Chair  or  Secretary,  before  debated. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  ad- 
journ, to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to  amend ; 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
arranged.  But  no  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  un- 
der consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

10.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority  to 
move  for  re-consideration  thereof  on  the  same  day. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to  by  any 
member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Convention, 
unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constiution,  shall  be  deci- 
ded by  a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  regulations, 
he  shall  be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  reminded 
ef  his  duty  by  any  member  present.

Elder  McDaniel  having  been  conducted  to  the  chair  by  El- 
ders Williams  and  Jones,  made  his  acknowledgements  to  the  Conven- 
tion in  an  appropriate  address. 

On  motion,  a  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  nominate  the  re- 
maining officers  of  the  Convention,  the  committee  to  consist  of  R.  I. 
Devin,  A.  D.  Blackwood,  G.  Lewis,  John  B.  White  and  Elias  Dod- 
eon. 

On  motion,  Correspondents  from  other  State  Conventions  or  Asso- 
ciations were  invited  to  report  their  names  and  take  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention, when  Elder  A.  B.  Cabaaiss  from  the  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  Elder  H.  Keeling  from  the  General  Asso- 
ciation of  Virginia  were  reported  and  invited  to  take  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  Elder  Thomas  W.  Tobey,  a  committee  of  five  were 
appointed  to  arrange  the  religious  exercises  during  the  session  of  the 
Convention.  Committee  to  consist  of  C.  D.  Ellis,  Nathaniel  J.  Pal- 
mer, B.  Oliver,  A.  P.  Repiton,  J.  A.  Hicks,  and  oa  motion  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention  was  added  to  the  committee. 

On  motion,  Eiders  J.  J.  James,  D.  S.  Williams,  John  B.  White  and 
XSathaniel  J.  Palmer  were  appointed  a  committee  to  arrange  the  order 
of  business  of  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  9  o'clock. 
Prayer  by  Eider  L.  C.  Hiatoaani  benediction  by  the  President. 

At  early  candh-light  the  introductory  sermon,  in  the  absence  of  El- 
der P.  W.  Dowd  appointed  for  that  purpose,  was  by  invitation  preach- 
ed in  the  Baptist  church  byEll3r  William  Hooper,  LL.  D.,  from  Mark 
7th  chapt3r,  7th  and  Sth  ve„S  'S.  The  subject  was  the  teachings  of  tha 
Sacred  Scriptures.  It  was  listened  to  with  much  interest  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention  and  a  large  and  attentive  audience. 


Friday,  October  17th,  1851. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  its  proceeding? 
were  opened  after  reading  a  portion  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  singing 
and  prayer  by  Elder  H.  Minor. 

The  roll  of  members  was  called  by  the  Secretary  and  the  names  of 
additional  delegates  enrolled..  And  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  were 
read  and  approved.

Hooper  be  requested  to  furnish  a  copy  of  hi* 
sermon  delivered  last  evening,  for  publication  in  the  Baptist  Preacher  and 
Biblical  Recorder. 

The  President  having  announced  that  the  use  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal, the  Methodist  Protestant  and  Presbyterian  churches  have  been 
tendered  to  the  use  of  the  Convention,  on  motion  of  Elder  Thomas  W. 
Tobey  they  were  unanimously  accepted  by  the  Convention. 

A  communication  was  received   from  the    South    Carolina  Baptist

dered to  be  filed  with  the  Minutes,  and  the  Secretary  directed  to  res- 
pond to  the  same.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  presented  and 
read  by  brother  Nathaniel  J.  Palmer,  Recording  Secretary,  receiv- 
ed, and  on  motion  of  James  C.  Stevenson,  ordered  to  be  published  with 
the  Minutes. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  until  3  o'clock,  P.  M.  Pray- 
er by  Elder  J.  J.  James.

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment,  and  its   proceedings 
were  opened  after  prayer  by  Elder  H.  Lennon.

Prayer  by  Elder  A.  B.  Cabaniss  of  Virginia,  with  the 
benediction  by  the  President.

At  night  a  sermon  was  delivered  in  the  First  Baptist  Church,  by  El- 
der L.  C.  Hinton  of  South  Carolina,  and  in  the  Orange  Street  Church 
by  Elder  A.  D.  Blackwood,  of  Wake  Poorest  College.  After  which  a 
short  session  of  the  Sunday  School  and  Publication  Society  was  held  in 
the  First  Church.

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment,  and  its  proceedings 
were  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  singing  and 
prayer  by  Rev.  Henry  Keeling  of  Richmond,  Va. 

The  President  having  announced  that  a  number  of  copies  of 'The  Com- 
mercial' newspapers  were  sent  to  him  for  distribution  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention, 

On  motion  of  Elder  Dodson,  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  ten- 
dered to  Mr.  Loring,  the  Editor  for  the  same. 

Elder  Lewis  DuPre  of  South  Carolina,  having  been  announced  as 
present,  was  on  motion,  received  and  recognized  as  a  correspondent  from 
the  South  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Elder  Thomas  W.  Tobey  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  res- 
olutions which,  after  a  number  of  remarks  in  favor  of  them  by  different 
members,  were  read  and  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Brother  A.  B.  Cabaniss  of  Virginia,  is  expected  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
to  visit  the  churches  in  our  State,  to  solicit  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  Mission 
House  in  Shanghai,  China,  for  Elder  M.  T.  Yates  and  his  successors,  There- 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recommend  Elder  Cabaniss  to  the  churches 
throughout  the  State,  hoping  that  he  will  meet  with  a  favorable  reception. 
And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recommend  to  the  Baptists  in  the  State,  to 
unite  in  the  erection  of  a  house  in  Shanghai,  to  be  called  "The  North  Caroli- 
na Baptist  Mission  House." 

On  motion  of  Elder  David  S.  Williams, 

Resolved,  That  Pastors  of  churches  in  our  State  be  requested  to  preach  on 
the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions,  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable   to  their  re- 
spective churches,  and  take  up  public  collections  for  the  purpose   of  erecting 
the   North  Carolina  Mission  House  in  Shanghai  in  China — said  collections  to 
be  forwarded  immediately  to  Elder  Thomas  W.  Tobey,  Raleigh. 

On  motion  of  Elder  J.  J.  James, 

F.esolved,  That  this  Convention  recommend  the  more  extended  circulation 
of  the  Baptist  Preacher,  published  in  the  city  of  Richmond  by  Rev.  H.  Keeling, 
as  a  work  of  great  excellence,  and  that  the  pastors  use  their  influence  to  have 
the  same  taken  by  their  members. 
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On  motion  of  Elder  J.J.  James, 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  recommending  a  suitable  Editor  for  the  Re- 
corder be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  live — committee  to  consist  of  Elders 
William  Hooper,  J.  J.  James,  John  B.  White,  Dr.  S.  J.  Wheeler,  B.  Oliver, 
G.  W.  Huffham,  and  on  motion,  the  President  was  added  to  the  committee. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  until  half-past  two  o'clock  P. 
M.     Prayer  by  President  John  B.   White. 

Half-past  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment. 

A  letter  was  presented  and  read  from  the  Pee  Dee  Association  which 
was  read,  and  with  the  exception  of  that  portion  in  relation  to  inviting 
the  meeting  of  the  Convention  at  Wadesborough,  was  referred  to  the 
Board. 

This  letter  informed  the  Convention  that  they  had  agreed  to  sustain 
brother  M.  Teague  as  a  Beneficiary  at  Wake  Forest  College,  and  ask- 
ed the  re-appointment  of  Elder  P.  C.  Connelly  as  their  Missionary.

The  meeting  was  then  successively  addressed  by  Dr.  S.  J.  Wheeler, 
Rev.  H.  Minor  of  Goldsborough,  Rev.  A.  B.  Cabaniss  of  Virginia, 
and  Rev.  William  Hooper,  in  a  very  appropriate  and  interesting  man- 
ner. 

After  some  remarks  by  Rev.  James  S.  Purify,  Agent  of  Wake  For- 
est College,  he  made  a  proposition  to  be  one  of  twenty  to  contribute 
five  dollars  each  towards  the  education  funds  of  the  Convention,  in  aid 
of  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry.

At  nine  o'clock  the  Sabbath  School  pupils  were  addressed  in  an  in- 
teresting raanuer  by  Rev.  A.  B.  Cabaniss  of  Virginia,  recently  appoint- 
ed Missionary  to  China. 

At  11  o'clock  A  M-,  the  Annual  Missionary  Sermon  was  preached 
in  the  First  Baptist  Church  agreeable  to  appointment,  by  Elder  Thom- 
as W.  Tobey  of  Raleigh,  from  Nebemiah  6th  chapter,  part  of  the  3d- 
verse.     "  I  am  doing  a  great  work.1' 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon,  which  was  listened  toby  a  very  large 
and  attentive  audience,  a  public  collection  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the 
Convention  was  taken  up  amounting;  to  fifty-two  dollars  or  thereabouts. 

At  the  same  hour  Elder  Henry  Keeling  of  Richmond,  preached  in 
the  Orange  street  Baptist  church.  Sermons  were  also  by  invitation, 
preached  by  ministers  of  the  Convention  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal, 
Presbyterian  and  Methodist  Protestant  churches,  and  public  collections 
also  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Convention.  Elder  William 
Hooper  preached  in  the  First  Church,  and  Elder  A.  B.  Cabaniss  in  the 
Orange  street,  at  3  o'clock  P.  M.

The  proceedings  after  music  and  singing  by  the  choir,  were  opened 
with  prayer  by  Elder  J.  G.   Barkley. 
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The  meeting  was  first  addressed  by  Elder  L.  C.  Hinton  on  the  des- 
titution of  ministers  in  this  State. 

By  Elder  J.  B.  Solomon  on  the  means  of  supply.  By  Elder  Wil- 
liam Hooper  on  the  general  subject,  and  by  Elder  J.  J.  James  on  the 
great  need  of  Baptist  preaching  in  different  sections  of  the  State. 

Upon  a  proposition  by  Elder  James  S.  Purify,  ten  persons  united 
in  a  contribution  often  dollars  each  towards  the  support  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. Afterwards  several  individuals  united  in  contributing  five  dol- 
lars each  towards  the  same  object.  A  large  audience  were  in  attendance 
who  remained  to  a  late  hour.  The  exercises  were  closed  by  singing 
and  the  benediction.

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment,  and  its  proceeding? 
were  opened  by  reading  portions  of  sacred  Scripture,  and  prayer  by 
Elder  George  W.  Huffham. 

The  proceedings  of  Saturday  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  Brother  Rufus  P.  Jones  was  appointed  assistant  Sec- 
retary. 

The  report  of  the  general  Agent  was  called  for,  presented  and  read — 
and  on  motion  of  Elder  R.I.  Devin,  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  pub- 
lished with  the  Minutes. 

_  Brother  George  R.  French  of  Wilmington,  presented  to  the  Conven- 
tion ten  dollars,  to  aid  some  poor  church  in  sustaining  a  Minister, 
which  was  handed  over  to  the  Treasurer,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the 
Board.

Biblical  Recorder,"  have  embodied  their  Report  in  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  "the  Biblical  Recorder,"  by  its  long  standing,  its  general 
circulation,  and  by  the  genereus  withdrawal  of  other  similar  papers  from  any 
division  -of  public  patronage,  having  become  the  admitted  Organ  of  the  Bap- 
list  Denomination  in  this  State — it  is  still  more  important  than  ever  befor* 
Uhat  it  should  be  well  supported  and  ably  conducted. 

Resolved  2ndly,  That  it  would  meet  the  wishes  of  this  body,  and  we  belier 
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of  the  patrons  of  the  paper  generally,  that  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Tobey  should  con- 
tinue as  the  permanent  Editor. 

Resolved  3rdhj,  That  if  the  Baptist  public  would  now  come  forward  and 
give  to  this  periodical  that  liberal  support  and  that  faithful  and  punctual  pay* 
ment  which  its  increased  importance  deserves  and  demands,  we  believe  that 
the  proprietor  of  the  paper  would  be  able  to  give  to  an  Editor  a  suitable  sal- 
ary. 

Resolved  ithlij,  That  the  thanks  of  the  denomination  generally  are  due  to 
our  esteemed  brother,  Rev.  T.  W.  Tobey,  for  generously  undertaking  with- 
out any  compensation  the  editorial  labors  of  the  paper,  in  the  emergency-pro- 
duced by  the  loss  of  its  late  editor ;  but  that  a  longer  continuance  of  such 
gratuitous  services  could  not  be  reasonably  asked. 

Resolved  lastly,  Therefore,  That  it  would  be  highly  satisfactory  to  this  Con- 
vention, if  the  Proprietor  of  the  paper  could  be  enabled  by  its  increased  pat- 
ronage to  offer  the  present  acting  Editor  such  a  compensation  as  would  war- 
rant him  in  devoting  to  it  that  attention  which  is  essential  to  its  usefulness 
and  popularity.

With  a  view  of  diverting  the  expenses  of  a  General  Agency,  which 
is  considerable,  to  the  support  of  an  increased  number  of  faithful  Mis- 
sionaries, the  Board  would  respectfully  recommend  for  the  ensuing 
year,  a  discontinuance  of  the  office  of  General  Agent,  and  recommend 
that  each  pastor  of  a  church  connected  with  the  Convention,  or  within 
its  bounds,  be  constituted  a  Special  Agent  of  the  Convention,  author- 
ized and  requested  to  receive  subscriptions  and  contributions  in  aid  of 
its  funds,  and  once  or  oftener  during  the  yea?,  at  the  monthly  or  pro- 
tracted meetings,  to  take  up  a  public  collection  for  the  same  object. — 
Also  that  all  of  our  missionaries  shall  likewise  act  as  Special  Agents 
for  the  collections  of  funds,  and  to  make  due  returns  thereof  in  their 
Quarterly  Reports. 

Voluntary  Agents  it  is  to  be  hoped,  would  be  found  among  the  min- 
isters belonging  to  each  Association,  who  would  in  the  course  of  the 
year  be  found  willing  to  spend  one  month  or  more  in  visiting  the  church- 
es and  individual  members,  explaining  the  objects  of  the  Convention 
and  urging  them  forward  in  its  support.  Surely  the  luxury  of  thus  do- 
ing good  would  more  than  compensate  them  for  the  temporary  sacrifice 
of  time  and  labor. 

Jn  this  recommendation  we  have  a  precedent  and  successful  example 
in  the  General  Association  of  Virginia,  which  body  has  for  several 
years  dispensed  with  a  General  Agent,  not  only  without  detriment  to 
its  interests,  but  with  increased  means  of  extended  Missionary  opera- 
tions. 

Let  the  responsibility  of  aiding  this  noble  institution  of  our  church 
rest  in  all  its  force  on  the  Pastors  and  churches,  and  we  doubt  not, 
they  will  meet  it  as  becomes  Christians  and  Philanthropists. 

The  Board  desire  to  be  distinctly  understood,  that  in  making  this 
recommendation,  they  are  not  reflecting  in  the  slightest  degree  upon 
the  present  Agents,  whose  services  have  been  highly  appreciated  and 
quite  successful,  they  only  wish  to  test  the  experiment  recommended, 
as  a  matter  of  economical  policy. 

The  Board  would  further  suggest  that  every  Association  should  fol- 
low the  example  of  the  Beulah,  in  having  their  Missionary  recognized 
by  the  Board,  and  their  annual  report  would  then  exhibit  the  amount 
and  results  of  the  Missionary  labor  performed  by  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina.  This  can  in  no  wise  be  considered  as  any  infriotrement  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Associations,  but  would  entitle  them  to 
increased  representation  in  the  Convention. 

BENEFICIARIES. 

At  the  Annual  Commencement  of  Wake  Forest  College,  in  the 
month  of  June  last,  brother  John  C.  Averitt  who  has  been  for  some- 
time pursuing  his  studies  as  a  Beneficiary  at  that  Institution,  graduated 
with  distinguished  credit,  and  has  since  located  in  the  town  of  Pittsbo- 
rough,  where  he  is  engaged  in  teaching  school  and  supplying  the  church 
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there,  (for  sometime  destitute)  with  the  preached  gospel.  Brother 
Moses  Baldwin,  of  Randolph — B.J.  Hackney,  of  Chatham — Elijah 
F.  Beecham,  of  Camden — and  Benson  F.  Cole,  of  Orange,— licentiates 
of  their  respective  churches,  are  now  pursuing  their  studies  as  Benefi- 
ciaries at  Wake  Forest  College,  preparatory  to  active  service  in  the 
ministry,  and  the  reports  of  the  Faculty  testify  to  their  commendable 
industry  and  application,  as  well  as  their  christian  deportment. 

In  view  of  the  great  destitution  in  our  State  and  the  demands  for  ran 
enlightened  ministry  at  the  present  time,  the  Board  tvould  gladly  em- 
brace the  means  of  increasing  the  number  of  those  who  are  preparing 
to  go  forth  as  teachers  of  righteousness. 

The  Board  would  recommend  to  those  who  are  aided  by  the  Con- 
vention in  obtaining  an  education,  to  devote  sometime  to  Missionary 
labor  as  a  means  of  doing  much  good,  and  affording  a  very  suitable  pre- 
paration for  the  important  office  of  Pastors  of  our  churches.  The  practice 
of  some  in  leaving  our  State  immediately  after'  getting  through^  their 
studies,  when  their  labor  in  the  ministry  is  so  much  demanded  at  home, 
to  say  the  least  of  it,  is  greatly  detrimental  to  the  Baptist  cause  in  North 
Carolina. 

EDUCATION. 

Wake  Forest  College  continues  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  is  al- 
ready realizing  the  anticipations  of  its  most  sanguine  friends.  Every 
year  gives  increased  evidence  of  the  foresight  and  wisdom  of  those  who 
were  the  early  pioneers  in  its  foundation.  Its  present  position  and 
character  is  indeed  grateful  to  the  just  pride  of  every  Baptist  in  our 
State,  and  North  Carolina  might  with  great  propriety  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  some  of  her  sister  States  in  extending  to  it  aid  from  her  lite- 
rary fund,  as  an  institution  (though  under  the  patronage  of  our  denom- 
ination, not  otherwise  sectarian  in  its  character)  eminently  useful  in 
raising  up  those  who  are  to  be  the  instructor's  of  her  youth — fit  patterns, 
for  their  moral  training  and  the  qualified  principals  in  her  primary 
schools. 

The  exercises  at  the  last  Commencement  satisfied  the  numerous  and 
highly  respectable  auditory  in  attendance,  that  the  proficiency  of  its 
pupils  was  inferior  to  no  institution  in  the  State,  ^and  their  deportment; 
of  the  most  commendable  character. 

The  Board  indulge  the  hope  that  the  efforts  now  being  made  for  its 
permanent  endowment,  will  meet  with  the  favor  of  their  brethren  and 
friends  of  Education  throughout  the  State,  and  this  object  so  much  de- 
sired, will  be  soon  effected.  Preparatory  schools  should  be  early  es- 
tablished within  the  bounds  of  each  Association. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Convention  at  the  last  session  in  regard 
to  a  Female  College  at  Oxford,  led  to  a  meeting  of  those  friendly  to 
the  object — the  nomination  of  a  Board  of  Trusteed — the  procurement  of 
a  suitable  charter  from  our  State  Legislature,  and  the  location  and  suc- 
cessful establishment  of  the  institution,  in  the  beautiful  vdlage  of  Oxford, 
in  the  county  of  Granville.  A  location  considering  its  healthfulness — tha

high  character  of  its  citizens  and  their  interest  in  its  success — its  con- 
venience and  accessibility  from  every  portion  of  the  State,  renders  its 
selection  peculiarly  fortunate,  and  with  a  corps  of  competent  instructors 
gives  the  strongest  assurance  of  complete  success.  The  college  is  al- 
ready in  successful  operation,  under  the  Presidency  of  Rev.  Samuel 
Wait,  D.  D.,  (formerly  President  of  Wake  Forest  College)  aided  by 
well  qualified  assistants  in  the  different  Departments. 

There  is  no  good  reason  why  the  same  efforts  should  not  he  mada 
thoroughly,  to  educate  our  daughters  as  well  as  our  sons,  their  influence 
upon  the  rising  generation  will  be  potent  for  good  or  evil.  The  Board 
are  rejoiced  to  find  that  the  subject  of  Female  Education  is  receiving 
increased  attention,  and  the  Murfreesborough  Female  Collegiate  Insti- 
tute,_Sedgwick  Female  Seminary  at  Raleigh,  the  Rockford  Female  Insti- 
tute, and  other  Female  Institutions  established  in  different  parts  of  the 
State,  are  now  being  filled  with  pupils  and  sustaining  a  high  character  for 
their  educational  facilities,  and  the  competency  of  their  instructors.  We 
ardently  hope  their  number  may  be  increased  and  their  usefulness  ex- 
nteded.  The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  ean  no  longer  say,  that  we 
have  not  schools  of  our  own,  worthy  their  confidence  and  patronage. 
The  necessity  does  not  now  exist  of  sending  our  sons  and  daughters  to 
Pedo-baptist  schools,  where  they  will  be  taught,  as  many  have  been,  to. 
repudiate  the  religion  of  their  fathers  and  mothers.  Let  every  Baptist 
therefore  feel  that  his  own  character,  the  interest  of  his  church,  the 
cause  of  truth,  and  the  union  and  harmony  of  his  or  her  family,  depend 
upon  sustaining  their  own  Institutions.  While  we  shall  fas  the  advo- 
cates of  education)  be  friendly  to,  and  admire  the  zeal  of  other  denom- 
inations in  behalf  of  their  own  institutions,  let  us  not  be  neglectful  of 
our  own.  Also  remember  that  the  higher  our  position  in  society 
or  the  church,  the  more  salutary  will  be  our  example  in  this  particular 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  it  fully  in  their  power  to  sus- 
tain all  of  their  own  schools  now  in  existence,  and  as  many  more.  Let 
them  then  be  careful  that  this  means  of  perpetuating  our  influence,  and 
our  influence  to  do  good  shall  not  be  neglected. 

There  are  many  of  our  brethren  and  sisters,  who  are  blessed  with 
ample  means,  and  there  are  none  connected  to  them  who  have  any  just 
claims  on  their  bounty,  or  if  there  be  such,  still  have  the  ability  to  pro- 
vide for  them,  and  do  something  liberal  for  the  cause  of  education. — 
Let  such  in  making  their  bequests  or  donations,  remember  that  in  pro- 
viding a  fund  for  the  education  of  the  rising  generation?,  they  are  per- 
petuating their  usefulness  for  all  time  to  come,  and  will  cause  thousands 
to  rise  up  and  call  them  blessed,  and  their  noble  investments  will  yield 
a  rich  dividend  years  after  thej  have  gone  to  rest.  The  endowment 
of  a  professorship  in  either  of  our  Colleges  will  most  effectually  embalm 
the  memory  of  the  donor  in  the  affections  of  those  who  come  after  them. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Owing  in  some  degree  to  the  manifest  destitution  in  our  State,  and 
the  fact  that  no  Agent  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the   Southern 
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Baptist  Convention,  has  for  any  length  of  time  Tbeen  laboring  in  our 
bounds,  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  have  done  less  for  Foreign 
Missions,  than  those  of  most  of  her  sister  States.  We  are  nevertheless 
not  insensible  to  the  importance  of  sustaining  this  branch  of  our  be- 
nevolent operations.  The  Board  vould  gladly  see  the  contributions 
for  this  good  object  greatly  increased,  and  the  example  of  the  Raleigh 
Association,  in  sustaining  a  Missionary  in  China,  followed  by  every 
other  body  of  like  character  and  means  in  the  State.  There  is  already 
evidence  that  at  least  another  (the  Chowan)  will  follow  her  noble  ex- 
ample. The  Foreign  Board  of  the  Southern  Convention  are  anxious  to 
increase  the  number  of  their  Missionaries  in  China  and  Africa,  and  to 
establish  new  Missions  in  Mexico,  and  the  Republics  of  South  Amer- 
ica. 

In  the  success  of  our  Home  Mission  efforts,  we  will  find  the  means 
of  increased  interest  in  the  Foreign  Mission  enterprize.  When  our 
people  experience  in  their  own  bosoms  the  blessings  and  benefits  of  the 
preached  gospel,  there  will  spontaneously  arise  therefrom  an  anxious 
and  ardent  desire  to  send  the  Heralds  of  the  Cross  to  others,  who  have 
never  heard  the  glad  tidings  of  a  Saviour's  love. 

Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  supply  Elder  Matthew  T.  Yates  and 
wife  ( the  only  Missionaries  of  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  in  For- 
eign lands,)  with  the  means  of  building  for  themselves  and  successors  a 
suitable  dwelling  house  at  Shanghai,  in  China.  We  hope  they  will  be 
entirely  successful.  Let  it  not  be  said  that  the  fifty  thousand  Baptists 
in  this  State,  will  not  raise  the  required  amount,  to  insure  this  necessa- 
ry object. 

The  Board  regret  that  the  monthly  Concert  for  prayer  and  contribu- 
tions in  behalf  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions  so  strongly  urged  by 
our  State,  as  well  as  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  has  not  been 
generally  attended  to.  We  hope  for  the  future  this  wise  recommendation 
will  not  be  neglected.  As  the  monetary  affairs  of  our  State  were  never 
in  a  more  prosperous  condition,  the  Board  indulge  the  hope  that 
this  condition  of  earthly  prosperity  will  be  maiked  by  increased  benefac- 
tions to  the  cause  of  benevolence,  and  that  all  our  institutions  will  re- 
ceive their  wanted  support. 

BAPTIST  PERIODICALS. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Convention,  the  death  of  Elder  Thomas 
Meredith,  the  able  and  efficient  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  then 
anticipated  from  his  greatly  impaired  health,  has  taken  place.  His  long 
connection  with  and  able  management  of  that  paper,  generally  regard- 
ed as  the  organ  of  our  denomination  in  North  Carolina,  induced  our 
brethren  to  look  to  its  continuance,  under  the  control  of  a  suitable  suc- 
cessor, as  an  object  of  no  small  importance.  The  widow  of  the  deceas- 
ed Editor,  by  the  kind  assistance  of  friends,  was  enabled  to  continue 
its  publication,  and  Elder  Thomas  W.  Tobey  the  esteemed  Pastor  of 
the  Baptist  church  in  Raleigh,  to  undertake  the  task  of  becoming  its 
editor. 
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The  Board  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  arrangement  met 
with  the  hearty  concurrence  of  the  brethren  thoughout  the  State.  El- 
der James  McDaniel  of  Wilmington,  and  Elder  C.  R.  Hendrickson  of 
Elizabeth  City,  each  of  whom  were  engaged  in  the  publication  of  Bap- 
tist newspapers,  and  receiving  a  handsome  patronage,  with  a  kindness 
and  liberality,  as  well  as  a  desire  for  union  and  harmony,  worthy  of  all 
praise,  relinquished  their  publications,  and  so  far  as  they  could  transfer- 
ed  their  lists  of  subscribers  to  the  Recorder,  which  may  now  be  just- 
ly termed  the  Baptist  organ  of  the  State.  It  will  remain  with  the  Con- 
vention to  adopt  such  measures  in  regard  to  its  continuance  in  this  char- 
acter, as  to  them  mav  seem  meet  and  proper. 

As  the  Organ  of  the  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  Boards  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  Board  cannot  too  highly  recommend 
to  its  general  support,  by  the  Baptist  of  this  State,  the  "Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  Journal,'1  published  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  Its  cheap- 
ness and  the  diminished  rates  of  postage,  places  it  in  the  power  of  eve- 
ry Baptist  to  become  its  reader. 

Every  Baptist  Missionary,  Pastor,  Deacon  and  Clerk  of  a  church, 
should  consider  themselves  as  the  Agents  for  these  Periodicals,  and  as 
they  regard  the  best  interests  of  their  church  and  the  cause  of  Zion, 
lend  their  aid  to  their  general  circulation. 

The  Board  would  also  earnestly  recommend,  to  the  support  of  their 
brethren  the  Baptist  Preacher,  published  in  the  City  of  Richmond,  by 
the  Rev.  H.  Keeling,  as  an  excellent  work. 

CONCLUSION". 

The  Board  have  been  more  extended  in  their  remarks  and  sugges- 
tions on  each  subject,  in  consequence  of  a  resolution  adopted  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Convention,  requesting  them  in  their  Annual  Report, 
to  give  "such  information  in  relation  to  each  object  of  the  Convention, 
as  will  supercede  the  necessity  of  having  reports  from  committees, 
specially  appointed  on  these  subjects."  They  hope  that  their  suggestions 
or  recommendations  will  be  received  in  the  same  spirit  in  which 
they  are  made,  and  that  other  commendable  objects  overlooked  by 
them  will  not  be  lost  sight  of  by  tjie  Convention.  Let  it  be  the 
purpose  of  all,  to  do  what  good  they  can,  and  to  use  the  proper  means 
to  carry  out  successfully  our  objects.  The  success  of  our  past  efforts 
should  encourage  or  stimulate  us  to  renewed  exertions,  remembering 
that  we  should  all  work  while  it  is  called  to-day,  for  the  night  of  death 
will  come  when  none  can  work. 

That  the  great  head  of  the  Church,  will  preside  over  all  of  your  de- 
liberations, and  crown  your  measures  with  abundant  success,  is  the  sin- 
cere prayer  of  your  Executive  Board.

Report  of  Genera!  Agenti 

Since  my  last  annual  report,  myself  and  family  have  enjoyed  almost 
entirely  uninterrupted  health.  Immediately  after  our  last  convention,  I 
visited  a  portion  of  the  Flat  River  and  Tar  River  Associations.  From 
thence  I  went  into  the  bounds  of  the  Union  Association.  Owing  to 
the  freshets  and  storms  in  this  part  of  the  State,  I  was  unable  to  affect 
so  much  as  was  anxiously  desired.  After  spending  as  much  time  as  my 
limits  would  allow  in  this  interesting  portion  of  our  State,  I  passed  into 
the  bounds  of  the  Chowan  Association.  This  body  takes  the  lead  in  be- 
nevolent operations,  besides  supplying  their  own  destitution  and  mak- 
ing arrangements  to  sustain  a  Missionary  in  China,  they  continue  to  en- 
large their  bounty,  for  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  From  the  Chowan 
I  passed  up  through  the  Tar  River  into  the  middle  portion  of  the 
State,  passed  thence  into  the  Cape  Fear  Association.  Among  the  breth- 
ren composing  this  body,  I  found  firm  and  decided  frienis  of  our  opera- 
tions, as  their  contributions  will  show. 

In  the  counties  of  Richmond,  Montgomery,  Randolph,  Chatham  and 
Orange,  great  scarcity  prevails,  the  result  of  the  drought,  both   in  '50

and  '51.  Notwithstanding  this,  something  was  accomplishes, 
operated  nest  in  the  Flat  River  Association,  so  as  to  be  at  their  an- 
nual meeting.  These  brethren  are  doing  more  the  present,  than  any 
former  year.  This  bids  fair  to  be  an  enlightened  and  efficient  body.  I 
passed  next  through  the  Beulah  Association,  and  was  with  them  in 
their  session.  In  addition  to  sustaining  their  home  operations,  and  con- 
tributing to  a  special  Agent,  I  obtained  three  Life  Members  in  addi- 
tion to  many  smaller  sums.  My  plan  of  operations  has  been  as  of  for- 
mer years,  to  induce  churches  to  make  their  Pastors  Life  members,  and 
solicit  others  to  become  such  themselves-  In  this  way  considerable  has 
been  accomplished  the  present  year.  Owing  to  the  great  scarcity  and 
high  price  of  provisions,  1  obtained  a  long  list  in  smaller  subscrip- 
tions. Nearly  all  the  appointments  of  Missionaries  were  made,  they  re- 
lying on  their  field  of  labor  for  their  salary.  When  this  is  taken  into 
consideration,  and  the  amount  placed  by  the  side  of  the  present  con- 
tributions, it  will  be  seen  that  considerably  more  has  been  done  in  the 
State  the  present  year,  than  has  ever  been  accomplished  before  during 
one  year.  I  have  obtained  the  subscriptions  which  will  entitle  41  in- 
dividuals to  Life  membership  in  all.  For  the  Education  department 
$1010.06  1-2.  The  Home  Mission  department  $739.97  1-2.  For  For- 
eign Mission  department  $462.82  1-2 — making  a  total  of  2212.86. 
Of  this  amount  in  cash  for  Education  $247.23  1-3.  For  Home 
Missions  $266.14  1-2.  For  Foreign  $262.49  1-2— making  in  cash  for 
this  year  §775.87  1-3. 

On  subscription  for  1S50,  for  Education  $178.00;  Home  $150.50; 
Foreign  $10S.OO  -making  $436.50.  For  '49  for  Education  $10-00, 
making  a  total  in  cash  of  $1222.37  1-3.

Report  of  Special  Agents 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  North  Carolina  Bap.  State  Convention, 
Dear  Brethren  : — Since  the  meeting  of  Beulah  Association,  I  havo 
spent  sis  weeks  in  the  service  of  the  Board.  I  was  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Western  Convention,  and  met  with  a  cordial  reception  by  that  body. 
The  brethren  were  much  pleased  to  receive  correspondence  from  the 
Board,  and  their  kindness  and  brotherly  love  have  erected  a  monument 
to  their  memory,  which  will  never  be  destroyed,  and  I  may  add,  that  if 
the  brethern  generally  knew  the  pleasure  of  a  mountain  trip,  it  would 
be  difficult  to  keep  them  from  going.  Their  next  annual  meeting  will 
be  held  at  Cane  Creek,  near  the  road  leading  from  Asheville  to  the 
Hickory  Nut  Gap,  four  miles  from  the  place  last  named,  commencing 
on  Friday  after  the  fourth  Sabbath  in  August,  1852.  I  received  of 
them  thirty  dollars  to  constitute  Elder  M.  Rickman  a  life  member  of 
the  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.

From  Lincoiuton,  I  passed  into  the  field  of  brother  J.  B.  Solomon, 
which  is  truly  an  important  section  and  must  not  be  given  up.  The 
brethren  and  friends  expressed  deepest  regret  that  they  could  no  longer 
enjoy  the  efficient  and  acceptable  services  of  brother  Solomon,  and  are 
very  anxious  to  have  an  acceptable  minister  to  settle  with  them.  I 
have  preached  sixteen  sermons,  travelled  712  miles,  collected  $44.50, 
paid  for  expenses  $11.62.

To  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  convened  in 

Wilmington. 

Dear  Brethren  : — I  regret  that  existing  circumstances  put  it  out 
of  my  power  to  be  with  you,  at  your  present  meeting.  The  yearly 
meeting  of  your  body,  I  regard  as  an  interesting  anniversary.  Circum- 
stances, connected  with  the  history  of  the  past,  will  keep  alive  an  in- 
terest in  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  till  my  latest 
breath.  I  hope  your  present  meeting  will  be  a  pleasant  one  ;  and  one, 
the  deliberations  and  doings  of  which,  will  have  a  most  favorable  bear 
ing  on  all  the  objects  contemplated  in  your  constitution. 
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But,  my  main  design  in  this  communication,  is  to  ask  your  attention 
to  a  few  things  that  I  should  be  happy  to  state  to  you,  could  I  mak& 
one  of  your  number. 

The  most  of  the  friends  who  may  attend  this  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, have  probably  been  informed  that  efforts  are  now  being  made 
to  rear  up  a  Female  College  in  Oxford,  Granville  county,  North  Car- 
olina. Our  charter  was  obtained  of  the  last  Legislature.  Owing  to 
circumstances  not  under  the  control  of  the  Trustees,  our  college  did 
not  go  into  operation,  till  the  21st  of  July  last.  The  present  session 
will  close  on  the  19th  of  December  next,  and  the  following  session  will 
commence  on  the  2nd  Monday  in  January.  The  Trustees  have  just 
resolved  to  erect,  forthwith,  another  building  30  by  50  feet,  two  stories 
high,  besides  the  basement.  It  is  intended  to  have  this  building  com- 
pleted in  the  month  of  January.  Besides  this,  the  main  college  edifice 
will  be  under  contract,  at  no  distant  day. 

Our  prospects  for  the  future,  are  all  that  could  be  reasonably  ex- 
pected. No  one  has  ever  visited  Oxford  without  being  delighted  with 
the  beauty  of  its  situation.  It  is  not  only  a,pleas.mt  location,  but  it  is 
distinguished  for-  health.  .  It  has  an  interesting  community.  After 
having  had  some  opportunity  to  form  an  acquaintance  with  North  Car- 
olina, I  give  it  as  my  deliberate  opinion,  that  a  better  location  for  our 
college,  could  not  have  been  found  in  the  State.  And,  in  addition  to 
this,  I  will  just  remark,  that  no  pains  will  he  spared  on  the  part  of  the 
Trustees,  to  keep  the  institution  supplied  with  adequate  instruction. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  founders  and  supporters  of  this  Seminary,  to 
know  that  the  subject  of  female  education  is  now  receiving  so  large  an 
amount  of  public  attention.  They  rejoice  in  the  success  of  every  other 
institution,  devoted  to  this  noble  enterprise.  They  wish  to  be  regarded 
as  friends  und  fellow  laborers  with  all  those  engaged  in  a  work  similar 
to  their  own. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that,  possibly,  some  might  be  present  in  the 
Convention  who  would  be  glad  of  an  opportunity  of  sending  their  daugh- 
ters to  a  healthy  and  pleasant  situation,  to  carry  on  their  course  of  study.

The  Board  of  Managers  for  the  present  year,  met  in  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church  on  this  evening,  immediately  after  a  sermon  by  Dr.  Hoop- 
er.    Elder  James  McDaniel,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

On  application,  the  Board  appointed  Elder  Richard  Jacks  Mission- 
ary to  travel  in  the  bounds  of  the  Yadkin  Association  for  the  ensuing 
year,  they  agreeing  to  provide  for  his  support. 

Elder  P.  C.  Connelly  by  request,  was  re-appointed  a  Missionary  for 
the  Yadkin  Association  on  the  same  terms,  and  to  include  in  his  field 
of  labor  the  town  of  Wadesborough,  in  Anson  county. 

Elders  Elias  Doclson  and  John  Robertson  were  appointed  Missiona- 
aries  for  the  Beulah  x^ssociation,  one  of  them  to  preach  statedly  in  the 
town  of  Greensborough,  the  Association  to  provide  for  their  support. 

Orders  were  directed  to  be  issued  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment 
of  the  Missionaries  employed  the  past  year,  according  to  terms  stipu- 
lated by  the  Board.  Also  in  favor  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Union  Association,  according  to  an  appropriation 
made  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  during  the  Convention  in  October, 
1850. 

Elder  J.  G.  Barkley  was  appointed  a  Missionary  of  the  Board,  to 
the  towns  of"  Greenville  in  Pitt,  and  Tarborough  in  Edgecomb  county, 
and  to  preach  in  the  town  of  Washington,  relying  upon  his  field  of  la- 
bor for  his  support. 

Elder  P.  H.  Smith  was  appointed  a  Missionary,  to  travel  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Tar  River  Association,  relying  upon  his  field  ^of  labor 
for  his  support. 

On  motion  of  Elder  J.  J.  James,  Elder  John  H.  Lacy  was  appoin- 
ted a  Missionary  of  the  Board,  to  preach  statedly  in  the  towns  of  Sal- 
isbury and  Mocksville,  and  also  at  Red  Plains,  in  Surry  county. 

On  motion,  Elder  W.  C.  Patterson  is  re-appointed  a  Missionary 
for  the  Sandy  Creek  Association,  on  the  same  conditions  as  last  year. 

On  motion,  Elder  William  Jones,  the  General  Agent  of  the  Con- 
vention, was  authorized  to  have  certificates  of  Life  Membership  prin- 
ted to  be  issued  to  those  entitled  to  the  same.     Also  to  Life  Directors. 

On  motion,  the  Treasurer  was  directed  to  pay  the  money  borrowed 
by  him,  for  the  use  of  the  Convent  ion  in  paying  its  Missionaries. 

The  remaining  business  referred  to  the  Board  at  Milton. 

The  Board  then  adjourned  with  the  benediction  by  the  President.

On  motion,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  directed  to  write  to 
Elder  Robert  B.  Jones,  Missionary  to  the  valley  of  the  Catawba,  in  re- 
lation to  the  contrivance  of  his  appointment  in  that  field  of  labor. 

There  being  no  farther  business  before  the  Board,  on  motion,  they 
adjourned  to  meet  in  Milton  again  on  Saturday  before  the  third  Sab- 
bath in  November  next.      •  N.  J.  PALMER,  Rec.

The  Board  are  anxious  that  a  missionary  should  be  appointed  to 
travel  within  the  bounds  of  each  Association  throughout  the  State, 
during  the  ensuing  year  :  nothing  but  their  limited  means  prevents  the 
consummation  of  this  object.  They  believe  that  their  brethren  and 
friends  could  easily  sustain  one  or  more  to  labor  amongst  them.  If, 
therefore,  the  Moderator  and  other  active  brethren  in  each  Association, 
would  unite  and  recommend  some  one  as  their  missionary,  and  resolve 
that  they  will  sustain  him,  it  will  afford  the  Board  great  pleasure  to 
make  the  appointment,  and  they  doubt  not  from  the  experience  of  the 
past,  that  the  most  happy  results  will  follow.

The  Annual  Report  was  presented  and  read  by  Elder  R.  I.  Devin  of 
Oxford,  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  which  was  received 
and  ordered  to  be  published  with  the  Minutes.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD. 

As  the  organ  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Bible  Society,  I  would 
most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  submit  their  annual  report.  We  regret 
to  state  that  so  little  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  in  the  great 
and  good  work  of  extending  the  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

Rev.  J.  P.    Montague  has  acted  as  distributing  Agent  about  one 
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month,  during  which  time  he  sold  $35.15  worth  of  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments, and  distributed  gratuitously  15  Bibles  and  25  Testaments,  be- 
sides others  have  aided  in  circulating  the  Bible,  but  we  are  unable  to 
report  precisely  the  amount  done  to  supply  the  destitute  with  the  word 
of  God. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  this  Society,  a  debt  of  $171.29 
has  been  paid,  which  was  then  due  to  the  A.  and  F.  Bible  Society  for 
Bibles  and  Testaments  purchased  a  short  time  previous  by  this  Society. 

We  are  now  entirely  free  from  debt,  with  some  30  or  40  dollars' 
worth  of  Bibles  on  hand  and  $3S.1S  1-2  in  the  Treasury.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BIBLE  AND  BAPTIST  PUBLICATION  SOCIETY, 

Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Bible  and  Publi- 
cation Society,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  So- 
ciety. 

Art.  2.  The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  extend  the  circulation  of  the 
Word  of  God,  and  of  Religious  Books  and  Publications,  published  under  the 
patronage  of  our  denomination.  Also  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  Sab- 
bath Schools  aRd  Sabbath  School  Libraries. 
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Art.  3.  The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice  Presi- 
dents, Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries,  Treasurer.  Auditor  and  De- 
pository Agent,  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  annually. 

Art.  4.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  with  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention.  Intermediate  meetings  of  the  Society, 
may  be  called  by  the  President  or  two  of  the  Vice  Presidents. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  dollar  annually — by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  at  one  time,  a 
Life  Member — and  by  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  by  a  member  of  the 
Baptist  church  a  Life  Director,  and  each  Baptist  church  or  Auxiliary  Society 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  delegation  in  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Society,  for 
every  three  dollars  sent  up. 

Art.  6.  Auxiliary  Societies  or  churches  contributing  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  shall  receive  one  half  the  amount  back  in  books. 

Art.  7.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of 
Managers,  consisting  of  twenty  members,  with  the  officers  of  the  Society  to 
be  appointed  annually. 

Art.  8.  Any  Auxiliary  Society  will  be  recognized  as  such,  upon  sending 
to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  a  copy  of  their  Constitution  and  list  of  officers. 

Art.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  funds  of  the  Society  and  disburse 
them  as  the  Society  or  Board  of  Managers  may  direct,  and  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Society  of  the  state  of  its  funds,  and  the  Depository 
Agent  shall  keep  the  Books  and  Publications  of  the  Society,  and  dispose  of 
them  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  direct. 

Art.  10.  The  Society  shall  at  each  Annual  Meeting  appoint  one  or  more 
persons  to  deliver  an  Annual  Address  or  Sermon,  at  the  next  anniversary. 

Art.  11.  The  Society  or  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
one  or  more  Agents,  and  fix  their  compensation. 

Art.  12.  The  proceedings  of  the  Society  shall  be  annually  published  with 
the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  at  the  expense  of  the  Society. 


FORM  OF  AN  AUXILIARY 
To  the  North  Carolina  Bible  and  Baptist  Publication  Society, 

Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Bible  and  Baptist  Publication 
Society  of  church  or  town,  the  object  of  which  shall  be  the  encourage- 

ment of  the  circulation  of  Bibles,  religious  books  and  tracts,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  one  or  more  Sabbath  schools  and  libraries. 

Art.  2.  This  Society  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Bible  and 
Baptist  Publication  Society,  and  its  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice 
Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  with  a  Board  of  nine  Mana- 
gers, who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Art.  3.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  shall 
preside  at  its  meetings.  The  Secretary  shall  record  its  proceedings  :  ,the 
Treasurer  receive,  keep,  and  disburse  its  funds,  according  to  the  orderof  the 
Society  ;  and  the  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Library. 

Art.  4.  The  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Agent  or  Trea- 
surer of  the  parent  State  Society,  one  half  to  be  returned  in  books  at  cost 
prices,  and  the  other  half  devoted  to  the  aid  of  destitute  Sabbath  schools  and 
neighborhoods. 
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Art.  5.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  or  oftener,  at  the  call  of  on«  or 
more  of  its  presiding  officers.  At  the  annual  meetings,  some  one  shall  be  se- 
lected to  address  the  Society,  or  preach  a  sermon  before  it. 

Art.  6.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by'contributing 
annually  to  its  funds,  or  a  life  member,  by  the  contribution  at  one  time,  of 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars.

Wilmington,  Oct.  20th,  1S51. 

At  a  meeting  of  those  friendly  to  the  formation  of  a  Baptist  Educa- 
tion Society  held  at  the  first  Baptist  church,  on  motion, 

Rev.  David  S.  Williams  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  Rufus  P.  Jones 
appointed  Secretary. 

The  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  James  McDaniel 
of  Wilmington. 

N.  J.  Palmer  stated  the  objects  of  the  meeting,  and  presented  the  form 
of  a  Constitution  for  the  Society,  which  on  motion  was  unanimously 
adopted.

CONSTITUTION 

OF    THE 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

Arttcle  1 .  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Education  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  raising  a  fund  for 
the  endowment  of  Wake  Forest  College  and  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of 
Education,  particularly  among  the  Baptist  denomination  in  this  State. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice  Presi- 
dents, Secretary.  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  who  with  a  board  of  twenty  other 
individuals,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  conduct  the  business  of 
the  Society  in  the  intervals  of  its  meetings ;  and  they  shall  be  annually  ap- 
pointed. 

Art.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  located  at  Pialeigh,  but  may  ad- 
journ to  meet  at  other  places.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to 
do  business. 

Art.  5.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  annual  meetings  with  the  North  Caroli- 
na Baptist  State  Convention,  and  an  extra  meeting  at  each  annual  Com- 
mencement of  Wake  Forest  College,  and  the  President  or  two  of  the  Vice 
Presidents  shall  have  power  to  call  other  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  6.  Any  person  by  the  contribution  of  one  dollar  annually  may  be- 
come a  member  of  the  Society,  and  by  the  contribution  of  twenty  dollars  or 
more  become  a  Life  Member  of  the  Society. 

Art.  7.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  some  one  or  more  compe- 
tent individuals  shall  be  appointed  to  address  the  Society  at  the  next  annual 
meeting,  and  at  the  meeting  at  Wake  Forest  College  some  one  shall  likewise 
be  appointed  to  address  the  Society  at  its  next  meeting  at  that  place,  and  the 
President  or  Board  of  Managers  may  make  other  appointments  or  rill  the 
places  of  those  that  decline. 

Art.  8.  The  Society  or  the  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint  one  or  more 
Agents  and  fix  their  compensation,  and  give  them  the  necessary  instructions. 
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Art.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  safely  keep  the  funds  of  the  Society  and  dis- 
burse them  and  invest  them  as  the  Society  or  Board  of  Managers  may  direct, 
and  shall  annually  or  oftener  as  they  may  direct,  make  a  full  report  of  the 
state  of  the  finances  in  his  hands  or  that  may  be  invested. 

Art.  10.  The  By-laws  and  Rules  of  Decorum  adopted  by  the  Convention 
shall  govern  the  Society  so  far  as  they  are  applicable. 

Art.  11.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  senior  Vice  President,  shall 
preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society  :  and  if  neither  be  present,  the  Society 
shall  appoint  a  President  pro  tempore. 

Art.  12.  In  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  President  or  one 
of  the  Vice  Presidents,  shall  preside  ;  and  if  neither  be  present,  they  shall  ap- 
point a  Chairman. 

Art.  13.  The  foregoing  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting.

Jackson. 

Friday,  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  its  proceedings 
were  opened  with  prayer  by  Elder  J.  G.  Barkley. 

Elder  Thomas  W.  Tobey  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention, 
a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Western  Baptist  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina,  in  relation  to  the  course  of  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder towards  a  newspaper  published  in  the  town  of  Asheville,  N.  C, 
entitled  the  "  North  Carolina  Baptist,"  when  after  remarks  by  different 
brethren,  it  was  referred  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  embrace 
this  matter  in  the  letter  of  correspondence  directed  to  be  written  to 
them. 

Elder  Mark  Bennett  appeared  and  took  his  seat  as  a  delegate  from 
the  church  at  Tarborough ;  brother  Henry  Pitt  as  a  delegate  from 
Ellis's  Church  in  Edgecombe;  and  Elder  J.  G.  Barkley  from  the  Con- 
oconary  Church.

A  communication  was  received  and  read  from  the  Baptist  church  in 
Smithfield  in  relation  to  brother  William  B.  Jones,  a  licentiate  of  that 
church,  and  recommending  him  as  a  Beneficiary  of  the  Convention  at 
Wake  Forest  College. 

On  motion,  this  communication  was  for  the  present  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  nine  o'- 
clock. Prayer  by  Elder  Mark  Bennett,  and  benediction  by  the  Pres- 
ident. 

At  early  candle  light,  a  general  meeting  was  held  in  the  Baptist 
church  on  the  subject  of  Domestic  Missions,  Elder  James  McDaniel, 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  presiding.  The  meeting  was  opened 
after  singing  an  appropriate  hymn,  and  prayer  by  Elder  A.  D.  Black- 
wood.

There  were  services  in  the  Methodist  church  in  the  forenoon  con- 
ducted by  Elder  John  H.  Lacy,  and  in  the  afternoon  by  Elder  H.  Minor. 

At  night  a  general  meeting  was  held  in  the  Baptist  church  in  refer- 
ence to  the  education  of  young  men  to  the  ministry,  and  the  endow- 
ment of  Wake  Forest  College.  The  President  of  the  Convention  pre- 
siding. 

The  services  after  singing  an  appropriate  hymn,  were  opened  with 
prayer  by  Elder  James  S.  Purify  of  Wake  Forest. 

The  meeting  was  addressed  successively  by  Elders  Mark  Bennett, 
William  H.  Jordan,  President  John  B.  White,  of  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege, Elder  James  S.  Purify  and  J.  B.  Jackson.

The  meeting  was  further  addressed  by  Elders  Elias  Dodson,  J.  J. 
James  and  Professor  William  T.  Brooks.  A  proposition  being  made  by 
Elder  Dodson  to  raise  fifteen  thousand  dollars  or  more,  to  endow  a 
professorship  in  Wake  Forest  College,  by  subscriptions  of  one  hundred 
dollars  payable  in  three  annual  instalments,  commencing  on  the  25th 
of  December,  1853.  This  proposition  was  responded  to  by  ten  indi- 
viduals, making  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  It  is  expected  that 
this  measure  will  be  carried  out  by  the  friends  of  the  college  through- 
out the  State. 

The  meeting  was  one  of  much  interest,  and  adjourned  at  a  late  hour 
with  singing  the  christian  doxology,  and  benediction  by  the  President. 


Sunday,  October  17th,  1852. 

At  nine  o'clock  a  Conventional  prayer  meeting  was  held  in  the  Bap- 
tist church,  conducted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.  Interest- 
ing accounts  were  given  of  the  work  of  God  in  their  respective  fields 
of  labor,  by  Elders  Blackwood,  Barkley,  Tobey  and  Devin.  Elder 
Bennett  and  brother  G.  M.  L.  Finch  led  in  prayer. 

At  eleven  o'clock  the  Conventional  Sermon  wa3  preached  in  the 
Baptist  church,  by  Professor  William  T.  Brooks  of  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege, from  Isaiah  16th  chapter,  1st  verse. 

A  public  collection  was  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Conven- 
tion—$14  28  cts. 

At  the  same  hour,  Rev.  William  Hill  Jordan  preached  in  the  Metho- 
dist church,  and  a  public  collection  for  the  same  object  taken  up  there, 
which  united  with  the  other  made  the  sum  of  $40  33  cts.  Elders  A. 
D.  Blackwood  and  J.  P.  Montague,  preached  to  the  colored  people  in 
the  Academy. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Rev-  James  McDaniel  preached  in  the  Metho- 
dist church,  and  the  Rev.  J.  J.  James  in  the  Baptist  church.  In  the 
former  there  was  much  feeling  manifested  at  the  close  of  the  meeting, 
and  a  number  presented  themselves  for  the  prayers  of  the  people  of 
God. 

At  night  agreeable  to  appointment,  a  general  meeting  was  held  in 
the  Baptist  church  on  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions,  conducted  by 
Elder  McDaniel. 

The  exercises  were  opened  after  reading  a  portion  of  the  sacred 
Scriptures  ;  singing  and  prayer  by  Rev.  G.  M.  L.  Finch  of  Raleigh. 

Rev.  Thomas  W.  Tobey,  late  Missionary  to  China,  then  addressed 
the  meeting  on  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions  generally.  He  was  fol- 
lowed by  Rev.  J.  J.  James,  who  urged  with  much  force  the  importance 


of  awakening  a  deeper  interest  among  the  members  of  our  churches  in 
the  missionary  enterprize.  He  was  followed  by  President  John  B. 
White,  as  to  the  best  means  of  promoting  the  cause  of  missions  and  the 
missionary  spirit.  The  attendance  was  quite  large,  and  all  seemed  to 
feel  much  interest  in  the  importance  of  the  cause,  which  for  the  time 
claimed  their  attention. 

The  following  resolutions  were  proposed  and  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  present  favorable  state  of  things,  in  the  va- 
rious nations  of  Heathendom,  we  feel  called  upon  to  put  forth  the  most  stren- 
uous efforts,  to  advance  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  we  consider  the  vast  increase  in  the  tide  of  Chinese  immi- 
gration to  our  shores  an  indication  of  the  intention  of  our  Heavenly  Father 
speedily  to  give  to  his  Son  the  Heathen  for  an  inheritance  and  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  for  a  possession,  and  we  deem  it  incumbent  upon  us,  not  to 
permit  any  of  these  Chinese  to  say  with  truth,  "  No  man  careth  for  my  soul." 

Resolved,  That  our  brethren  in  Europe,  who  have  been,  and  still  are  suf- 
fering for  having  dared  to  preach  the  gospel  of  Christ,  shall  receive  our 
warmest  sympathies  and  our  earnest  prayers. 

Resolved,  That  we  cannot  understand  the  nature  of  that  Christianity, 
which  permits  its  professor  to  know  that  the  heathen  are  perishing  and  yet 
prompts  him  to  use  no  effort  to  effect  their  conversion,  nor  have  we  any  sym- 
pathy with  such  a  spirit. 

Resolved,  That  we  will  not  suffer  any  apparent  -want  of  success  in  our 
Missions,  to  diminish  our  zeal,  or  cause  us  to  slacken  our  efforts  to  benefit 
the  unhappy  and  benighted  heathen. 


Monday  Morning,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment,  and  its  proceedings 
were  opened  after  reading  a  portion  of  the  Scriptures,  and  singing  and 
prayer  by  Elder  H.  Minor. 

Elder  D.  S.  Williams  from  the  Committee  ot  Finance,  made  a  re- 
port which,  after  being  committed  for  some  alterations  or  additions, 
was  received  and  the  committee  discharged. 

On  motion,  the  public  collections  taken  up  on  yesterday  amounting 
to  the  sum  of  $40  33  cents,  be  equally  divided  between  Home  Missions 
and  Education. 

Elder  R.  1.  Devin  from  the  committee  on  Publications  and  Periodi- 
cals, made  the  following  report  which  was  adopted  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Periodicals,  beg  leave 
to  offer  the  following  resolutions  :

Resolved,  That  the  Home  and  Foreign  Journal  published  in  the  city  of 
Richmond,  be  and  the  same  is  also  commended  to  the  support  of  our  brethren.

Brother  Nathaniel  J.  Palmer  submitted  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions  which  were  read,  and  being  advocated  by  the  mover  and 
Elder  Elias  Dodson,  were  unanimously  adopted. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  monthly  concert  of  prayer-  in.  behalf  ef 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  with  regular  contributions  in  their  behalf, 

Resolved,  By  this  Convention  that  our  churches  be  and  they  are  hereby 
most  earnestly  requested  to  observe  the  same  on  the  first  Sunday  or  Monday 
evening  in  each  month,  not  only  as  an  evidence  of  their  interest  in  this  great 
cause,  but  as  a  means  of  grace  and  of  blessings  to  themselves. 

Resolved;  That  Pastors  and  Ministers  ought  to  urge  this  matter  in  their 
public  ministrations. 

On  motion  of  the  same 

Resolved,  That  each  Baptist  Association  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conven- 
tion, is  hereby  affectionately  requested  to  report  annually  to  the  Convention 
or  its  Board  at  Milton,  the  amount  of  missionary  labor  performed  within  their 
bounds,  so  that  the  same  may  be  embraced  in  their  annual  report. 

Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  write  to  each  of  the  Clerks  of 
the  Associations,  urging  a  compliance  with  the  above  request. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  That  the  mistake  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
Finance,  be  referred  to  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor. 

On  motion  of  Elder  Thomas  W.  Tobey, 
.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  and  they  are  hereby  ten- 
dered to  the  citizens  of  Smithfield  and  its  vicinity,  for  their  great  kindness  and 
hospitality  extended  to  them  and  their  friends  attending  this  meeting. 

Resolved  also,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  tendered  to  the  au- 
thorities of  the  town  of  Smithfield,  for  the  measures  adopted  by  them  to  pre^ 
vent  the  exhibitions  of  the  travelling  Circus  Company  during  the  session  of 
the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Elder  J.  J.  James, 

In  view  of  the  demoralizing  evils  resulting  from  Circus  exhibitions  through- 
out the  State, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  memorialize  the  Le- 
gislature of  North  Carolina  on  the  subject  of  putting  down  the  evil  in  that 
way  which  to  them  may  seem  best. 

On  motion  of  Elder  D.  S.  Williams, 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  his 
services  as  Secretary  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Board  at  Milton,  during1 
the  past  year. 
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On  motion  of  Elder  J.  J.  limes, 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  hare  one  thousand  copies 
of  the  Minutes  of  the  Convention  printed  in  pamphlet  form  and  distributed,. 
one  half  to  the  Associations  at  the  expense  of  the  Convention,  and  that  the 
same  be  also  published  in  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

On  motion  of  Elder  John  B.   White, 

Resolved,  That  all  of  the  unfinished  busines's  of  the  Convention  be  referred 
to  the' Board. 

On  motion  of  Elder  J  =  J.  James, 

Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  and  they  are 
hereby  tendered  to  Elder  James  McDaniel  the  President  thereof,  for  the  able 
and  impartial  manner  with  which  he  has  discharged  ihe  duties  of  his  appoint^ 
ment. 

The  Convention  then  agreed  to  adjourn  wrte  die 

The  President  then  delivered  a  short,  but  feeling  address  to  the 
members,  and  after  singing  the  parting  hymn  and  prayer  by  Elder  J. 
B.  White,  the  Convention  adjourned.

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OF    THE 

BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION  OF  NORTH-CAROLINA, 

Article  1.  This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
veviion  of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  educa- 
tion of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry,  and  approved  by  the 
churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong  •,  the  employment  of  mis- 
sionaries within  the  limits  of  the  State  ;  and  a  co-operation  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  missions  in  general. 

Art.  3%  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distinct 
from  each  other,  and  punctually  appropriated,  agreeably  to  the  speci- 
fic intention  of  contributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals  and 
delegates  from  such  institutions  as  shall  make  adequate  contributions 
to  its  funds. 

Art.  5-  Every  Association  or  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to 
the  Convention  one  delegate,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
church,  for  every  ten  dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  by  contribu- 
ting at  one  time,  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Con- 
vention, may  become  a  life  member,  provided  he  or  she  continues  a 
member  in  good  standing  in  the  Baptist  church  to  which  he  or  she  be- 
longs. Also,  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time,  may 
become  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  upon  the  same  con- 
ditions. 

Art.  7.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually, 
shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice  Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  Re- 
cording Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Auditor,  who,  with  twenty  oth- 
ers, shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Managers,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Convention  and  Board  ,  that  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  to  pre- 
side in  case  of  his  absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Secreta- 
ries shall  be  required  to  discharge  the  duties  appropriate  to  their  res- 
pective offices.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  of  the  Convention, 
to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  ;  shall  give  security  for  th« 


the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of 
all  receipts  and  expenditures,  'which  shall  be  audited  and  published 
with  the  minutes.  The  duty  of  the  Auditor  will  be  to  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  quartefty  or  oftener,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate  ;  when 
they  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  effect 
the  objects  of  the  Convention,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

Art.  10.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
visit  Associations,  churches,  &c,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-ope- 
ration with  this  Institution,  conformably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art-  12.  The  Convention  shajl  require  of  its  Board  a  full  report  of 
all  their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Art.  13.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  at  any 
annual  meeting,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 


1.  Every  meeting  for  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  pray? 
er,  either  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  whom  he  shall  appoint. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  President  on  any  subject 
to  be  discussed. 

3.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded;  and  no  member 
Bhall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  without  special  leave 
of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers  in 
any  way  the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from  among  the 
members.  > 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless  oth- 
erwise directed. 

(5.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation,  walking 
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tysross,  or  out  of  the  bouse,  without  permission  of  the  President  first 
obtained,  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order. 

7.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  each  day,  previous  to  pro- 
ceeding to  business. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the  mover, 
and  banded  to  the  Chair  or  Secretary,  before  debated. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or 
to  amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged.  But  no  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject 
different  from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color 
of  amendment. 

10.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirma- 
tive or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the 
majority  to  move  for  re -consideration  thereof  on  the  same  day. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to  by 
any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Con- 
vention, unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution,  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  regu- 
lations, he  shall  be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust,  and  shall  be  liable 
to  be  reminded  of  bis  duty  by  any  member  present.

AT  SMITHFIELD,  N.  C. 


The  newly  elected  Board  of  the  Convention  met  at  the  Baptist  church 
in  Smithfield,  on  Monday  evening  at  3  o'clock. 

Present — Elder  James  McDaniel,  President,  D.  S.  Williams,  J.  J. 
James,  J.  S.  Purify,  R.  I.  Devin,  Nathaniel  J.  Palmer,  Elias  Dodson, 
William  H.  Jordan. 

A  quorum  being  present,  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  were  opened 
with  prayer  by  Elder  J.  S.  Purify. 

On  motion  of  Elder  D.  S.  Williams,  Elder  J.  B.  Jackson  was  ap- 
pointed a  Missionary  to  travel  in  the  county  of  Johnson  for  twelva 
months,  the  Board  pledging  themselves  to  pay  one  hundred  dollars  to- 
wards his  salary  if  necessary. 

On  motion,  Elder  Elias  Dodson  was  appointed  Missionary  to  travel 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Beulah  Association  for  twelve  months,  the 
said  Association  pledging  themselves  for  his  support. 

A  letter  was  received,  which  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  the  Con- 
vention, in  relation  to  brother  George  W.  Hill,  an  ordained  minister  of 
Pleasant  Plains  church  in  the  county  of  Columbus,  N.  C,  becoming  a 
beneficiary  of  the  Convention.  Brother  Hill  was  examined  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  his  Christian  experience,  calls  to 
the  ministry,  &c.  On  account  of  the  want  of  funds  in  our  educational 
department,  the  case  of  brother  Hill  was  referred  to  the«Cape  Fear  As- 
sociation, with  which  he  is  connected,  with  the  hope  that  they  will  give 
him  the  required  aid  in  obtaining  an  education. 

A  letter  from  the  Smithfield  Baptist  church  recommending  brother 
William  B.  Jones,  a  licentiate  of  that  church,  as  a  Beneficiary  of  the 
Convention,  was  read,  and  brother  Jones  appeared  before  the  Board 
and  was  examined  by  them  in  relation  to  his  Christian  experience,  calls 
to  the  ministry,  &c.  His  examination  being  satisfactory,  on  motion,  he 
was  unanimously  received  as  a  beneficiary  of  the  Board,  as  soon  as 
their  means  will  enable  them  to  sustain  him.  The  sum  of  eighty-one 
dollars  was  forthwith  subscribed  towards  his  support  by  brethren  and 
friends.

A  quorum  being  present,  the  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by 
Elder  John  H.  Lacy. 

On  motion,  Elder  Archibald  McDowell  was  unanimously  re-elected 
Chairman  of  the  Board  for  the  ensuinp  year. 

A  letter  in  relation  to  the  appointment  of  a  Missionary  to  labor  in 
the  county  of  Edgecombe,  North  Carolina,  referred  to  the  Board  by  the 
Convention,  was  read,  when  on  motion,  brother  James  A.  Moore,  of 
Halifax  county,  Va.,  was  appointed  a  Missionary  to-. travel  in  that 
county  the  ensuing  year,  the  amount  received  in  his  field  of  labor  to 
be  deducted  from  his  salary. 

A  letter  from  Rev.  William  Curtis,  D  D.,  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Broad  River  Society,  for  the  support  of  the  gospel,  in  re- 
lation to  the  balance  due  Elder  Wade  Hill,  late  the  joint  Missionary  of 
the  Board  and  that  Society.  On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  directed 
to  give  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  one  hundred  dollars,  the  amount 
due  him. 

The  letter  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  the  Western  Baptist 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  was  presented,  read  and  approved  of 
by  the  Board. 

The  reports  of  Elders  Robert  B.  Jones,  A.  Abernathy,  and  Stinceon 
Ivey,  Missionaries  of  the  Board,  were  received,  read  and  approved  of 
by  the  Board. 

On  motion,  Elder  Alexander  D.  Blackwood,  now  of  Montgomery 
county,  N.  C,  was  unanimously  appointed  General  Agent  of  the  Con- 
vention for  the  ensuing  year,  with  a  salary  of  four  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  and  his  necessary  travelling  expenses. 

On  motion,  Elder  J.  J.  James  was  appointed  Missionary  of  the 
Board  to  the  towns  of  Charlotte  in  Mecklenburg  and  Wadesborough 
in  Anson  county  for  twelve  months,  to  preach  three  Sundays  in  the 
month  in  Charlotte  and  one  Sabbath  at  Wadesborough ;  the  amount 
received  in  hi3  field  of  labor  to  be  deducted  from  his  salary. 

The  Board  then  adjourned  to  meet  again  on  Saturday  before  the 
third  Sabbath  in  December.     Prayer  by  the  Chairman.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

BOARD   OF  MANAGERS    OF   THE  CONVENTION. 

Milton,  October  9th,  1852. 

Favored  by  Divine  Providence,  we  are  again  enabled  to  render  to 
the  Convention,  as  their  Executive  Board,  our  annual  Report.  As  on 
all  previous  occasions  of  the  kiod,  we  have  cause  of  abundant  gratitude 
to  that  beneficent  Being,  whose  kingdom  we  have  been  associated  to 
advance,  to  find  ourselves  still  mingling  with  the  living  and  permitted 
to  labor  for  the  good  of  his  Zion. 

Commencing  the  operations  of  the  Conventional  year  with  an  embar- 
assed  treasury,  th«  appointments  of  the  Board  were  made  so  as  to  in- 
volve as  little  expense  as  possible,  without  neglecting  some  important 
fields  of  missionary  labor  which  could  not  be  overlooked.  Most  of 
those  appointed  as  Missionaries  were  required  to  rely  upon  their  fields 
of  labor  fo?  their  support,  so  that  the  income  of  the  year  should  be 
mainly  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  liabilities  of  the  Convention, 
thereby  enabling  us  to  commence  the  operations  of  another  year  free 
from  embarassment,  and  with  extended  means  for  Domestic  missionary 
operations.  So  far  as  the  dues  from  the  Convention  were  ascertained 
orders  were  made  on  the  Treasurer  to  pay  them  as  funds  might  come 
into  his  hands.  How  far  he  has  been  enabled  to  meet  them  and  the 
general  state  of  our  finances,  will  appear  from  his  report. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  MISSIONARIES. 

At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment,  Elder  P.  C.  Connel* 
ly  was  appointed  a  Missionary  for  the  Pee  Dee  Association,  Elder 
Richard  Jacks  for  the  Yadkin,  Elders  Elias  Dodson  and  John  Ro- 
bertson for  the  Beulah,  Elder  P.  H.  Smith  for  the  Tar  River,  and 
Elder  W.  C.  Patterson  for  the  Sandy  Creek  Association.  At  the 
same  time  Elder  J.  G.  Barkley  was  appointed  a  Missionary  for  the 
towns  of  Greenville  in  Pitt  and  Tarborough  in  Edgecombe  county, 
and  Elder  John  H.  Lacy  for  the  towns  of  Salisbury,  Mocksville,  and 
neighborhood  of  Red  Plains  in  Surry  county.  All  except  the  latter  to 
rely  on  their  field  of  labor  for  their  support. 

At  subsequent  meetings  of  the  Board  in  Milton,  Elder  William  N. 
Hereford  was  appointed  a  Missionary  for  the  counties  of  Guilford,  Ran- 
dolph and  Alamance.  Elder  Stinceon  Tvey  for  the  towns  of  Went- 
worth  in  Rockingham,  and  Crawford  in  Stokes  county  ;  Elder  Robert 
B.  Jones  was  re-appointed  a  Missionary  to  labor  in  the  Valley  of  the 
Catawba,  including  the  towns  of  Newton,  Dallas  and  Lincolnton  ;  El- 
der S.  P.  Smith  for  the  Brier  Creek  Association  ;  Elder  Stephen  Ross 
for  the  Jefferson  Association;  Elder  J.  J.  James  for  the  town  of  Hills- 
borough, Elder  J.  H.  Lacy  having  declined  ;  and  Elder  A.  Abernathy 
to  assist  for  two  or  three  mouths  Elder  Robert  B.  Jones  on  his  exten-

aive  field  of  operations.  Elder  J.  H.  Lacy  having  declined  the  ap- 
pointment to  Salisbury  and  other  places,  Elder  Levi  Thome  of  Ken- 
tucky was  appointei  in  his  place.  He  having  also  declined,  Elder 
Richard  H.  Griffith  of  Virginia,  a  graduate  of  the  Columbian 
College,  D.  C,  who  had  recently  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the 
ministry,  was  appointed  to  this  important  field.  These  embrace  all 
of  the  appointments  made  by  the  Board. 

Elders  Connelly,  Dodson,  Robertson,  Barkley,  Ivey,  Jones,  Ross, 
Abernathy  and  Griffith  accepted  of  their  appointments,  and  entered 
upon  their  duties.  Elder  Robertson  on  account  of  ill  health  labored 
but  one  month  and  Elder  Barkley  but  a  short  time.  So  far  as  the 
Board  are  informed  Elders  Dodson,  Connelly,  Ivey,  Jones  and  Ross 
have  been  laboring  during  most  of  the  year,  Elder  Abernathy  for  about 
two  months,  and  Elder  Griffith  but  lately  repaired  to  the  place  of  his 
appointment.  The  others  have  either  declined  their  appointments  or 
neglected  up  to  this  time  to  report  to  the  Board. 

The  Reports  of  Elder  R.  B.  Jones  are  truly  encouraging,  showing 
that  the  Lord  has  signally  blessed  his  labors  ;  like  success  has  atten- 
ded the  ministrations  of  Elder  Ross,  and  we  doubt  not  that  the  efforts 
of  others  of  our  missionaries  have  also  shared  the  Divine  blessing,  from 
whom  as  yet  we  have  received  no  full  reports. 

Owing  to  the  expensiveness  of  living  arid  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a 
suitable  Missionary  for  the  towns  of  Salisbury,  Mocksvilb,  &c,  and 
the  importance  of  having  those  places  supplied,  the  Board  were  induced 
to  increase  the  allowance  of  salary  one  hundred  dollars,  and  they  be- 
lieve that  this  sum  after  paying  the  ordinary  expenses,  will  not  be 
found  more  than  sufficient  for  the  support  of  Elder  Griffith  and  his 
family.  They  have  reason  to  hop>  that  most  of  the  amount  will  be 
made  up  by  those  for  whose  benefit  the  appointment  wis  made.  Elder 
J.  J.  James  has  not  yet  accepted  the  appointment  to  [Jillsborou^h,  but 
the  Board  indulge  the  hop ;  that  be  will  y  et  give  thdtn  his  efficient  ser- 
vices at  a  place  where  they  are  now  so  much  required. 

The  Board  are  anxious  that  a  Mission iry  should  travel  constantly 
within  the  bounds  of  each  Association  conn  cted  with  the  Convention, 
and  that  all  of  our  important  towus  not  yet  supplied  should  havj  Bap- 
tist preaching.  The  towns  of  Charlotte  in  Mecklenburg,  Wadesbo- 
rough  in  Auson,  Henderson  in  Grauville,  and  Greensborough  in  Guil- 
foi'd  counties,  ought  to  have  missionaries  or  located  ministers  to  preach 
for  them  at  least  twice  a  month,  and  if  our  brethren  throughout  the 
State  will  find  the  m^ans,  which  they  can  easily  do,  this  desirable  ob- 
ject will  be  soon  eff  cted.  Every  Association  is  well  able  to  support 
one  or  more  Missionaries  and  Colporteurs  for  the  whole  year,  and  if 
our  brethren  would  all  unite  to  affect  the  supply  of  the  towns  and  As- 
sociations, it  would  be  the  means  of  largely  augmenting  the  member- 
ship,— the  pecuniary  strength  and  the  standing  of  our  church.  From 
the  towns  an  influence  will  go  out  pervading  the  whole  surrounding 
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•ountry  and  extending  the  resources  as  well  as  usefulness  of  this  brancfc 
of  Zion. 

SPECIAL  CHANGES. 

Since  your  last  meeting,  brother  Zacbariah  A.  Patillo  of  Caswell 
county,  a  member  ot  this  Board,  departed  this  life.  Being  in  feeble 
health  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  the  fond  hope  indulged  by  him 
of  meeting  with  us  was  never  realized.  He  continued  to  decline  until 
early  in  the  month  of  July,  when  his  feeble  frame  sunk  under  disease 
and  in  the  triumphs  of  a  living  faith  he  breathed  his  last.  Thus  in  the 
bloom  of  life  has  one  been  taken  from  us,  who  gave  promise  of  great 
usefulness  to  the  church,  and  who  intended  to  devote  his  time  and  ta- 
lents in  dispensing  the  word  of  life.  The  vacancy  caused  by  his  death 
was  supplied  by  the  election  of  brother  Poindexter  S.  Ilenson.  Dr. 
J.  J.  Boswell  of  Milton,  having  previously  been  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  occasioned  by  the  removal  to  Lynchburg,  Va.,  of  Elder 
John    L.  Pritchard.  » 

But  a  short  time  intervening  the  Board  received  tbe  painful  intelli- 
gence of  the  death  of  Elder  William  Jones,  who  had  been  for  the  last 
five  years  the  laborious  and  efficient  General  Agent  of  the  Convention. 
This  sad  event  has  occurred  at  a  time  when  his  efforts  were  mostly 
needed  and  the  wants  of  an  Agent  most  generally  felt,  in  attending  the? 
annual  meetings  of  the  different  Associations  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Convention.  In  the  department  of  our  operations  to  which  he  was  as- 
signed, his  place  will  be  hard  to  fill,  for  his  talents,  disposition,  as  well 
as  the  amenity  of  his  manners,  were  calculated  to  have  a  favorable  im- 
press wherever  he  went,  and  his  zeal  for  the  cause  of  the  Convention 
insured  him  success  in  his  efforts. 

The  Board  did  not  deem  it  expedient  to  appoint  a  successor  to  El-> 
der  Jones,  even  if  a  suitable  one  could  have  been  procured.  They  is- 
sued a  circular  to  the  ministers  and  brethren  throughout  the  State  urg- 
ing them  to  devote  some  time  before  the  annual  meeting  to  voluntary 
agencies  for  the  Convention,  and  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board  and  one 
or  more  ministers  in  the  different  Associations  weie  specially  reques- 
ted to  act  as  Agents  of  the  Board  until  your  meeting.  Whether  or 
not  the  very  earnest  appeal  made  to  our  ministering  brethren  and  par- 
ticularly the  pastors  of  the  different  churches,  has  been  responded  to 
by  them  the  Board  have  not  the  means  now  of  knowing ;  they  fear 
however  in  many  instances  their  most  reasonable  and  proper  request 
has  been  unheeded.  It  is  a  source  of  deep  regret  that  many  of  our 
pastors  who  profess  to  be  friendly  to  the  objects  of  the  Convention,  will 
not  attend  to  any  request  of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  notwithstand- 
ing they  must  know  that  they  are  not  called  upon  to  aid  in  the  effecting 
of  any  worldly  object,  but  alone  to  aid  the  cause  of  Christ,  the  salva- 
tion of  our  fellow  men.  Our  brethren  and  sisters  we  doubt  not,  are 
disposed  to  aid  the  Convention,  all  that  is  needed  is  that  their  Pastors 
who  go  in  and  out  before  them,  to  call  them  into  action.  If  this  de- 
KrabJe  object  could  bo  effected,  then  could  we  well  dispense  as  our 
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Virginia  brethren  have  done,  with  the  services  and  expense  of  a  gene- 
ral Agent. 

Some  of  the  wealthiest  churches  in  the  State  have  no  delegate  nor 
do  they  send  up  any  contributions  to  the  Convention.  The  reason  is 
obvious — their  Pastors  do  not  bring  the  objects  of  the  Convention 
prominently  before  them,  they  will  not  even  preach  one  sermon  in  the 
whole  year  in  its  behalf.  They  will  not  establish  nor  encourage  the 
monthly  Concert  of  Prayer  for  Missions.  One  of  our  churches  with  a 
membership  whose  means  are  very  limited,  by  observing  the  monthly 
Concert  of  Prayer,  and  receiving  small  contributions  at  each  meetin* 
is  enabled  to  send  up  more  than  twenty  dollars,  and  appoint  two  dele- 
gates to  the  Convention.  Why  cannot  the  wealthy  churches  do  as 
much  or  more  ?  Let  them  answer  to  Him  whose  cause  they  profess  to 
espouse,  and  to  whom  they  are  responsible  as  stewards  of  the  household 
of  Christ  and  the  recipients  of  the  manifold  mercies  of  God  If  they 
did  but  feel  and  know  that  there  was  a  luxury  in  doing  good  and  that 
God  would  reward  them  and  bless  them  in  proportion  to  their  benevo- 
lence, they  would  not  thus  act. 

BENEFICIARIES. 

The  number  of  beneficiaries  now  under  the  patronage  of  the  Board, 
is  reduced  to  four,  who  wi>  learn  are  pursuing  their  studies  at  Wake 
Forest  College  with  commendable  zeal.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Convention  no  report  in  relition  to  their  standing,  &c,  has  been  re- 
«eived  from  the  Faculty  of  the  College. 

In  looking  to  the  numerical  strength  of  our  denomination  in  the 
State,  the  great  demand  for  Baptist  preaching  and  the  number  of 
churches  destitute  of  pastoral  aid,  it  is  a  source  of  deep  regret  and  just 
apprehension  in  regard  to  the  future  prosperity  of  our  churches,  as  well 
as  the  cause  of  Zion.  Where  there  is  such  a  wide  field  for  usefulness, 
it  is  strange  that  so  few  of  the  young  men  connected  with  our  church 
have  their  attention  directed  to  the  important  work  of  the  gospel  ministry. 
This  should  be  made  a  subject  of  special  prayer  to  Almighty  God  that 
he  would  call  and  qualify  more  laborers  to  go  forth  into  his  vineyard, 
seeing  the  harvest  is  plenteous  but  the  laborers  are  few.  Every  Asso- 
ciation should  adopt  the  necessary  measures  to  secure  and  sustain  at 
least  one  beneficiary  at  our  College,  and  as  many  more  as  promise  to 
be  useful.  A  few  wealthy  members  might  well  unite  in  supporting  a 
beneficiary,  who  in  after  times  might  eauss  their  hearts  to  rejoice,  that 
they  had  been  instrumental  in  providing  the  means  of  his  usefulness. 

education. 

The  Board  have  again  the  satisfaction  to  congratulate  the  Conven- 
tion in  the  continued  prosperity  of  our  College  at  Wake  Forest.  Noth- 
ing has  occurred  to  afiact  in  any  degree  its  moral  or  literary  standing, 
but  much  to  inspire  among  its  friends  and  the  public  increased  confi- 
dence in  the  efficiency  of  its  able  and  devoted  corps  of  instructors,  and 
the  influences   that  are  brought  to  bear  in  moulding  the  minds  and 
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character  of  its  pupils  for  great  usefulness  in   the  avocations  of  life  to 
which  they  may  devote  themselves. 

The  attempt  made  to  obtain  a  proper  endowment  and  which  was  at- 
tended with  partial  success,  has  not  been  prosecuted  for  the  want  of 
one  or  more  efficient  Agents,  the  late  worthy  Agent  being  compelled 
by  the  pressure  of  his  domestic  and  business  arrangements  to  suspend 
operations. 

At  the  late  Commencement  of  the  College  in  June  last,  when  ten 
of  their  pupils  graduated  with  distinguished  credit,  it  was  resolved  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  sanctioned  by  a  public  meeting  then  held, 
to  raise  fifty  thousand  dollars  as  early  as  practicable  for  the  purpose  of 
endowing  the  institution,  and  four  agents  were  appointed  to  canvass  the 
State  for  that  purpose.  So  far  as  the  Board  are  informed,  neither  of 
them  have  accepted  of  their  appointment.  It  is  a  matter  of  deep  re- 
gret that  it  is  so  difficult  to  secure  the  services  of  suitable  Agents  in 
conducting  our  benevolent  operations.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Richmond  College,  under  the  patronage  of  our  brethren  in  the  sister 
State  of  Virginia,  have  resolved  to  raise  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
for  the  permanent  endowment  of  that  institution,  and  having  been  for- 
tunate in  securing  the  services  of  Elder  A.  M.  Poindexter  as  their  A- 
gent,  he  has  already  raised  in  subscriptions  and  donations  near  three- 
fourths  of  the  amount,  and  the  complete  success  of  the  undertaking  is 
no  longer  doubtful.  Surely  then  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  can 
raise  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  their  College.  It  may  be  that  Elder 
Poindexter  after  finishing  his  important  undertaking  in  Virginia  may, 
if  his  life  and  health  should  be  spared,  be  willing  to  undertake  a  simi- 
lar enterprize  in  behalf  of  an  institution  of  his  native  State.  The  pre- 
vious recommendation  of  this  Board  as  well  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  College,  that  preparatory  schools  should  be  established  within 
the  bounds  of  each  Association,  to  operate  as  auxiliaries  or  feeders  for 
the  College,  is  about  being  carried  out  by  several  of  the  Associations. 
The  Chowan — the  Sandy  Creek  and  the  Beulah,  are  either  preparing 
or  have  schools  of  the  kind  now  in  successful  operation.  In  the  latter 
they  have  procured  the  services  of  brother  Poiudexter  S.  Heuson,  late 
of  the  University  of  Virginia,  a  very  efficient  principal,  who  came  high- 
ly recommended,  and  who  is  devoting  himself  to  his  duties  with  ability 
as  well  as  commendable  zeal.  The  school  is  located  at  Milton,  N.  C, 
and  the  Dan  River  and  Roanoke  Associations  in  Virginia,  as  well  as 
the  Flat  River  in  North  Carolina,  have  passed  resolutions  favorable  to 
this  institution.  We  hope  that  every  Association  will  speedily  com- 
mence and  accomplish  this  desirable  object.  They  have  only  to  will 
it,  and  it  will  be  effected. 

In  regard  to  Female  Educatjon,  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  may 
congratulate  themselves  in  the  success  that  has  already  attended  their 
efforts.  Our  two  Female  Colleges,  the  Chowan  and  Oxford,  as  well 
as  some  five  or  six  other  schools  under  the  management  of  Baptists 
are  all  full  of  pupils,  and  acquiring  a  high  degree  of  confidence,  not 
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■only  with  our  own  denomination  but  with  the  public  generally.  From 
these  institutions  an  influence  will  go  out  potent  for  good.  Their  suc- 
cess is  a  certain  precursor  of  the  success  of  Baptist  principles,  and  the 
building  up  of  Baptist  churches,  and  the  elevation  of  the  standing  of 
our  denomination.  The  time  has  passed  when  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  are  compelled  to  send  their  sons  and  daughters  to  Pedobap- 
tist  schools.  If  they  now  pursue  this  suicidal  policy,  it  is  an  evidence 
of  their  want  of  discernment  or  faithfulness  to  the  church  to  whose  pre- 
cinets  they  belong.  None  of  the  Southern  States,  if  indeed  any  State 
of  the  Union,  is  now  ahead  of  North  Carolina  in  Female  Education. — 
Other  States  are  now  sending  their  daughters  to  out  schools,  showing 
that  they  are  appreciated  abroad  as  well  as  at  home.  All  of  our  edu- 
cational institutions  should  be  properly  endowed  and  established  on  a 
permanent  basis. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

With  the  exception  of  the  efforts  made  in  the  Raleigh  and  Chowan 
Associations,  but  little  has  been  done  in  our  State  in  behalf  of  Foreign 
Missions.  The  efforts  of  Elder  A.  B.  Cabaniss  now  on  his  way  to  Chi- 
na, to  raise  the  necessary  funds  to  pay  for  the  Mission  House  erected 
for  Elder  M.  T.  Yates  of  this  State,  and  his  successors  in  the  Mission 
at  Shanghai,  was  crowned  with  partial  success.  Had  he  been  enabled 
to  prosecute  this  object  a  few  weeks  longer,  we  doubt  not  the  neces- 
sary amount  would  have  been  obtained. 

The  great  destitution  within  our  own  borders  and  the  difficulty  of  sup- 
plying it,  must  for  some  time  enfeeble  our  progress  in  this  important 
branch  of  religious  effort.  The  Board  indulge  the  hope  that  the  month- 
ly concert  of  prayer  and  contributions  in  behalf  of  missions  will  in  fu- 
ture be  more  generally  attended  to  by  the  churches.  It  will  be  the 
means  of  adding  much  to  the  contributions  towards  this  object  and  be 
a  source  of  refreshing  and  joy  to  our  members,  that  they  have  the  de- 
lightful privilege  of  monthly  sending  up  their  united  prayers,  and  ma- 
king the  contributions  towards  the  support  of  a  preached  gosp  d  to  the 
destitute  and  perishing. 

ORGAN    OF    THE    BOARD. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  which  is  continued  under  the  Editorial  man- 
agement of  Elder  Thomas  W.  Tobey,  contiuu3s  to  be  the  organ  of  the 
Board,  in  which  all  of  its  proceedings  are  published  gratuitously.  A 
publication  of  the  kind  extensively  circulated,  is  a  source  of  great  con- 
venience as  well  as  benefit  to  the  denomination  throughout  the  State, 
and  should  be  well  sustained.  Its  influence,  wherever  it  is  read,  is  for 
good  and  tends  to  awaken  an  increased  interest  in  behalf  of  all  of  our 
benevolent  enterprises. 

The  request  of  the  Convention  to  have  its  proceedings  published 
as  an  extra  with  the  Recorder  was  faithfully  attended  to,  and  doubtless 
made  them  more  extensively  known  than  they  would  have  been  in  any 
other  way. 
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CONCLUSION. 


The  resolutions  of  the  last  Convention  directing  the  issuing  of  a 
Circular  to  the  Churches,  Ministers  and  others,  in  relation  to  special 
or  voluntary  Agencies  for  the  Convention,  and  to  take  up  annual  col- 
lections in  its  behalf,  was  duly  issued  and  circulated  as  extensively  as 
practicable.  Also  the  resolution  requesting  the  Board  to  appoint  ft 
special  Agent  to  attend  the  Western  Baptist  Convention  of  this  State. 
The  Agent  appointed  left  home  to  attend  the  Convention  which  met 
in  Bumcombe  county,  and  proceeded  as  far  as  the  Catawba  River  in 
Lincoln  county,  where  he  was  stopped  by  the  high  water,  produced  by 
the  heavy  rains  which  had  fallen.  Our  regret  at  this  failure  is  less- 
ened by  the  circumstances  that  Elder  Robert  B.  Jones  and  Dr.  H. 
R.  Curtis,  correspondents  appointed  by  the  Board,  and  who  had  been 
requested  to  act  as  Special  Agents  in  the  event  of  a  failure  of  our  A- 
gent  to  be  present,  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  wera 
kindly  received  and  their  report  is  herewith  submitted.  They  receiv- 
ed from  the  Convention  a  sufficient  amount  of  funds  to  be  appropria- 
ted to  Foreign  Missions  and  Education,  to  make  their  President,  El- 
der J.  M.  Webb,  and  Secretary,  Elder  J.  C.  Grayson,  Life  Members 
of  the  State  Convention. 

Since  the  location  of  the  Board  in  Milton,  they  have  held  their  reg- 
ular Quarterly  Meetings,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given,  and  al- 
so special  meetings  as  their  business  from  time  to  time  required,  and 
their  proceedings  have  been  regularly  published  in  the  Biblical  Recor- 
der for  the  information  of  their  brethren.  While  they  are  willing 
cheerfully,  to  discharge  any  duties  imposed  on  them  by  the  Conven- 
tion, yet  if  a  more  central  position  can  be  found  where  its  acting  Board 
can  be  located,  and  the  business  of  the  Convention  faithfully  attended 
to,  they  will  cheerfully  transfer  their  duties  to  those  who  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  succeed  them. 

The  Board  cordially  unite  with  the  Baptist  church  in  Milton  in  in- 
viting the  Convention  to  bold  its  next  annual  seanoa  in  this,  the  place 
of  their  location.

Tbs  Secretary  beinj  absent,  Rov.  R.  I.  Devin  was  appointed  Secre- 
tary pro  tern.     Piesiient  J.  B.   White   led  in  prayer. 

H.  C  Strowd,  Esq.,  the  Treasurer,  made  the  following  Report  which 
was  received  by  the  Society. 

(Report  not  received.) 

On  motion,  Revs.  A.  D.  Blackwood  and  J.  P.  Montague  were  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  obtain  the  names  of  members  of  the  Society. 

Elder  R.  T.  Deviu  of  Oxford,  offered  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Southern  B.iptist  Publication  Society,  located  at  Charles- 
ton, S.  C,  should  receive  all  due  encouragement  from  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina,  and  that  a  Colporteur  should  be  appointed  to  operate  in  the  bounds 
of  each  Association,  to  supply  our  denomination  with  Sabbath  School,  and 
members  with  other  suitable  books  on  the  best  possible  terms. 

The  resolution  was   seconded  by  Elder  A.   D.  Blackwood. 

Upon  invitation,  brother  George  Parks  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  con- 
nected with  the  Baptist  Publication  Society,  addressed  the  Society  in 
relation  to  the  operations  and  success  of  that  institution. 
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The  Society  was  also  addressed  by  Elder  E.  Dodson  and  Rev.  T. 
W.  Tobey. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Elder  T.  W.  Tobey  submitted  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved;  That  the  Baptist  Psalmody,  edited  by  Rev.  B.  Manly,  D.  D.  & 
Son,  and  published  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  Society,  is  eminent- 
ly adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  Baptist  denomination  South,  and  cordially 
recommend  it  as  the  most  suitable  book  now  in  use  to  all  the  Baptist  church- 
es in  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

Resolved,  That  the  Publications  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  Soci- 
ety generally,  are  deserving  of  the  widest  circulation  and  ought  to  have  a 
place  in  every  Baptist  family.

Bum  of  $23.4S.

CONSTITUTION 


NORTH  CAROLINA   KBLE  AND  BAPTIST  PUBLICATION  SOCIETY. 

Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Bible  and- 
Publication  Society,  and  shall  b*  auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Publication  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  extend  the  circula- 
tion of  the  Word  of  God,  and  of  Religious  Books  and  Publications, 
published  under  the  patronage  of  our  denomination.  Also  to  encou- 
rage the  establishment  of  Sabbath1  School  and  Sabbath  School  Libra- 
raries.  « 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice 
Presidents,  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries,  Treasurer,  Au- 
ditor and  Depository  A<?ent,  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  annually. 

Art.  4.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  with 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention.  Intermediate  meetings 
of  the  Society,  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  two  of  the  Vic© 
Presidents. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  the 
payment  of  one  dollar  annually — by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  at  one 
time,  a  Life  Member — and  by  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  by  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  church  a  Life  Director,  and  each  Baptist  church 
or  Auxiliary  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  a  delegation  in  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Society,  for  every  three  dollars  sent  up. 

Art.  6.  Auxiliary  Societies  or  churches  contributing  to  the  funds 
of  the  Society,  shall  receive  one  half  the  amount  back  in  books. 

Art.  7.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board 
of  Managers,  consisting  of  twenty  members,  with  the  officers  of  the  So- 
ciety to  be  appointed  annually. 

Art.  8.  Any  Auxiliary  Society  will  be  recognized  as  such,  upon 
sending  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  a  copy  of  their  Constitution 
sad  list  ef  officer! . 
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Art.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  fundi  of  the  Soeiety  and  dis- 
burse them  as  the  Society  or  Board  of  Managers  may  direct,  and  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Society  of  the  state  of  its  funds,  and  th© 
Depository  Agent  shall  keep  the  Books  and  Publications  of  the  Socie- 
ty, and  dispose  of  them  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  direct. 

Art.  10.  The  Society  shall  at  each  Annual  Meeting  appoint  one  or 
more  persons  to  deliver  an  Annual  Address  or  Sermon,  at  the  next  an- 
niversary. 

Art.  11.  The  Society  or  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  one  or  more  Agents,  and  fix  their  compensation. 

Art.  12.  The  proceedings  of  the  Society  shall  be  annually  publish- 
ed with  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  at  the  expense  of  the  So- 
ciety. 


FORM  OF  AN  AUXILIARY 

To  the  North  Carolina  Bible  and  Baptist  Publication  Society. 

Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Bible  and  Baptist  Publi- 
cation Society  of  church  or  town,  the  object  of  which  shall 
be  the  encouragement  of  the  circulation  of  Bibles,  religious  books  and 
tracts,  and  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  Sabbath  Schools  and  li- 
braries. 

Art.  2.  This  Society  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Bi- 
ble and  Baptist  Publication  Society,  and  its  officers  shall  be  a  Presi- 
dent, two  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  with 
a  Board  of  nine  Managers,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Art.  3.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents, 
shall  preside  at  its  meetings.  The  Secretary  shall  record  its  proceed- 
ings ;  the  Treasurer  receive,  keep,  and  disburse  its  funds  according  to 
the  order  of  the  Society  ;  and  the  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Li- 
brary- 

Art.  4.  The  funds  of  the  Soeiety  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Agent 
or  Treasurer  of  the  parent  State  Society,  one  half  to  be  returned  in 
books  at  cost  prices,  and  and  the  other  half  devoted  to  the  aid  of  des- 
titute Sabbath  Schools  and  neighborhoods. 

Art.  5.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  or  oftener,  at  the  call  of 
one  or  more  of  its  presiding  officers.  At  the  annual  meetings,  soma 
one  shall  be  selected  to  address  the  Society,  or  preach  a  sermon  before 
it. 

Art.  6.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  con- 
tributing annually  to  it3  funds,  or  a  life  member,  by  the  contribution 
at  one  time,  of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 
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This  Society  held  a  meeeting  in  the  Baptist  church  in  Smithfield  on 
Monday  night  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention. 

After  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  A.  D.  Blackwood  of  Montgomery  coun- 
ty, the  Society  was  called  to  order  by  N.  J.  Palmer,  Esq.,  one  of  the 
Vice  Presidents. 

Rev.  J.  P.  Montague  of  Granville,  was  appointed  Secretary  pro 
tem. 

No  one  being  appointed  to  deliver  the  annual  address  before  the  So- 
ciety, the  same  was  omitted. 

On  motion,  the  following  persons  were  appointed  the  officers  of  the 
Society  for  the  ensuing  year  : —

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Education  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  raising  a  fund 
for  the  endowment  of  Wake  Forest  College  and  the  promotion  of  the 
cause  of  Education,  particularly  among  the  Baptist  denomination  in 
this  State. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice 
Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  who  with  a  board  of 
twenty  other  individuals,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  con- 
duct the  business  of  the  Society  in  the  intervals  of  its  meetings ;  and 
they  shall  be  annually  appointed. 

Art.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  located  at  Wake  Forest 
College,  but  may  adjourn  to  meet  at  other  places.  Fire  members 
.shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Art.  5.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  annual  meetings  with  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  an  extra  meeting  at  each  an- 
nual Commencement  of  Wake  Forest  College,  and  the  President  or 
two  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  have  power  to  call  other  meetings  of 
the  Society. 

Art.  6.  Any  person  by  the  contribution  of  one  dollar  annually  may 
become  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  by  the  contribution  of  twenty 
dollars  or  more  become  a  Life  Member  of  the  Society. 

Art.  7.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  some  one  or  more 
eompetent  individuals  shall  be  appointed  to  address  the  Society  at  the 
next  annual  meeting,  and  at  the  meeting  at  Wake  Forest  College  some 
one  shall  likewise  be  appointed  to  address  the  Society  at  its  next  meet- 
ing at  that  place,  and  the  President  or  Board  of  Managers  may  make 
•ther  appointments  or  fill  the  places  of  those  that  decline. 

Art.  8.  The  Society  or  the  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint  one 
or  more  Agents  and  fix  their  compensation,  and  give  them  the  necessa- 
ry instructions. 

Art.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  safely  keep  the  funds  of  the  Society 
and  disburse  them  and  invest  them  as  the  Society  or  Board  of  Mana- 
gers may  direct,  and  shall  annually  or  oftener  as  they  may  direct,  make 
a  full  report  of  the  state  of  the  finances  in  his  hands  or  that  may  be 
invested. 

Art.  10.  The  By-laws  and  Rules  of  Decorum  adopted  by  the  Con- 
vention shall  govern  the  Society  so  far  as  they  are  applicable. 

Art.  11.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  senior  Vice  Presi- 
dent, shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society ;  and  if  neither  be 
present,  the  Soeiety  shall  appoint  a  President  pro  tempore. 
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Art.  12.  In  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Manager!  the  President  or 
one  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  shall  preside  ;  and  if  neither  be  present, 
they  shall  appoint  a  Chairman. 

Art.  13.  The  foregoing  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by 
a  rote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF     THE 

BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Article  1.  This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  educa- 
tion of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  and  approved 
by  the  churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong  ;  the  employment  of 
missionaries  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  and  a  co-operation  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  missions  in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distinct  from 
each  other,  and  punctually  appropriated,  agreeably  to  the  specific  in- 
tention of  contributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals  and 
delegates  from  such  institutions  as  shall  make  adequate  contributions  to 
its  funds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to 
the  Convention  one  delegate,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
Church,  for  every  ten  dollars  paid  into  the  treasury. 
'■  Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  by  contribu- 
ting at  one  time,  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Con- 
vention, may  become  a  life  member,  provided  he  or  she  continues 
a  member  in  good  standing  in  the  Baptist  church  to  which  he  or  she 
belongs.  Also,  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time  may 
become  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  upon  the  same  condi- 
tions. 

Art.  7.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually,  shall 
be  a  President,  three  Vice  Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Auditor,  who  with  twenty  others,  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  Managers,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Convention  and  Board,  that  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  to  preside  in 
case  of  his  absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Secretaries  shall  be 
required  to  discharge  the  duties  appropriate  to  their  respective  offices. — 
The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  of  the  Convention,  to  be  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Board  ;  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duty,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, which  shall  be  audited  and  published  with  the  minutes.  The  du- 
ty of  the  Auditor  will  be  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  quarterly  or  oftener,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate ;  when 
they  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  10.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
visit  Associations,  churches,  &c,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-opera- 
tion with  this  Institution,  conformably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  12.  The  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Board  a  full  report  of 
all  their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Art.  13.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  at  any

annual  meeting,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Explanatory  resolution  passed  by  the  Convention  in  Fayetteville, 
October  16th,  1854: 

Rssolved,  That  the  4th  and  5th  articles  of  the  Constitution  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  allow  the  different  Associations  to  represent  in  this  body 
upon  funds  expended  within  their  own  bounds,  for  the  objects  of  the 
Convention,  on  condition  that  the  Board  of  the  Convention  be  allowed 
to  confirm  the  appointment  of  their  missionaries,  and  a  regular  corres- 
pondence be  kept  up  between  the  Boards  of  the  Associations  and  the 
Board  of  the  Convention  ;  and  that  they  report  their  funds  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Convention  at  each  annual  session. 


RULES  OP  ORDER, 

1.  Every  meeting  for  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer, 
either  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  whom  he  shall  appoint. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  President  on  any  subject 
to  be  discussed. 

3.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded  ;  and  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  without  special  leave  of  the 
Convention. 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers  in 
any  way  the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from  among  the 
members. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless  other- 
wise directed. 

6.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation,  walking 
across,  or  out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  President  first  ob- 
tained, shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order. 

7.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  each  day  previous  to  pro- 
ceeding to  business. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the  mover, 
and  handed  to  the  Chair  or  Secretary,  before  debated. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to 
amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged.  But  no  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject 
different  from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment. 

10.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirma- 
tive or  negative, it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  with  the 
majority  to  move  for  re-consideration  thereof  on  the  same  day. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  any  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to 
by  a  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  vote  of  the  Convention. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Conven- 
tion, unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution,  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, he  shaH  be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust,  and  shall  beliftble  to 
fee  reminded  of  his  duty  by  my  member  present

CONSTITUTION 

OF     THE 


Nonh  Carolina  Bible  and  Baptist  Publication  Society, 

Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Bible  and 
Publication  Society,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Publication  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  extend  the  circulation 
of  the  Word  of  God,  and  of  religious  books  and  publications,  published 
under  the  patronage  of  our  denomination.  Also  to  encourage  the  es- 
tablishment of  Sabbath  Schools  and  Sabbath  School  Libraries. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice 
Presidents.  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries,  Treasurer,  Au- 
ditor and  Depositoiy  Agent,  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  annually. 

Art.  4.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  with  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention.  Intermediate  meetings  of 
the  Society,  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  two  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents. 
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Art.  5.  Any  person  may  beeome  a  member  of  the  Society  by  the 
payment  of  one  dollar  annually — by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  at  one 
time,  a  Life  Member — and  by  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  by  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  church  a  Life  Director,  and  each  Baptist  church 
or  auxiliary  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  a  delegation  in  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Society,  for  every  three  dollars  sent  up. 

Art.  6.  Auxiliary  Societies  or  churches  contributing  to  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  shall  receive  one  half  the  amount  back  in  books. 

Art.  7.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board 
of  Managers,  consisting  of  twenty  members,  with  the  officers  of  the 
Society  to  be  appointed  annually. 

Art.  S.  Any  auxiliary  Society  will  be  recognized  as  such,  upon  send- 
ing to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  a  copy  of  their  Constitution  and 
list  of  officers.- 

Art.  9.  The  Treasurer  sball  keep  the  funds  of  the  Society  and  dis- 
burse them  as  the  Society  or  Board  of  Managers  may  direct  and  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Society  of  the  state  of  its  funds,  and  the 
Depository  Agent  shall  keep  the  Books  and  Publications  of  the  Society, 
and  dispose  of  them  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  direct. 

Art.  10.  The  Society  shall  at  each  annual  meeting  appoint  one  or 
more  persons  to  deliver  an  annual  address  or  sermon,  at  the  next  anni- 
versary. 

Art.  11.  The  Society  or  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  one  or  more  Agents,  and  fix  their  compensation. 

Art.  12.  The  proceedings  of  the  Society  shall  be  annually  publish- 
ed with  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  at  the  expense  of  the  Society 


FORM  OF  AN  AUXILIARY  TO   THE   NORTH   CAROLINA  BIBLE 
AND  BAPTIST  PUBLICATION  SOCIETY. 

Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Bible  and  Baptist  Publica- 
ation  Society  of  church  or   town,  the   object  of  which  shall  be 

the  encouragement  of  the  circulation  of  Bibles,  religious  books  and 
tracts,  and  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  Sabbath  Schools  and  li- 
braries. 

Art.  2.  This  Society  shall  be  auxiliary  to-,  the  North  Carolina  Bible- 
and  Baptist  Publication  Society,  and  its  officers  shall  be  a  President, 
two  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  with  a  Board 
of  nine  Managers,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Art.  3.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents, 
shall  preside  at  its  meetings.  The  Secretary  shall  record  its  proceed- 
ings ;  the  Treasurer  receive,  keep,  and  disburse  its  funds  according  to 
the  order  of  the  Society  ;  and  the  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Li- 
brary. 

Art.  4.  The  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Agent  or 
Treasurer  of  the  parent  State  Society,  one  half  to  be  returned  in  books  at 
cost  prices,  and  the  other  half  devoted  to  the  aid  of  destitute  Sabbath 
Schools  and  neighborhoods. 

Art.  5.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  or  oftener,  at  the  call  of 
one  or  more  of  its  presiding  officers.  At  the  annual  meetings,  some  one 
sball  be  selected  to  address  the  Society,  or  preach  a  sermon  before  it. 

Art.  6.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  con- 
tributing annually  to  its  funds,  or  a  life  member,  by  the  contribution 
at  one  time,  of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.

On  motion,  the  Society  adjourned,  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  chairman.

Annual  Report 

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Church  Extension  So- 
ciety of  North  Carolina. 

In  presenting  their  annual  report,  the  trustees  of  the 
B.  C.  E.  Society  of  N.  C.  would  reiterate  their  conviction 
of  the  necessity  and  utility  of  our  organization. 

The  Board  met  at  the  time  designated  by  the  Society  in 
the  Baptist  church  in  Murfreesboro,  viz  :  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday in  November,  1854,  and  proceeded  to  organization. 
Hoping  that  our  treasury  might  be  filled  without  the  in- 
tervention of  an  agent,  a  circular  was  published  request- 
ing every  church  in  the  State  to  take  up  collections  in  aid 
of  the  Society,  but  owing  to  causes  to  the  Board  unknown, 
the  appeal  was  unheeded,  or  if  heeded,  the  results  have 
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not  been  heard  from.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  the  Board 
became  satisfied  that  no  effective  amount  could  be  raised 
without  a  direct  appeal  to  the  churches  and  members  for 
contributions  by  an  agent ;  accordingly  they  tendered  the 
agency  to  our  esteemed  brother,  the  late  Elder  W.  C. 
Patterson  of  Randolph,  but  that  good  man  has  been  called 
away  to  his  heavenly  rest,  and  we  are  not  aware  that  he 
was  ever  able  to  operate  for  the  Society  at  all. 

Thwarted  thus  the  Board  have  been  unable  to  effect 
much.  While  petitions  have  been  presented  from  fields 
suffering  for  aid,  our  hearts  have  been  saddened.  But  we 
are  not  discouraged,  for  the  churches  give  evidence  that 
the  object  of  this  Society  lies  near  their  heart. 

A  portion  of  the  Board  have  had  interviews  with  a 
brother  in  the  ministry,  whose  praise  is  among  the  church- 
es, and  we  are  happy  to  learn  that  his  services  can  be  ob- 
tained for  the  agency.  The  board,  however,  leave  the  ap- 
pointment to  the  Society,  as  it  is  on  the  eve  of  its  anni- 
versary. 

Invoking  the  Divine  blessing  on  your  deliberation,  we 
submit  to  your  body  this,  our  first  annual  report.

Report  of  tlie  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  in  presenting  this,  their  twenty-sixth 
annual  report,  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kind 
providence  of  God  in  sparing  the  lives  of  themselves,  their 
agents,  missionaries  and  beneficiaries  since  your  last 
meeting,  and  in  enabling  them  to  prosecute,  with  some 
degree  of  success,  the  important  interests  committed  to 
their  care. 

HOME    MISSIONS. 

At  the  first  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board  held  at 
Wake  Forest  College,  Dec.  2nd,  1854,  a  letter  was  read 
from  Elder  Robert  B.  Jones  accepting  the  appointment, 
previously  tendered  him,  to  preach  two  Sundays  in  the 
month,  in  the  town  of  Charlotte. 

He  has  performed  his  duty  faithfully,  and  his  reports 
afford  an  encouraging  prospect  of  good  results. 

Though  but  few  have  been  baptized,  a  church  has  been 
constituted  during  the  year,  and   a   sufficient  amount  of 

funds  raised  to  build  a  comfortable  house  of  worship. 

The  house  is  now  under  contract,  and  will  soon  be  com- 
pleted. 

At  the  same  time,  Elder  A.  D.  Blackwood  was  appoin- 
ted to  preach  once  a  month  in  the  town  of  Wadesboro. ■ 

He  accepted  the  appointment,  and  has  preached  regularly 
as  desired  by  the  Board,  but  with  what  success  we  have 
not  been  informed.  He  will  doubtless  report  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

At  the  same  time  Eld.  J.  J.  James  was  appointed  to 
preach  twice  a  month  in  the  town  of  Goldsboro.  He  ac- 
cepted the  appointment,  and  has  performed  the  service. 

Goldsboro  is  a  prosperous  and  rapidly  growing  town,  and 
should  be  occupied  as  speedily  as  possible.  We  have 
there  a  small  church,  but  no  house  of  worship.  Elder 
James  has  started  a  subscription  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  house,  but  has  not  as  yet  secured  a  sufficient  sum  to 
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erect  such  a  house  as  it  is  thought  we   ought  to  have  iu 
Golbsboro. 

At  a  meetiug  of  the  Board  held  Jan.  20th,  1855,  Elder 
Haynes  Lenuon  was  appointed  to  preach  one.  Sabbath- 
evening  in  each  month  in  the  town  of  Lumberton.  He 
accepted  the  appointment,  and  has  performed  the  service 
desired,  but  the  Board  have  received  no  report,  as  to  the 
success  of  his  labors. 

Also  appointed  Elders  W.  M.  Wingate  and  "W.  T.  Wal- 
ters to  preach  alternately  two  Sundays  in  the  month,  in 
the  town  of  Franklinton.  In  this  place  we  have  neither 
church  nor  house  of  worship ;  but  by  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
D.  S.  Richardson,  Principal  of  the  Franklin  Institute,  our 
brethren  have  been  permitted  to  occupy  his  academy  build- 
ing for  their  services.  They  reported  good  congregations 
and  a  growing  interest. 

Also,  appointed  Elder  W.  T.  Brooks  to  preach  one 
Sunday  in  the  month  in  the  town  of  Henderson.  In  this 
town  we  have  neither  church  nor  house  of  worship  ;  but 
through  the  polite  invitation  of  our  Methodist  friends, 
Bro.  Brooks  has  preached  regularly  once  a  month  in  their 
house  of  worship. 

He  has  had  good  and  attentive  congregations  and  thinks 
if  we  had  a  house  of  our  own,  a  Baptist  church  might  be 
built  up  there.  At  the  same  meeting,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Beulah  Association,  and  a  pledge  for  their  sup- 
port, Elders  Elias  Dodson  and  „Stinceon  Ivey  were  ap- 
pointed missionaries  for  that  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  April  28th,  1855,  Elder 
Thomas  Lansdell  was  appointed  to  preach  in  the  town  of 
Tarboro  until  the  meeting  of  the  Convention.  He  accep- 
ted the  appointment,  but  from  him  we  have  had  no  report. 

At  the  same  meeting,  Elder  J.  D.  Elwell  was,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Pamlico  Association,  appointed  to 
labor  in  their  bounds,  the  Association  to  provide  for  his 
support. 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  Board  held  June  15th,  Bro. 
B.  F.  Marable  was  appointed  to  preach  weekly  in  the 
town  of  Greensboro  until  the  end  of  the  present  year. — 
This  appointment  brother  Marable  declined,  in  order  to 
prosecute  a  course  of  Theological  study  at  Furman  Uni- 
versity in  South  Carolina.  No  person  has  yet  been  found 
lo  occupy  that  important  field. 

Several  of  the  stations  now  occupied  under  appoint- 
ment from  the  Board  are   occupied  but  partially,  by  men 
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engaged  in  other  pursuits,  who  give  their  occasional  la- 
bors gratuitously,  or  at  least  without  any  promise  or  ex- 
pectation of  aid  from  the  Board  ;  and  many  important 
fields  are  wholly  neglected,  because  the  Board  have  neither 
the  men  nor  the  means  to  occupy  them. 

During  the  last  winter  and  spring  Eld.  Jonathan  Davis 
of  South  Carolina,  under  appointment  from  the  Domestic 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  impelled  by  a 
martyrlike  devotion  to  the  cause  of  his  master,  entered 
our  State  and  visited  some  of  our  Associations  and  church- 
es. Though  he  was  well  received  and  encouraged  in  his 
mission,  yet  the  infirmities  of  age  and  previous  misfor- 
tune, together  with  a  new  misfortune  which  befel  him 
while  in  our  State,  compelled  him  to  return  to  his  farnily 
where  he  has  &ince  died. 

Elder  A.  C.  Dayton,  agent  for  the  Bible  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  Elder  G-.  F.  H.  Crock- 
ett, agent  for  Indian  Missions,  have  each  spent  a  portion 
of  time  in  our  State,  since  your  last  meeting,  in  collecting 
funds  for  their  respective  objects. 

EDUCATION. 

During  the  present  year  the  Board  have  examined  and 
received,  as  beneficiaries,  six  young  brethren  and  placed 
them  at  Wake  Forest  College,  which  with  three  previously 
there,  make  nine  now  under  the  direction  of  the  Board. 
This  is  a  larger  number  than  they  have  ever  had  at  any 
previous  time,  and  is  perhaps  larger  than  they  have  the 
means  of  sustaining.  But  when  they  looked  at  the 
urgent  demand  for  an  increased  number  of  ministers  they 
could  not  reject  them  ;  and  they  sincerely  trust  that  the 
denomination  will  not  permit  any  of  these  young  breth- 
ren to  be  dismissed  for  the  want  of  funds  to  sustain  them. 
The  Board  regard  this,  at  the  present  time,  as  the  most 
important  department  of  our  benevolent  enterprise,  be- 
cause it  is  to  this  department,  mainly  that  we  are  to  look 
for  ministers  to  occupy  the  important  fields  that  God,  in 
his  providence,  is  constantly  throwing  open  to  our  de- 
nomination, both  in  our  own  country  and  in  foreign  lands. 

The  reports  from  the  Faculty  of  the  College  show  a 
commendable  degree  of  dilligence  and  success  in  the  ben- 
eficiaries of  the  Convention.  Among  them  are  some 
young  men  of  more  than  ordinary  promise,  and  the  Board 
would  commend  these  young  brethren  to  the  prayers  and 
benevolent  contributions  of  the  Denomination  upon  whom 
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they  are  dependent  for  support  while  they  are  laboring 
to  qualify  themselves  for  the  responsible  work  of  the  gos- 
pel ministry. 

FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

For  this  object  there  has  been  no  regular  agent  in  our 
State  until  August  last,  when  Elder  Elias  Dodson,  for 
many  years  the  faithful  and  efficient  missionary  of  the 
Beulah  Association,  accepted  an  appointment  from  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  to  travel  for  them  in  this  State. 
With  the  aid  of  Bro.  Dodson  in  this  department,  the  Gen- 
eral Agent  of  the  Convention  may  hereafter  confine  his 
labors  more  particularly  to  raising  funds  for  Education 
and.  Home  Missions  ;  and  thus  it  is  hoped  that  a  much 
larger  amount  will  be  raised  for  the  several  objects  of  the. 
Convention  than  heretofore. 

The  amounts  expended  for  missionary  labor   and  other 
purposes  will  appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  which  will 
be  presented  at  your  present  meeting.

Agesit's   Report. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  I  have,  on 
account  of  some  personal  affliction  and  some  business  en- 
gagements, been  enabled  to  labor  only  about  nine  months 
in  the  service  of  your  Board.  During  this  time,  however, 
I  have  visited  all  the  Associations  in  the  Eastern  and  mid- 
dle portions  of  this  State  ;  but  in  some  of  these  my  labors 
were  necessarily  quite  limited. 

Early  in  the  Spring  I  visited  the  churches  in  the  Pamlico 
and  Chowan  Asso'ns,  and  hoped  to  be  present  at  the  meeting 
of  both  these  bodies,  but  was  prevented  by  sickness;  on  ac- 
count of  which  my  receipts  are  less  than  they  otherwise 
would  have  been.  I  have  endeavored  to  awaken  the  spir- 
it of  true  christian  benevolence  in  our  churches,  and  to  se- 
cure the  voluntary  action  of  our  brethren  in  the  support  of 
our  institions.  My  experience  teaches  me  that  the  liberali- 
ty and  public  spirit  of  our  churches  are  to  measure  gene- 
rally by  the  corresponding  virtues  of  those  who  minister 
to  them  in  holy  things.  It  will  follow,  therefore,  that  if  this 
Convention  can  secure  the  voluntary  co-operation  of  our 
minstry,  it  will  also  secure  that  of  our  brethren  generally. 
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From  the  pressure  of  the  times  and  circumstances  men- 
tioned above,'  our  receipts  are  far  less  this  year  than  last, 
and  far  less  than  we  would  have  desired.  For  Foreign 
Missions  I  have  collected  in  cash  $200  ;  for  Home  Mis- 
sions $300  ;  and  for  Education  $360.27— making  a  total  of 
$860.27.  There  are  upon  our  books  several  hundred  dol- 
lars yet  unpaid.  I  have  during  the  year  attended  several 
interesting  meetings,  and  witnessed  with  pleasure  many 
conversions.  I  have  also  been  instrumental  in  inducing 
several  young  brethren  to  commence  a  regular  course  of 
study  in  reference  to  the  ministry.  With  this  report  I 
anticipate  closing  my  labors  as  the  General  Agent  of  the 
Convention,  as  I  conceive  that  duty  calls  me  to  labor  in 
a  different  field.  It  is  not  without  sincere  regret  that  I 
thus  separate  myself  to  some  extent  from  the  dear  breth- 
ren among  whom  I  have  been  laboring  for  the  last  seve- 
ral years.  I  hope  however,  that  my  place  will  be  filled 
by  some  one  far  better  able  to  place  the  cause  of  the  per-* 
ishing  heathen  in  our  own  and  foreign  lands.  May  the 
blessing  of  our  gracious  Redeemer  rest  upon  the  Conven- 
tion and  all  connected  therewith,  in  works  of  faith  and 
labors  of  love.

Report  oa  New  Fields  of  Labor, 

Your  Committee  regard  the  destitution  of  the  gospel  as- 
very  great,  especially  in  towns.  We  have  neglected 
towns,  though  we  have  done  a  great  deal  in  the  country. 
We  lose  much  by  neglecting  towns  and  villages.  People 
are  more  liberal  in  the  support  of  ministers  in  towns  than 
in  the  country.  A  man  worth  $2000  or  $3000  in  a  town 
frequently  gives  more  than  another  in  a  country  who  is 
worth  $100,000.  In  a  certain  city  a  poor  man  who  had 
a  salary  of  $400,  and  who  had  a  family  to  support  give  his 
pastor  $100.  Where  can  we  find  such  liberality  in  the 
country  ? 

There  are  so  many  towns  and  villages  in  our  State  des- 
titute of  Baptist  preaching  that  the  Convention  would  do 
well  to  attend  to  them  altogether,  and  leave  the  country 
to  be  provided  for  by  the  Associations.  Many  towns  and 
villages  are  destitute,  and  among  the  number  are  Greens- 
borough,  Salisbury,  Beaufort,  Chapel  Hill  and  Washing- 
ton. These  towns  ought  to  have  a  preacher  immediately 
to  spend  one  half  of  his  time  at  each  place. 
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Report  on  Indian  Missions. 

Your  committee  on  Indian  Missions  beg  leave  to  report, 

That  tho'  it  is  a  subject  of  much  interest,  they  can  do- 
little  more  than  glance  at  a  few  of  its  prominent  features 
in  the  space  allowed  them. 

As  immortal  beings,  and  as  the  original  and  proper 
owners  of  the  soil  of  this  western  world,  who  have  been- 
driven  from  their  homes,  in  many  instances  by  force  and 
without  compensation  for  their  land,  the  Indians  have' 
claims  upon  the  Anglo-American  people,  as  christians, 
patriots  and  philanrhropists. 

The  cruelties  inflicted  upon  them  by  the  Europeans,  es- 
pecially the  Spaniards,  in  the  conquest  of  North-  and 
South  America  and  the- West  Indies,  were  unsurpassed  by 
any  thing  of  the  kind  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
And  in  the  dreary  abodes  into  which  many  of  them  have' 
been  driven  in  more  modern  times,  they  are  subjected  to 
privations  and  calamities  of  a  fearful  chaarcter. 

But,  in  this  gloomy  picture  a  bright  spot  now  appears. 
Not  only  has  much  been  accomplisoed  by  schools  and  mis- 
sions, aided  in  some  instances  by  the  U.  S.  Government, 
some  of  the  tribes  having  been  civilized,  have  assumed  the 
national  character,  adopted  government  laws  and  customs 
like  our  own,  and  in  a  good  degree  evangelized ;  but  ma- 
ny of  them  are  anxiously  inquiring  and  begging  us  for" 
teachers  and  the  Axcient  Holy  Speech. 

The  subject  of  Indian  Missions  is  now  claiming  the  at- 
tention of  the  Old  North  State,  in  which  many  have  waked 
up  to  its  importance  ;  and  your  committee  hope  it  will  is- 
sue in  much  good  in  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of 
the  suffering  children  of  the  forest.  And  judging  of  the 
future  by  the  present  and  the  past,  we  feel  assured,  that 
under  God,  all  that  is  necessary  to  accomplish  what  is 
desired,  is  to  have  and  sustain  a  sufficient  number  of  self- 
denying  men,  who,  like  Paul,  are  willing  to  count  all 
things  but  loss  for  the  excellency  of  the  knowledge  of 
Christ.  We  need  missionaries  and  teachers,  and  the 
prayers  and  free-will  offerings  of  those  who  are  now  com- 
fortable in  the  former  home  of  the  Red  man,  and  enjoying 
to  so  great  an  extent  the  blessings  of  civilization,  the  Bi- 
ble and  Bible  Christianity. 

Among  the  encouraging  circumstances  connected  with; 
our  efforts  in  the  Indian  Mission  cause,  are  the  facts,  that 
the  Indians  are  not  idolaters,  and  the  preaching  of  the 
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■gospel  among  them  is  more  successful,  generally,  than  in 
.any  other  missionary  field. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  offer  and 
request  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  churches  and  Associations  of 
the  State,  to  give  special  attention  to  the  subject,  and  to  take  up  collec- 
tions at  least  once  a  year  for  the  purpose  of  helping  forward  the  glori- 
,ous  enterprize  of  Indian  Missions.

Report  oa  Special  Changes.

Since  our  last  Convention,  God,  in  his  All- Wise  Provi- 
dence, has  seen  fit  to  remove  from  our  midst  our  beloved 
brethren,  Elders  John  Purify  and  Wm.

Bro.  Patterson  was  for  several  years  the  active  and  effi- 
cient .agent  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Publication  So- 
ciety. In  its  cause,  and  for  its  interests,  he  labored  faith- 
fully. He  was  an  energetic  brother.  He  did  much  to  ex  j 
tend,  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  to  promote  the  benevolent 
objects  of  this  Convention.  But  his  work  is  done — he 
has  gone  to  reap  his  reward. 

Your  Committee,  in  closing  this  brief  and  imperfect 
notice  of  these  dear  brethren,  regret  that  they  have  neither 
time  to  write,  nor  data  upon  which  to  found,  a  report 
that  will  do  justice  to  the  loved  ones  who  have  labored  so 
faithfully  and  efficiently  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.

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Report  on  Church  Extension. 

Your  Committee  on  Church  Extension  ask  leave  to  re* 
port : — 

That,  with  reference  to  edifices  for  religious  service, 
they  view  the  present  time  as  eminently  an  age  of  Church 
Extension.  All  denominations  of  Christians  are  in  mo- 
tion to  have  good  church  buildings  ;  and  with  sleepless 
vigilance  and  unstaying  expedition,  pre-occupation  is  had 
of  all  those  sites  which  promise  the  most  effect  and  the 
greatest  good.  Not  a  single  eligible  spot  in  our  State 
will  much  longer  remain  unoccupied.  The  church-going 
bell  will  soon  be  tolling  on  Sabbath  morning  through  ev* 
ery  populous  neighborhood  in  North  Carolina. 

How  unspeakably  important  it  is,  that  those  who  assem- 
ble at  the  ringing  of  these  bells  shall  listen  to  the  uncor- 
rupted  word  of  God.  But  if  Baptists  delay  to  build  them 
houses,  then  these  faithful  witnesses  for  God  will  be  ex- 
cluded ;  and,  instead  of  standing  forth  to  publish  and  de- 
fend the  truth,  they  will  have  to  shrink  into  corners  to 
confess  the  guilt  of  their  neglect,  and  mourn  for  Zion's 
desolations. 

It  is  evident  that  Baptists  have  less  cause  to  lament  the 
want  of  means  to  build,  than  the  want  of  inclination  to 
use  the  means  they  already  have  ;  and,  neglecting  to  em- 
ploy their  ready  resources,  they  cannot  justly  claim  credit- 
able regard  from  their  brethren  of  other  denominations. 

The  Baptists  ought  to  feel  themselves  called  upon  to 
erect  suitable  houses  at  several  points  ;  two  of  which  may 
be  named  as  beginnings,  namely  :  Goldsboro7  and  Salis- 
bury. We  hope  that  the  Church  Extension  Society  will 
immediately  exert  themselves  to  supply  those  two  places, 
and  others,  as  quick  as  possible. 

Your  Committee  highly  approve  the  objects  of  said  So- 
ciety ;  hope  for  unremitted'  energy  from  them  ;  and  pray 
for  their  greatest  successes. 

All  of  which  is  humbly  and  prayerfully  submitted.

Report  on  Home  Missions. 

Your    Committee,  who   were   appointed  to  report  on 

Home  Missions,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

We  deem  the  sending  of  the  Gospel  to  the  destitute  in 
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our  own  midst,  a  subject  to  which  too  much  attention  can- 
not be  called.  And,  if  we  should  say  that  it  is  a  subject 
of  the  first  and  greatest  importance,  we  do  not  know  that 
we  should  go  beyond  the  limits  of  truth. 

There  are  a  vast  number  of  country  places  and  towns 
in  our  State  destitute  of  the  living  ministry.  There  are  a 
number  of  towns  where  the  Sabbath  sun  arises  and  walks 
his  meridian  pathway,  but  the  solemn  tones  of  the  church- 
going  bell  are  never  heard  ;  where  twilight  gilds  the  west- 
ern sky,  but  no  praises  are  sung  to  Jehovah  ;  where  the 
bar-room,  the  oath,  and  the  obscene  song  take  the  place 
of  God's  worship.  The  inhabitants  of  these  places  are 
our  fellow  mortals;  they  have  souls  which,  unless  redeem- 
ed by  the  blood  of  Christ,  must  perish  forever,  and  feel  the 
gnawings  of  the  worm  which  never  dies,  and  feel  the 
lashings  of  the  flame  that  shall  never  be  quenched.  They 
must  be  lost  or  saved  ;  but  how  can  they  be  saved  without 
hearing  the  G-ospel-^-for  faith  cometh  by  hearing  ? — and 
how  can  the  ministers  preach  unless  they  be  sent?  and 
who  is  to  send  them? 

Again  :  There  are  places  in  our  State,  where  there  is 
preaching — where  the  gospel  is  partly  preached  ;  but  where 
the  whole  truth,  aud  nothing  but  the  truth,  as  it  is  in  Je- 
sus, is  never  preached.  The  gospel  is  held  up,  but  men 
are  taught  to  look  at  it  through  spectacles,  and  these  spec- 
tacles are  made  of  Disciplines,  Prayer  Books,  and  Con' 
fessions  of  Faith.  The  Truth,  as  a,  whole,  is  never  preach- 
ed ;  part  of  it  is  preached,  and  the  remainder  is  noneoth* 
er  than  the  commandments  of  men.  More  than  this :  The 
solemn  ordinances  of  God's  House  are  held  up  to  public 
ridicule  and  contempt,  and  men  are  thus  taught  to  make 
light  of,  and  to  pay  no  attention  to,  the  positive  con> 
niandments  of  Jesus  Christ. 

When  these  things  are  taken  into  serious  consideration, 
it  does  seem  to  your  Committee  that  the  cause  of  Home 
Missions  is  one  which  should  be  dear  as  life  to  every 
Baptist. 

In  almost  every  part  of  the  Old  North  State,  fields  of 
labor  may  be  found  for  the  missionary ;  fields  which  are 
already  ripe  and  waiting  for  the  sickle ;  fields  where 
hundreds  are  perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge  ;  fields 
where  the  gospel  should  be  preached  in  its  purity,  and 
where  people  should  be  taught  to  read  that  gospel  without 
the  help  of  glasses. 
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Your  Committee  would,  in  view  of  these  things,  earnest- 
ly recommend  that  the  Baptists  awake  from  their  sleep  of 
lethargy;  that  they  arouse  from  their  cold  indifference; 
that  they  open  their  hearts  and  their  purses,  give  liberally, 
.and  send  forth  more  missionaries  in  our  own  midst.  And 
when  these  missionaries  go  forth,  follow  them  with  ear- 
nest, faithful,  and  unceasing  prayer.  When  this  is  done, 
we  may  expect  to  see  our  cause  prosper,  and  have  our 
hearts  made  glad  because  of  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

In  conclusion,  we  do  earnestly  ask  that  the  Bapists  of 
North  Carolina  give  more  to,  and  praymorefor  the  cause 
of  Home  jVIissions  than  heretofore.

We  have  had  three  missionaries  in  the  field  a  part  of 
the  time,  during  the  last  associational  year  ;  Brethren 
J.  B.  Webb,  Etherege  and  Delbrige. 

Brother  Webb  has  been  engaged  72  days,  traveled  891 
miles,  preached  36  sermons,  delivered  28  exhortations, 
and  has  been  instrumental  in  building  up  a  church  near 
Hichsquare,  in  Northampton  county,  known  by  the  name 
of  Corinth;  has  received  for  his  services  $13,  (expenses 
two  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents,)  leaving  a  balance  due 
iiim  of  sixty-one  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents. 

Brother  Etherege  has  been  engaged  41  days,  traveled 
'575  miles,  and  preached  46  sermons;  during  which  time 
he  has  been  instrumental  in  reviving  and  building  up  one 
of  the  oldest  churches  in  the  Association,  viz  :  Salem 
Church,  in  Pasquotank  county  ;  has  received  twelve  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents,  (expenses  one  dollar  and  seventy 
cents,)  leaving  a  balance  duo  him  of  thirty  dollars  and  ■ 
•twenty  cents. 

Brother  Delbrige  has  been  engaged  65  days,  traveled 
.803  miles,  preached  44  sermons,  16  exhortations; -he  has 
received  three  dollars  and  sixty-four  cents  for  his  services, 
(expenses  three  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,)  balance 
;due  him,  sixty-five  dollars. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  our  indebtedness  is  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven  dollars  and  sixteen  cents.

Report  oa  Foreign  Missions, 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  beg  leave  respect-- 
fully  to  report : 

That  it  must  be  a  subject  of  fervent  congratulation- 
among  Christians,  that  the  general  mind  of  Christendom' 
appears  to  be  waking  up,  more  and  more,  to  the  claims  of 
the  heathen,  and  the  consequent  obligations  of  the  clesci- 
ples  of  Christ.  And  it  requires  only  a  little  reflection  to- 
bring  on  a  state  of  wonder,  not  that  the  Christian  world 
is  so  much  excited  on  the  subject,  but  rather  that  it  has- 
so  long  slumbered  in.  an  unbelieving  apathy,  and  that  it 
has  waked  up  so  late  to  feeling  and  to  effort  on  this  mo- 
mentous concern.     TVhen  the  desciples  of  Christ  in  Eng- 
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land,  about  the  close  of  the  last  century,  began  to  think 
and  pray  and  confer  with  one  another  on  the  meaning 
and  the  obligation  of  their  Savior's  last  commission  :  Go 
ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture,— they  did  not  hesitate  in  coming  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  was  a  plain  and  pressing  duty  to  send  the  gospel  to 
heathen  lands  ;  and  as  soon  as  they  began  to  act,  their 
minds  were  more  and  more  stirred  and  agitated  with  the 
grand  idea.  They  looked  at  one  another  and  exchanged 
expressions  of  amazement  and  self-reproach,  that  they 
could  so  long  have  thought  themselves  Christians,  without 
having  missions  to  the  idolatrous  Pagan  world.  It  was  a 
cutting  reproof  which  some  poor  heathen  convert  gave  to 
a  missionary  of  the  Eastrr  •"  You  tell  me,"  said  he.  '.'  that 
there  is  a  Heaven,  and  that  there  is  a  hell :  and  that  the5 
Son  of  God  came  down  from  Heaven  to  save  us  from  the 
one  and  raise  us  to  the  other,  and  that  it  is  eighteen  hun- 
dred years  since  you  Christians  have  known  this.  How 
comes  it,  then,  that  it  has  been  so  long  in  getting  to  our 
ears?"  The  inquiry  implied  the  disgraceful  charge  :  Ei- 
ther you  christians  do  not  believe  your  own  religion,  or 
you  have  no  hearts  for  your  unhappy  fellow-men. 

But  it  is  a  subject  for  thankfulness  and  rejoicing,  that 
now  the  mass  of  professors  of  Christianity  has  become  so 
roused  up  to  this  duty  that  no  religious  sect  is  so  obscure 
and  unambitious  as  to  be  willing  to  go  without  a  share  in 
the  credit  and  reputation  of  missions.  They  feel  that 
they  cannot  sustain  themselves  with  decency  in  the  com- 
munity of  christian  bodies  if  they  let  others  have  the  mo- 
nopoly of  this  glorious  field ;  if  they  do  do  not  have  their 
mark  too  among  the  stations  on  the  missionary  map  of  the 
globe.  "Missionary  glory  has  become  essential  to  the  on 
ward  character  of  a  church  as  well  as  to  its  inward  health 
and  vigor  ;  and  now  we  all  begin  to  feel,  that  a  zeal  for 
missions  is  the  text  to  determine  the  amount  of  life  and 
intelligence  that  exists  in  any  society  of  christians  ;  and 
that  a  report  of  heathen  converts  is  necessary  to  convince 
the  world  and  to  convince  our  own  people  "that  God  is 
with  us  of  a  truth."  When  we  say  that  an  announcement 
of  heathen  converts  is  necessary  as  a  sign  that  God  is 
with  us,  we  mean  real  converts,  not  merely  crowds  of  bap- 
tized persons  induced  to  put  on  the  badge  of  Christianity 
for  the  sake  of  bringing  to  the  church  spiritual  domina- 
tion, or  enabling  it  to  boast  of  successful  proselytism.  The 
Savior's  awful  rebuke  to  the  Pharisees :  "  Ye  compass  sea 
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and  land  to  make  one  proselyte,  and  when  he  is  made  ye 
make  him  two  fold  more  the  child  of  hell  than  yourselves/7 
cuts  off  all  boasting  of  mere  nominal  converts.  No  *  we 
mean  not  such  national  conversions  as  this,  of  which  the 
middle  ages  furnish  us  examples  enough — examples  for 
warning  rather  than  imitation.  Clovis,  the  heathen  king 
of  the  Franks,  married  a  christian  princess  and  being  hard 
pressed  in  battle  called  for  help  upon  the  God  of  his 
Queen.  The  battle  resulted  in  his  favor,  upon  which  lie 
was  baptized  with  several  thousands  of  his  subjects,  both 
men  and  women.  Were  we  to  desire  such  converts  as 
these,  a  regiment  of  mounted  dragoons  would  be  a  far 
more  appropriate  band  of  missionaries  than  the  meek  and 
peaceful  men  whom  we  send  abroad.  The  only  converts 
we  desire  or  labor  for  are  regenerated,  transformed  men 
and  women  such  as  the  Corinthians  became  after  the  A- 
postles's  ministry  among  them.  They  had  been  "  drunk- 
ards, thieves,  idolaters,  murderers,  adulterers,  extortion- 
ers, revilers  and  such  like/'  but  they  were  now  washed, 
and  sanctified,  and  made  meet  for  the  inheritance  of  the 
saints  in  light.  Equally  astonishing  changes  have  mark- 
ed modern  missions  when  undertaken,  and  carried  on 
with  apostolic  faith  and  love,  proving  that  Christ's  prom- 
ise of  being  with  us  ministers  to  the  end  of  the  world  has 
not  failed.  In  America,  in  Africa,  in  Asia,  the  prophet's 
beautiful  emblems  have  been  realized :  the  lion  and  the 
wolf  have  become  lambs,  the  asp  has  lost  its  venom  ;  and 
the  little  child  plays  with  the  crested  basilisk.  Of  such 
fruits  resulting  from  modern  missions  sang  the  christian, 
poet : 

-»*  They  were  what  base  credulity  believes 

True  christians  are:  dissembles,  drunkards,  thieves; 

The  full-gorged  savage,  at  his  nauseous  feast 

Spent  half  the  darkness  and  snared  out  the  rest 

What  are  they  now  1 

The  wretch  who  once  sang  wildly,  danced  and  laughed, 

And  sucked  in  dizzy  madness  with  his  draught, 

Has  wept  a  silent  flood  reversed  his  ways 

Is  sober,  meek,  benevolent,  and  prays. 

Feeds  sparingly,  communicates  his  store, 

Abhors  the  craft  he  boasted  of  before, 

And  he  that  stole  has  learned  to  steal  no  more. 

Such  blessed  credentials  as  these  has  God  honored  our 
missions  with.  These  are  our  trophies.  These  are  the 
first-fruits  which  we  present  unto  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
saying  :  "  Here  are  we  and  the  children  whom  thou  hast 
given  us."

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The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have,  we  rejoice  to  say, 
entered  with  newly  awakened  ardor  on  this  field  of  hon- 
orable competition.  They  feel  as  if  they  had  remained  too 
long,  with  folded  hands,  subjecting  themselves  to  this  hu- 
miliating reproach  from  their  master  and  their  brethren  : 
"  Others  are  toiling  in  the  field  ;  why  stand  ye  here,  all 
the  day,  idle  ?"  That  their  inaction  has  not  been  attrib- 
utable to  want  of  heart  or  want  of  funds  is  demonstrated 
whenever  the  minds  of  our  people  are  properly  awakened 
and  appealed  to.  Let  any  brother  full  of  missionary  zeal 
come  among  us,  and  present  to  us  with  proper  earnest- 
ness what  is  expected  of  our  faith,  of  our  character  and 
of  our  wealth, — straightway  the  hearts  of  our  people  melt 
under  the  appeal,  and  their  purses  are  opened  and  poured 
into  the  treasury  of  God.  But  we  hope,  after  all  the  sums 
raised  among  us  for  this  holy  purpose,  that  our  pecuniary 
contributions  are  by  no  means  the  measure  and  guage  of 
our  missionary  zeal.  We  can  say  in  apology  for  the 
smallness  of  our  contributions,  that  a  large  portion  of  our 
people  are  poor  in  the  wealth  of  this  world — that  not 
many  of  the  rich,  not  many  of  the  mighty  are  numbered 
in  our  churches,  and  therefore  the  aggregate  of  our  dona- 
tions makes  the  less  figure,  even  tho'  our  abler  members 
may  give  liberally.  We  hope,  however,  that  our  whole 
body  will  be  stirred  up  to  add  to  their  liberality,  and  if 
they  have  hitherto  done  much,  that  they  will  still  more 
abound,  as  God  may  have  prospered  them,  and  he  has 
prospered  them.  Let  us  be  stimulated,  dear  brethren,  by 
the  words  of  our  Lord  :  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than 
to  receive,"  and  that  "  whosoever  shall  give  to  a  disciple  a 
cup  of  cold  water,  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward."  But 
what  shall  become  of  us  in  the  great  day  of  Jesus  Christ 
when  we  and  the  heathen  converts  shall  face  each  other 
at  the  judgment  bar,  if  it  can  be  said  of  us  that  we  have 
had  no  part  or  lot  in  giving  the  cup  of  living  water  to 
these  poor  gathered  outcasts  of  the  Gentiles,  and  if  the 
Searcher  of  hearts  shall  spurn  all  our  professions  of  per- 
sonal attachment  to  himself  by  that  awful  word  of  repro- 
bation :  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one  of  the  least  of 
these  my  brethren,  ve  did  it  not  to  me."

Report  on  Education. 

Your  committee,  appointed  on  that  part  of  the  Board's 
annual  report  which  refers  to  the  education  of  the  minis- 
istry,  beg  leave  to  submit  their  report. 

Education  occupies   one  of  the  first  places  among  mod- 
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crn  enterprises.  Common  Schools,  academies,  and  schools. 
of  higher  order,  both  For  males  and  females,  are  being  es- 
tablished in  our  State.  For  the  education  of  our  sons, 
there  is  Wake  Forest  College  and  a  number  of  academies 
in  successful  operation.  For  the  education  of  our  daugh- 
ters, there  is  the  College  at  Oxford,  the  Collegiate  In- 
stitute at  Murfreesboro',  and  others  of  an  inferior  but  res- 
pectable grade.  These  seminaries  of  learning,  we  regard 
as  worthy  the  patronage  of  the  denomination  and  public 
generally.  The  means  of  education  are  now  within  the 
reach  of  almost  every  one:  and  the  people  being  more  gen- 
erally and  thoroughly  instructed,  require  an  enlightened 
ministry. 

Your  committee  learn  with  pleasure  that  there  are  nine 
beneficiaries  at  W.  F.  College,  preparing  for  the  minis- 
try :  but  it  is  with  sincere  regret  they  learn  that  this  num- 
ber is  probably  more,  than  the  amount  of  funds  usually 
contributed  for  this  purpose,  will  support. 

The  education  of  our  young  ministers  is  properly  re- 
garded as  your  most  important,  benevolent  enterprise. — 
Through  this  instrumentality,  ministers  are  to  be  furnish- 
ed for  important  stations,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  And 
if  the  funds  for  ministerial  education,  were  annually  in- 
creased, no  doubt  the  number  of  beneficiaries  would  also 
be  greatly  increased,  and  much  more  good  would  be  ac- 
complished. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts,  your  committee  would  re- 
commend to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Conven- 
tion the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  is  a  matter  of  gratitude  that  there  are  presented 
to  our  youth,  so  many  opportunities  for  the  acquisition  of  useful  knowl- 
edge. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  consideration  of  the  increased  number  of  our 
beneficiaries,  and  the  low  state  of  the  treasury,  our  contributions  to  the 
education  fund,  should  be  greatly  enlarged. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  present  crisis  demand  of  us  an  educated  minis- 
try.
